An  Act  to  amend  Section  seventeen  of  Chapter  forty  of  th«  Revised 
Statutes,  as  ajnended  hy  Chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-onie  of  the 
Public  LoiWB  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  by  Chapter  sixty- 
one  of  the  Public  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  relating  to 
Migratory  Fish. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  seventeen  of  chapter  forty  of  the  revised  statutes,  as 
amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  public  laws 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  by  chapter 
sixty-one  of  the  public  laws  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"fifteenth"  in  the  twenty-second  line  of  said  section,  and  substi- 
tuting in  lieu  thereof  the  word  'twenty-fifth/  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "fifty"  in  the  twenty-third  line  of  said  section,  and  sub- 
stituting in  lieu  thereof  the  word  'seventy-five,'  so  that  said 
section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  17.  The  taking  of  mackerel,  herring,  shad,  porgies 
or  menhaden,  and  the  fishing  therefor  by  the  use  of  purse  and 
drag  seines,  is  prohibited  in  all  small  bays,  inlets,  harbors  or 
weirs,  where  any  entrance  to  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof 
from  land  to  land,  is  not  more  than  three  nautical  miles  in 
width,  under  a  penalty  upon  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of 
such  seine^,  or  upon  the  owners  of  any  vessel  or  seines  employed 
in  such  unlawful  fishing,  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment, 
or  action  of  debt ;  one-fourth  of  the  penalty  to  the  complainant 
or  prosiecutor,  and  three-fourths  to  the  county  in  which  the  pro- 
ceedings are  commenced;  and  there  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the 
vessels,  steamers,  boats  and  apparatus  used  in  such  unlawful

pursuit,  until  said  penalty,  with  costs  of  prosecution  is  paid; 
but  a  net  for  meshing  mackerel  or  porgies,  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  meshes  in  depth,  and  a  net  for  meshing  herring,  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  and  seventy  meshes  in  depth,  and  a  net 
for  meshing  shad,  of  not  more  than  seventy-five  meshes  in 
deptli,  shall  not  be  deemed  a  seine;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
take  shad  and  alewives  in  the  Androscoggin  river,  and  in  Merry- 
meeting  bay,  from  April  first  to  June  twenty-fifth  in  each  year, 
by  the  use  of  drag  seines,  not  more  than  seventy-five  fathoms 
in  length,  and  of  not  more  than  fifty  meshes  in  depth.*

Public  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
two  hundred  and  Bixty-seven,  Public  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety- three,  relating  to  providing  for  the  printing  and  distributing  ballots 
at  the  public  ezpenae  and  regulating  voting  for  State  and  City  Elections. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two,  public 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  as  amended  by  chapter 
two  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-three  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  the  twelfth 
line  thereof,  after  the  word  "choice"  the  words :  'Or  if  the  voter 
places  and  sticks  on  and  over  the  name  or  names  of  any 
candidate  or  candidates  for  any  office  or  offices,  a  small  strip  or 
strips  of  paper,  commonly  known  as  a  sticker  or  stickers, 
bearing  thereon  a  name  or  names  other  than  the  name  or  names 
of  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  erased  or  covered  up,  the 
name  or  names  of  such  candidate  or  candidates  so  covered  shall 
be  considered  to  be  erased  from  the  ballot,  and  the  person  or 
persons  whose  name  or  names  shall  so  appear  on  such  strip  or 
strips  of  paper  so  placed  and  stuck  on  the  ballot,  shall  be  deemed 
lo  be  voted  for  by  the  voter  as  candidate  or  candidates  for  such 
office  or  offices.'  So  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

'Section  24.  On  receipt  of  his  ballot  the  voter  shall  forth- 
with, and  without  leaving  the  enclosed  space,  retire  alone  to  one 
of  the  voting  shelves  or  compartments  so  provided,  and  shall 
prepare  his  ballot  by  marking  in  the  appropriate  margin  or 
place,  a  cross  (X)  as  follov/s:  He  may  place  such  mark  within 
the  square  above  the  name  of  the  party  group  or  ticket,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  voted  for  all  the  persons  named 
in  the  group  under  such  party  or  designation.  And  if  the  voter 
shall  desire  to  vote  for  any  person  or  persons,  whose  name  or 
names  are  not  printed  as  candidates  on  the  party  group  or  ticket, 
he  may  erase  any  name  or  names  which  are  printed  on  the  group 
or  party  ticket,  and  under  the  name  or  names  so  erased  he  may 
fill  in  the  name  or  names  of  the  candidates  of  his  choice.  Or  if 
the  voter  places  and  sticks  on  and  over  the  name  or  names  of 
any  candidate  or  candidates  for  any  office  or  offices,  a  small  strip 
or  strips  of  paper,  commonly  known  as  a  sticker  or  stickers, 
bearing  thereon  a  name  or  names  other  than  the  name  or  names 
of  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  erased  or  covered  up,  the  name 
or  names  of  such  candidate  or  candidates  so  covered  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  be  erased  from  the  ballot,  and  the  person  or  persons 
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whose  name  or  names  shall  so  appear  on  such  strip  or  strips  of 
paper  so  placed  and  stuck  on  the  ballot,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
voted  for  by  the  voter  as  candidate  or  candidates  for  such  office 
or  offices.  Or  if  the  voter  does  not  desire  to  vote  for  a  person 
or  persons  whose  name  or  names  are  printed  upon  the  party 
group  or  ticket,  he  may  erase  such  name  or  names  with  the 
effect  that  the  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  the  candidate  or 
candidates  whose  names  are  so  erased.  In  case  of  a  question 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people  he  shall  place  such  mark 
in  the  appropriate  margin  above  the  answer  which  he  desires  to 
give.  Before  leaving  the  voting  shelf  or  compartment,  the  voter 
shall  fold  his  ballot  without  displaying  the  marks  thereon,  in  the 
same  way  it  was  folded  when  received  by  him,  and  he  shall  keep 
the  same  so  folded  until  he  has  voted.  He  shall  vote  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law  before  leaving  the  enclosed  space, 
and  shall  deposit  his  ballot  in  the  box  with  the  official  endorse- 
ment uppermost.  He  shall  mark  and  deposit  his  ballot  without 
undue  delay  and  shall  quit  said  enclosed  space  as  soon  as  he  has 
voted.  No  such  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  voting  shelf 
or  compartment  already  occupied  by  another,  or  to  remain  within 
said  enclosed  space  more  than  ten  minutes,  or  to  occupy  a  voting 
shelf  or  compartment  for  more  than  five  minutes  in  case  all  of 
such  shelves  or  compartments  are  in  use,  and  other  voters  are 
waiting  to  occupy  the  same.  No  voter  not  an  election  officer  or 
an  election  clerk,  whose  name  has  been  checked  on  the  list  of  the 
ballot  clerks,  shall  be  allowed  to  re-enter  said  enclosed  space 
during  said  election.  The  presiding  election  officer  or  officers, 
for  the  time  being,  shall  secure  the  observance  of  the  provisions 

of  this  section.'

Any  street  railroad  corporation  may  purchase  or 
take  and  hold,  as  for  public  uses,  land  for  borrow*  and  gravel 
pits,  spur  tracks  thereto,  side  tracks,  turnouts,  stations,  car  bams, 
pole  lines,  wires,  installing  and  maintaining  power  plants,  double 
tracking  its  road,  improving  the  alignment  thereof,  changing  or 
avoiding  grades,  or  for  avoiding  grade  crossings  of  any  railroad ; 
but  if  the  owner  of  said  land  does  not  consent  thereto,  or  if  the 
parties  do  not  agree  as  to  the  necessity  therefor  or  the  area  neces- 
sary to  be  taken,  the  corporation  may  make  written  application  to 
the  railroad  commissioners,  describing  the  estate  and  naming  the 
persons  supposed  to  be  interested ;  the  commissioners  shall  there- 
upon appoint  a  time  for  the  meeting  near  the  premises,  and 
require  notices  to  be  given  to  the  persons  so  interested  as  they 
may  direct  fourteen  days  at  least  before  said  time ;  and  shall  then 
view  the  premises,  hear  the  parties,  and  determine  how  much,  if 
any,  of  such  real  estate  is  necessary  for  the  reasonable  accom- 
modation of  the  traffic  and  appropriate  business  of  the  corpo- 
ration. If  they  find  that  any  of  it  is  so  necessary,  they  shall 
furnish  the  corporation  with  a  certificate  containing  a  definite 
description  thereof ;  and  when  it  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  courts 
in  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  it  shall  be  deemed  and  treated 
as  taken;  provided,  however,  that  when  land  is  held  by  a  ten- 
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ant  for  life  and  the  reversion  is  contingent  as  to  the  persons  in    '- 

whom  it  may  vest  on  the  termination  of  the  life  estate,  such  fact 
shall  be  stated  in  an  application  and  the  commissioners  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  notice  to  the  tenant  for  life,  give  notice  by  pub- 
lication to  all  others  interested  in  such  matter  as  they  deem 
proper.

entitled  to  receive  the  money  so  deposited  in  the  treasury  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale.  If  no  owner  appears  within  six  months, 
the  beasts  or  the  value  or  price  thereof,  after  deducting  said 
charges,  shall  as  prescribed  in  section  five  be  equally  divided 
between  the  finder  and  the  town.

Any  person  injured  in  his  land  by  sheep,  swine, 
horses,  asses,  mules,  goats,  or  neat  cattle,  in  a  common  or  general 
field,  or  in  a  close  by  itself,  may  recover  his  damages  by  taking 
up  any  of  the  beasts  doing  it,  and  giving  the  notice  provided  in 
section  two,  or  in  an  action  of  trespass  against  the  perscai  owning 
or  having  possession  of  the  beasts  at  the  time  of  the  damage, 
and  there  shall  be  a  lien  on  said  beasts,  and  they  may  be  attached 
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in  such  action  and  held  to  respond  to  the  judgment  as  in  other  

cases,  whether  owned  by  the  defendant  or  only  in  his  possession. 
But  if  the  beasts  were  lawfully  on  the  adjoining  lands,  and 
escaped  therefrom  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of  the  person  —proviso, 
suffering  the  damage  to  maintain  his  part  of  the  partition  fence, 
their  owner  shall  not  be  liable  therefor.

runaways,  drunkards,  night  walkers,  railers,  brawlers  and  pil- 
ferers; persons  wanton  or  lascivious  in  speech  or  behavior,  or 
neglecting  their  callings  or  employments,  misspending  what  they 
earn  and  not  providing  for  the  support  of  themselves  and  their 
families ;  all  idle  and  disorderly  persons  having  no  visible  means 
of  support,  neglecting  all  lawful  calling  or  employment;  and 
all  idle  and  disorderly  persons  who  neglect  all  lawful  calling 
or  emplo)rment  and  misspend  their  time  by  frequenting  dis- 
orderly houses,  houses  of  ill  fame,  gaming  houses  or  tippling 
shops. 

Section  3.     A  town,  at  its  own  expense,  may  build  and  main-   maGtSn  a 
tain  a  house  of  correction.     Until  such  house  of  correction  is   So^otion. 
so  built,  the  almshouse,  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  used  for  that 
purpose. 
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Section  4.  Such  house  of  correction  shall  be  in  charge  of 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  maintaining  the  same,  who 
shall  have  the  inspection  and  government  of  the  same,  and  may 
establish  from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  orders  not  repugnant 
to  law,  as  they  deem  necessary  for  governing  and  punishing 
persons  lawfully  committed  thereto.  When  an  almshouse  is 
used  for  a  house  of  correction,  the  master  thereof  shall  be  master 
of  the  house  of  correction ;  but  in  other  cases  the  overseers 
thereof  shaJl  appoint  a  suitable  master,  removable  at  their 
pleasure,  and  may  fix  his  compensation.  The  overseers  from 
time  to  time,  shall  examine  into  the  prudential  concerns  and 
management  of  such  house,  and  see  that  the  master  faithfully 
discharges  his  duty. 

Section  5.  Every  person  committed  to  such  house  of  correc- 
tion shall  be  supplied  with  suitable  food  and  clothing,  and  if 
sick,  with  such  medical  attendance  and  care  as  the  overseers 
order;  and  all  expenses  incurred  for  commitment  and  main- 
tenance, exceeding  the  earnings  of  the  person  confined,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  town  where  such  prisoner  has  his  legal  settlement, 
or  by  his  kindred  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  6.  The  master  of  such  house  may  set  to  work  all 
persons  committed  to  his  custody,  so  far  as  they  are  able,  during 
the  time  of  their  confinement ;  and  if  their  deportment  renders 
it  expedient,  he  may  impose  shackles  or  fetters  to  prevent  resist- 
ance or  escape,  without  unnecessarily  inflicting  pain  or  inter- 
rupting labor. 

Section  7,  If  a  prisoner  is  stubborn,  disorderly,  idle,  refrac- 
tory, or  refuses  to  perform  his  appointed  task  in  a  proper  man- 
ner, the  master  may  abridge  his  supply  of  food  until  he  complies 
with  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  master  and  overseers. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  the  payment  of  costs  and 
expenses,  if  the  prisoner  has  actually  received  relief  as  a  pauper, 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  where  the  house  is,  or  of  the  town  to 
which  he  belongs,  on  complaint  to  the  justice  or  court  by  whom 
he  was  committed,  may  procure  an  extension  of  the  confinement, 
for  not  more  than  thirty  days  at  a  time,  by  the  judge  or  justice; 
and  such  application  may  be  renewed,  if  occasion  requires  it,  on 
like  complaint;  and  in  all  cases  the  prisoners  shall  be  brought 
before  the  justice  or  court  to  answer  to  the  complaint. 

Section  9.  Such  masters  shall,  within  ten  days  after  com- 
mitment of  any  person  to  such  house  of  correction,  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  where  it  is 
situated,  and  if  the  prisoner  has  actually  received  relief  as  a 
pauper,  said  overseers  shall  give  the  same  notice  thereof  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  his  legal  settlement,  as  is

and  property  in  public  houses,  to  the  neglect  of  their  proper 
business,  or  by  otherwise  misspending  what  they  earn,  to  the 
impoverishment  of  themselves  and  their  families,  are  likely  to 
become  paupers.    Any  work-house  may,  by  vote  of  the  town. 


Chapter  81, 
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be  discontinued,  or  applied  to  other  uses.  Until  such  work- 
house is  thus  provided  the  almshouse  or  any  part  thereof  may 
be  used  for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  Such  work-house  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  town  maintaining  the  same,  who  shall 
have  the  inspection  and  government  thereof,  with  power  to 
appoint  a  master  and  needful  assistants  for  the  more  immediate 
care  and  superintendence  of  the  persons  received  or  employed 
therein. 

Section  4.  The  overseers,  as  occasion  requires  shall  hold 
meetings  on  the  business  of  their  oRce ;  and  make  needful  orders 
and  regulations  for  such  house,  to  be  binding  until  the  next 
town  meeting,  when  they  shall  be  submitted  to  the  consideration 
of  the  inhabitants;  and  such  as  are  approved  at  said  meeting 
shall  remain  in  force  until  revoked  bv  the  town. 

Section  5.  When  any  person,  not  having  a  legal  settlement 
in  any  town  in  the  state,  becomes  idle  or  indigent,  he  may  be 
committed  to  the  work-house  provided  for  the  town  in  which  he 
resides,  to  be  employed,  if  able  to  labor,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  to  be  subject  to  the  lawful  regulations  of  the  house. 

Section  6.  Every  person  committed  to  such  work-house,  if 
able  to  work,  shall  be  kept  diligently  employed  during  the  term 
of  his  commitment.  For  idleness,  obstinacy,  or  disorderly  con- 
duct, he  may  be  punished  as  provided  by  the  lawful  regulations 
of  the  house.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Section  one  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  "battalion"  in  the  fifth  line  thereof  and  the 
words  which  follow,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
'ship's  company' ;  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

'Section  i.  There  may  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  the  national 
guard  of  the  state  of  Maine  as  provided  in  section  twenty-six, 
chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three,  a  naval  reserve,  to  consist  in  time  of  peace 
of  not  more  than  one  ship's  company.' 
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Section  2.  Section  three  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "battalion  may"  in  the  first  line  thereof, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  'ship's  company  shall/ 
by  striking  out  the  words  "four"  and  "an  engineer  division"  in

Section  3.  Section  four  of  said  act  is  hereby  stricken  out 
and  in  place  thereof  the  following  section  is  substituted : 

'Section  4.  The  ship's  company  shall  be  commanded  by  a 
lieutenant.  There  shall  be  allowed  on  the  staff  of  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  ship's  company,  one  lieutenant,  junior  grade, 
who  shall  act  as  executive  officer  and  adjutant,  and  one  assistant 
surgeon  of  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade.  In  addition 
there  shall  be  on  the  staff  of  the  commanding  officer  two  chief 
petty  officers  of  such  class  as  he  may  designate.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  Embalming  and  the  transportation  of 
the  bodies  of  persons  who  have  died  of  Infectious  dlseasee. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  For  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  the  state 
board  of  health  is  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  may  deem  necessary,  relating  to  the  transportation  of  the 
remains  of  persons  who  have  died  of  infectious  diseases,  said 
rules  and  regulations  so  far  as  may  be  deemed  practicable  and 
safe,  to  be  uniform  with  those  which  are  now  in  effect,  or  which 
may  be  in  effect  in  the  other  North  American  states  and  provinces. 

Section  2.  The  state  board  of  health  is  also  authorized  to 
make,  alter  or  amend  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  prep- 
aration and  transportation  by  rail  or  otherwise  of  all  bodies  dead 
of  an  infectious,  contagious,  or  other  disease. 

Section  3.  Every  person  who  shall  on  the  approval  of  this 
act,  be  engaged  in  the  business  of  undertaking  and  practice  of 
embalming  human  bodies  in  this  state  and  shall  desire  to  con- 
tinue in  that  business,  must,  before  the  first  day  of  September, 
nineteen  hundred  three,  register  his  name,  age,  length  of  time  in 
the  business,  and  place  of  residence,  with  the  state  board  of 
examiners,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  certifying  that  he  is  a 
registered  undertaker  and  embalmer,  under  which  he  shall  have 
all  the  privileges  of  a  licensed  embalmer.

No  person  shall  inject  into  any  cavity  or  artery 
of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  from  an  accidental  or 
sudden  death  or  under  suspicious  circumstances,  any  fluid  or 
substance  until  a  legal  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death  from  the 
attending  physician  has  been  obtained,  nor  until  a  legal  investi- 
gation has  determined  the  cause  of  death.  If  a  criminal  cause 
of  death  is  alleged  or  suspected,  no  fluid  or  other  substance  shall 
be  injected  into  a  body  until  the  cause  of  death  is  legally  estab- 
lished. 

Section  ii.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record,  containing  the 
names  and  residences  of  all  persons  registered  hereunder,  and  a 
record  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  said  board,  and 
said  records,  or  duplicates  thereof,  shall  always  be  open  to  inspec- 
tion in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health 
during  regular  office  hours.  Said  board  shall  annually  report 
to  the  state  board  of  health,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
m  each  year;  the  report  to  contain  a  full  and  complete  account 
of  all  its  official  acts  during  the  year,  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  board  and  such  com- 
ments as  may  be  deemed  proper.

shall  be  divided  into  two  sections  each,  lettered  "C"  and  "D" 
and  "E"  and  "F"  respectively,  and  shall  be  called  the  'deer* 
coupons. 

The  holder  of  a  non-resident  hunting  license  shall  be  entitled 
to  offer  for  transportation  and  have  transported,  within  or  with- 
out this  state,  by  any  railroad  company,  express  company,  boat, 
or  other  transportation  company,  the  carcass  of  one  bull  moose, 
or  part  of  the  carcass  of  one  bull  moose  that  he  himself  has  law- 
fully killed,  on  the  'moose'  coupon  attached  to  said  license ;  also 
the  carcass  of  one  deer,  or  part  of  the  carcass  of  one  deer,  that 
he  himself  has  lawfully  killed,  on  each  of  the  'deer'  coupons 
attached  to  his  said  license,  by  presenting  to  the  agent  of  any 
transportation  company,  his  license,  with  the  coupons  attached 
to  the  license  at  the  time  when  he  shall  offer  the  moose  or  deer 
for  shipment.  The  agent  receiving  the  carcass  or  part  of  a  car- 
cass, for  shipment  shall,  if  it  is  a  moose,  detach  section  "A"  from 
the  'moose'  coupon  of  the  license,  cancel  the  same  by  writing  or 
stamping  thereon  the  date  and  place  of  shipment  and  his  initials, 
and  shall  forward  the  same  forthw^ith  to  the  commissioners  of 
inland  fisheries  and  game,  at  Augusta,  Maine;  section  "B"  of 
said  coupon  shall  be  likewise  canceled  and  shall  be  attached  to 
the  carcass,  or  part  of  the  carcass,  of  the  bull  moose  offered  for 
shipment  and  shall  remain  attached  to  the  same  while  it  is  being 
transported  in  this  state. 

In  case  of  deer  received  for  shipment,  the  •license  must  be 
presented  to  the  agent  with  the  coupons  attached  as  aforesaid, 
and,  if  but  one  deer  is  offered  for  shipment,  the  agent  shall 
detach  section  "C"  from  the  first  'deer'  coupon  and  shall  cancel 
it  and  forward  the  same  to  the  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries 
and  game  as  aforesaid,  and  section  "D"  of  said  coupon  shall  be 
likewise  canceled  and  attached  to  the  carcass  of  the  deer,  or  part 
thereof,  offered  for  shipment  and  shall  remain  attached  to  the 
same  while  it  is  being  transported  in  this  state. 

In  case  two  deer  are  offered  for  shipment  the  agent  receiving 
the  same  for  shipment  shall  detach  sections  **C"  and  "E"  from 
the  deer  coupons  and  after  canceling  the  same  shall  forward 
them  to  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid,  and  sections  "D"  and 
"F"  shall  be  likewise  canceled  and  attached  to  the  carcasses  of 
the  deer,  or  parts  thereof,  offered  for  transportation  and  shall 
remain  attached  to  the  same  while  it  is  being  transported  in  this 
state.

of  the  same,  for  a  non-resident,  except  as  herein  provided,  or 
who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  detach  the  sections  of  the  coupons 
as  herein  provided,  or  who  shall  fail  to  forward  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  inland  fisheries  and  game,  at  Augusta,  Maine,  as 
herein  provided,  the  sections  of  coupons  by  him  detached,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offense.

Section  i.  All  nursery  stock  shipped  into  this  state  from  any 
other  state,  country  or  province  shall  bear  on  each  box  or 
package  a  certificate  that  the  contents  of  said  box  or  package 
have  been  inspected  by  a  duly  authorized  inspecting  officer,  and 
that  said  contents  appear  to  be  free  from  all  dangerous  insects 
or  diseases.  In  case  tiursery  stock  is  brought  into  the  state 
without  such  a  certificate  the  consignee  shall  return  it  to  the 
consignor  at  the  expense  of  the  latter ;  provided,  however,  that 
any  box  or  package  bearing  a  certificate  of  fumigatiojn,  which 
shall  be  an  affidavit  made  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  that  all 
stock  sold  by  the  consignor  has  been  fumigated  in  a  manner 
approved  by  the  state  nursery  inspector  of  the  state  from  which 
said  nursery  stock  is  shipped,  the  same  may  be  accepted  as  though 
bearing  a  proper  certificate  of  inspection. 

Section  2.  Any  transportation  company  that  shall  bring  into 
this  state  any  nursery  stock  such  as  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings 
or  buds,  and  any  transportation  company,  owner  or  owners  of

An  Act  to  amend  Section  six  of  Chapter  three  of  the  Public  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  ninety-nine  entitled  '*An  Act  to  amend  Section  six  of 
Chapter  one  hundred  fifty-six  of  the  Public  Laws  of  eighteen,  hundred 
ninety-five  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  Section  six  of  Chapter  thirty-five 
of  the  Rervised  Sta;tutes/'  rellLtin«  to  Int^illlgence  Offices. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  six  of  chapter  three  of  the  public  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  the  second  line  thereof  the  words  "one  dollar  each"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words  *the  sum  of  five  dollars  each  into 
the  town  treasury ;'  and  by  striking  out  in  the  tenth  line  thereof 
the  words,  "in  excess  of  one  dollar  ;*'  and  by  inserting  in  the 
thirteenth  line  thereof  after  the  word  "furnished,"  the  words 
'No  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  directly  or  indi- 
rectly engaged  or  interested  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,* 
so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  6.  The  municipal  officers  of  any  town  may  on  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  five  dollars  each  into  the  town  treasury  grant 
licenses  to  suitable  persons  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  revoked 
after  notice  and  for  cause,  to  keep  offices  for  the  purposes  of 
obtaining  employment  for  domestics,  servants,  or  other  laborers, 
except  seamen,  or  of  giving  information  relating  thereto,  or  of 
doing  the  usual  business  of  intelligence  offices ;  whoever  keeps 
such  an  office,  without  a  license,  forfeits  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  every  day  that  it  is  so  kept.  The  keeper  of  an  intel- 
ligence office  shall  not  retain  any  sum  of  money  received  from 
any  person  seeking  employment  through  the  agency  of  such 
intelligence  office,  unless  employment  of  the  kind  sought  for  is 
actually  furnished. 

No  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  directly  or 
indirectly  engaged  in  or  interested  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors.  The  keeper  of  a  licensed  intelligence  office  shall  cause 
two  copies  of  this  act,  printed  in  type  of  sufficient  size  to  be 
legible  and  easily  read,  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  each  room 
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used  or  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  such  intelligence  office.  '- 

Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  the  license  "jP'f JJiJ^^  ^^^ 

revoked,  and  shall   be  punished   by  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  ofthiaact.

The  municipal 
officers  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  harbor  master  for  such 
services  rendered.

Section  2.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  public 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "under  sear"in  the  third  line.  So 
that  said  chapter  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :

Statutes,  redntincr  to  Powers  and  Duties  of  Bail  Commissioners. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  thirty-five  of  chapter  ninety-nine  of  the  revised  statutes 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words :  'And 
such  bail  commissioners  shall  receive  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  in  each  case  in  which  bail  is  so  taken,  the  same  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  so  admitted  to  bail ;  but  the  person  admitted 
to  bail  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  other  fees  or  charges  to 
any  officer  for  services  connected  with  the  giving  of  such  bail/ 
so  that  said  section  thirty-five,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  35.  When  a  person  is  confined  in  a  jail  for  a  bailable 
offense,  or  for  not  finding  sureties  on  a  recognizance,  except 
when  a  verdict  of  guilty  has  been  rendered  against  him  for  an 
offense  punishable  in  the  state  prison,  any  such  commissioner,  on 
application,  may  inquire  into  the  case  and  admit  him  to  bail,  and 
exercise  the  same  power  as  any  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial 
or  superior  court  can ;  and  may  issue  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus, 
and  cause  such  person  to  be  brought  before  him  for  this  purpose, 
and  may  take  such  recognizance.  And  such  bail  commissioners 
shall  receive  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  dollars  in  each  case 
in  which  bail  is  so  taken,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  person  so 
admitted  to  bail ;  but  the  person  admitted  to  bail  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  any  other  fees  or  charges  to  any  officer  for 
services  connected  with  the  giving  of  such  bail.'

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Chapter  ISA. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  taking  of  Ball  in  Criminal  ProsecuUon. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Any  person  offering  to  recognize  before  any  trial 
justice,  judge  of  a  police  or  municipal  court,  or  bail  commis- 
sioner, as  surety  for  the  appearance  before  any  superior  or 
supreme  judicial  court  of  any  respondent  in  a  criminal  prosecu- 
ticMi,  whether  such  respondent  be  an  appellant  from  the  finding  of 
a  trial  justice  or  judge  of  a  police  or  municipal  court,  or  be 
ordered  to  recognize  to  await  the  action  of  the  grand  jury,  or  be 
arrested  in  vacation  on  capias  issued  on  indictment  pending  in 
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such  superior  or  supreme  judicial  court,  may  be  required  to  file    

with  said  trial  justice,  judge  of  a  police  or  municipal  court,  or 
bail  commissioner,  a  written  statement  signed  and  sworn  to  by 
said  surety,  describing  ail  real  estate  owned  by  said  surety  within 
this  state  with  sufficient  accuracy  to  identify  it,  and  giving  in 
detail  all  incumbrances  thereon  and  the  value  thereof,  such 
valuation  to  be  based  on  the  judgment  of  said  surety.

to  Public  Drains  and  Sewera.

Whenever  a  public  drain  or  sewer  is  located  and 
about  to  be  constructed  under  the  general  provisions  of  law, 
which  crosses  the  right  of  way  of  any  railroad,  unless  the 
municipal  officers  or  committee  of  the  city  or  town  which  located 
the  drain  or  sewer  shall  agree  with  the  corporation  operating 
such  railroad  as  to  the  place,  manner  and  conditions  of  the  cross- 
ing, thei  railroad  commissioners,  upon  petition  of  either  party, 
after  notice  and  hearing,  shall  determine  the  place,  manner,  and 
conditicms  of  such  crossing ;  all  the  work  within  the  limits  of  such 
railroad  location  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
officers  of  the  corporation  operating  said  railroad  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  railroad  commissioners,  and  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  borne  by  the  city  or  town  in  which  said  drain  or  sewer 
is  located ;  provided,  however,  that  any  additional  expense  in  the 
construction  of  that  part  of  the  sewer  or  drain  within  the  limits 
of  the  right  of  way  of  said  railroad  occasioned  by  the  determin- 
ation of  said  commissioners  shall  be  borne  by  said  railroad  com- 
pany or  by  the  city  or  town  in  which  said  drain  or  sewer  is 
located,  or  shall  be  apportioned  between  such  company  and  the 
city  or  town  as  may  be  determined  by  said  railroad  commis- 
sioners. Said  commissioners  shall  make  report  of  their  decision 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  highways  located  across 
railroads  and  subject  to  the  same  right  of  appeal.

Section  forty-three  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-four 
of  the  public  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  one,  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  words  "Augusta  dam,"  in  the  sixth  line, 
the  words,  *nor  in  Mill  river,  a  tributary  of  Georges  river,  in 
Thomaston,  Maine,  between  said  Georges  river  and  the  old  dam 
at  head  of  tide  waters,  in  said  Mill  river,'  so  that  said  section, 
as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

*  Section  43.  No  salmon,  shad,  or  other  migratory  fish  shalL 
be  taken  or  fished  for  within  five  hundred  yards  of  any  fishway, 
dam,  or  mill  race ;  nor  in  the  Penobscot  river  between  the  mouth 
of  the  Kenduskeag  stream  and  the  water  works  dam  at  Treat's 
falls  on  said  river,  nor  between  the  Augusta  highway  bridge  over 
the  Kennebec  river  and  the  Augusta  dam,  nor  in  Mill  river,  a 
tributar}'  of  Georges  river,  in  Thomaston,  Maine,  between  said 
Georges  river  and  the  old  dam  at  head  of  tide  waters  in  said 
Mill  river,  nor  any  salmon  five  hundred  feet  above  Ferry  Point 
bridge  on  the  Saint  Croix  river  in  Calais,  between  the  first  days 
of  April  and  November,  except  by  the  ordinary  mode  of  angling 
with  single  hook  and  lire  or  artificial  flies ;  nor  shall  hook  and 
line  or  artificial  flies  be  used  at  anv  time  within  one  hundred 
yards  of'  any  fishway,  dam  or  mill  race ;  but  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  taking  of  alewives  by  the  town  of  Warren  in  the 
Georges  river,  and  by  the  town  of  Waldcboro  in  Medomak  river, 
under  the  authority  granted  said  towns  by  a  private  and  special 
law  of  Massachusetts,  passed  March  six,  eighteen  hundred  two, 
and  amendments  thereof  passed  by  the  legislature  of  this  stfite; 
nor  shall  it  apply  to  the  taking  of  alewives  by  the  town  of  Wool- 
wich in  Nequasset  stream ;  fly  fishing  shall  be  allowed  up  to  the 
bridge  across  the  Denny's  river  at  Lincoln's  mill,  but  not  between 
said  bridge  and  Lincoln's  mill  dam.  But  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  Laconia  falls  rind  the  Lower  falls,  so  called,  of  the 
Saco  river,  located  at  BidHeford  and  Saco;  and  upon  the  first 
three  days  of  each  week,  from  the  first  of  June  to  the  first  of 
September  of  each  year,  all  persons  may  dip  for  salmon,  shad, 
and  alewives  at  the  falls  last  named  above.  But  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  take  any  salmon,  shad  or  alewives  in 
the  waters  of  Orange  river,  in  the  town  of  Whiting,  in  the  county 
of  Washington,  up  to  one  hundred  and  thirty  yards  of  the  fish- 
way  at  the  lower  dam  in  said  river,  subject,  however,  to  all  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows:

Such  service  shall 
be  made  by  any  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff  by  giving  the  same  to 
such  person  in  hand.  Such  officer  shall  make  his  return  upon 
a  copy  of  such  notice  certified  by  him  to  be  a  true  copy,  and 
within  sixty  days  thereafter  such  owner  may  cause  such  copy 
and  return  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  county 
or  district  where  said  land  is  located.

There  shall  likewise 
descend  to  the  widow  or  widower  the  same  share  in  all  such  real 
estate  of  whiph  the  deceased  was  seized  during  coverture,  and 
which  has  not  been  barred  or  released  as  herein  provided.     In 
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any  event,  one-third  shall  descend  to  the  widow  or  widower  free 
from  payment  of  debts. 

*Rule  2.  The  remainder  of  which  he  dies  seized,  and  if  no 
widow  or  widower,  the  whole,  shall  descend  in  equal  shares  to 
his  children,  and  to  the  lawful  issue  of  a  deceased  child  by  right 
of  representation.

intended  for  unlawful  sale.  Any  person  who  may  be  suspected 
of  selling  from,  or  keeping  for  illegal  sale  in  his  pockets,  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  may  be  searched  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
same  process  as  is  provided  for  the  search  of  places  and  if  liquors 
are  found  upon  his  person,  may  be  held  to  answer  as  though 
such  liquors  were  kept  and  deposited  by  him  in  any  place.  If 
fluids  are  poured  out  or  otherwise  destroyed  by  the  tenant, 
assistant  or  other  person,  when  premises  are  about  to  be  searched, 
manifestly  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  their  seizure  by  officers 
authorized  to  make  such  search  and  seizure,  such  fluids  may  be 
held  to  haj^e  been  intoxicating  and  intended  for  unlawful  sale, 
and  the  penalties  shall  be  the  same  as  if  said  liquors  had  been 
seized.

In  packing  herring,  mackerel  or  other 
fish  in  hermetically  sealed  cans,  either  in  oil,  mustard  or  vinegar, 
there  shall  be  used  not  less  than  three  quarts  of  oil,  of  the  first 
quality,  pure  summer  or  winter  cotton  oil,  or  any  food  oil  of 
equal  quality,  for  every  hundred  cans  so  packed  of  the  size  known 
as  quarter  oils ;  three  quarts  of  mustard  sauce  of  good  quality  for 
every  fifty  cans  of  the  size  known  as  three-quarter  mustards; 
and  for  every  one  hundred  cans  of  the  size  known  as  one-quarter 
mustards ;  one  gallon  of  vinegar  for  every  one  hundred  cans  of 
the  size  known  as  one-quarter  spiced:  and  for  every  fifty  cans 
of   the  size   known  as  three-quarter    spiced    or  tomato.      Pro- 
prietors of  fish  packing  factories  shall  provide  sealed  measures 
holding  one  one-hundredth  part  of  three  quarts  each,  which  shall

Section  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  eighteen  of 
the  public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one  as  amended  by 
chapter  one  hundred  fifty-four  of  the  public  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  ninety-five  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

'Section  4.  Whenever  any  person  shall  die,  or  any  still-born 
child  be  brought  forth  in  this  state,  the  undertaker,  town  clerk, 
or  other  person  superintending  the  burial  of  said  deceased  person, 
shall  obtain  from  the  physician  attending  such  bringing  forth  or 
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last  sickness,  a  certificate,  duly  signed,  setting  forth  as  far  as  may 
be,  the  facts  required  by  section  nineteen  of  chapter  one  hundred 
eighteen  of  the  public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one  as 
amended  by  section  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  fifty-four  of 
the  public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-five  and  as  further 
amended  hereby ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  undertaker,  or

tions, of  all  persons  who  have  neglected  to  make  returns  to  him 
in  relation  to  the  subject  matters  of  such  records,  which  the  law 
required  them  to  make,  all  to  be  made  upon  blanks  to  be  prepared 
and  furnished  by  the  state  registrar,  and  if  no  births,  marriages, 
or  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  afore- 
mentioned time  for  making  his  annual  returns,  the  town  clerk 
shall  send  to  the  state  registrar  a  statement  to  that  eflfect.

The  defendant  in  an  action  for  libel,  may  prove 
under  the  general  issue,  in  mitigation  of  damages,  that  the  charge 
was  made  by  mistake  or  through  error  or  by  inadvertence,  and 
that  he  has  in  writing,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  publi- 
cation of  the  charge,  retracted  the  charge  and  denied  its  truth, 
as  publicly  and  as  fully  as  he  made  the  charge. 

Section  2.  In  actions  for  libel  or  slander,  and  unproved  alle- 
gation in  the  pleadings  that  the  matter  charged  is  true,  shall  not 
be  deemed  proof  of  malice  unless  the  jury  on  the  whole  case 
find  that  such  allegation  or  the  defense  thereunder,  is  made  with 
malicious  intent. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  pending  actions  or  to 
causes  of  action  existing  on  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act.

An  Act  to  amend  Sections  two  and  sixteen  of  Chapter  forty-elgbt  of  the 

Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  Corporations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  two  of  chapter  forty-eight  of  the  revised 
statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
words :  'but  nothing  herein  shall  prohibit  corporations  organized 
under  the  general  law  from  providing  by  their  by-laws  for  the 
division  of  their  directors  into  classes  and  their  election  for  a 
longer  term  than  one  year.  After  the  certificate  of  organization 
required  by  law  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
directors  of  all  corporations  not  charged  with  the  performance 
of  any  public  duty  within  this  state  may  hold  meetings  without 
this  state  and  there  transact  business  and  perform  all  corporate 
acts  not  expressly  required  by  statute  to  be  performed  within  this 
state.  Directors  of  such  corporations  may  act  through  commit- 
tees whose  powers  shall  be  defined  in  the  by-laws/  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

*  Section  2.  Such  officers  shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  shall 
continue. in  office  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their 
stead.  There  shall  not  be  less  than  three  directors,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  by  them  elected  president.  No  director  can  hold  such 
office  after  he  ceases  to  be  a  stockholder.  The  treasurer  shall 
give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  in  such  sum, 
and  with  such  sureties,  as  are  required.  The  clerk  shall 
be  sworn  and  shall  record  all  votes  of  the  corporation  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  but  nothing  herein  shall  prohibit  corpora- 
tions organized  under  the  general  law  from  providing  by  their 
by-laws  for  the  division  of  their  directors  into  classes  and  their 
election  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year.  After  the  certificate  of 
organization  required  by  law  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  directors  of  all  corporations  not  charged  with  the 
performance  of  any  public  duty  within  this  state  may  hold  meet- 
ings without  this  state  and  there  transact  business  and  perform 
all  corporate  acts  not  expressly  required  by  statute  to  be  per- 
formed within  this  state.  Directors  of  such  corporations  may 
act  through  committees  whose  powers  shall  be  defined  in  the 
by-laws.' 

Section  2.  Section  sixteen  of  chapter  forty-eight  of  the 
revised  statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  word  "any- 
where" after  the  word  "business"  in  line  four  and  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  words:  *but  corporations  may  also  be 
formed  hereunder  to  exercise  the  following  corporate  purposes 
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in  Other  states  and  jurisdiction,  namely:    the  construction  and 

operation  of  railroads  or  aiding  in  the  construction  thereof,  tele- 
graph or  telephone  companies,  and  gas  or  electrical  companies, 
and  in  all  such  cases  the  articles  of  agreement  and  certificate  of 
organization  shall  state  that  such  business  is  to  be  carried  on 
only  in  states  and  jurisdictions  when  and  where  permissible  under 
the  laws  thereof,  and  such  corporations  heretofore  organized 
for  the  transaction  of  such  business  in  other  states  or  jurisdic- 
tions, if  otherwise  legally  organized  and  now  existing,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  corporations  under  the  laws  of  this  state/  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows :

That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  Maine  is 
hereby  ceded  to  the  United  States  of  America  over  so  much 
land  as  has  been  or  may  be  hereafter  acquired  for  the  public 
purposes  of  the  United  States:  Provided,  that  the  jurisdiction 
hereby  ceded  shall  not  vest  until  the  United  States  of  America 
shall  have  acquired  the  title  to  the  lands,  by  grant  or  deed,  from 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  the  evidences  thereof  shall 
have  been  recorded  in  the  office  where,  by  law,  the  title  to  such 
land  is  required  to  be  recorded ;  and  the  United  States  of  America 
are  to  retain  such  jurisdiction  so  long  as  such  lands  shall  be 
used  for  the  purposes  in  this  section  mentioned,  and  no  longer; 
and  such  jurisdiction  is  granted  upon  the  express  condition  that 
the  state  of  Maine  shall  retain  a  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
United  States  in  and  over  the  said  lands,  so  far  as  that  civil 
process,  in  all  cases  not  affecting  the  real  or  personal  property  of 
the  United  States,  and  such  criminal  or  other  process  as  shall 
issue,  under  the  authority  of  the  state  of  Maine,  against  any  per- 
son or  persons  charged  with  crimes  or  misdemeanors  committed 
within  or  without  the  limits  of  the  said  lands,  may  be  executed 
therein,  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  if  no  jurisdiction  had 
been  hereby  ceded.

/;  In  the  bonds  of  street  railroads  constructed  in  this  state 
prior  to  April  twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  ninety-five,  and 
in  the  bonds  of  street  railroads  in  this  state  constructed  after 
said  date  and  in  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  any  completed  street 
railroad  in  the  states  of  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachu- 
setts, Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Michigan, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Kansas  and 
Nebraska ;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  street  railroads  constructed  , 

in  this  state  after  April  twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five,  and  in  the  case  of  street  railroads  in  the  states  above 
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named,  an  amount  of  capital  stock  equal  to  thirty-three  and  one- 
third  per  cent  of  the  mortgage  debt  shall  have  been  paid  in,  in 
cash,  and  expended  upon  the  road  evidenced  by  a  certificate  of 
the  railroad  commissioners  of  the  state  where  the  road  is  located, 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  of  this  state,  that  said 
percentage  has  been  so  paid  in  and  expended  in  addition  to  the 
amount  of  the  bonded  debt ;  provided,  that  in  such  of  the  above 
states  as  have  no  railroad  commissioners  having  supervision  oT 
street  railroads  the  bank  examiner  of  this  state  may  ascertain  the 
facts  and  if  diey  meet  the  foregoing  requirement  may  file  cer- 
tificate thereof  with  the  secretary  of  state,  and  all  the  expenses 
and  compensation  of  the  bank  examiner  for  such  service  shall 
be  paid  by  the  railroad  company  seeking  to  make  its  bonds  a 
legal  investment  under  this  section,  whether  the  same  are 
admitted  or  not. 

Fourth:  In  the  mortgage  bonds  of  any  water  company  in 
the  New  England  states  actually  engaged  in  supplying  any  city 
or  cities,  town  or  towns,  village  or  villages,  or  other  municipal 
corporations  with  water  for  domestic  use  and  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  whenever  such  company  is  earning  more  than  its 
fixed  charges  and  interest  on  its  debts  and  its  running  expenses. 

Fifth :  In  bonds  of  any  corporation  other  than  railroad  and 
water  companies,  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  this  state, 
which  are  earning  and  are  paying  a  regular  dividend  of  not  less 
than  five  per  cent  a  year. 

Sixth,  a:  In  the  stock  of  any  bank  or  banking  association 
incorporated  under  the  authority  of  this  state. 

b:  In  the  stock  of  any  bank  or  banking  association  incorpo- 
rated under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  if  located  within 
the  New  England  states. 

c:  In  the  stock  of  any  railroad  company  of  this  state  unen- 
cumbered by  mortgage. 

d:  In  the  stock  of  any  dividend  paying  railroad  in  New 
England. 

e:  In  the  stock  of  any  railroad  leased  to  any  dividend  paying 
railroad  in  New  England  upon  terms  guaranteeing  the  payment 
of  a  regular  stated  dividend  upon  the  stock  of  such  leased  road 
and  the  interest  on  its  bonds. 

/;  In  the  stock  of  any  corporation,  other  than  railroad  and 
water  companies,  incorporated  under  authority  of  this  state  which 
earns  and  is  paying  a  regular  dividend  of  not  less  than  five  per 
cent  a  year. 

Sixth,  a:  In  loans  secured  by  first  mortgages  of  real  estate 
in  this  state  ana  New  Hampshire  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  value  of  such  real  estate.

b:     In  notes  with  a  pledge  as  collateral  of  any  public  funds 

or  bonds  of  any  kind,  or  of  any  stocks,  which  the  bank  or  insti- 
tution would,  by  this  section,  be  authorized  to  purchase.

e:     In  loans  to  any  municipal  corporation  in  this  state. 

/:  In  loans  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  such  personal  property 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  it  is  safe  and  for  the  interest 
of  the  bank  to  accept. 

g:  In  loans  to  any  corporation  owning  real  estate  in  this  state 
and  actually  conducting  in  this  state  the  business  for  which  such 
corporation  was  created. 

Seventh,  a:  The  term  'net  municipal  indebtedness  of  coim- 
ties'  as  used  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  bonds 
which  are  a  direct  obligation  of  the  county,  less  the  amount  of 
any  sinking  fund  available  in  reduction  of  such  debt. 

b:  The  term  'net  municipal  indebtedness  of  cities  and  dis- 
tricts' as  used  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  include  in  the 
case  of  either,  not  only  all  bonds  which  are  a  direct  obligation 
of  the  cities  but  also-  all  bonds  of  the  districts  or  boards  within 
the  same  as  above  enumerated,  exclusive  of  any  such  debt 
created  for  a  water  supply  and  of  the  amount  of  any  sinking  fund 
available  in  reduction  of  such  debt. 

c:  The  number  of  inhabitants  of  cities  and  counties  shall  be 
determined  by  the  last  previous  official  census  thereof  as  estab- 
lished by  the  last  United  States  or  state  census,  or  city  or  county 
census  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  United  States  or  state  census, 
and  duly  certified  to  by  the  clerk  or  treasurer  of  such  city  or  the 
auditor  or  treasurer  of  such  countv. 

Eighth:  All  investments  shall  be  charged  and  entered  on 
the  books  of  the  bank  at  their  cost  to  the  bank,  or  at  par  when 
a  premium  is  paid.'

Chapter  191. 

An  Act  to  amend  Section  forty-eight  of  Chapter  two  hundred  eighty-four 
of  the  Public  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  consolidate  and  simpMfy  the  laws  pertaining  to  Sea  and  Shore 
Fisheries  ajs  contained  in  Chapter  forty  of  the  Revised  Statutes"  and  in 
amendments  and  additions  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  That  section  forty-eight  of  chapter  two  hundred 
eighty-four  of  the  public  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  are 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  ''fifteenth"  in  the 
twenty-sixth  line  and  inserting  therefor  the  word  'thirtieth,'  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

'No  smelts  shall  be  taken  or  fished  for  in  tidal  waters  except 
by  hook  and  line  between  the  first  days  of  April  and  October 
under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten.  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars 
for  each  offense,  and  a  further  penalty  of  twenty  cents  for  each 
smelt  so  taken,  and  all  weirs  foi  the  capture  of  smelts  shall  be 
open  and  so  remain,  and  all  nets  used  in  the  smelt  and  tom  cod 
fishery  shall  be  taken  from  the  water  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  April  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  and  a  further  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  that 
any  such  weir  or  net  remains  in  violation  of  law.  But  weirs 
with  catch  pounds  covered  with  nets,  the  meshes  of  which  are 
one  inch  square  in  the  clear,  or  greater,  are  not  subject  to  this 
section.  But  no  smelts  caught  in  such  weirs  after  the  first  day 
of  April  shall  be  sold  or  oflFered  for  sale  in  this  state  nor  shall 
smelts  caught  in  any  manner  between  the  first  day  of  April  and 
the  first  day  of  October  following  be  oflFered  for  sale,  sold,  or 
shipped  from  the  state  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  oflfense,  provided,  however,  that  dip  nets  may  be  used 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  May  and  all 
smelts  caught  by  dip  nets  between  said  days  may  be  lawfully 
oflFered  for  sale  and  sold  in  this  state,  provided  further  that  this 
section  does  not  apply  to  smelts  taken  in  the  Androscoggin  river 
above  the  Merrymeeting  bay  bridge  between  the  first  days  of 
October  and  November.  Nor  to  smelts  taken  in  the  Penobscot 
river  and  its  tributaries  between  the  first  and  thirtieth  days  of 
April.  Nor  to  smelts  taken  in  Casco  bay  between  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  and  the  first  day  of  October,  nor  to  smelts 
taken  in  Taunton  bay  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first 
day  of  May  nor  smelts  taken  in  Little  Kennebec  bay,  so  called, 
in  the  county  of  Washington  between  the  first  day  of  April  and 
the  first  day  of  May.'

Chapter  194. 

An  Act  to  abolish  issuing  sepaitate  Executions  for  Costs,   by  Disclosure 

Commissioners. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  No  separate  execution  for  costs  or  for  costs  and 
fees,  in  disclosure  proceedings,  shall  be  issued  against  any  judg- 
ment debtor  by  any  disclosure  commissioner  or  by  any  commis- 
sioner or  magistrate  authorized  to  hear  disclosures,  except  as 
hereafter  provided;  but  when  the  petitioner  recovers  costs  or 
costs  and  fees  against  the  judgment  debtor,  either  on  hearing, 
default,  or  otherwise,  the  commissioner  or  magistrate  shall  tax 
such  costs  or  costs  and  fees  in  detail,  and  make  a  record  thereof, 
and  under  his  hand  and  official  seal  shall  indorse  upon  or  annex 
to  the  execution  in  force  at  the  time  of  disclosure,  hearing  or 
default,  a  certificate  certifying  that  the  petitioner  has  recovered 
costs  or  costs  and  fees  and  stating  therein,  in  detail,  the  costs  or 
costs  and  fees  recovered,  and  also  the  date  of  such  recovery. 
A  copy  of  said  certificate  shall  be  indorsed  upon  or  annexed  to 
every  subsequent  execution  issued  upon  the  same  judgment,  or 
upon  any  judgment  founded  thereon.  Costs  or  costs  and  fees 
recovered,  taxed  and  certified,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  a 
part  of  the  original  judgment  for  costs  recovered  against  the 
judgment  debtor. 

Section  2.  Any  and  all  separate  executions  for  costs  or  for 
costs  and  fees,  legally  issued  by  any  disclosure  commissioner  or 
magistrate,  before  this  act  takes  effect,  may  be  renewed  as  now 
provided  by  law. 

Section  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, nineteen  hundred  and  four.

Chapter  196. 

An  Act  In  relation  to  Lime  and  Lim^  Ca^ks. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council  shall  appoint  in  each  town  where  lime  is  manufactured, 
one  resident  citizen  thereof  to  be  inspector  of  lime  casks  therein 
for  four  years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified, 
unless  sooner  removed.  He  shall  be  sworn  and  give  bond  with 
sufficient  sureties  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  before 
entering  thereon  to  the  treasurer  of  his  county,  in  the  following 
sums:  The  inspector  of  Rockland,  five  thousand  dollars;  of 
Thomaston  and  Rockport,  three  thousand  dollars  each;  and  of 
every  other  town,  two  thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  approved  by 
the  county  commissioners:  and  each  lime  manufacturer  shall 
designate  to  the  inspector  one  or  more  persons  to  act  as  deputy 
inspector  for  lime  casks  used  by  him,  from  which  number  the 
inspector  shall  appoint  as  many  deputies  as  are  necessary,  who 
shall  be  sworn  and  give  bond  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in 
like  manner  as  his  principal  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
Such  deputy  shall  have  sole  inspection  of  lime  casks  on  the 
premises  of  the  manufacturer  by  whom  he  is  designated. 

Section  2.  Lime  casks  shall  be  made  of  sound  and  seasoned 
sawed  timber  in  a  workmanlike  manner  and  kiln  dried  or  well 
fired  on  the  inside,  with  staves  not  less  than  twenty-nine  inches 
in  length  and  three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  on  the  thinnest  edge ; 
heads  not  less  than  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick  and  fifteen  and 
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one-half  inches  in  diameter  when  dry  and  well  crozed  in ;  good    '- 

and  strong  hoops  of  oak,  ash,  beech,  birch,  maple,  cherry  or  elm 
wood,  not  less  than  one  inch  wide  in  the  narrowest  part  and  not 
less  than  eight  in  number  except  when  two  or  more  hoops  of 
uniform  shape  throughout  not  less  than  one  and  one-fourth 
inches  wide  are  used,  the  whole  number  may  be  reduced  to  six ; 
each  cask  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-five  inches  in  length 
between  the  heads,  fifteen  and  one-fourth  inches  in  width  between 
the  chimes  and  seventeen  inches  in  the  clear  on  the  inside  at  the 
bilge.  No  lime  casks  or  barrels  to  contain  lime  shall  be  manu- 
factured and  no  lime  shall  be  put  up  for  sale  in  casks  or  barrels 
less  in  size  than  herein  provided  and  unless  made  in  accordance 
with  this  section. 

Section  3.     All  packages  containing  lime  shall  have  conspicu-  Name  of 
ously  on  the  outside  thereof  in  distinct  and  plain  letters  the  full  Sfiimeahaii 
name,  or  initials  of  the  christian  name  and  full  surname  of  the  on  package, 
manufacturer  followed  by  the  letters  "ManV"  with  the  name  of 
the  place  or  particular  locality  whore  manufactured.

by  the  standing  committee  of  the  Maine  Historical  Society,  under 
the  editorship  of  some  person  selected  by  said  committee,  whose 
services  shall  be  rendered  free  and  without  any  compensation, 
and  the  work  shall  appear  to  them  to  have  been  prepared  with 
accuracy,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  purchase  five  hundred  copies 
of  such  record  at  a  price  not  exceeding  one  cent  per  page ;  pro- 
vided, that  the  written  copies  of  the  town  records  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  state,  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of 
the  state  registrar  of  vital  statistics ;  and  provided,  further,  that 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  expended  by  authority 
of  this  act  in  any  one  year.

Said  schools,  while  teaching  the  fundamental  truths  of 
Christianity,  and  the  great  principles  of  morality,  recognized  by 
law,  shall  be  free  from  all  denominational  teachings,  and  open  to 
persons  of  different  religious  connections  on  terms  of  equality. 

V.  The  principals  of  the  normal  schools  and  of  all  other 
schools  in  which  normal  departments  are  supported,  wholly  or  in 
part,  by  the  state,  shall  keep  a  register  containing  the  names  of 
all  students  entering  such  schools  or  departments,  the  date  of 
entering  and  leaving,  their  ages,  number  of  days'  attendance,  the 
length  of  the  term,  a  list  of  text-books  used,  and  all  other 
information  required  in  the  blanks  furnished  by  the  state  super- 
intendent. Such  register  and  blanks  shall  be  returned  to  said 
superintendent  by  the  first  day  of  each  December,  and  the  infor- 
mation so  furnished  shall  appear  in  his  annual  report,  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature.'

Chapter  914. 

An  Act  redating  to  Political  Caucuses. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  take  part  or  vote  in  any  caucus 
of  any  political  party  unless  qualified  therefor  by  enrollment  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  is  a  legal  voter  may  enroll  him- 
self as  a  member  of  any  political  party  by  filing  with  the  clerk 
of  the  town  of  which  he  is  a  legal  voter  a  declaration  in  writing, 
signed  by  him,  substantially  as  follows :    "I,  ,  being  a 

legal  voter  of  ,  hereby  elect  to  be  enrolled  as  a  member 

of  the  party.    The  following  statement  of  name,  resi- 

dence, place  of  last  enrollment  if  any,  and  party  of  last  enroll- 
ment if  any,  is  true." 

A  new  enrollment  may  be  made  at  any  time,  but  the  person 
making  such  new  enrollment  shall  not  vote  in  any  political  cau- 
cus within  six  months  thereafter  if  he  designates  a  different 
political  party  from  that  named  by  him  in  the  preceding  enroll- 
ment. 

Section  3.  The  clerk  of  the  town  where  the  enrollment  is 
made,  as  above  provided,  shall  receive  and  file  the  same,  indors- 
ing thereon  the  date  of  filing,  and  shall  record  the  name,  resi- 
dence, place  of  last  enrollment  and  date  of  filing,  in  a  separate 
book  for  the  enrollment  of  members  of  each  political  party,  enter- 
ing the  names  alphabetically. 

Suitable  blanks  for  such  enrollment  shall  be  provided  by  the 
town  clerks  and  in  addition  thereto  they  shall  provide  books  with 
proper  headings,  embodying  the  enrollment  statements  above 
provided,  which  the  person  desiring  to  enroll  may  fill  out  and 
sign,  thereby  enrolling  himself  with  the  same  eflFect  as  by  filing 
such  enrollment  paper.  Such  books  shall  be  public  records  and 
shall  at  all,  times  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

Any  voter  not  previously  enrolled  may  enroll  as  aforesaid  up 
to  the  day  of  holding  any  caucus  and  may  enroll  himself  during 
said  caucus  by  subscribing  and  making  oath  to  the  following 
statement  before  the  chairman  of  the  caucus.

Voting  lists  as  used  in  the  election  next  preced- 
ing any  caucus,  shall  be  used  as  check  lists,  at  such  caucuses,  if 
the  town  committee  shall  so  determine  and  provide  in  the  call, 
and  such  committee  shall  be  required  to  provide  for  the  use  of 
such  list  upon  written  request,  filed  with  the  chairman  or  clerk 
of  the  committee,  at  any  time  before  the  call  is  posted,  of  voters 
of  the  party,  to  the  number  of  not  less  than  ten  in  towns  of  less 
than  two  thousand  inhabitants ;  of  not  less  than  twenty  in  towns 
of  two  thousand  and  not  exceeding  five  thousand ;  and  of  not  less 
than  fifty  in  towns  of  five  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  accord- 
ing to  the  last  official  census  of  the  United  States.

All  county  societies  receiving  a  three  hundred 
dollar  stipend  or  more,  shall  be  required  to  faithfully  observe  the 
same  system  and  conditions.

Whoever 
catches  any  such  lobsters  with  eggs  attached,  may  safely  store 
the  same  in  lobster  cars  or  sections  of  cars  used  for  that  purpose 
only,  and  may  keep  them  separate  from  other  lobsters  until  such 
time  as  the  said  commissioner  or  some  person  or  persons  desig- 
nated by  him  can  gather  and  pay  for  them.  Said  commissioner 
and  his  agent  shall  liberate  them  in  the  vicinity  of  the  location 
where  they  were  caught;  or  he  may  at  his  discretion  sell  any 
portion  or  all  of  them  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  United  States 
fish  hatchery  for  artificial  propagation,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied 
to  the  appropriation  made  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act 

Section  2.  The  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  carrjring  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  and  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
missioner of  sea  and  shore  fisheries.

Section  I.  Section  eleven  of  chapter  thirty  of  the  revised 
statutes,  as  amended  by  chapter  forty-two  of  the  public  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  ninety-nine,  and  as  amended  by  chapter  two 
hundred  fifty-eight  of  the  public  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  one, 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

'Section  ii.  There  shall  be  for  game  birds  an  annual  close 
time  in  which  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt,  chase,  catch,  kill  or 
have  them  in  possession  whenever  or  however  killed,  as  follows : 
For  wood  duck,  dusky  duck,  commonly  called  black  duck,  teal 
and  gray  duck  the  close  lime  shall  be  from  December  first  to  the 
first  day  of  the  following  September  of  each  year;  for  ruffed 
grouse,  commonly  called  partridge  and  woodcock,  from  the  first 
day  of  December  to  September  fifteenth  next  following  of  each 
year ;  for  plover,  snipe  and  sandpipers,  from  the  first  day  of  May 
to  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  hunt,  chase,  catch,  kill  or  have  in  possession  at  any  time  any 
quail.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  above  named  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  and  costs  for  each  bird  so 
killed,  caught,  chased  or  had  in  possession  in  close  time.

time  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  any  ruffed  grouse,  commonly  called 
partridge,  woodcock,  wood  duck,  dusky  duck,  commonly  called 
black  duck,  teal  or  gray  duck  within  this  state  under  the  same 
penalty;  nor  shall  any  person  or  corporation  carry  or  transport  -transporta- 
from  place  to  place  any  of  the  birds  mentioned  in  this  section,  in   birds, 
close  time,  nor  in  open  season  unless  open  to  view,  tagged  and 
plainly  labeled  with  the  owner's  name  and  residence  and  accom- 
panied by  him,  unless  tagged  in  accordance  with  section  twenty- 
six  of  this  chapter,  under  the  same  penalty.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Sale  and  Analysis  of  Concentrated   CVMnmercdai 

Feeding  StulAs. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     Every  package  of  any  concentrated  commercial   packages 
feeding  stuff,  as  defined  in  section  three  of  this  act,  used  for  prf^nted^® 
feeding  farm  live  stock,  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  this  SS^ide!*^^  *^" 
state,  shall  have  affixed  thereunto,  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the 
outside  thereof,  a  plainly  printed  statement  clearly  and  truly 
certifying  the  number  of  net  pounds  in  the  package,  the  name, 
brand  or  trade  mark  under  which  the  article  is  sold,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  manufacturer  or  importer,  and  a  chemical 
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analysis  stating  the  percentage  of  crude  protein,  allowing  one 
per  cent  of  nitrogen  to  equal  six  and  one-fourth  per  cent  of  pro- 
tein, and  of  crude  fat  it  contains,  both  constituents  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  methods  adopted  at  the  time  by  the  association  of 
official  agricultural  chemists. 

If  the  feeding  stuff  is  sold  in  bulk  or  put  up  in  packages  belong- 
ing to  the  purchaser,  the  agent  or  dealer  shall,  upon  request  of 
the  purchaser,  furnish  him  with  the  certified  statement  named 
in  this  section. 

Section  2.  The  term  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuff, 
as  here  used,  shall  not  include  hays  and  straws,  the  whole  seeds 
nor  the  unmixed  meals  made  directly  from  the  entire  grains  of 
wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats,  Indian  corn,  buckwheat  and  broom  com. 
Neither  shall  it  include  wheat,  rye  and  buckwheat  brans  or  mid- 
dlings, not  mixed  with  other  substances,  but  sold  separately,  as 
distinct  articles  of  commerce,  nor  wheat  bran  and  middlings 
mixed  together,  nor  pure  grains  ground  together. 

Section  3.  The  term  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuff, 
as  here  used,  shall  include  linseed  meals,  cottonseed  meals,  cot- 
tonseed feeds,  pea  meals,  cocoanut  meals,  gluten  meals,  gluten 
feeds,  maize  feeds,  starch  feeds,  sugar  feeds,  dried  brewers' 
grains,  dried  distillers'  grains,  malt  sprouts,  hominy  feeds,  cereal- 
ine  feeds,  rice  meals,  oat  feeds,  corn  and  oat  chops,  com  and  oat 
feeds,  corn  bran,  ground  beef  or  fish  scraps,  condimental  foods, 
poultry  foods,  stock  foods,  patented  proprietary  or  trade  marked 
stock  and  poultry  foods,  mixed  feeds  other  than  those  composed 
solely  of  wheat  bran  and  middlings  mixed  togetfier,  or  puxe 
grains  ground  together,  and  all  other  materials  of  similar  nature 
not  included  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  annually  appropriated  from  the 
state  treasury  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  favor  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Maine  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  the 
same,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  is  found  necessary,  to  be 
expended  by  said  experiment  station  in  the  analysis  of  concen- 
trated commercial  feeding  stuffs. 

Section  5.  So  much  of  the  appropriation  granted  under  this 
act  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
experiment  station  as  the  director  of  said  station  may  show  by 
his  bills  has  been  expended  in  performing  the  duties  required  by 
this  act,  such  payment  to  be  made  quarterly  upon  the  order  of 
the  governor  and  council,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  draw  the 
order  for  such  purpose.  The  director  shall  annually  publish  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  under  this  act.

An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-eiffht  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  <and  eighty- five,  regulating  the  erection  of 
posts  and  lines  for  purposes  of   Electricity. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  seventy- 
eight  of  the  public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  six  lines  thereof  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  'No  such  company, 
person  or  association  shall  construct  lines  upon  and  along  high- 
ways and  public  roads,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit, 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  in  case  of  cities,  the  selectmen 
in  case  of  towns,  and  the  county  commissioners  in  case  of  planta- 
tions and  unorganized  townships,  specifying  the  kind  of  posts, 
where  and  how  they  shall  be  located  and  set,  and  the  height  of 
the  wire  above  the  ground ;  and  if  the  line  specified  in  the  permit 
is  a  telephone  line  and  is  not  constructed  and  public  telephone 
service  established  in  connection  therewith  within  eighteen 
months  from  the  time  the  decision  is  filed,  the  permit  shall  be 
void.'

Every 
warden   before  issuing    any  such  certificate  shall    require   the  -oertiflcate 
applicant  therefor  to  sign  and  swear  to  a  statement  in  writing  sbaii  be* 
in  the  form  set  forth  in  said  Schedule  A,  which  oath  said  warden 
is  hereby  authorized  to  administer,  and  shall  also  require  the 
production  by  such  applicant  of  the  entire  skin  of  the  animal  for 
the  killing  of  which  such  bounty  is  claimed,  with  the  nose  thereof  "^J^  ■'^ 
in  as  perfect  a  state  as  when  killed,  excepting  natural  decay;  produced, 
and  the  said  warden  shall  thereupon  cut  off  the  whole  of  the  nose 
from  such  skin  and  entirely  destroy  it  by  burning.     Every  such 
statement  in  writing,  sworn  to  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  forthwith  upon  the  taking  thereof  be  forwarded  by  the 
warden  taking  the  same  to  the  state  treasurer.

Chapter  936. 

An  Act  for  the  Protection  of  Shore  Birdn. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  a  bona  fide  resident  of 
this  state,  and  actually  domiciled  therein,  to  hunt,  pursue,  chase, 
or  kill  within  the  limits  of  Knox,  Lincoln,  Waldo  and  Sagadahoc 
counties,  and  the  towns  of  Brunswick,  Harpswell  and  Freeport 
in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  any  teal,  ducks,  sea  or  shore  birds 
without  first  having  procured  a  license  therefor  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Such  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  commissioners  of 
inland  fisheries  and  game,  upon  application  in  writing  and  the 
payment  of  five  dollars,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  to 
be  established  by  them,  and  approved  by  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil, as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  of  this  act  and 
not  inconsistent  herewith.  All  money  received  for  such  licenses 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  state  treasurer,  and  then  expended 
by  the  commissioners  in  the  protection  of  the  birds  in  the  counties 
and  towns  above  named  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and 
council. 

Whoever  is  found  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  for  each 
oifense.

Chapter  S38. 

An  Act  to  amend  Section  eight  of  Chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  relating  to  compensation  of  memben  of  the  goTem- 

ment 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  eight  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
after  the  word  "receive"  in  the  tenth  line,  the  words  "one  hun- 
dred and  fifty"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  'three  hun- 
dred/ and  by  striking  out  in  the  nineteenth  line,  after  the  word 
"receive"  the  words  "three  hundred,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  words  'five  hundred'  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows: 

'Each  member  of  the  executive  council  shall  receive  the  same 
compensation  and  travel  as  a  representative  to  the  legislature, 
for  serving  as  a  councillor  during  the  session  of  the  council  com- 
mencing in  January  and  closing  immediately  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.  For  services  at  other  sessions  of  the 
council,  each  councillor  shall  be  paid  two  dollars  for  every  day's 
actual  attendance,  and  two  dollars  for  every  ten  miles  travel, 
one  way,  from  his  place  of  abode  to  the  capitol ;  and  for  author- 
ized service  on  committees,  when  the  council  is  not  in  session, 
three  dollars  and  a  half  a  day  and  necessary  expenses. 

Each  member  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  shall 
receive  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  regular  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  two  dollars  for  every  ten  miles  travel  from  his  place 
of  abode,  once  in  each  session.  He  is  entitled  to  mileage  on  the 
first  day  of  the  session,  and  fifty  dollars  of  his  salary  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month  thereafter,  during  the  session,  and  the  balance 
at  the  end  thereof;  but  two  dollars  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
pay  of  every  member  for  each  day  that  he  is  absent  from  his 
duties,  without  being  excused  by  the  house  to  which  he  belongs. 
The  president  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives, shall  receive  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  session,  with 
the  same  mileage  as  other  members,  and  subject  to  the  same 
deduction  in  case  of  absence.  Any  member  acting  as  president 
pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  or  speaker  pro  tempore  of  the  house, 
shall  receive  two  dollars  a  day  extra  therefor ;  provided  that  no 
member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  free  passes  from  trans- 
portation companies. 

When  an  extra  session  is  called  by  the  governor,  the  members 
of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  shall  each  be  paid  two 
dollars  for  every  day's  attendance,  and  mileage  as  aforesaid.

Chapter  239. 

An  Act  to  establish  a  bouFuty  on  Porcupines,   bo  called,  for  the  better 

Protection   of  Timber  Lamd. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

A  bounty  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  and  every  porcupine, 
so  called,  killed  in  any  town  or  township  in  this  state  shall  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  thereof  to  the  person  killing  it.  If  the 
place  of  killing  is  in  an  unorganized  township  the  bounty  shall 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  an  adjoining  town,  if  any,  otherwise 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  tovm  nearest  said  township.  No  bounty 
shall  be  paid  unless  the  claimant  within  ten  days  after  he  has 
killed  such  animal  or  has  returned  from  the  hunting,  in  which 
he  killed  it,  exhibits  to  the  town  treasurer  the  entire  nose  and 
feet  thereof,  in  as  perfect  a  state  as  when  killed,  except  natural 
decay  and  signs  and  makes  oath  to  a  certificate,  in  which  he  shall 
state  that  he  killed  such  animal  and  the  time  and  place  showing 
it  to  be  within  the  state;  and  the  treasurer  shall  thereupon 
entirely  destroy  said  nose  and  feet  by  burning;  then  he  shall 
pay  the  bounty  and  take  the  claimant's  receipt  therefor  upon  the 
same  paper  with  such  certificate.  The  town  treasurer  shall 
immediately  make  upon  the  same  paper  a  certificate,  under  oath, 
addressed  to  the  treasurer  of  state,  that  he  first  destroyed  said 
nose  and  feet  by  burning,  end  then  paid  said  bounty  to  the 
claimant.  Said  certificates  and  receipts  shall  annually,  in 
December,  be  transmitted  to  the  treasurer  of  state,  and  by  him 
laid  before  the  governor  and  council  as  early  as  convenient :  and 
when  allowed  by  them  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  state  to 
such  towns.

and  the  manufacturing  of  woolen  and  cotton  cloths,  said  mills 
to  be  furnished  with  power  from  said  dam ;  also  for  the  purposes, 
notwithstanding  the  rights  of  any  other  corporation,  of  making, 
generating,  selling,  distributing  and  supplying  gas  or  electricity, 
or  both,  for  heating,  lighting,  manufacturing  or  mechanical  pur- 
poses in  and  to  the  towns  of  Bumham  in  said  county  of  Waldo, 
and  Palmyra,  Detroit  and  Pittsfield,  in  said  county  of  Somerset, 
or  any  of  them,  or  to  any  village  corporation  in  any  of  the  above 
towns,  or  to  any  inhabitant  of  any  of  said  towns,  or  to  any  one 
doing  business  in  any  of  said  towns,  with  the  right  for  any  and 
all  the  above  purposes  to  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  any 
lands  or  real  estate  or  any  rights  of  flowage  and  other  rights  as 
may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  above  set  out,  to 
purchase  and  otherwise  acquire,  distribute,  sell  and  deal  in  elec- 
trical fixtures  and  apparatus  and  all  other  kinds  of  merchandise 
and  personal  property. 

Said  incorporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  take 
and  hold  as  for  public  uses  such  lands  and  property  as  may  be

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and  such  material  as  may  be  needed  for  erecting  and  maintain- 

ing  its  dams  and  structures,  and  in  case  said  corporation  cannot    _prtoe.  how 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor,   determined,

Section   5.     The  said   Pittsfield   Electric   Light   and   Power   |}|^5g^^igi,t 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell,  transfer  and  convey  any   ^^^^Jy  "^ 
or  all  of  its  franchise,  rights  and  property  to  the  said  Sebasti-   JJ^perty.*^ 
cook  Power  Company,  and  its  successors. 

Section  6.  The  terms,  time  and  manner  of  said  purchase,  sale 
and  transfer  shall  be  determined  by  the  mutual  agreement  of 
said  parties,  subject  to  law,  and  any  contracts  already  made  for 
such  property  are  hereby  ratified.

The  organization  of  the  Union  River  Light,  Gas 
and  Power  Company,  a  corporation  organized  at  Ellsworth, 
Hancock  county,  Maine,  under  the  general  laws  of  said  state 
of  Maine,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  its  certificate  of  organ- 
ization approved  by  the  attorney  general  of  said  state  of  Maine, 
October  six,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  two, 
and  the  right  of  said  company  to  carry  out  such  purposes,  except 
in  the  towns  of  Mount  Desert  and  Tremont,  are  hereby  ratified, 
approved  and  confirmed. 

Section  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  its  bonds  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  of  its  purposes 
as  named  in  said  certificate  of  organization  and  in  this  act 
prescribed,  except  in  the  towns  of  Mount  Desert  and  Tremont, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars,  on 
such  rates  and  time  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  secure 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds  by 
appropriate  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  of  all  or  any  part  of  its 
property,  franchises,  rights  and  privileges  now  owned,  or  to  be 
hereafter  acquired  by  it. 
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Section  3.    Upon  the  consent  of  the  Bar  Harbor  Electric 
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said  certificate  of  organization  m  said  towns  of  Mount  Desert 
and  Tremont.

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  two  iiundred  alzty-two  of  Private  and  Special

Section  i.  The  name  of  the  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Village  Fire 
Company  is  hereby  changed  to  the  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water 
District.  And  all  the  rights,  privileges,  franchise  and  property 
belonging  to  said  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Village  Fire  Company 
shall  belong  to  said  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District,  the  same 
as^hough  originally  granted  or  conveyed  to  said  Dover  and  Fox- 
croft Water  District,  and  all  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the  said 
Dover  and  Foxcroft  Village  Fire  Company  shall  be  the  liabilities 
and  obligations  of  said  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District,  the 
same  as  if  incurred  by  the  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District. 
And  all  suits  hereafter  brought  by  or  against  said  corporation 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District 
whether  the  cause  of  action  accrues  before  or  after  the  said 
change  of  name. 

Section  2.  Said  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District  is  hereby 
authorized  to  raise  money  by  taxation,  for  the  purpose  of  oper- 
ating, repairing  and  extending  its  water  works  system,  and  for 
the  payment  of  the  debts  incurred  by  its  purchase,  in  addition 
to  the  purposes  now  authorized,  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  the 
manner  provided  by  its  charter. 

Section  3.  Section  five  of  chapter  two  hundred  sixty-two 
of  private  and  special  laws  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  sixty- 
three,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "wardens" 
in  the  third  line  thereof,  the  words,  'And  a  water  board  of  three 
members,'  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :

'Section  5.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of 
a  supervisor,  clerk,  treasurer,  collector,  three  assessors,  four  or 
more  fire  wardens,  and  a  water  board  of  three  members,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws  of  said 
corporation.  Said  fire  wardens  shall  have  exclusively  all  the 
power  and  authority  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  that 
fire  wardens  chosen  by  the  towns  in  town  meetings  now  have/ 

Section  4.  Section  nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  sixty-two 
of  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  sixty-three  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

'Section  9.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  hire 
money,  in  addition  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  authorized  by 
section  six  of  this  act,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  for  any  purpose  for  which  it  is  authorized  to  raise  money 
by  taxation,  and  may  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
authorize  its  treasurer  to  hire  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  on  such  terms  as  the  corporation  may  direct,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  for  any  purpose  except  for  the  repairing 
or  replacing  of  some  part  or  parts  of  its  water  works  system  it 
may  not  hire  money  as  aforesaid,  exceeding  two  thousand  dol- 
lars.' 

1.  To  pay  the  current  running  expenses  for  maintaining  the 
water  system,  and  provide  for  such  extensions  and  renewals  as 
may  become  necessary. 

2.  To  provide  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  said  district. 

3.  To  provide  each  year  a  sum  which  together  with  the 
money  provided  for  in  section  eight  of  this  act  shall  be  equal  to 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  per  cent  of  the  purchase 
price  of  said  water  system,  which  sums  shall  be  turned  into  a 
sinking  fund  to  provide  for  the  final  extinguishment  of  the 
bonded  debt.  The  amount  set  aside  for  the  sinking  fund  shall 
be  devoted  to  the  retirement  of  the  district's  bonded  obligations, 
or  invested  in  such  securities  as  savings  banks  are  allowed  to 
hold,  said  fund  shall  be  invested  by  the  treasurer  under  the  direc- 
tion of  said  water  board. 

Section  8.  Said  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District  shall 
annually  set  aside  for  a  period  of  thirty  years,  a  sum  not  less 
than  one  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  to  be  turned  into  the 
sinking  fund  described  in  paragraph  three  of  section  seven  of 
this  act,  and  may  raise  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  by  tax- 
ation. 

Section  9.  Said  Dover  and  Foxcroft  Water  District  is  herebv 
authorized  to  sell  or  lease  for  manufacturing  purposes  any  power 
on  its  dam  at  Pratt's  Rips,  so  called,  at  its  pumping  station,  not 
used  by  it  for  supplying  water  for  its  water  works  system.

An  Act  to  enQar^e  the  powers  of  the  Berwick.  Eliot  and  York  Street 

Railway. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  buy,  lease  and  use  the  properties  and 
franchises  hereinafter  named  and  referred  to  and  to  exercise  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  to  hold  for  its 
purposes  aforesaid  so  much  real  and  personal  estate  in  this  state 
and  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  as  may  be  necessary  and 
convenient  therefor. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  pur- 
chase or  lease  the  property,  capital,  stock,  rights,  privileges, 
immunities,  and  franchises  of  the  Berwick  and  South  Berwick 
Street  Railway,  the  Portsmouth,  Kittery  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way, the  Kittery  and  Eliot  Street  Railway  Company,  and  the 
Eliot  Bridge  Company,  or  either  of  them  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon.  And  upon  such  purchase  or  lease  the 
said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway  shall  have,  hold, 
possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  locations,  powers,  privileges, 
rights,  immunities,  franchises,  property  and  assets  which  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  shall  then  be  had,  held  and  possessed  or

pany are  authorized  to  make  the  sales,  transfers  and  leases 
authorized  by  section  three  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  The  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway  is 
further  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  l^slature  of  New 
Hampshire,  to  purchase  or  lease  the  property,  capital  stock, 
rights,  privileges,  immunities  and  franchises  of  the  Dover  and 
Eliot  Street  Railway,  and  of  the  Eliot  Bridge  Company,  a  corpo- 
ration incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire,  or  either 
of  them  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  upon  such 
purchase  or  lease  the  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way shall  in  such  manner  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  legislature 
of  New  Hampshire,  have,  hold,  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all 
the  locations,  powers,  privileges,  rights,  immunities,  franchises, 
property  and  assets  which  at  the  time  of  such  transfer  shall  then 
be  had,  held  and  possessed  or  enjoyed  by  the  corporation  so  sell- 
ing or  leasing  or  either  of  them,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the

Section  6.  All  proceedings,  suits  at  law  or  in  equity  which 
may  be  pending  at  the  time  of  such  transfers  to  which  either 
of  the  corporations  named  in  section  three  may  be  a  party,  may 
be  prosecuted  or  defended  by  the  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York 
Street  Railway  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  such 
transfer  had  not  been  made.  All  claims,  contracts,  rights  and 
causes  of  action  of  or  against  either  of  the  said  corporations  so 
selling  or  leasing,  at  law  or  in  equity,  may  be  enforced  by  suit 
or  action  to  be  begun  or  prosecuted  by  or  against  the  said 
Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway.

Section  8.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way may  issue  its  stocks  and  bonds  in  pa)mient  and  exchange  of 
the  stock,  bonds,  franchises  and  property  of  the  corporations 
making  the  transfers  authorized  by  this  act,  in  such  manner  and 
in  such  amounts  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Section  9.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  or  lease  its  property  and  fran- 
chises to  any  street  railroad  company  whose  lines  as  constructed 
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or  chartered  would  form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the 
lines  of  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Stseet  Railway  as  con- 
structed or  chartered,  and  in  such  case  the  corporation  so 
purchasing  or  leasing  such  property  or  franchises  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  appropriate  conditions 
and  limitations  contained  in  the  charter  and  franchises  of  said 
Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway.  Any  street  railway 
•company,  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would  form 
connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  the  said  Berwick, 
Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway,  as  constructed  or  chartered  is 
liereby  authorized  to  so  purchase  or  lease  the  property  and  fran- 
chises of  the  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway. 
Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  apply  to  any  property  or 
franchises  within  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  except  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  legislature  of  said  state  by  appropriate  general 
or  special  law. 

Section  lo.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way is  further  authorized  to  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  or  other- 
wise the  lines,  property  and  franchises  of  any  street  railroad  or 
street  railroads  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would 
iorm  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  the  said 
Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway,  as  constructed  or 
-chartered,  and  in  such  case  the-  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street 
Railway  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  be  subject  to 
all  appropriate  conditions  and  limitations  contained  in  the 
charters  and  franchises  then  acquired.  Any  street  railway  com- 
pany whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would  form 
connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  the  Berwick, 
Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway,  as  constructed  or  chartered,  is 
"hereby  authorized  to  lease  or  sell  its  lines,  property  and  fran- 
chises as  in  this  section  authorized.  Nothing  in  this  section 
•shall  apply  to  any  street  railroad  company  or  to  any  property 
and  franchises  within  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  except  as 
may  be  lawful  under  the  general  or  special  laws  of  that  state. 

Section  ii.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way may,  for  the  purposes  of  sections  nine  and  ten,  or  either  of 
them,  issue  such  additional  stock  as  may  be  necessary  therefor, 
likewise  such  additional  bonds  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purposes  of  said  sections  or  of  either  of  them  and  secure  the 
said  bonds  by  appropriate  mortgages  upon  its  franchises  and 
property,  and  thereafterwards  issue  its  stock  and  bonds,  or  either 
•of  them,  in  payment  and  exchange  for  the  stock,  bonds,  fran- 
chises and  property  of  any  corporation  making  transfers  under 
sections  nine  and  ten,  in  such  manner  and  in  such  amounts  as 
may  be  agreed  upon. 
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Section  12.  The  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway  is 
further  authorized  to  cross  tide  waters  and  navigable  waters 
within  the  limits  of  any  or  all  the  towns  within  which  the  afore- 
said railroads  are  built  or  authorized,  upon  existing  bridges 
or  upon  bridges  or  structures  of  said  company  erected  therefor, 
provided,  however,  that  said  company  shall  not  unnecessarily 
obstruct  navigation,  and  that  the  manner  and  conditions  of  its  so 
crossing  said  waters  upon  any  bridges,  and  of  its  erecting  and 
maintaining  any  such  bridges  or  structures  of  its  own  shall  first 
be  determined  by  the  municipal  officers  of  the  town  or  towns 
within  the  limits  of  which  said  bridge  or  structure  shall  be  so 
erected,  maintained  or  used,  and  if  said  company  and  such 
municipal  officers  shall  disagree  as  to  the  terms  prescribing  the 
manner  and  conditions  of  such  crossing  or  of  erecting  and 
maintaining  any  such  bridge  or  structure,  the  same  shall  after 
notice  and  hearing  be  determined  by  the  railroad  comrpissioners 
and  their  decree  thereon  shall  be  final. 

Section  13.  In  the  event  of  the  purchase  or  lease  of  the  plant, 
property  and  franchises  of  the  Eliot  Bridge  Company,  the  said 
Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway  shall  thereupon  be 
authorized  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain  a  street  railroad 
upon  the  said  bridge  so  acquired,  first  strengthening  the  same 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  or,  if  it  so 
elects  it  may  widen  the  same  or  erect  an  independent  structure 
alongside  thereof  in  a  manner  not  inconsistent  with  the  require- 
ments and  conditions  of  the  charter  of  the  said  Eliot  Bridge 
Company,  and  all  work  so  done  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  said  railroad  commissioners.  It  may  in  so  doing  erect  such 
piers  or  other  structures  as  may  be  by  it  deemed  necessary  and 
convenient  to  the  use  of  said  bridge,  but  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  as  permitting  said  company  to  obstruct  navi- 
gation through  or  at  said  bridge  to  an  extent  greater  than  is 
authorized  by  law  at  the  time  of  such  sale  or  lease. 

Section  14.  The  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain  from 
the  terminus  of  the  Kittery  and  Eliot  Street  Railway  Company, 
as  now  built,  to  some  convenient  point  on  the  line  of  the  said 
Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway  as  now  located  or  built, 
a  street  railroad  for  street  traffic  for  the  conveyance  of  persons 
and  property  along  and  upon  said  streets,  roads  and  ways,  and 
over  and  across  such  lands  as  said  company  may  deem  best  for 
public  convenience,  with  such  single  or  double  tracks,  sidetracks, 
switches,  turnouts,  stations  and  appurtenances,  and  with  such 
poles,  wires  and  appliances  as  shall  be  reasonably  convenient  in 
the  premises,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  or 
usually  granted  to  similar  corporations. 
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lines  of  the  streets  at  which  the  rails  of  said  company  shall  be 
laid.  The  railroad  company  or  any  person  interested  may  at 
any  time  appeal  from  such  determination  to  the  board  of  railroad  be  SaSV"*^ 
commissioners  who  shall  upon  notice  hear  the  parties  and  finally  misSoners."^' 
determine  the  questions  raised  by  said  appeal.  In  case  said 
Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Railway  makes  any  extensions, 
additions  or  variations  from  the  lines  of  the  Portsmouth,  Kittery 
and  York  Street  Railway,  or  under  any  other  franchise  by  it 
hereafter  acquired  created  by  special  act  of  the  legislature,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  railway  company  or  any  person  inter- 
ested to  at  any  time  appeal  from  any  determination  or  order  of 
the  municipal  officers  of  any  town  determining  the  distance  from 
the  sidewalks  or  the  side  lines  of  the  streets,  of  the  proposed 
location  of  the  rails  of  said  company  to  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners,  who  shall  upon  notice  hear  the  parties  and  finally 
determine  the  questions  raised  by  said  appeal. 

Section  16.     All  the  said  railroad  lines  to  be  operated,  con-   Municipal 

.    officers  sbaU 

structed  or  maintained  under  this  act  shall  be  constructed  and  flx  grade,  etc. 
maintained  in  such  form  and  manner  and  with  such  rails  and 
upon  such  grade  as  the  municipal  officers  of  the  towns  where 
the  same  are  located  may  direct.  Such  municipal  officers  shall 
have  power  at  all  times  to  make  such  regulations  as  to  the  mode 
of  use  of  any  such  tracks,  the  rate  of  speed  and  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets,  roads  and  ways  as 
the  public  safety  and  convenience  may  require.  The  said  rail- 
road company  may  at  any  time  appeal  from  any  such  determina- 
tion, decrees,  rules  and  regulations  made  and  established  under 
this  section,  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  who  shall, 
upon  notice  hear  the  parties  and  finally  determine  the  questions 
raised  by  said  appeal. 

Section  17.  Whenever  the  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Additional 
Street  Railway  requires  additional  land  for  the  purpose  of  aoqnired!^ 
improving  the  alignment  of  any  part  of  the  road  by  it  to  be  built 
or  acquired  under  this  act,  or  if  it  requires  additional  land  for 
double  tracking  its  road  to  be  built  or  acquired  hereunder,  and 
is  unable  to  obtain  the  same  by  agreement  with  the  owner,  it 
may  apply  in  writing  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  describing 
the  land  required  for  either  or  both  of  said  purposes,  and  naming 
the  persons  interested;  the  commissioners  shall  thereupon 
appoint  a  time  for  hearing  near  the  premises  and  requiring  notice 
to  be  given  all  persons  interested,  as  they  may  direct,  fourteen 
days  at  least  before  said  time ;  and  shall  then  view  the  premises. 
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hear  the  parties  and  determine  how  much  if  any  of  said  real 
estate  is  required  for  either  or  both  of  said  purposes.  If  they 
find  that  any  of  it  is  so  required  they  shall  furnish  the  corporatiott 
with  a  certificate  containing  a  definite  description  thereof,  and 
when  it  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  courts  in  the  county  where  the 
land  lies  it  shall  be  deemed  and  treated  as  taken  for  public  uses ; 
provided,  however,  that  where  land  is  held  by  a  tenant  for  life 
and  the  reversion  is  contingent  as  to  the  persons  in  whom  it  may 
vest  on  the  termination  of  the  life  estate,  such  fact  shall  be  stated 
in  the  application  and  the  commissioners  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
notice  to  the  tenant  for  life,  give  notice  by  publication  to  all 
others  interested,  in  such  manner  as  they  deem  proper.  In  tak- 
ing such  land  the  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  seventeen  of  chapter  fifty-one,  of  the  revised  statutes, 
but  the  damages  therefor  shall  be  estimated  and  paid  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  provided  by  section  twenty  of  this  act.  Lands  to 
be  taken  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  the  exceptions  mentioned  in 
section  nineteen. 

Section  i8.  Before  beginning  construction  of  the  extension 
authorized  by  section  fourteen,  the  said  company  shall  first  file 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  for  York  county  a 
copy  of  its  location,  defining  its  courses,  distances  and  boundaries^ 
accompanied  with  a  map  of  the  proposed  route  on  an  appropriate 
scale,  and  a  like  copy  and  map  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners. 

Section  19.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way, for  the  location,  construction  and  convenient  use  of  the  road 
authorized  by  section  fourteen  hereof,  and  for  the  location,  con- 
struction and  convenient  use  of  any  extensions,  additions  to  or 
variations  from  the  railroad  lines  by  it  to  be  acquired  hereunder, 
or  in  the  location,  construction  and  convenient  use  of  any  of  the 
lines  of  railroad  to  be  built  under  the  franchises  to  be  by  it 
acquired  hereunder  may,  for  improving  the  alignment  of  its  road, 
for  changing  the  grades  thereof,  for  any  main  track  line,  switches, 
turnouts,  side  tracks,  stations,  car  barns,  gravel  pits  or  power 
houses,  purchase  or  take  and  hold  as  for  public  uses  any  land 
and  all  materials  in  and  upon  it,  except  meeting  houses,  dwelling 
houses,  private  or  public  burying  grounds  or  lands  already 
devoted  to  any  railroad  use,  and  may  excavate  or  construct  in, 
through  or  over  such  land  to  carry  out  its  purposes,  but  the  land 
so  taken  for  its  main  track  line,  turnouts,  switches  and  side  tracks 
shall  not  exceed  four  rods  in  width  unless  necessary  for  excava- 
tion and  embankment  or  materials.  All  lands  so  taken,  except 
for  its  main  track  line,  turnouts,  switches  and  side  tracks,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen,  chapter  fifty-one. 
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of  the  revised  statutes.  It  may  enter  upon  any  such  lands  to 
make  surveys  and  locations,  and  plans  of  all  locations  and  lands 
so  taken  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  courts  in  the  county  of 
York,  and  when  so  filed  such  land  shall  be  deemed  and  treated 
as  taken. 

Section  20.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  damages  to 
be  paid  for  lands  taken  under  this  act  the  land  owner  or  said 
company  may,  within  three  years  after  the  filing  of  such  plans 
and  locations  with  the  clerk  of  courts  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
apply  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county  of  York  and  have 
such  damages  assessed  as  is  provided  by  law  wherein  land  is 
taken  for  railroads,  so  far  as  the  same  is  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  charter,  and  where  inconsistent  or  at  variance 
with  this  charter,  the  charter  shall  control.  The  said  commis- 
sioners shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  suitable  orders  relative 
to  cattle  guards,  cattle  passes  and  farm  crossings,  as  in  the  case 
of  railroads.  If  the  company  shall  fail  to  pay  such  land  owner 
or  to  deposit  for  his  use  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners such  sum  as  may  be  finally  awarded  for  damages,  with 
costs,  within  ninety  days  after  final  judgment,  said  location  shall 
be  invalid  and  the  company  forfeit  all  right  under  the  same.  If 
such  land  owner  secures  more  damages  than  were  tendered  by 
said  company  he  shall  recover  costs,  otherwise  the  company  shall 
recover  costs.  In  case  the  company  shall  begin  to  occupy  said 
lands  before  rendition  of  final  judgment  the  land  owner  may 
require  said  company  to  file  its  bond  with  said  commissioners 
in  such  sum  and  with  such  securities  as  they  may  approve,  con- 
ditioned for  such  payment  or  deposit ;  failure  to  apply  for  dam- 
ages within  the  said  three  years  by  said  land  owner  shall  be  held 
to  be  a  waiver  of  the  same.  No  action  shall  be  brought  against 
such  company  for  such  taking  and  occupation  of  land  until  after 
such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit. 

Section  21.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way may  issue  its  bonds  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  secure  the  same  by  appropriate  mort- 
gages upon  its  franchise  and  property. 

Section  22.  The  locations  of  rails,  posts,  wires  and  fixtures 
within  the  limits  of  any  street,  road  or  way,  as  now  established 
by  any  or  all  of  the  street  railroad  companies  authorized  to  sell 
their  properties  and  franchises  under  this  act,  are  hereby  con- 
firmed and  made  valid. 

Section  23.  The  said  Berwick,  EHot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way shall,  except  as  modified  by  this  act,  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  conferred  by  general  law  upon  street  railroad 
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corporations,  and  be  subject  to  the  conditions,  restrictions  and 
limitations  thereby  imposed. 

Section  24.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  such  franchises,  powers  and 
privileges  as  may  be  CQnferred  upon  it  by  the  legislature  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  and  to  perform  such  acts  within  said 
state  as  may  be  required  or  permitted  by  the  said  legislature, 
and  this  act  shall  be  read  and  construed  as  if  the  several  rights 
and  franchises  granted  by  this  state  and  by  the  legislature  of 
New  Hampshire  has  been  included  in  and  granted  as  a  whole 
by  this  act. 

Section  25.  The  said  Berwick,  Eliot  and  York  Street  Rail- 
way is  hereby  authorized  to  change  its  name  to  the  Portsmouth, 
Dover  and  York  Street  Railway  and  upon  so  doing  it  shall  file 
a  certificate  thereof  in  the  offices  of  the  secretary  of  state  in  this 
state,  and  in  New  Hampshire  and  a  like  certificate  with  the  rail- 
road commissioners  of  said  states. 

Section  ^.    This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  18. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  Bar  Harbor  Electric  Light  Ootnpany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Bar  Harbor  Electric  Light  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  build,  extend  and  maintain  its 
poles  and  wires  along  and  upon  the  public  highways  and  streets 
from  Bar  Harbor,  in  the  town  of  Eden,  to  and  through  Seal 
Harbor  and  North  East  Harbor,  in  the  town  of  Mount  Desert, 
and  South  West  Harbor  in  the  town  of  Tremont,  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  light,  heat  and  power  by  the  manufacture  and  dis- 
tribution of  gas  arid  electricity,  as  contemplated  by  its  organ- 
ization and  charter,  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  by  law  incident  to 
corporations  of  a  similar  nature. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  20. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Auburn  and  Ttimer  Bsilroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  W.  P.  Sawyer  of  Lewiston,  Maine,  F.  C.  Farr  of  corporators 
said  Lewiston  and  H.  M.  Heath  of  Augusta,  Maine,  their  asso- 
ciates, successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
under  the  name  of  the  Auburn  and  Turner  Railroad  Company 
with  power  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain  a  street  railroad 
for  street  traffic  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  in 
the  city  of  Auburn  and  the  town  of  Turner,  from  the  terminus 
of  the  Lewiston,  Brunswick  and  Bath  Street  Railway,  at  Lake 
Grove,  so  called,  in  Auburn,  to  some  convenient  point  in  the  —location, 
town  of  Turner,  along  and  over  such  streets,  roads  and  ways 
in  said  city  and  town  and  over  and  across  such  lands  as  may 
seem  advisable  and  necessary  to  said  company,  with  such  single 
or  double  tracks,  side  tracks,  switches,  turnouts,  stations  and 
appurtenances  and  with  such  poles,  wires  and  appliances  as  shall 
be  reasonable  in  the  premises,  with  all  the  rights  and  powers, 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  incident  by  law  to 
similar  corporations. 

Section  2.     The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  may  be  divided  into  common  and 
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preferred  stock  as  said  corporation  may  determine.  It  may 
make  and  ordain  such  reasonable  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  in 
law,  as  its  business  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  municipal  officers  of  said  city  and  town  shall 
determine  the  distance  from  the  sidewalks,  or  side  lines  of  any 
way  at  which  the  rails  of  said  company  shall  be  laid.  The  said 
company  or  any  person  interested  therein  may  appeal  from  any 
such  determination  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  who 
shall  upon  notice  hear  the  parties  and  finally  determine  the  ques- 
tions raised  by  said  appeal. 

Section  4.  The  municipal  officers  of  said  city  and  town  shall 
have  power  at  all  times  to  make  all  such  regulations  as  to  the 
mode  and  use  of  said  track  of  the  company,  the  rate  of  speed 
and  the  removal  and  disposal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets, 
roads  and  ways  as  the  public  safety  and  convenience  may  require. 
Said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in  such  form 
and  manner  and  with  such  rails  as  said  municipal  officers  may 
direct.  The  said  company  may  appeal  from  any  decree  of  such 
municipal  officers,  made  under  this  section  to  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners,  who  shall  upon  notice  hear  the  parties  and 
finally  determine  the  questions  raised  by  said  appeal. 

Section  5.  Before  beginning  construction  of  its  said  road, 
the  said  company  shall  first  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
commissioners  of  Androscoggin  county,  a  copy  of  its  location, 
defining  its  courses,  distances  and  boundaries,  accompanied  with 
a  map  of  the  proposed  road  on  an  appropriate  scale  and  another 
copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

Section  6.  Such  company  outside  of  the  limits  of  streets, 
roads  and  ways  may  for  its  location,  construction  and  convenient 
use  of  its  road  for  its  main  track  line,  switches,  turnouts,  spur 
tracks,  side  tracks,  stations,  car  bams,  gravel  pits  and  power 
houses,  improving  the  alignment  of  its  road  or  changing  the 
grades  thereof,  purchase  or  take  and  hold  as  for  public  uses, 
any  lands  and  all  materials  in  and  upon  it,  excepting  meeting 
houses,  dwelling  houses  and  public  or  private  burying  grounds 
and  may  excavate  in,  through  or  over  such  lands  to  carry  out 
its  purposes  but  the  lands  so  taken  for  its  main  track  line,  turn- 
outs, switches,  spur  tracks  and  side  tracks  shall  not  exceed  four 
rods  in  width,  unless  necessary  for  excavations  and  embank- 
ments, or  materials.  All  land  so  taken  except  for  its  main  track 
line,  turnouts,  switches,  spur  tracks  and  side  tracks  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen^  chapter  fifty-one  of 
the  revised  statutes.

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Chapter  31. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  ohAiter  of  the  Maine  (General  HoapitaL 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Maine  General  Hospital  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  corporation  is  hereby  authorized,  if  it  shall  so  deter- 
mine, to  increase  the  number  of  its  directors  from  nine  to  twelve. 

If  the  corporation  shall  decide  to  increase  the  number  of  its 
directors  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  at  the  same  annual  meeting  elect 
four  directors,  two  of  them  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  two  of  them  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
Thereafterwards,  annually,  two  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
corporation  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Otherwise  the  provisions  of  existing  law  relating  to  the  hos- 
pital remain  unchanged,  except  that  when  such  increase  in  the 
number  of  its  directors  has  been  made  by  the  hospital,  the  visitors 
shall  appoint  one  additional  director  to  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  director 
appointed  by  the  visitors  they  shall  appoint  annually  one  person 
to  be  a  director  for  four  years ;  so  that  the  number  of  directors 
appointed  by  the  visitors  shall  be  four  with  terms  corresponding 
to  the  terms  of  the  directors  chosen  by  the  corporation.

BATH   STREET  AND   SEWER   COMMISSION. 

Chapter  33. 

An  Act  to  establish  a.  Street  and  Sewer  Commission  for  the  city  of  Bath. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  All  work  done  and  money  expended  by  the  city 
of  Bath  in  the  building  and  maintenance  of  streets,  sidewalks, 
bridges,  public  landings  and  drains  and  sewers  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  a  board  to  be  designated  the  Street  and  Sewer 
Commission,  who  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  property 
and  apparatus  held  by  the  city  of  Bath  for  use  in  this  department 
and  shall  have  the  powers  of  surveyors  of  highways. 

Section  2.  This  board  shall  consist  of  five  members,  includ- 
ing the  mayor,  who  shall  be  a  member,  ex-officio. 

Section  3.  The  other  four  members  to  be  citizens  of  Bath, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion in  March,  one  to  be  elected  each  year  to  serve  four  years. 

Section  4.  At  the  first  election  of  this  board  four  members 
shall  be  elected,  one  to  serve  one  year,  one  to  serve  two  years, 
one  to  serve  three  years  and  one  to  serve  four  years,  the  term 
of  each  to  be  determined  by  lot  among  the  members  at  their 
first  meeting. 

Section  5.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  board  may  be  filled 
for  the  remainder  of  the  current  municipal  year  by  ballot  of  the 
city  council  in  joint  convention,  and  at  the  next  municipal  elec- 
tion a  member  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

Section  6.  No  member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  eligible 
for  service  upon  this  board,  and  no  two  members  of  the  board 
shall  be  residents  of  the  same  ward. 

Section  7.  This  board  shall  on  the  third  Monday  in  March 
organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  its  members,  other  than  the 
mayor,  as  chairman,  and  shall  elect  a  secretary  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  to 
notify  members  of  meetings  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  board  may  elect. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  also  elect  a  superintendent  of 
streets  and  sewers  who  shall  have  executive  charge  of  work 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  board.  He  may  contract 
for  necessary  labor  and  materials  subject  at  all  times  to  the 
approval  of  the  board,  to  whom  he  shall  render  an  account 
monthly,  or  oftener  if  required,  of  all  receipts,  expenditures  and 
outstanding  bills. 

Section  9.  The  weekly  pay  roll  and  all  bills  not  passed  upon 
by  the  board  shall  be  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  board. 
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or  in  his  absence  by  some  member  designated  by  him  before 
being  paid  from  the  city  treasury. 

Section  lo.  The  compensation  of  the  secretary  of  the  board 
and  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  and  sewers  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  board  and' shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  made  for  the 
work  of  the  board. 

Section  ii.  The  board  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each  year, 
submit  to  the  city  council  for  its  guidance  in  making  appro- 
priations, a  statement  of  work  proposed  to  be  done  in  its  depart- 
ment, with  approximate  estimates  of  cost,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation regarding  its  work  as  the  city  council  may  require,  an^" 
shall  at  the  close  of  the  year  make  a  full,  detailed  report  to  the 
city  council  of  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  work  done,  and 
shall  have  no  authority  to  make  expenditures  in  excess  of  the 
amount  appropriated  for  its  use  by  the  city  council,  and  no  part 
of  said  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to  any  member  of  the  board 
for  services  as  a  member  of  the  commission. 

Section  12.  The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  held  at 
the  municipal  election  next  after  the  act  shall  have  been  accepted 
by  the  city  of  Bath,  and  the  other  provisions  of  the  act  shall  take 
effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  municipal  year  immediately  follow- 
ing, and  any  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  now  in  force  which 
conflict  with  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Chapter  3S. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Camden. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Camden,  in  the 
county  of  Knox,  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate under  the  name  of  the  city  of  Camden,  and  as  such  shall 
have,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers, 
privileges,  and  franchises,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  obligations  now  incumbent  upon  and  pertaining  to  the  said 
town  as  a  municipal  corporation,  and  may  enact  reasonable 
by-laws  and  regulations  for  municipal  purposes  and  impose 
penalties  for  the  breach  thereof,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  any  one  oflFense,  to  be  recovered  for  such  uses  as  the  city 
council  may  designate. 

Section  2.  The  administration  of  all  fiscal,  prudential  and 
municipal  affairs  of  said  city,  with  the  government  thereof,  shall 
be  vested  in  an  officer  to  be  called  the  mayor,  and  one  council 
of  ten,  being  two  from  each  ward,  to  be  denominated  a  board  of 
aldermen,  all  of  whom  shall  be  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  legal 
voters  therein.  Said  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute  the 
city  council,  and  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  form  prescribed 
bv  the  constitution  of  the  state  for  state  officers. 

Section  3.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
magistrate  thereof.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  be  vigilant  and  active 
in  causing  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  city  to  be  executed 
and  enforced,  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  conduct 
of  all  subordinate  officers,  and  to  cause  their  violation  or  neglect 
of  duty  to  be  punished.  He  may  call  special  meetings  of  the 
city  council,  when  in  his  opinion  the  interest  of  the  city  require 
it,  by  causing  a  summons  or  notification  to  be  given  in  hand  or 
left  at  the  usual  dwelling  place  of  each  member  thereof.  He 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  communicate  to  the  city  council  such 
measures  as  the  business  and  interests  of  the  city,  may  in  his 
opinion,  require.  He  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  city 
council,  but  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote.  The  salai;y  and 
compensation  of  the  mayor  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  for  the  first  three  years  under  this  charter.

The  city  council  first  elected  under  this  act,  shall,   citj--  council 
as  soon   after  its  organization  as   may  be  convenient,  elect  by   boara^or' 
ballot   three    persons,  legal  voters  of   said  city,  to  constitute   a   SinlJriSI"  **' 
board  of  managers  of  ancient  burying  grounds,  and  the  public  oeniTteriea.^ 
cemeteries  of  said  city,  to  serve  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  one  year  from  the  third  Monday  of  January 
then  next  ensuing,  and  until  their  respective  successors  shall  be 
elected,  and   thereafter  the  city  council    shall    annually,  on  the 
third  Monday  in  January  in  the  same  manner  elect  one  person, 
a  legal  voter  of  said  city,  to  serve  on  said  board  of  managers  for 
three  years  then  next  ensuing,  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen. 
The  said  board  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the  public  ceme-  — autte*. 
teries  and  burial   places  belonging  to  the  city  and    shall   serve  _gj,^|,  g^rve 
without  pay.     The  board  shall  keep  deposited  at  the  office  of  the  ^i«^'»o"'  P»^y- 
city  clerk,  a  correct  record  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection. 

Section  10.  The  city  council  may,  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  pQ^^^e  depart- 
two-thirds  of  all  its  members,  establish  by  ordinance,  a  police  JJtnuiiihed. 
department  to  consist  of  a  city  marshal  and  such  other  police 
officers  and  men  as  it  may  prescribe,  and  may  make  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  department.  Until  a  department  of 
police  shall  be  established  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  mayor  shall  have  the  appointment,  control  and  direc- 
tion of  the  police  force  of  the  city. 
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Section  ii.  The  city  council  may  establish  a  fire  department 
for  said  city,  to  consist  of  a  chief  engineer  and  such  assistant 
engineers  and  other  officers  and  men  as  it  may  prescribe,  and 
it  may  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  department. 

Section  12.  The  city  council  shall  establish  by  ordinance,  the 
regular  salaries  or  remuneration  of  the  officers  established  by 
this  act,  in  case  the  same  are  not  fixed  herein,  and  of  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  hereafter  established,  and  after  the  first  munic- 
ipal year  no  ordinance  of  the  council  changing  any  such  salary 
or  remuneration  shall  take  effect  until  the  municipal  year  suc- 
ceeding that  in  which  the  ordinance  is  passed.  Said  council 
may  pass  such  other  ordinances  not  repugnant  to  law,  as  they 
may  see  fit. 

Section  13.  In  case  any  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote 
involves  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money  to  an  amount 
which  may  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the  laying  of 
an  assessment,  or  the  granting  to  a  person  or  corporation  of  any 
right  in,  over  or  under  any  street  or  other  public  ground  of  said 
city,  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
city  council  shall  be  necessary  for  its  passage.  Every  such 
ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote  shall  be  read  twice  with  an 
interval  of  at  least  three  days  between  the  two  readings  before 
being  finally  passed,  and  the  vote  upon  its  final  passage  shall  be 
taken  by  roll  call.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose,  except  by  a  majority 
vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  and  no  expenditure  shall 
be  made,  or  liability  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  city,  until  an 
appropriation  has  been  duly  voted  by  the  city  council,  sufficient 
to  meet  such  expenditures  or  liability,  together  with  all  unpaid 
liabilities  that  are  payable  out  of  such  appropriation ;  provided, 
however,  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  financial  year,  and  until 
the  passage  of  the  regular  annual  appropriations,  liabilities  pay- 
able out  of  a  regular  appropriation  to  be  contained  therein  may 
be  incurred  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one-quarter  of  the  total 
of  such  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year.  No  money  shall 
be  paid  out  x>f  the  city  treasury  except  on  orders  signed  by  the 
mayor,  designating  the  fund  or  appropriation  from  which  said 
orders  are  to  be  paid. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Camden  as  soon  as  may  be  after  this  act  shall  have  been . 
accepted  by  said  town  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  cause  a  divi- 
sion of  said  town  to  be  made  into  five  wards,  in  such  manner 
as  includes  as  nearly  as  may  be,  consistently  with  well  defined 
limits,  an  equal  number  of  legal  voters  in  each  ward,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  in  one  issue  at  least  of  a  newspaper  published  in 
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Knox  county,  before  the  first  election  of  mayor.     For  the  purpose 
of  organizing  the  system  of  government  hereby  estabUshed,  and 
putting  the  same  in  operation  in  the  first  instance,  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Camden,  for  the  time  being,  shall  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  last  Monday  of  March,  next  after  the  acceptance 
of  this  charter,  issue  their  warrants  for  calling  meetings  of  the 
said  voters  in  each  ward  at  such  place  and  hour  of  the  day  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  warden  and 
clerk  for  each  ward,  and  also  to  g^ve  their  vote  for  a  mayor  to  be 
taken  from  the  city  at  large,  and  two  aldermen  for  each  ward ; 
and  the  transcript  of  the  records  of  each  ward,  specifying  the 
votes  given  for  mayor  and  two  aldermen,  certified  by  the  warden 
and  clerk  of  said  ward,  shall,  on  the  evening  of  the  day  of  said 
first  election  be  returned  to  the  said  selectmen  of  the  said  town  of 
Camden,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  compare  the 
same ;  and  in  case  such  election  shall  not  be  completed  at  the  first 
election,  to  forthwith  issue  new  warrants  until  such  elections  shall 
be  completed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  to  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  several  persons  elected.     At  said  first  meet- 
ing any  legal  voter  of  said  ward  may  call  the  citizens  to  order  and 
preside  until  a  warden  shall  have  been  chosen ;  and  at  said  first 
meeting,  a  list  of  voters  in  each  ward,  prepared  and  corrected 
by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Camden  for  the  time  being,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  each  ward  when  elected,  to  be  used 
as  provided  by  law  in  town  meetings.     And  on  the  second  Mon- 
day of  January  annually,  thereafter,  the  qjialified  voters  of  each 
ward   shall  vote   on  one   ballot   for  city   and  ward   officers   as 
provided  by  law  for  elections  in  cities,  all  of  which  officers,  except 
the  mayor,  shall   be  residents  of   the  wards   or  districts  where 
elected.     Said  officers  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
given,  and   shall   hold  their  offices  from  the  third    Monday  of 
January,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  in  their 
places ;  all  city  and  ward  officers  shall  be  held  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  offices  to  which  they  have  been  respectively  elected, 
notwithstanding  the  removal,  after  their  election,  out   of   their 
respective  wards  into  any  other  ward  in  the  city,  but  they  shall 
not  so  be  held  after  they  have  taken  up  their  permanent  residence 
out  of  the  city ;   the  ward  clerk  within  twenty- four  hours  after 
such  election,  shall  deliver  to  the  ward  officers  elected,  certifi- 
cates of  their  election,  and  shall  forthwith  deliver  to  the  city  clerk 
a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  such  election,  a  plain  and  intel- 
ligible abstract  of  which  shall  be  entered  by  the  city  clerk  upon 
the  city  records.     If  the  person  elected  at  the  first  election  shall 
refuse  to  accept  the  office,  the  said  board  shall  issue  their  war- 
rants for  another  election ;   and  thereafter  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
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in  the  office  of  mayor,  or  any  alderman,  warden  or  ward  clerk, 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  filled  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  by  a  new  election  to  be  called  as  provided 
for  other  city  elections,  and  held  within  twenty  days  after  the 
vacancy  occurs.  The  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  this  act 
shall  be  administered  to  the  mayor  by  the  city  clerk  or  any  justice 
of  the  peace  in  said  city.  The  aldermen  elect  shall  meet  on  third 
Monday  of  January  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  except  those 
first  elected  who  shall  meet  one  week  after  the  first  election  when 
the  oath  or  affirmation  required  by  the  second  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  administered  to  the  members  present,  by  the  mayor  or 
any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  city.  The  city  council  shall  by 
ordinance  determine  the  times  of  holding  stated  or  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  council,  and  shall  also  in  like  manner  determine  the 
manner  of  calling  special  meetings,  and  the  persons  by  whom  the 
same  shall  be  called,  but,  until  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance, 
special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  mayor,  by  causing  a  noti- 
fication to  be  given  in  hand,  or  left  at  the  usual  residence  of  each 
member. 

Section  15.  After  the  organization  of  a  city  government,  and 
the  qualification  of  a  mayor,  and  when  a  quorum  of  the  city 
council  shall  be  present,  said  council,  the  mayor  presiding,  shall 
proceed  to  choose  a  permanent  chairman,  who  in  the  absence  of 
the  mayor,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  council,  and  in 
case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor,  he  shall  exercise  all 
the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  that  office  so  long  as 
such  vacancy  shall  remain ;  he  shall  continue  to  have  a  vote  in 
the  board  but  shall  not  have  the  veto  power.  The  board  of 
aldermen  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  permanent  chairman 
shall  choose  a  chairman,  pro  tempore,  who  shall  exercise  the 
powers  of  permanent  chairman. 

Section  16.  Every  officer  of  the  city,  except  the  mayor,  shall 
at  the  request  of  the  city  council,  appear  before  said  council  and 
give  such  information  as  may  be  required,  and  answer  any 
questions  that  may  be  asked  by  the  council  in  relation  to  any 
matter,  act  or  thing  connected  with  his  office,  or  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  thereof. 

Section  17.  The  aldermen  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
salary  or  other  compensation  during  the  year  for  which  they 
are  elected,  for  their  services,  nor  be  eligible  to  any  office  of 
profit  or  emolument,  the  salary  of  which  is  payable  by  the  city 
during  said  term,  and  all  departments,  boards,  officers  and  com- 
mittees acting  under  the  authority  of  the  city  and  entrusted  with 
the  expenditure  of  public  money,  shall  expend  the  same  for  no 
other  purpose  than  that  for  which  it  is  appropriated  and  shall  be 
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accountable  therefor  to  the  city  in  such  manner  as  the  city  council  

shall  direct. 

Section  i8.    All  officers  of  the  police  and  health  departments  ^JJf®^®^J 
shall  be  appointed  by  nomination  by  the  mayor,  and  confirmed   mlntslfow^' 
by  the  aldermen,  and  may  be  removed  by  the  city  council  for  a^Jre°mov©d. 
cause.     Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  all  subordinate 
officers  shall   be  elected  annually,  in  such   manner  as   the  city 
council  shall  provide,  on  the  third  Monday  of  January,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year, 
and  until  others  are  qualified  in  their  place. 

Section  19.     The  superintending  school  committee  of  the  town  superintend, 
of  Camden  consisting  of  three  members,  whose  terms  of  office  committee  of

expire,  one  in  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  one  in  March,  "ommitwe 

nineteen  hundred  and  four,  and  one  in  March,  nineteen  hundred  ^^^  '**®  ®"y- 
and  five,  shall  be  continued  as  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee of  the  city  of  Camden.     Upon  the  expiration  of  the  terms 

of  the  members  of  said  committee  and  thereafter  at  its  annual  —how  mem- 

meeting  to  elect  subordinate  city  officers,  the  city  council  shall  iiftending"^*'' 

elect  a  person  to  fill  the  place  of  each  member  whose  term  expires,  mittee  shai'i 

be  elected. 

who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years.     The  city  council  shall  have 
power  to  increase  the  number  of  members  of  said  committee,  so 
electing  such  additional  members  that  the  term  of  an  equal  num- 
ber thereof,  as  nearly  as  possible,  shall  expire  in  one,  two  and   -tenure, 
three   years  from    the  date  of    such  increase  in  number.      No 
member  of  the  committee  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his 
services  as  such.     The  members  of  said  committee  duly  elected 
shall  meet  and  organize  as  soon  after  the  election  of  any  new 
member   or    members  as    may  be.      A  majority  of    the  board 
shall    constitute   a    quorum    for    the   transaction   of   business. 
They  shall  have  all   the  powers  and   perform  all   the  duties  in  -powers  and 
regard  to  the  care  and  management  of  the  public  schools  of  said 
city  which  are  now  conferred  upon  the  superintending  school 
committees  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  act.      They  shall    annually,  and  whenever  there    is    a  ^^^n't  o"j 
vacancy,  elect  a  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  current  munic-  Je^eiected.*^^ 
ipal  year,  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  superintend- 
ing school  committee,  'and  who  shall  have  the  care  and  supervi- 
sion of  said  public  schools  under  their  direction,  and  act  as  secre- 
tary of  that  board.     They  shall  fix  his  salary  at  the  time  of  his  rhaifto^MB*"*^ 
election,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  ^^^^'^y- 
year  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  may  at  any  time  dismiss  him,  if 
they  deem  it  necessary,  proper  or  expedient.      A  suitable   and 
convenient  room  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city  for  the  meeting  of  -records 
said  committee,  wherein  shall  be  kept  their  records  open  to  the  public* 
inspection  of  the  citizens.     The  said  committee  shall  annually  in 
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the  month  of  December  furnish  to  the  city  council,  an  estimate 
in  detail  of  the  several  sums  required  during  the  ensuing  munic- 
ipal year  for  the  support  of  said  public  schools,  and  they  shall 
not  increase  the  expenditures  beyond  the  amount  appropriated 
therefor. 

Section  20.  Part  I.  The  city  council  may  make,  lay  and 
maintain  all  such  drains  or  common  sewers,  as  they  adjudge  to 
be  necessary  for  the  public  convenience,  or  the  public  health, 
through  the  public  streets,  or  through  lands  of  any  person  or 
corporation,  and  may  repair  the  same  whenever  it  is  necessary 
as  hereinafter  provided.  All  such  drains  and  sewers  shall  be 
the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall  be  constructed  in  such  manner 
and  of  such  dimensions  as  the  city  council  deem  best. 

Part  II.  When  such  drains  or  sewers  are  laid  through  the 
land  of  any  person  or  corporation,  and  the  land  taken  therefor, 
the  proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by  revised  statute 
and  this  act  in  the  case  of  laying  out  streets. 

Part  III.  The  city  council  shall  adjudge  what  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  are  to  be  benefited  by  such  drains  or  sewers,  and  estab- 
lish outlines  of  same  and  estimate  what  sums  shall  be  assessed 
upon  such  lots  and  parcels  of  land,  or  the  owners  thereof,  towards 
defraying  the  expense  of  constructing  such  drains  or  sewers, 
th-e  whole  of  said  assessment  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  such  drains  or  sewers. 

Part  IV.  Upon  the  application  of  five  resident  tax  payers 
for  the  construction  of  drains  or  sewers  in  a  locality,  the  city 
council,  if  it  deems  them  necessary,  may  proceed  to  construct 
such  drains  or  sewers  in  manner  as  herein  provided. 

Part  V.  When  such  drains  or  sewers  are  completed,  the  city 
council  shall  adjudge  what  lots  or  parcels  of  land  are  benefited 
by  such  drains  or  sewers,  and  estimate  and  assess  upon  such  lots 
and  parcels  of  land  and  against  the  owners  thereof,  if  known, 
such  sum  not  exceeding  such  benefit,  as  they  may  deem  just  and 
equitable  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  constructing  and 
completing  such  drains  or  sewers  which  shall  forever  thereafter 
be  maintained  and  kept  in  order  by  said  city ;  the  city  council  shall 
file  with  the  clerk  of  said  city  the  amount  assessed  upon  each  lot 
or  parcel  of  land  so  assessed  and  the  name  of  the  owner  of  each 
lot  or  parcel  of  land,  if  known,  and  the  clerk  of  said  city  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  and  within  ten  days 
after  filing  such  notice  each  person  so  assessed  shall  be  notified 
of  such  assessment  by  having  an  authentic  copy  of  said  assess- 
ment with  an  order  of  notice  signed  by  the  clerk,  stating  the  time 
and  place  for  a  hearing  on  the  subject  matter  of  said  assessment 
given  to  the  person  so  assessed,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode 
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in  said  city ;  if  he  has  no  place  of  abode  in  said  city,  then  such   

notice  shall  be  given  to  or  left  at  the  place  of  abode  of  his  tenant 
or  lessee,  if  he  has  one  in  said  city ;  if  he  has  no  tenant  or  lessee 
in  said  city,  then  by  posting  the  same  in  some  conspicuous  place 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  so  assessed,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  said  hearing ;  or  such  notice  may  be  given  by 
publishing  the  same  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  city,  three 
weeks  successively,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  sixty  days  before  said  hearing;  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  in  said  city,  said  publication  may  be  made 
in  the  same  way  in  any  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of 
Knox;  a  return  made  by  copy  of  such  notice  by  any  constable 
of  said  city,  or  the  production  of  the  paper  containing  such  notice 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  notice  has  been  given,  and 
upon  such  hearing,  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  revise, 
increase  or  diminish  any  such  assessment,  and  all  such  revision, 
increase  or  diminution  shall  be  stated  in  writing  and  recorded 
by  the  city  clerk. 

Part  VI.  Any  person  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  doings  of  said  -appeal from 
city  council  in  laying  out  and  constructing  said  drains  or  sewers,  ment,  how 
or  in  making  said  assessments,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  next 
term  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  which  shall  be  holden  in  the 
county  of  Knox,  more  than  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  day 
when  the  hearing  last  mentioned  is  concluded,  excluding  the  day 
of  the  commencement  of  the  session  of  said  term  of  court ;  the 
appellants  shall  serve  written  notice  of  such  appeal  upon  said  city 
council  fourteen  days,  at  least  before  the  session  of  the  court,  and 
shall  at  the  first  term,  file  a  complaint  setting  forth  the  facts  of 
the  case;  either  party  shall  be  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury,  or  the 
matter  in  dispute  may,  if  parties  so  agree,  be  decided  by  a  com- 
mittee of  reference,  and  the  court  shall  render  such  judgment 
and  decree  in  the  premises  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require ; 
at  the  trial  exceptions  may  be  taken  to  the  ruling  of  the  judge  as 
in  other  cases. 

Part  VII.  All  assessments  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  ^gg^entTa 
act  shall  create  a  lien  upon  each  and  every  lot  or  parcel  of  land  ^^®"- 
so  assessed,  and  within  ten  days  after  they  are  made  the  clerk 
of  said  city  shall  make  out  a  list  of  all  assessments,  the  amount 
of  each  assessment,  the  name  of  the  persons,  if  known,  against 
whom  the  same  are  assessed,  to  be  by  him  certified ;  and  he 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city,  and  if  said 
assessments  are  not  paid  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
said  assessments,  then  the  treasurer  shall  proceed  and  sell  such  of 
said  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  upon  which  such  assessments  remain 
unpaid,  or  so  much  thereof,  at  public  auction,  as  is  necessary  to 
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pay  such  assessments  and  all  costs  and  incidental  charges,  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  that  real  estate  is  advertised  and  sold  for 
taxes  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  said  treasurer  being  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  powers  in  advertising  and  selling  said  lots 
or  parcels  of  land,  that  any  treasurer  or  collector  of  taxes  of  a 
town  may  now  or  hereafter  have  for  said  purposes  under  said 
laws  of  this  state ;  and  upon  such  sale  the  treasurer  shall  make, 
execute  and  deliver  his  deed  to  the  purchaser  thereof,  which  shall 
be  good  and  effectual  to  pass  the  title  to  such  real  estate. 

Part  VIII.  Any  person  to  whom  the  right  by  law  belongs, 
may,  at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  sale, 
redeem  such  real  estate  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  or  his  assigns, 
the  sum  for  which  the  same  was  sold  with  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum,  with  cost  of  reconveyance. 

Part  IX.  If  said  assessments  are  not  paid  and  said  city  does 
not  proceed  to  collect  them  by  a  sale  of  the  lots  or  parcels  of 
land  upon  which  they  are  made,  or  does  not  collect,  or  is  in 
any  way  delayed  or  defeated  in  collecting  such  assessments,  by 
sale  of  the  real  estate  so  assessed,  then  the  said  city  may,  in  the 
name  of  such  city,  sue  for  and  maintain  an  action  against  the 
parties  so  assessed  for  the  amount  of  said  assessment,  as  for 
money  paid,  laid  out  and  expended,  in  any  court  competent  to 
try  the  same,  and  in  such  suit  may  recover  the  amount  of  such 
assessment  with  twelve  per  cent  interest  on  the  same  from  the 
date  of  said  assessment,  and  costs;  provided,  however,  that  if 
any  lot,  when  sold  in  the  manner  before  provided,  shall  not  sell 
for  enough  to  pay  the  amount  of  said  assessment  with  interest 
and  costs  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  under  no  personal  liability 
for  the  same. 

Section  21.  Said  city  shall  have  a  seal,  which  shall  be  in  the 
custody  of  the  clerk,  and  such  seal  shall  bear  as  its  principal 
device  a  mountain  which  shall  be  as  nearly  as  may  be,  a  repre- 
sentation of  "Mount  Battie,"  and  for  its  inscription  the  name  of 
said  city  and  the  date  on  which  said  city's  existence  shall  begin 
under  this  act. 

Section  22.  A  municipal  court  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  estab- 
lished in  and  for  said  city,  to  be  denominated  the  municipal  court 
of  Camden,  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record  having  a  seal  to  be 
established  by  the  judge  of  said  court,  which  court  shall  consist 
of  one  judge  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  county  of  Knox, 
of  sobriety  of  manners  and  learned  in  the  law,  who  shall  be 
appointed  as  provided  in  the  constitution  and  who  shall  have  and 
exercise  concurrent  authority  and  jurisdiction  with  trial  justices, 
justices  of  the  peace  and  of  the  quorum,  over  all  matters  and

Section  2^,     Said  municipal  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  as  JurisdioUon

follows :    Exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  and  things  where  court, 
both  parties  interested,  or  the  plaintiff  and  the  person  or  persons 
summoned  as  trustees,  shall  be  inhabitants  of  or  residents  in  said 
city,  or,  in  case  said  parties  are  corporations,  have  an  established 
place  of  business  in  said  city;   and  said  court  shall   also  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  such  criminal  offenses  committed 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  as  are  cognizable  by  justices  of  the 
peace  or  trial  justices,  and  under  similar  restrictions  and  limita- 
tions except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided.     And  said  court 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  supreme  judicial  court  —concurrent 
and  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Rockland  in  all  personal  actions  J""^****®^*®"*- 
where  the  debt  or  damage  demanded,  exclusive  of  costs,  is  over 
twenty  dollars   and    not  over   one   hundred  dollars,  and  in   all 
actions  of  replevin,  when  it  appears  that  the  sum  demanded  for 
the  penalty,  forfeiture  or  damages  does  not  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  that  the  property  in  the  beasts  or  other  chattels  is  in 
question  and   the  value  thereof    does  not   exceed  one   hundred 
dollars,  and  either  defendant  or  person  summoned  as  trustees,  is 
a  resident,  or,  if  a  corporation,  has  an  established  place  of  busi- 
ness in  Knox  county;  but  this  jurisdiction  shall  not  include  pro- 
ceedings under  the  divorce  laws  or  complaints  under  the  mill  act, 
so  called,  nor  jurisdiction  over  actions  in  which  the  title  to  real 
estate  according  to  the  pleadings  filed  in  the  case  by  either  party 
is  in  question  except  as  is  provided  in  chapter  ninety- four,  sections 
SIX  and  seven  of  the  revised  statutes.     If  any  defendant  in  any 
action  in  said  court  where  the  amount  claimed  in  the  writ  exceeds 
twenty  dollars,  or  his  agent  or  attorney,  shall,  on  the  return  day 
of  the  writ,  file  in  said  court,  a  motion  asking  that  said  cause  be 
removed  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  deposit  with  the  judge 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  copies  and  entry  fee  in  said  supreme 
court,  to  be  taxed  '^i  his  costs  if  he  prevails,  the  said  action  shall 
be  removed  into  the  said  supreme  judicial  court  for  said  county 
and  the  judge  shall  forthwith  cause  certified  copies  of  the  writ, 
officers'  return  and  defendant's  motion  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  shall  pay  the  entry  fee 
thereof;   and  said  action  shall  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  the 
term  next  preceding  said  filing,  unless  said  court  shall  be  in  ses- 
sion, when  it  shall  be  entered  forthwith,  and  shall  be  in  order 
for  trial  at  the  next  succeeding  term.     If  no  such  motion  is  filed, 
the  said  municipal  court  shall  proceed  and  determine  said  action, 
subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  in  either  party  as  herein  provided 
in  other  cases.

in  the  supreme  judicial  court.  In  any  action  in  which  the  plain- 
tiff recovers  not  over  twenty  dollars  debt  or  damages,  the  costs 
shall  be  taxed  the  same  as  before  trial  justices,  except  that  the 
plaintiff  shall  have  two  dollars  for  his  writ.  When  the  defendant 
prevails  in  any  action  in  which  the  sum  claimed  in  the  writ  is  not 
over  twenty  dollars,  he  shall  recover  two  dollars  for  his  pleadings 
and  other  costs  as  before  trial  justices.  In  actions  where  the 
amount  recovered  by  the  plaintiff,  exclusive  of  costs,  exceeds 
twenty  dollars,  or  the  amount  claimed  exceeds  twenty  dollars, 
where  the  defendant  prevails,  the  costs  of  parties,  trustees  and 
witnesses  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
except  the  costs  to  be  taxed  for  attendance  shall  be  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  term  and  for  trial  of  issue,  eighty  cents. 
All  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  this  state,  relative  to  the 
attachment  of  real  and  personal  property  and  the  levy  of  execu- 
tions, shall  be  applicable  to  actions  in  this  court,  and  executions 
on  judgments  rendered  therein.  Actions  may  be  referred,  and 
judgment  on  the  referee's  report  may  be  rendered  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court. 
Said  court  shall  also  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of 
forcible  entry  and  detainer  arising  in  said  city. 

Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of  simple  larceny, 
and  where  the  property  alleged  to  be  stolen  shall  not  exceed  the 
value  of  thirty  dollars,  and  of  all  cases  of  cheating  by  false 
pretenses,  where  the  property,  mwiey  or  other  thing  alleged  to 
have  been  fraudulently  obtained,  shall  not  exceed  in  value  the 
sum  of  thirty  dollars,  and  shall  have  power  to  try  the  same,  and 
in  either  of  said  cases,  to  award  sentence  upon  conviction  by  fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
with  or  without  labor,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ninety  days. 
He  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  arising  in  said 
city,  which  are  by  any  law  or  statute  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
trial  justice,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  trial  justices  of  the 
county  of  Knox,  and  with  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Rock- 
land, of  all  such  offenses  arising  in  said  county,  out  of  said  city 
of  Camden,  except  in  the  said  city  of  Rockland ;  and  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  against  the  ordinances  and 
by-laws  of  said  city  of  Camden. 

Section  24.  Said  court  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  of 
each  month  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  for  the  transaction  of 
civil  business,  at  such  place  within  said  city  as  the  judge  shall 
determine,  but  the  city  may  at  any  time  provide  a  court  room,  in 
which  case  the  court  shall  be  held  therein,  and  all  civil  processes 
shall   be  made   returnable   accordingly.       Said   court   may   be 
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adjourned  from  time  to  time  by  the  judge,  but  it  shall  be  consid- 
ered in  constant  session  for  the  cognizance  of  criminal  actions. 

Section  25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  said  court 
to  make  and  keep  the -records  thereof,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
made  and  kept,  and  to  perform  all  duties  required  of  similar 
tribunals  in  this  state;  and  copies  of  said  records,  duly  certified 
by  said  judge,  shall  be  legal  evidence  in  all  courts.  The  judge 
may  appoint  in  writing,  a  recorder,  who  shall  be  a  trial  justice 
for  the  county  of  Knox,  duly  qualified,  who  shall  be  sworn  by  said 
judge,  who  shall  keep  the  records  of  said  court  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  judge;  in  case  of  the  absence  from  the  court 
room,  or  sickness  of  the  judge,  or  when  the  office  of  the  judge 
shall  be  vacant,  the  recorder  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  the  judge,  and  perform  all  duties  required  of  said  judge 
by  this  act,  and  shall  be  empowered  to  sign  and  issue  all  processes 
and  papers,  and  do  all  acts  as  fully  and  with  the  same  effect  as 
the  judge  could  do  were  he  acting  in  the  premises;  and  the 
signature  of  the  recorder,  as  such  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of 
his  right  to  act  instead  of  the  judge.  When  the  office  of  judge  is 
vacant,  the  recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees ;  in  all  other  cases 
he  shall  be  paid  by  the  judge  and  shall  hold  his  said  office  at  the 
discretion  of  said  judge. 

Section  26,  Any  person  aggrieved  at  any  judgment  or  sen- 
tence of  said  court  may  appeal  to  the  supreme  judicial  court 
in  the  same  manner  as  from  a  judgment  or  sentence  of  a  trial 
justice,  and  all  such  appeals  shall  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the 
first  term  of  said  appellate  court  after  such  appeal  is  taken. 
Final  judgment  in  said  municipal  court  may  be  re-examined  in 
the  supreme  judicial  court  on  a  writ  of  error  or  on  a  petition  for 
review,  and  when  the  judgment  is  reversed,  the  supreme  judicial 
court  shall  render  such  judgment  as  said  municipal  court  should 
have  rendered,  and  when  a  review  is  granted  it  shall  be  tried  in 
said  supreme  judicial  court. 

Section  2y,  Writs  and  processes  issued  by  said  court  shall 
be  in  the  usual  form,  signed  by  the  judge  and  under  the  seal  of 
said  court.  They  shall  be  served  as  like  precepts  are  required 
to  be  served  when  issued  by  trial  justices,  except  original  writs 
in  civil  actions,  which  shall  be  served  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  sixty  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  court  at  which  the 
same  are  made  returnable. 

Section  28.  Said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  render  judgment,  issue  executions,  punish  for  contempt, 
and  compel  attendance,  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and 
make  all  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  repugnant  to  law,  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  administration  of  justice. 
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Section  29.  Actions  in  said  court  shall  be  entered  on  the  first 
day  of  the  term  in  the  forenoon,  and  not  afterwards,  except  by 
special  permission.  When  a  defendant  legally  served,  fails  to 
enter  his  appearance  by  himself  or  attorney,  on  the  first  day  of 
the  return  term,  he  shall  be  defaulted;  but  if  he  afterwards 
appears  during  the  term,  the  court  may,  for  sufficient  cause,  per- 
mit the  default  to  be  taken  off.  Pleas  in  abatement  must  be  filed 
on  or  before  the  day  of  the  entry  of  the  action.  The  defendant 
may  file  his  pleadings,  which  shall  be  the  general  issue,  with  a 
brief  statement  of  special  matter  of  defense  on  the  return  day  of 
the  writ,  and  must  file  them  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next 
term,  or  he  shall  be  defaulted,  unless  the  court  for  good  cause, 
enlarge  the  time,  for  which  it  may  impose  reasonable  terms. 
Actions  in  which  the  defendant  files  his  pleadings  on  the  return 
day  and  all  actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  seasonably 
answered  to  shall  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the  return  term  and  shall 
remain  so  until  tried  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  unless  continued 
by  consent  or  on  motion  of  either  party  for  good  cause,  in  which 
latter  case  the  court  may  impose  such  terms  as  it  deems  reason- 
able ;  but  all  other  actions  unless  defaulted  or  otherwise  disposed 
of,  shall  be  continued  as  of  course  and  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the 
next  term. 

Section  30.  If  at  any  regular  or  adjourned  term  of  said  court 
to  be  held  for  civil  business,  the  judge  or  recorder  is  not  present 
at  the  place  for  holding  said  court  within  two  hours  after, the 
time  for  opening  said  court,  then  any  trial  justice  or  justice  of 
the  peace  and  quorum  in  the  county  of  Knox,  may  preside  for  the 
purpose  of  entering  and  continuing  actions  and  filing  papers  in 
said  court,  and  may  adjourn  said  court  from  time  to  time,  not 
exceeding  one  week  at  any  one  time  without  detriment  to  any 
action  returnable  or  pending,  and  may  in  his  discretion  adjourn 
said  court  without  day,  in  which  event  all  actions  returned  or 
pending  shall  be  considered  as  continued  to  the  next  term. 

Section  31.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  furnish  his  own 
blanks  and  may  demand  and  receive  therefor  the  sums  allowed 
by  law  to  trial  justices  for  like  blanks,  and  may  also  demand  and 
receive  the  same  fees  allowed  to  trial  justices  and  clerks  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  for  like  services,  except  that  he  may 
demand  and  receive  for  a  complaint  and  warrant  in  criminal 
cases,  one  dollar ;  for  the  entry  of  a  civil  action,  fifty  cents ;  for 
the  trial  of  an  issue,  civil  or  criminal,  two  dollars  for  the  first 
day  and  one  dollar  for  each  day  after  the  first,  occupied  in  such 
trial,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  plaintiff  in  civil  cases  before  trial, 
who  shall  recover  the  same  as  costs  if  he  prevails  in  the  suit, 
and  the  fees  so  received  by  said  judge  shall  be  payment  in  full 
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for  his  services.     Provided,  that  the  city  council  may,  at  any 

time,  by  vote,  determine  to  pay  him  a  salary,  which  shall  be  ~ 
accepted  by  him  instead  of  said  fees,  in  which  case  he  shall  pay 
all  fees  of  office  by  him  received  into  the  city  treasury. 

Section  32.  Trial  justices  are  hereby  restricted  from  exer-  Trial  justices 
cising  any  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of  Camden  over  any  matter  or 
thing,  civil  or  criminal,  except  such  as  are  in  the  jurisdiction  of 
justices  of  the  peace  and  of  the  quorum ;  provided,  that  the  said 
restrictions  shall  be  suspended  until  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  —proviso, 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  Any  civil  action  in  which  the 
judge  is  interested  but  wjiich  otherwise  would  be  within  the 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  said  court,  may  be  brought  and  disposed 
of  by  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Rockland  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  effect  as  other  matters  therein.  Nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  actions  which  have 
been  brought  and  are  pending  before  trial  justices  in  the  town  of 
Camden,  but  all  such  actions  shall  be  disposed  of  by  such  trial 
justices  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not  passed.

Section  35.     The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  any  right 
accruing  or  accrued,  or  any  suit,  prosecution  or  other  legal  pro- 
ceeding pending  at  the  time  when  it  shall  take  effect  by  acceptance 
as  herein  provided  for,  and  no  penalty  or  forfeiture  previously 
incurred  shall  be  affected  thereby.

Chapter  36. 

An  Aot  to  extend  the  charter  of  the  Eastport  Brld^^e. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  charter  incorporating  certain  persons  for  the  qy^^^^^^ 
purpose  of  building  a  bridge  uniting  the  towns  of  Eastport  and  extended. 
Perry,  passed  June  twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty, 
being  chapter  fourteen  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty,  and  the  right  to  take  toll  thereunder,  which 
charter  was  extended  for  two  years,  by  an  act  approved  March 
twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  being  chapter 
two  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  was  again  extended  for 
six  years,  by  an  act  approved  March  tenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  being  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the 
private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
are  hereby  extended  for  the  term  of  six  years,  from  September 
twentieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  three;  provided,  that  the  rate  —Proviso, 
of  tolls  to  be  charged  and  collected  shall  not  exceed  those  now 
charged  and  collected. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Francis  plantation  be  and  become  a  legal  corporation. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved. .

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Chapter  38. 

An  Act  to  legalize  the  doings  of  the  Portland  and  Rumford  Falls  Railway. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  acts  and  doings  of  the  Portland  and  Rumford 
Falls  Railway  in  increasing  its  capital  stock  and  in  issuing  the 
same  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  made  valid. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  39.

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law  incident  to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature.     Said  Newport  _^  ^^^ 

Light  and  Power  Company  is  further  authorized  and  empowered  JeatriSSonB 
to  purchase,  erect,  manage  and  control  saw,  grist  and  lumber  iiftbUitie8,etc. 
mills  and  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and  cotton 
goods  and  such  other  articles  as  may  be  incidental  to  the  same 
or  beneficial  to  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate 
necessary  and  convenient  for  its  purposes  aforesaid,  and  is  also 
authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase,  hold,  own  and  dispose 
of  the  capital  stock  and  bonds  in  other  corporations. 

Section  3.     Said  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  set  poles  po'iJg^Snd 
and  erect  wires  in  and  through  the  streets  and  ways  of  the  said  gtreeuS^"  ^^ 
towns  of  Newport,  Plymouth,  Detroit  and  Palmyra  for  the  pur-  *^«'^**"  ^^°*' 
pose  of  furnishing  electric  lights  for  public  and  private  use  in 
said  towns,  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed 
by  the  municipal  officers  thereof,  subject  to  the  general  laws  of 
the  state  regulating  the  erection  of  posts  and  lines  for  the  pur- 
poses of  electricity ;  it  is  also  empowered  to  transmit  electricity 
for  lease  or  sale  to  such  points  in  said  towns  as  may  be  feasible, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  expedient,  and,  subject  to  the  general 
laws  aforesaid,  it  may  erect  and  maintain  all  posts,  wires  and 
fixtures  tiecessary  therefor.     Said  corporation   shall  have  the   -may  lay  gas 
right  to  lay  gas  pipes  in  any  of  the  public  streets  or  highways  in   streliVof

said  towns  of  Newport,  Plymouth,  Detroit  and  Palmyra;  the 
permit  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said  towns  having  first  been 
obtained  in  writing,  and  to  re-lay  and  repair  the  same,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  the  health  and  safety  of  the  citizens  and  the 
security  of  public  travel  may  require,  and  as  may  be  prescribed 
bv  the  authorities  thereof. 

Section  4.     The  said  company  shall  be  liable  in  all  cases  to  shaii  be^ 
repay  to  said  towns  all  sums  of  money  that  said  towns  may  be  ocoaSSfnedby 
obliged  to  pay  or  any  indictment  or  judgment  recovered  against  ob^s^^uctiona, 
said  towns  occasioned  by  any  obstruction  or  taking  up,  or  dis- 
placement of  any  way,  highway,  railroad  or  street  by  said  com- 
pany in  said  towns,  provided,  however,  that  said  company  shall 
have  notice  whenever  such  damages  are  claimed  by  said  towns, 
from  the  municipal  officers  and  shall  be  allowed  to  defend  the 
same  at  its  own  expense. 

Section  5.     Said  company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  obstruct  obJiliict 
or  impair  the  use  of  any  public  or  private  drain  or  sewer,  but   ®®^*^***- 
may  cross  the  same,  being  responsible  to  the  owners  or  other 
person  for  any  injury  occasioned  thereby  in  an  action  on  the  case. 

Section  6.     Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its   May  i^aue 
bonds  in  such  amounts  and  on  such  time  as  it  may,  from  time  to   ^°"'*'*' 

time  determine,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  capital  stock  sub-

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scribed  for,  in  aid  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this  act,  and  to 
secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage  of  its  franchises  and  property. 

Section  7.  The  towns  of  Newport,  Plymouth,  Detroit  or  Pal- 
myra or  any  manufacturing  or  machine  company  having  a  place 
of  business  in  said  towns,  may  take  and  hold  stock  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  contract  with  said  corporation  for  gas  or  electricity 
for  light  or  power.

The  said  Waterville  and  Oakland  Street  Railway 
is  further  authorized  to  consolidate  with  or  acquire  by  lease, 
purchase  or  otherwise  lines,  property  and  franchises  of  any  street 
railroad  or  street  railroads  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  char- 
tered would  form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines 
of  the  said  Waterville  and  Oakland  Street  Railway  as  constructed 
or  chartered,  and  in  such  case  the  Waterville  and  Oakland  Street 
Railway  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  be  subject  to 
all  appropriate  conditions  and  limitations  contained  in  the  char- 
ters and  franchises  thus  united  with  or  acquired.  Any  street 
railroad  company  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would 
form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  the  Water- 
ville and  Oakland  Railway  Company  as  constructed  or  chartered 
is  hereby  authorized  to  consolidate  with  or  to  lease  or  to  sell  its 
lines,  property  and  franchises  as  in  this  section  authorized. 

All  proceedings,  suits  at  law  or  in  equity  which 
may  be  pending  at  the  time  of  any  transfer  authorized  by  this 
act  to  which  any  corporation  so  transferring  its  property  and 
franchises  may  be  a  party  may  be  prosecuted  or  defended  by 
the  corporation  so  acquiring  the  same  in  like  manner  and  with 
like  effect  as  if  such  transfer  had  not  been  made.  All  claims, 
contracts,  rights  and  causes  of  action  of  or  against  any  corpo- 
ration so  selling  or  leasing,  at  law  or  in  equity,  may  be  enforced 
by  suit  or  action  to*  be  begun  or  prosecuted  by  or  against  the 
corporation  so  acquiring  property  and  franchises  as  aforesaid.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Swan's  Island  Telephone  and  Teleirraph  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  H.  W.  Joyce,  H.  W.  Small  and  H.  P.  Jones,  their  corporators, 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Swan's  Island  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  -powers,  etc 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  granted  and  prescribed 
by  the  general  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  corporations;  with 
power  by  that  name  to  sue  and  be  sued ;  to  have  a  common  seal 
and  to  establish  any  and  all  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this 
state. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  locate,  Location 
construct,  maintain,  operate,  and  own,  lines  of  telephone  and  o'""®^- 
telegraph  from  any  point  in  the  village  of  Bass  Harbor,  town 
of  Tremont,  Hancock  county,  Maine,  to  Lopaus  Point  so  called 
in  said  Tremont,  thence  across  Bluehill  bay,  so  called,  to  Burnt 
Point  in  Swan's  Island  in  said  county,  thence  to  any  point  in  said 
Swan's  Island. 

Section  3.     Said  company  shall  have  the  right,  within  the  May  con- 
limits  aforesaid,  to  locate,  construct  and  maintain  its  line  upon  public  ways, 

etc 

and  along  any  public  way,  bridge  or  private  lands,  but  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  incommode  or  endanger  the  customary  use  of 
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such  way  or  bridge.  With  the  right  to  cut  down  trees,  remove 
obstacles  when  necessary,  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  except 
ornamental,  fruit  or  shade  trees,  and  with  the  power  to  establish 
and  collect  tolls  on  said  line,  provided,  that  the  right  to  construct 
and  maintain  said  lines  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter three  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  public  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five,  and  all  rights  and  powers  granted  by  this 
act  shall  be  exercised  in  accordance  with  said  chapter  three 
hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Section  4.  If  the  land  of  any  individual  or  corporation  is  taken 
under  this  act  and  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  damages  occa- 
sioned-thereby,  they  shall  be  estimated,  secured  and  paid  as  for 
land  taken  for  highways. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  connect 
its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  company,  or  to  sell  or 
lease  its  line  either  before  or  after  completion  to  any  other  tele- 
phone or  telegraph  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutu- 
ally agreed  upon,  which  sale  or  lease  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
parties ;  or  to  purchase  or  lease  any  other  line  or  lines  of  tele- 
phone or  telegraph,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  upon. 

Section  6.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  shall  be  fixed  by  vote 
of  the  corporation,  but  not  to  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars,  and 
said  corporation  may  purchase,  hold,  sell  and  convey  real  estate 
and  personal  property  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated 
in  this  charter. 

Section  7.  Any  one  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act, 
may  call  the  first  meeting  of  this  company  by  mailing  a  written 
notice  to  each  of  the  other  corporators,  seven  days  at  least,  before 
the  day  of  meeting,  naming  the  time,  place  and  purposes  of  such 
meeting;  and  at  such  meeting,  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer 
and  directors  may  be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted  and  any  corporate 
business  transacted. 

Section  8.  This  charter  shall  be  null  and  void  unless  opera- 
tions shall  actually  commence  hereunder  within  two  years  from 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  9.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Parks,  E.  J.  Ney,  Fried  R.  Smith,  George  H.  Morse,  C.  S.  Phil- 
brick,  Leroy  W.  Coons,  Thomas  E.  Getchell,  Wilson  L.  Frost, 
Benjamin  S.  Mathews,  Walter  M.  Priley,  Benjamin  D.  Priley, 
Guy  W.  Lord,  Frank  L.  Smith,  Frank  Weeks,  Ira  A.  Suther- 
land, Benjamin  E.  Cornell,  George  E.  Stevens,  Elmer  D.  Smith, 
E.  E.  Bagley  and  Franz  Bagley  or  such  of  them  as  may  by  vote, 
accept  the  charter,  with  their  associates,  successors  or  assigns, 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic  to  be  known  as  the 
Pittsfield  Trust  Company,  and  as  such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  JJJJS/e!^'*^ 
the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  and  subject  to  all  the  —powers, 
duties  and  obligations  conferred  on  corporations  by  law.

registering  and  countersigning  certificates,  bonds,  stocks,  and  all 
evidences  of  debt  or  ownership  in  property;  sixth,  to  hold  by  -may  act  as 

.  trusteei  etc. 

grant,  assignment,  transfer,  devise  or  bequest  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property  or  trusts  duly  created,  and  to  execute  trusts  of 
every  description ;  seventh,  to  act  as  assignee,  receiver,  executor,  ^^SSJmay" 
administrator  and  guardian,  and  no  surety  shall  be  necessary  <*«p<>"**  ^*^^- 
upon  the  bond  of  the  corporation,  unless  the  court  or  officer 
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approving  such  bond  shall  require  it;  eighth,  to  do  in  general 
all  the  business  that  may  lawfully  be  done  by  tnist  and  banking 
companies. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  with  the  right  to  increase  the  said  capital  stock 
at  any  time,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  to  any  amount  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Said  corporation  shall 
not  commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking  company  until  stock 
to  the  amount  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis- 
count on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor 
be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary 
to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith ; 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Section  6.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  exercised  by  a  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  residents  of 
this  state,  whose  number  and  term  of  office  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  shareholders  at  the  first  meeting  held  by  the 
incorporators  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter.  The 
affairs  and  powers  of  the  corporation  may,  at  the  option  of  the 
shareholders,  be  entrusted  to  an  executive  board  of  five  members, 
to  be,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  elected  from  the  full  board 
of  trustees.

Section  8.     No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a  thlSlfve^*" 

director  or  trustee  of  said  corporation  who  is  not  the  actual  owner  lugiwe^to  be 

of  five  shares  of  the  stock.  a  director. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation,  after  beginning  to  receive  Reserve  fand 
deposits,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  on  hand  in  lawful  money,  as  lawful  money, 
a  reserve,  not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount 
of  its  deposits  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on  demand,  pro- 
vided, that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money,  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen  per 
cent  may  consist  of  balances  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any 
national  or  state  bank. 

Section  10.     All  the  property  or  money  held  in  trust  by  this  xmst  funds 
corporation  shall  constitute  a  special  deposit  and  the  accounts  J^Jatitutea 
thereof  of  said  trust  department  shall  be  kept  separate  and  such  S^posit. 
funds  and  the  investments  or  loans  of  them  shall  be  specially

Section  14.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and  rate  as  are  the  shares  of 
national  banks. 

Section  15.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  examination 
by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall  visit  it  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  At  such 
visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books  and  papers, 
and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 
If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such  action 
as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter  forty- 
seven  of  the  revised  statutes.

An  Act  authorislngr  ajnd  empowerinfir  the  Springer  Lumber  Company  to 
erect  and  maintain  piers  and  booms  In  the  Mattawamkeag  river. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     The  Springer  Lumber  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  its  successors  and   JSIhoSSei  in 
assigns,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  erect  ke^^^'e™.* 
and  maintain  in  the  Mattawamkeag  river  between  a  line  drawn 
across  said  river  at  the  mouth  of  Wytopitlock  stream  and  a  line 
drawn  across  said  river  five  hundred  yards  above  the  bridge 
connecting   Drew  plantation,  in   the  county  of   Penobscot,  and 
Reed  plantation,  in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  piers  and  booms 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting,  holding,  separating  and  sorting  out   —purpose, 
logs  and  other  lumber  coming  down  said  Mattawamkeag  river. 
Provided,  however,  that  at  least  two  sorting  gaps  are  constructed,   —proviso, 
maintained  and  used  for  the  passage  of  logs  and  other  lumber 
through  said  booms.     Said  piers  and  booms  shall  be  so  located,   _iooation 
constructed,  maintained  and  used  that  logs  and  lumber  running  ®'  ^oo™*- 
down  said  river  belonging  to  other  parties  and  not  destined  for 
use  and  manufacture  at  the  mills  of  said  company,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  shall  not  be  unreasonably  impeded  or  delayed,  and  in 
no  case  shall   logs  and   other   lumber  be  delayed   longer   than 
twenty-four  hours,  and  the  logs  or  lumber  of  other  parties,  when 
stopped  for  sorting,  shall  be  turned  by  as  soon  as  they  practically 
can  be  sorted  and  separated  from  logs  and  lumber  destined  for 
use  and  manufacture  at  said  mills,  and  any  stray  logs  or  other 
lumber  not  destined  for  use  and  manufacture  at  the  mills  of  said 
company,  if  found  in  the  booms  of  said  company,  shall  be  turned 
out   by  said   company  upon  written  demand   of   the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  at  its  own  charge  and  expense. 

Section  2.     Said  Springer  Lumber  Company,  its  successors  sorting 
and  assigns,  by  aid  of  such  piers  and  booms  are  hereby  author-  authorized, 
ized  and  empowered  to  separate  and  sort  out  from  the  logs  and 
other  lumber  coming  down  said  river  all  logs  and  other  lumber 
destined  and  intended  for  use  and  manufacture  at  the  mills  of 
said  company,  provided,  however,  if  upon  the  approach  of  the  _proviso. 
rear  of  any  drive  of  logs  to  the  booms  of  said  company  herein 
authorized  to  be  constructed  and  maintained,  it  shall  appear  to 
the  person  in  charge  of  such  drive  that  said  company  has  not 
sufficient  men  to  sort  and  turn  by  the  logs  or  other  lumber  arriv- 
ing at  said   booms,  so  that   such  drive   may  be   unreasonably 
impeded  or  delayed,  such  person,  upon  notice  in  writing  to  said 
company  left  at  its  office,  shall  have  the  right  to  put  men  of  his 
own  selection  upon   said   booms,  to  expedite  the   sorting  and 
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turning  by  of  the  logs  and  other  lumber  in  such  drive,  who  shall 
be  paid  by  said  Springer  Lumber  Company,  and  the  additional 
cost,  if  any,  of  making  such  drive  through  said  booms  in  conse- 
quence of  such  erections  and  piers  of  said  company  shall  be  paid 
by  said  Springer  Lumber  Company,  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  make  said  company  liable  for  any  delay  caused  by 
said  piers  and  booms.  And  said  company  is  also  authorized  and 
empowered  to  hold  within  the  piers  and  booms  mentioned  in  this 
act  and  located,  erected  and  maintained  as  aforesaid,  all  logs 
and  other  lumber  coming  down  said  Mattawamkeag  river  which 
are  destined  and  intended  for  use  and  manufacture  at  the  mills 

of  said  company. 

Section  3.     The  Mattawamkeag   Log   Driving   Company,'  a 

corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  time  to  appoint  an  agent  who  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  take  charge  of 
and  superintend  the  sorting  of  the  logs  and  other  lumber  run- 
ning through  the  booms  herein  authorized,  and  said  company  at 
the  beginning  of  every  driving  season,  or  at  the  time  of  the 
appointment  of  such  agent,  shall  furnish  such  agent  a  list  of 
marks  upon  all  logs  and  other  lumber  intended  to  be  manufact- 
ured at  the  mills  of  the  company,  and  such  agent  shall  see  to  it 
that  the  logs  and  other  lumber  not  intended  to  be  manufactured 
at  the  mills  of  the  company  are  not  unreasonably  detained  in  or 
by  said  booms.  The  compensation  of  such  agent  shall  not  exceed 
two  dollars  fifty  cents  per  day,  and  shall  be  paid  by  said  Springer 

Lumber  Company. 

Section  4.     Said  Springer  Lumber  Company,  its  successors 

and  assigns,  may  enter  upon,  take  and  hold  such  lands  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  location,  erection  and  maintenance  of  the 
piers  and  booms  mentioned  in  this  act  and  connecting  the  same 
with  the  shores,  and  may  with  their  agents  and  teams,  pass  and 
repass  over  said  shores  and  to  and  from  the  same,  over  the  lands 
of  other  persons,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  for  the  operation 
and  management  of  said  piers  and  booms,  and  the  damages  for 
such  taking  shall  be  assessed  and  recovered  as  follows.  If  any 
person  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid  cannot  agree  with  said 
company  upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  either  party  on  peti- 
tion to  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
so  taken  is  situated,  may  have  the  damages  assessed  by  them 
and  subsequent  proceedings  and  right  of  appeal  thereon  shall 
be  had  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions,  restric- 
tions and  limitations  as  are  by  law  prescribed  in  the  case  of 
damages  occasioned  by  the  laying  out  of  highways. 
Section  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Chapter  twenty-five  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen   chapter  25. 
"hundred  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the   JJ^^^^*^" 
fourth  and  fifth  lines  the  words  "first  day  of  April  and  first  day   amended, 
of  November"  and  inserting  therein  the  words,  'fifteenth  day  of 
April  and   the   first  day  of   February,'  so  that  said   section  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows :

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     The  Augusta,  Winthrop  and  Gardiner  Railway,   Augusta, 
originally  incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  Lewiston,  Winthrop   Gardiner 
and  Augusta  Street  Railway,  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  or  lease   gg/i'itJ^^ro  ^ 
its  property  and  franchises  or  any  part  thereof  to  any  street  rail-   n^^^^^inis 
road  company  whose  lines  as*  constructed  or  chartered  would 
form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  the  said 
Augusta,  Winthrop  and    Gardiner   Railway  as  constructed   or 
chartered,  and  in    such  case  the   corporation  so   purchasing  or 
leasing  said  property  and  franchises  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  appropriate  conditions  and  limita- 
tions contained  in  the  charter  and  franchises  of  such  Augusta, 
Winthrop  and  Gardiner  Railway.     Any  street  railroad  company

ivay  is  further  authorized  to  consolidate  with  or  to  acquire  by 
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lease,  purchase  or  otherwise  the  lines,  property  and  franchises  of 
any  street  railroad  or  street  railroads  whose  lines  as  constructed 
or  chartered  would  form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the 
lines  of  the  said  Augusta,  Winthrop  and  Gardiner  Railway  as 
constructed  or  chartered,  and  in  such  case  the  Augusta,  Winthrop 
and  Gardiner  Railway  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and 
be  subject  to  all  appropriate  conditions  and  limitations  contained 
in  the  charters  and  franchises  thus  united  with  or  acquired. 
Any  street  railroad  company  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  char- 
tered would  form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines 
of  the  said  Augusta,  Winthrop  and  Gardiner  Railway  as  con- 
structed or  chartered  is  hereby  authorized  to  consolidate  with 
or  to  lease  or  to  sell  its  lines,  property  and  franchises  as  in  this 
section  authorized. 

Section  3.  All  proceedings,  suits  at  law  or  in  equity  which 
may  be  pending  at  the  time  of  any  such  transfer  to  which  the 
corporation  making  such  transfer  may  be  a  party  may  be  prose- 
cuted or  defended  by  th^  corporation  so  acquiring  the  same  in 
like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  such  transfer  had  not  been 
made.  All  claims,  contracts,  rights  and  causes  of  action  of  or 
against  any  corporation  making  any  such  transfer,  at  law  or  in 
equity,  may  be  enforced  by  suit  or  action  to  be  begun  or  prose- 
cuted by  or  against  the  corporation  so  acquiring  property  and 
franchises  hereunder. 

Section  4.  Any  transfer  authorized  by  this  act  when  carried 
out  and  fully  completed  the  corporation  so  acquiring  any  prop- 
erty thereunder  shall  be  liable  for  the  then  legally  existing  debts 
and  obligations  of  any  corporation  so  making  such  transfer. 

Section  5.  Any  corporation  acquiring  property  and  franchises 
hereunder  may  issue  its  stock  therefor  and  also  its  bonds,  secured 
by  appropriate  mortgages  upon  its  franchises  and  property  in 
such  amounts  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
and  thereupon  may  issue  such  stock  and  bonds  in  payment  and 
exchange  for  the  stock,  bonds,  franchises  and  property  of  the 
corporation  making  any  transfer  authorized  by  this  act  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  SS. 

Aik  Act  to  incorporate  the  Squirrel  Island  VlUaere  Corporation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of 
Squirrel  Island  in  the  town  of  Southport,  in  the  county  of  Lin- 
coln, together  with  the  inhabitants  thereon  and  certain  owners 
of  real  estate  thereon  as  hereinafter  specified  is  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Squirrel  Island 
Village  Corporation. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  vested 
with  the  power  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  to 
raise  money  for  the  following  purposes :  To  create  and  maintain 
a  fire  department  with  all  the  necessary  equipment,  appliances 
and  apparatus  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires; 
to  build,  repair  and  maintain  roads,  streets  and  ways,  sidewalks, 
sewers  and  other  sanitary  works,  including  the  collection  and 
removal  of  offal  and  garbage ;  to  care  for  and  beautify  that  por- 
tion of  the  island  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  reserved 
for  and  dedicated  to  public  uses  to  be  enjoyed  in  common  by  all 
the  owners  of  lots  on  the  island  and  to  that  end  to  build  roads  and 
walks  upon  and  through  said  public  lands  and  to  plant  and  care 
for  trees  in  the  roads  and  streets  and  upon  said  public  lands ;  to 
build,  repair  and  maintain  public  wharves  and  landings;  to 
establish  and  maintain  police  and  night  watch ;  to  procure  water 
for  fire,  domestic  and  other  purposes  and  to  produce  or  procure 
light  for  public  use  and  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
island,  and  for  such  purposes  to  contract  with  any  individual, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish  such  water  or  light  for  either  or 
both  of  the  purposes  named  and  to  establish  reasonable  rates 
to  be  paid  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  island  using  such  water  or 
light  for  domestic  purposes ;  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
telephone  or  telegraph  lines  or  to  aid  in  such  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  and  to  that  end  and  for  that  purpose  to 
contract  with  any  corporation,  firm  or  individual  therefor;  and 
to  defray  any  and  all  other  necessary  or  proper  corporate  charges. 

Section  3.  The  town  of  Southport  is  hereby  relieved  from 
any  and  all  duty  to  build,  repair  or  maintain  roads,  streets  or 
ways  upon  Squirrel  Island  or  to  build  school  houses  or  maintain 
schools  thereon  or  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  for  which  said 
corporation  is  authorized  by  section  two  of  this  act  to  raise 
money,  and  said  town  shall  not  be  liable  for  defects  in  streets, 
ways  or  roads  on  said  island  nor  for  failure  to  perform  any  duty 
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from  which  it  is  relieved  by  this  act,  but  said  corporation  shall 
assume  all  of  said  duties  and  be  liable  for  said  defects  in  streets, 
ways  and  roads  and  for  failure  to  perform  the  duties  assumed 
as  the  town  of  Southport  would  have  been  liable  except  for  this 
act,  which  liability  may  be  enforced  under  the  same  conditions, 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  remedies  as  are  provided 
by  law  in  relation  to  towns. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  and  the  overseers  thereof  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  duties  in  laying  out,  discontinuing  and 
altering  town  ways  on  Squirrel  Island  which  the  town  of  South- 
port  and  the  selectmen  now  have  to  be  exercised  and  performed 
under  the  same  conditions  and  limitations  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  they  are  now  exercised  and  performed  by  said  town  and 
its  selectmen. 

Section  5.  The  town  of  Southport  shall  annually  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  out  of  the  taxes  collected 
from  the  inhabitants  and  estates  on  Squirrel  Island  a  sum  equal 
to  sixty  per  centum  of  all  the  town  taxes,  exclusive  of  the  state 
and  county  tax,  collected  from  said  inhabitants  and  estates. 

Section  6.  All  moneys  which  shall  be  raised  for  the  purposes 
named  in  section  two  of  this  act  or  for  any  other  purpose,  for 
which  the  corporation  may  lawfully  raise  money,  shall  be  assessed 
upon  the  taxable  polls  and  estates  embraced  within  the  limits 
of  the  corporation  by  the  assessors  of  the  town  of  Southport  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  assessment  of  town 
and  county  taxes.  For  the  purposes  of  taxation  under  this  act 
the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  the  use  or  occupation  of  any  lot 
of  land  on  said  island  shall  be  deemed  the  owner  thereof  and  be 
taxed  for  said  lot  and  the  improvements,  if  any,  thereon. 

Section  7.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  clerk, 
who  shall  be  a  resident  of  this  state,  a  treasurer  and  five  over- 
seers, who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may  require.  Said  corporation 
is  empowered  to  adopt  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose a  code  of  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  same  and  for 
the  proper  management  of  its  prudential  affairs  and  other  pur- 
poses connected  therewith,  provided  said  by-laws  are  not  repug- 
nant to  the  laws  of  the  state.  Such  code  of  by-laws  may  be 
altered  or  amended  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  corporation  in  the 
call  for  which  notice  of  the  proposed  change  has  been  given. 
The  officers  aforesaid  shall  be  sworn  before  the  clerk  or  a  justice 
of  the  peace  and  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  said  corporation 
in  such  sum  as  the  overseers  may  direct,  which  bond  shall  be 
approved  by  the  overseers  and  clerk. 
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Section  8.  Any  person  who  is  a  legal  voter  in  said  corpo- 
ration may  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  therein,  but  shall 
cease  to  hold  said  office  whenever  he  ceases  to  be  such  legal  voter. 

Section  9.  Said  overseers  shall  be  the  general  municipal 
officers  of  said  corporation  and  shall  have  general  charge  of  its 
affairs  and  of  the  expenditure  of  all  money  therein  except  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  committed  to  other  officers  or  persons. 

Section  10.  Upon  a  certificate  being  filed  with  the  assessors 
of  the  town  of  Southport  by  the  clerk  of  this  corporation  of  the 
amount  of  money  voted  to  be  raised  at  any  meeting  for  any  of 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessors  or 
their  successors  in  office,  at  the  time  of  the  next  annual  assess- 
ment of  town  and  county  taxes  in  said  town  of  Southport  to 
assess  the  total  amounts  certified  by  the  clerk  of  this  corporation 
upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  persons  residing  within  the  limits 
of  said  corporation  and  upon  the  estates  of  non-resident  proprie- 
tors thereof  and  to  certify  and  deliver  the  lists  of  the  assessments 
so  made  to  the  collector  of  the  town  of  Southport,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  collect  the  same  in  like  matiner  as  county  and  town 
taxes  are  by  law  collected  and  said  collector  shall  pay  over  all 
moneys  collected  by  him  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation 
whenever  the  overseers  shall  so  direct.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  to  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  corporation  and  to  pay  it  out  only  upon  the  written  order 
or  direction  of  the  overseers  and  to  keep  a  regular  account  of 
all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  and  to  exhibit  the  same  to  the 
overseers  whenever  requested,  and  said  town  of  Southport  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  direct  the  mode  of  collecting  said  taxes 
that  it  has  in  the  collection  of  the  town  taxes  and  said  collector 
shall  have  the  same  rights  and  powers  to  recover  any  taxes 
committed  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  suit  that  he 
has  for  the  collection  of  town  taxes  committed  to  him  and  the 
town  of  Southport  shall  have  the  same  right  to  recover  taxes 
assessed  under  this  act  by  suit  that  it  has  to  recover  town  taxes 
assessed  therein.  The  collector  of  Southport  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same  percentage  for  the  collection  of  taxes  assessed 
under  this  act  and  the  same  fees  in  connection  with  the  collection 
thereof  which  he  receives  for  the  collection  of  the  town  taxes. 

Section  11.  All  persons  residing  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation,  who  would  be  legal  voters  in  the  town  of  South- 
port  and  every  person  of  lawful  age  who  owns  one  or  more 
shares  of  stock  of  the  Squirrel  Island  Association  and  is  in 
possession  of  one  or  more  lots  of  land  on  said  island  by  virtue 
of  the  ownership  of  said  stock  shall  be  legal  voters  at  any  meet- 
ing of  said  corporation  at  which  they  are  present.     The  overseers 
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of  said  corporation  shall  determine  who  are  the  legal  voters  at 
any  meeting  and  shall  prepare  a  list  of  said  voters  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  every  meeting,  which  said  list  they  may  amend 
or  correct  at  any  time  before  said  meeting  or  during  its  progress. 
The  vote  upon  any  proposition  at  any  meeting  shall  be  taken  and 
checked  by  this  list  upon  the  demand  of  five  legal  voters ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  every  person  who  by  virtue  of  a  joint 
ownership  of  himself  and  some  other  person  or  persons  of  a  share 
of  said  stock  and  by  agreement  with  the  other  joint  owners,  is 
in  possession  of  a  certain  aliquot  part  of  a  lot  of  land  on  said 
island  upon  which  he  has  a  dwelling  house  owned  and  controlled 
by  himself  exclusively,  shall  be  deemed  a  legal  voter  at  any 
meeting  of  the  corporation  at  which  he  is  present  and  provided 
further  that  the  majority  in  interest  of  the  joint  owners  of  any 
share  of  stock  may  designate  in  writing  one  of  such  owners  to 
represent  such  share  who  shall  be  a  legal  voter  at  any  meeting 
of  the  corporation  at  which  he  is  present,  but  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  in  any  meeting  either  for  himself 
or  as  representing  the  joint  owners  of  any  share  of  stock. 

Section  12.  The  first  election  of  officers  shall  be  at  the  meet- 
ing at  which  this  charter  is  accepted.  Said  officers  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  corpo- 
ration, at  which  said  meeting  officers  shall  be  elected  and  there- 
afterwards  at  each  annual  meeting,  but  in  any  event  all  officers 
duly  elected  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
duly  qualified.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
held  on  the  last  Saturday  of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  13.  This  charter  may  be  accepted  at  any  time  within 
five  years  from  its  approval  by  the  governor,  but  only  one  meet- 
ing to  vote  thereon  shall  be  called  in  any  one  calendar  year. 
Albert  H.  Davenport,  Martin  V.  B.  Chase,  Josiah  S.  Maxcy  and 
Edward  W.  Hall,  or  either  of  them,  may  call  all  meetings  of  the 
corporation  previous  to  the  acceptance  of  the  charter  and  the 
election  of  officers,  and  notify  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  therein 
to  meet  at  some  suitable  time  and  place,  on  said  Squirrel  Island, 
by  posting  of  notices  in  two  public  places  on  said  island  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting ;  all  subse- 
quent meetings  shall  be  called  and  notified  by  the  overseers  as 
town  meetings  are  called  and  notified  by  the  selectmen ;  either  of 
the  above  named  persons  are  authorized  to  preside  at  any  meeting 
previous  to  the  acceptance  of  the  charter  until  the  meeting  is 
organized  and  until  a  moderator  shall  have  been  chosen  by  ballot 
and  sworn ;  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  a  moderator  shall 
be  chosen  in  the  manner,  and  with  the  same  power  as  in  town 
meetings. 
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Section  14.     The  Squirrel  Island  Association  is  hereby  author-  '-

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Pepperell  Trust  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows :

The  mortgage  of  the  Fish  River  Railroad  made  Mortgage 
by  the  Fish  River  Railroad  Company  to  the  City  Trust  Com-  ^    ^^^    - 
pany  dated  January  one  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  two,  is  hereby  made  valid,  ratified  and  confirmed.'

An  Act  additional!  to  and  amendatory  of  Chapter  fifty-four  of  the  Ftrivate 
and  Special  Laws  of  eigrhteen,  hundred  and  ninety-five,  coeatinff  the  Rum- 
ford  Falls  Village  Corporation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  limits  of  the  Rumford  Falls  Village  Corpo- 
ration as  described  in  section  one  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the 
private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  are 
hereby  extended  and  enlarged  by  adding  thereto  the  following

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Phineas  Richardson,  Whiting  L.  Butler,  Walter 
F.  Oakes,  John  A.  Russell,  Harry  A.  Furbish,  G.  Lafayette 
Kempton,  John  R.  Toothaker  and  G.  A.  Proctor,  with  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  under 
the  name  of  the  Rangeley  Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  of

suitable  and  convenient  dams,  reservoirs,  buildings,  machinery,   unesof  pipe, 
lines  of  pipes,  aqueducts,  structures  and  appurtenances. 

Section  x.     The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay.   May  lay  pipes

river  or  other  stream  of  water  in  any  of  the  said*  towns  or  plan- 
tations, and  to  build  and  maintain  all  necessary  structures  there- 
for, at  such  places  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  purposes  of 
the  said  corporation ;  and  to  cross  any  water  course,  private  or 
public  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction  thereof,  where  necessary 
for  the  said  purposes  of  the  said  corporation,  but  in  such  manner 
as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof,  and  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  or  damage  caused  thereby. 

Section  4.     The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay.   May  lay  pipes

construct  and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  along,  over  and  across 
the  highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and  bridges  in  the  said 
towns  and  plantations  named-  in  section  two  of  this  act,  and 
to  take  up,  replace  and  repair,  all  such  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants 
and  other  structures  and  fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  said  purposes  of  said  corporation ;  and  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  the  said  towns  -damages, 
and  plantations  and  to  all  corporations,  persons  and  property, 
occasioned  by  such  use  of  said  highways,  ways  and  streets. 
Whenever  the  said  corporation  shall  lay  down  or  construct  any 
fixtures  in  any  highway,  way  or  street,  it  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  with  as  little  obstruction  to  public  travel  as  may  be 
practicable,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense,  without  unnecessary 
delay,  cause  the  earth  and  pavement  then  removed  by  it,  to  be 
replaced  in  proper  condition. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  May  take 
and  hold,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  lands  necessary  for  fiowage.etc. 
flowage,  and  also  for  its  dams,  reservoirs,  gates,  hydrants,  build- 
ings and  other  necessary  structures,  and  may  locate,  erect,  lay 
and  maintain  aqueducts,  lines  of  pipe,  hydrants  and  other  neces- 
sary structures  or  fixtures  in,  over  and  through  any  land  for  the 
said  purposes,  and  excavate  in  and  through  such  land  for  such 
location,  construction  and  erection.  And  in  general  to  do  any 
acts  necessary,  convenient  or  proper,  for  carrying  out  any  of 
the  said  purposes  of  said  corporation.     It  may  enter  upon  such 
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lands  to  make  surveys  and  locations,  and  shall  file  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Franklin,  plans  of  such  locations  and 
lands,  showing  the  property  taken,  and  within  thirty  days  there- 
after publish  notice  of  such  filing  in  some  newspaper  in  said 
county,  such  publication  to  be  continued  three  weeks  successively. 
Not  more  than  two  rods  in  width  of  land  shall  be  occupied  by 
any  one  line  of  pipe  or  aqueduct. 

Section  6.  Should  the  said  corporation  and  the  owner  of  any 
land  required  for  the  said  purposes  of  said  corporation,  be  unable 
to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  such  location,  taking, 
holding  and  construction,  the  land  owner  may  within  twelve 
months  after -the  said  filing  of  plans  of  location,  apply  to  the 
commissioners  of  said  county  of  Franklin,  and  cause  such  dam- 
ages to  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  con- 
ditions, as  are  prescribed  by  law  in  the  case  of  damages  by  the 
laying  out  of  railroads.  If  the  said  corporation  shall  fail  to  pay 
such  land  owner,  or  deposit  for  his  use  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  commissioners  aforesaid,  such  sums  as  may  be  finally 
awarded  as  damages,  with  costs  when  recovered  by  him,  within 
ninety  days  after  notice  of  final  judgment  shall  have  been  received 
by  the  clerk  of  courts  of  the  said  county,  the  said  location  shall  be 
thereby  invalid  and  the  said  corporation  shall  forfeit  all  rights 
under  the  same,  as  against  the  owner  of  the  land.  The  said  cor- 
poration may  make  a  tender  to  any  land  owner  damaged  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if  such  land  owner  recovers  more 
damages  than  was  tendered  him  by  the  said  corporation,  he  shall 
recover  costs,  otherwise  the  said  corporation  shall  recover  costs. 
In  case  the  said  corporation  shall  begin  to  occupy  such  land 
before  the  rendition  of  final  judgment,  the  land  owner  may 
require  the  said  corporation  to  file  its  bond  to  him  with  the  said 
countv  commissioners  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as 
they  may  approve,  conditioned  for  the  pa3mient  of  the  damages 
that  may  be  awarded.  No  action  shall  be  brought  against  the 
said  corporation  for  such  taking,  holding  and  occupation,  until 
after  such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit  as  aforesaid.  Failure  to 
apply  for  damages  within  the  said  twelve  months  shall  be  held 
to  be  a  waiver  of  the  same. 

Section  7.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
contracts  with  the  United  States,  the  state  of  Maine,  the  county 
of  Franklin,  the  towns  and  plantations  named  in  section  two 
of  this  act,  and  Rangeley  Village  Corporation  in  the  said  town 
of  Rangeley,  and  with  the  inhabitants  of  said  towns,  plantations 
and  village  corporation,  or  any  corporations  doing  business 
therein,  for  the  supply  of  water  and  power  for  the  purposes 
contemplated  in  this  act;  and  the  said  towns,  plantations  and 
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village  corporation,  by  their  proper  officers,  are  hereby  author-  '■ 

ized  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  said  water  company  for  a 
supply  of  water  for  any  and  all  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act, 
and  for  such  exemptions  from  public  burdens  as  the  said  towns 
and  the  said  water  company  may  agree  upon,  which  when  made, 
shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all  parties  thereto. 

Section  8.     The  capital  stock  of  the  said  water  company  shall  capital  stock 
be  twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  to  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  said  water  company ;  and  the  stock  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Section  9.     The  said  water  company  for  all  its  purposes,  may  JJ,YiJir«)nai^ 
hold  real  and  personal  estate  necessary  and  convenient  therefor,   vaSue  ^^^^^ 
to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  of  $50,000.

Section  thirteen  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  as  amended  by  said  chapter  three  hundred  and 
eighty-four  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"majority"  at  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  line  of  said  section  and 
substituting  therefor  the  word  'plurality/  so  that  said  section 
thirteen  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  13.  On  the  first  Monday  in  December  annually  the 
qualified  electors  of  each  ward  shall  ballot  for  mayor,  one  alder- 
man, three  common  councilmen,  a  warden  and  clerk,  and  two 
constables,  on  one  ballot.  The  ward  clerk,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  such  election,  shall  deliver  to  the  persons  elected, 
certificates  of  their  election,  and  shall  forthwith  deliver  to  the 
city  clerk  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  such  election,  a  plain 
and  intelligible  abstract  of  which  shall  be  entered  by  the  city 
clerk  on  the  city  records.  If  the  choice  of  any  such  officers  is 
not  effected  on  that  day,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  to 
another  day,  not  more  than  two  days  thereafter,  to  complete 
such  election,  and  may  so  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  the 
election  is  complete.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be,  examine  the  copies  of  the  records  of  the 
several  wards,  certified  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  cause  the  person 
who  shall  have  been  elected  mayor  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
given  in  all  the  wards,  to  be  notified  in  writing  of  his  election. 
But  if  it  shall  appear  that  no  person  shall  have  been  so  elected, 
or  if  the  person  elected  shall  refuse  to  accept  the  office,  the  said 
board  shall  issue  their  warrants  for  another  election ;  and  in  case 
the  citizens  shall  fail  on  a  second  ballot  to  elect  a  mayor,  the 
city  council  in  convention  shall,  from  the  four  highest  candidates 
voted  for  at  the  second  election  and  returned,  elect  a  mayor  for 
the  ensuing  year ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  filled  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  term  by  a  new  election  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
provided  for  the  choice  of  said  officer.  The  oath  or  affirmation 
prescribed  by  this  act,  shall  be  administered  to  the  mayor  by  the 
city  clerk  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  city.  The  aldermen 
and  common  councilmen  elect,  shall  on  the  second  Monday  in 
December,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  meet  in  convention, 
when  the  oath  or  affirmation  required  by  the  second  section  of 
this  act  shall  be  administered  to  the  members  of  the  two  boards 
present,  by  the  mayor  or  any  justice  of  the  peace,  after  which 
the  board  of  common  council  shall  be  organized  by  the  election 
of  a  president  and  clerk.  The  city  council  shall,  by  ordinance, 
determine  the  time  of  holding  stated  or  regular  meetings  of  the 
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board,  and  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  determine  the  manner  of 
calling  special  meetings  and  the  persons  by  whom  the  same  shall 
be  called;  but  until  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance  special 
meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  mayor  by  causing  a  notification 
to  be  left  at  the  usual  residence  or  place  of  business  of  each

No  shell  fish  shall  be  taken  from  any  flats  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Georgetown,  in  Sagadahoc  county, 
except  by  written  permit  of  the  municipal  officers  of  the  town 
and  payment  to  the  town  for  the  privilege  at  such  price  as  said 
town  may  establish  at  any  town  meeting,  any  existing  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding;  provided,  that  without  such  permit, 
any  inhabitant  within  said  town,  or  any  person  temporarily  resi- 
dent therein,  or  the  riparian  owner  of  such  flats,  may  take  there- 
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from  for  the  immediate  use  of  himself  or  his  family,  not  exceed-  

ing  one  bushel  at  any  one  tide. 

Section  2.  Any  person  taking  shell  fish  contrary  to  the  pro-  Penalty, 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  or  by  both,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  municipal 
officers  of  Georgetown  to  make  complaint  for  any  violaticm  of 
this  act.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Augusta,  Winthrop  and  Gardiner  Railway  to  supply 
electricity  in  the  towns  of  Winthrop  and  Manchester. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     The  Augusta,  Winthrop  and  Gardiner  Railway  vnnthrooand 

is  hereby  authorized  to  make,  generate,  sell,  distribute  and  supply  §Jfj^ay' 

electricity  for  lighting,  heating,  manufacturing  and  mechanical  tosuppiy^ 

purposes  in  the  towns  of  Winthrop  and  Manchester,  and  in  so  toTowSs  of 

doing  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  TtSShe^t^^^ 
and  liabilities  of  corporations  exercising  similar  powers  under 
the  general  laws  of  the  state. 

Section  2.     The  said  company  is  authorized  to  make  contracts  ^n'tr™*ts* 

with  the  towns  of  Winthrop  and  Manchester,  and  any  village  wu?thropand 

corporation  therein,  and  with  corporations  and  inhabitants  of  to'su^iy*' 

said  towns  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  light,  heat  and  power  *  ®^^  °  ^' 
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as  contemplated  by  this  act.  The  said  towns,  through  their 
selectmen,  or  any  village  corporation  therein  through  the 
assessors  thereof,  are  severally  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
said  company  from  time  to  time  for  a  supply  of  electricity  for 
public  purposes  from  year  to  year  or  for  a  term  of  years,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  and  to  raise  money  therefor. 

Section  3.  The  said  company  for  the  purposes  of  this  act 
may  increase  its  capital  stock  and  issue  the  same  therefor  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  4.  The  said  company  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  from  time  to  time  and  in  such  amount  and 
on  such  rates  and  time  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  secure  the 
same  by  appropriate  mortgages  upon  its  property  and  franchises. 

Section  5.  The  locations  of  all  posts,  wires  and  fixtures  of 
the  said  corporation  as  now  established  and  maintained  are  hereby 
confirmed  and  made  valid. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Said  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  con- 
current with  the  supreme  judicial  court  as  follows;  first,  of  all 
civil  actions  wherein  the  debt  or  damage  demanded,  exclusive 
of  costs,  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  in  which  any 
person,  summoned  as  trustee  resides  within  the  county  of  Piscat- 
aquis, or,  if  a  corporation  has  an  established  place  of  business 
in  said  county,  or  in  which,  no  trustee  being  named  in  the  writ, 
any  defendant  resides  in  said  county,  or  if  no  defendant  resides 
within  the  limits  of  this  state,  any  defendant  is  served  with 
process  in  said  county,  or  the  goods,  estate  or  effects  of  any

thirty  dollars ;  and  of  all  offenses  described  in  sections  two,  nine, 
sixteen,  seventeen  and  twenty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty destroyed  or  the  injury  done,  is  not  alleged  to  exceed  thirty 
dollars;  and  may  punish  for  either  of  said  crimes  or  offenses, 
by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  three  months,  provided,  that  when  the  offenses 
described  in  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
eighteen,  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
two,  and  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  are  of  a  high  and  aggravated  nature,  the  judge 
of  said  court  may  cause  persons  charged  with  such  offenses  to 
recognize  with  sufficient  sureties  to  appear  before  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  and  in  default  thereof  commit  them ;  third,  of  all 
other  crimes,  offenses  and  misdemeanors  committed  in  said 
county,  which  are  by  law  punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months,  and 
are  not  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  some  other  municipal 
or  police  court.'

Chapter  74. 

An  Act  to  incorix>rate  the  M-apleton  amd  Preeque  laie  Railroad  Company 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  John  W.  Dudley,  Allen  M.  Dudley,  Micajah  H. 
Dudley,  Francis  C.  Dudley,  Sanford  S.  Dudley,  Lionel  E.  Dud- 
ley, Melvin  A.  Dudley  and  J.  Perley  Dudley,  all  of  Castle  Hill, 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  and 
constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Mapleton  and 
Presque  Isle  Railroad  Company,  with  all  the  powers,  franchises, 
rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  obligations 
and  restrictions,  conferred  and  imposed  upon  railroad  corpora- 
tions by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  board  of  directors,  and 
such  others  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  corporation,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the 
state. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist 
of  six  hundred  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  locate,  con- 
struct, equip,  maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  of  standard  gauge, 
with  one  or  more  tracks  or  sets  of  rails,  with  all  suitable  bridges, 
tunnels,  viaducts,  culverts,  drains,  turnouts,  and  all  other  neces- 
sary appendages,  from  the  village  of  Mapleton  to  Presque  Isle, 
with  the  right  to  connect  with  the  Bangor  and  Aroostook  Rail- 
road. Said  line  to  be  located  as  near  as  practicable  according  to 
the  survey  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  made  by 
Charles  I.  Haynes,  civil  engineer,  under  the  direction  of  the 
aforesaid  corporators. 

Section  5.  If  said  corporation  shall  not  have  been  organized, 
and  the  location  of  its  line  from  Mapleton  to  Presque  Isle,  as 
provided  in  section  four  of  this  act  according  to  actual  surveys, 
shall  not  have  been  filed  with  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Aroostook,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  or  if 
said  corporation  shall  fail  to  complete  said  line  of  railroad  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  seven,  in  either  of  the  above  mentioned 
cases,  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void  so  far  as  said  line  is  con- 
cerned. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  may  sell  or  lease  its  line  or  lines 
to  any  other  railroad  corporation,  which  latter  company  is  hereby 
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authorized  to  enter  with  such  contract  for  sale  or  lease,  and  the 
directors  of  the  two  corporations  may  enter  into  contract  for  the 
running  of  the  road,  and  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  lease  thereof, 
as  the  directors  of  the  two  contracting  companies,  in  the  exercise 
of  their  best  judgment  and  discretion  may  deem  for  the  advan- 
tage of  their  respective  corporations,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
a  majority  of  the  stock  in  each  corporation. 

Section  7.  Provided,  however,  that  said  corporation  shall  not 
locate  its  road  until  the  capital  stock  required  by  section  three 
has  been  subscribed  in  good  faith  by  responsible  parties,  and  five 
per  cent  paid  thereon  in  cash  to  the  directors  of  said  corporation, 
and  an  affidavit  made  by  a  majority  of  said  directors,  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  that  the  amount 
of  the  stock  required  by  section  three  has  been  in  good  faith 
subscribed  and  five  per  cent  paid  thereon  as  aforesaid,  and  that 
it  is  intended  in  good  faith  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
said  road.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  record  said  affidavit  upon 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  or  its  successors  or  assigns  shall 
have  authority  to  use  either  steam  or  electricity  in  the  operation 
of  said  road. 

Section  9.  This  charter  is  granted  because  the  objects  sought 
to  be  accomplished  cannot  be  fully  attained  and  accomplished 
under  the  general  laws  for  the  formation  of  railroad  companies. 

Section  10.    This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  73. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Camden  and  Liberty  Railway. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Thomas  W.  Lawson,  Holly  M.  Bean,  Charles  W. 
Emery,  Charles  E.  Littlefield,  Reuel  Robinson,  Charles  C.  Griffin, 
Herbert  L.  Shepherd,  E.  Frank  Knowlton,  John  G.  Crowley, 
William  E.  Schwartz,  Lucius  C.  Morse  and  Robert  L.  Bean, 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Camden  and  Liberty  Railway,  —corporate 
with  authority  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  by  electricity 
or  other  motive  power,  a  street  railway  with  all  necessary  and 
convenient  power  stations,  car  houses  and  lines  of  poles,  wires, 
appliances,  appurtenances  and  conduits,  with  convenient  single 


name. 
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or  double  tracks,  side  tracks,  switches  or  turnouts,  to  connect 
with  the  Rockland,  Thomaston  and  Camden  Street  Railway, 
from  such  points  in  the  town  of  Camden,  and  thence  through  said 
Camden  and  the  towns  of  Lincolnville,  Hope,  Searsmont,  Apple- 
ton,  Montville,  and  Liberty,  or  any  of  said  towns,  to  ainy  points 
in  said  Liberty,  upon  and  over  such  public  highways,  and  upon 
and  over  such  other  streets  and  ways  in  said  towns,  or  any  of 
them,  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  municipal  officers  of  said  towns,  and  assented  to  in  writing 
by  said  corporation;  provided,  however,  that  all  tracks  of  said 
railway  shall  be  laid  at  such  distances  from  the  sidewalks  in 
any  of  said  towns  as  the  municipal  officers  thereof  shall,  in  their 
order  fixing  the  routes  and  locations  of  said  railway,  determine 
to  be  for  public  safety  and  convenience.     The  written  assent  of 
said  corporation  to  any  vote  of  the  municipal  officers  of  either  of 
said  towns,  prescribing  from  time  to  time,  the  routes  of  said  rail- 
way therein,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  town,  and  shall 
be  taken  and  deemed  the  location  thereof,  and  such  location  pre-

Said  corporation  may  operate  electric  generators   Jjjfe?  power, 
by  steam   or  water   power  or  both,  and   for  that  reason   may  ®^^- 
purchase,  lease,  hold  and  operate  such  water  powers  and  privi- 
leges in  the  counties  of  Knox  and  Waldo  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  convenient.     It  may  purchase,  lease,  erect,  or  otherwise 
acquire,   and  maintain  hotels,  casinoes,   cottages  and   pleasure 
grounds  on  the  line  of  its  road.     Said  corporation  is  also  author-

corporation  at  its  expense,  and  the  manner  of  use  of  tracks  of  said 
railway  within  each  of   said   towns  as   public  convenience  and 
safety  may  require. 

Said  corporation  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  repair   ®J^*^^**p 
such  portions  of  the  streets  and  ways  as  shall  be  occupied  by  the  portions  of 
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tracks  of  said  railway,  and  shall  make  all  other  repairs  of  said 
streets,  roads  and  ways  within  either  of  said  towns  which  may 
be  rendered  necessary  by  the  occupation  of  the  same  by  said  rail- 
way, and  if  not  repaired  upon  reasonable  notice,  such  repairs 
may  be  made  by  said  towns  at  the  expense  of  said  corporation.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Forest  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Lemuel  Brehaut,  M.  J.  Brehaut,  Wilfred  L.  Eaton, 
Frederick  W.  Hinckley,  Albert  A.  Williams,  Charles  A.  Rolfe, 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  by  the  name  of  the  Forest  Telegraph  and  Telephone 
Company,  with  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers,  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  granted  and  prescribed  by  the 
general  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct, 
•  own,  maintain  and  operate  lines  of  telegraph  and  telephone 
throughout  the  counties  of  Washington,  Hancock,  Penobscot 
and  Aroostook,  and  within  and  between  any  or  all  of  the  cities, 
towns  and  islands  of  said  counties,  and  in  any  part  or  parts  of 
said  counties,  commencing  and  terminating  at  such  points  as 
they  may  determine,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary 
or  convenient  therefor;  to  erect  poles  and  lay  pipes,  or  other 
conduits  for  the  supporting  and  containing  such  wires  and  cables 
as  it  may  determine  upon,  along,  across,  within  or  under  any 
street,  highway,  public  way,  bridge,  line  of  railroad  or  private 
land;  to  stretch  wires  and  cables  over  or  lay  them  under  tide 
water  all  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unnecessarily  incommode  or 
endanger  the  customary  public  use  thereof ;  first  having  obtained 
therefor,  the  consent  required  by  law  of  the  municipal  officers 
in  case  of  streets,  highways,  or  public  ways,  and  the  consent  of 
the  directors  of  any  railroad  along  the  right  of  way  of  which  the 
same  shall  pass ;  and  to  collect  tolls  and  rentals  for  the  use  thereof 
and  the  right  to  cut  down  trees,  except  ornamental  trees  and 
shade  trees  and  to  remove  obstructions  when  necessary.

Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  connect  its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  telegraph 
or  telephone  company,  corporation  or  individual,  or  to  sell  or 
lease  its  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  or  telephone  together  with 
property  rights  and  franchises,  either  before  or  after  completion, 
to  any  other  telegraph  or  telephone  company,  corporation  or  indi- 
vidual, upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  which 
sale  or  lease  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties ;  or  may  purchase 
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or  lease  any  other  lines  or  line  of  telegraph  or  telephone  upon 

such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

Section  5.     The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  fifty  capital  stock.

The  following  territory  and  the  people  within  the  J/?*?*,**' 
same,  namely :    Wards  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  in  the  city   ^eiined.

river,  on  the  south  by  Richmond  and  on  the  west  by  the  Mars- 
ton  road,  so  called,  in  said  Gardiner,  shall  constitute  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate  under  the  name  of  the  Gardiner  Water  District,   -.corporate 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants  of  said  district  and 
of  the  towns  of  Randolph,  Pittston  and  Farmingdale,  and  such  -purpose, 
municipalities,  together  with   the  city  of   Gardiner,  with   pure 
water  for  domestic  and  municipal  purposes. 

Said  district  is  hereby  authorized  for  the  purposes   May  take  and 
aforesaid  to  take  and  hold  sufficient  water  of  the  Cobbosseecontee   cobbosMe'-^' 
river,  and  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  land 
or  real  estate  necessary  for  erecting  dams,  power,  reservoirs,  or  —may  take 
for  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  and  water  shed,  and  for 
laying  and  maintaining  aqueducts  for  taking,  discharging  and 
disposing  of  water. 

Section  3.  Said  district  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  that  Damages, 
shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  in  their  property  estimated, 
by  the  taking  of  any  land  whatsoever,  or  water,  or  by  flowage, 
or  by  excavating  through  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
pipes,  building  dams  or  constructing  reservoirs.  If  any  person

All  individuals,  firms  and  corporations,  whether 
private,  public  or  municipal,  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
district  the  rates  established  by  said  board  of  trustees  for  the 
water  used  by  them,  and  said  rates  shall  be  uniform  within  the 
territory  supplied  by  the  district.  Said  rates  shall  be  so  estab- 
lished as  to  provide  revenue  for  the  following  purposes : 

I.  To  pay  the  current  running  expenses  for  maintaining  the 
water  system  and  provide  for  such  extensions  and  renewals  as 
may  become  necessary. 

II.  To  provide  for  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  district. 

III.  To  provide  each  year  a  sum  equal  to  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  four  per  cent  of  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the 
district,  which  sum  shall  be  turned  into  a  sinking  fund  to  provide 
for  the  final  extinguishment  of  the  funded  debt.  The  money 
set  aside  for  the  sinking  fund  shall  be  devoted  to  the  retirement 
of  the  obligations  of  the  district  or  invested  in  such  securities  as 
savings  banks  are  allowed  to  hold. 

IV.  If  any  surplus  remains  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  may  be 
paid  to  the  city  of  Gardiner  and  the  towns  of  Farmingdale  and 
Randolph  in  the  same  proportions  as  each  of  said  municipalities 
and  its  mhabitants  contribute  to  the  gross  earnings  of  said  water 
system. 

Section  ii.  All  incidental  powers,  rights  and  privileges 
necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  main  object  herein  set 
forth  are  granted  to  the  corporation  hereby  created. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  within  said  district  at  the 
annual  municipal  election  in  March  in  the  year  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  three,  or  at  an  election  to  be  specially  called 
and  held  for  the  purpose  within  thirty  days  after  the  approval 
of  this  act  as  the  municipal  officers  of  the  city  of  Gardiner  may 
determine.  The  board  of  registration  shall  make  and  provide  a 
separate  check  list  for  such  of  the  voters  within  said  district  as 
are  then  legal  voters  within  ward  six  of  said  city  and  all  warrants 
issued  to  said  ward  shall  be  varied  accordingly  to  show  that  only 
such  voters  therein  are  entitled  to  vote  hereon.  Such  election, 
if  a  special  one,  shall  be  called,  advertised  and  conducted  accord- 
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ing  tq  the  law  relating  to  municipal  elections,  provided,  however, 
that  the  board  of  registration  shall  not  be  required  to  prepare  or 
the  city  clerk  to  post  a  new  list  of  voters  and  for  this  purpose 
said  board  shall  be  in  session  the  two  secular  days  next  preceding 
such  election,  the  first  day  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  regulation  of 
voters  and  the  last  day  to  enable  the  board  to  verify  the  correc- 
tions of  said  lists  and  to  complete  and  close  up  its  records  of  said 
sessions.  The  city  clerk  shall  reduce  the  subject  matter  of  this 
act  to  the  following  question :  "Shall  the  act  to  incorporate  the 
Gardiner  Water  District  be  accepted?"  and  the  voters  shall 
indicate  by  a  cross  placed  against  the  words  "yes"  or  "no"  their 
opinion  of  the  same.  The  result  shall  be  declared  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  and  due  certificate  thereof  filed  by  the  city  clerk 
with  the  secretary  of  state.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when 
approved  by  the  governor  so  as  necessary  to  empower  the  call- 
ing and  holding  of  such  election. 

Section  13.  Sections  two,  three  and  four  of  this  act  shall  be 
inoperative,  null  and  void,  unless  the  said  water  district  shall 
first  acquire  by  purchase,  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  emi- 
nent domain  as  in  this  act  provided,  the  plant,  property  and 
franchises,  rights  and  privileges  now  held  by  the  Maine  Water 
Company  within  said  district  and  said  towns  of  Pittston,  Ran- 
dolph and  Farmingdale. 

Section  14.  All  costs  and  expenses  arising  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  and  borne  as  directed  by  the  court 
in  the  final  decree  provided  by  section  seven. 

Section  15.     This  act  shall  take  eflFect  when  approved.

At  such  examiner, 
visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books  and  papers, 
and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 
If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such 
action  as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes.

If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation  the  examiner  is  of  the  _i„goiyenc 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law  or  grooeedings, 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render  instituted, 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such 
action  as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes.    He  shall  preserve  in  a  per- 
manent   form  a    full  record  of    his    proceedings,  including    a 
statement  of  the  condition  of  said  corporation.    A  copy  of  such  —gtatement 
statement  ^hall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately  pubUsSed. 
after  the  annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  •  newspaper 
published  where  said  corporation  is  established.

An  Act  to  authorise  the  Oroino  Pulp  and  Piaper  CompBany  to  generate*  use 

and  sell  electricity. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Orono  Pulp  and  Paper  Company  is  hereby 
specially  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  and  generate 
electricity  upon  its  property  situated  upon  the  Stillwater  branch 
of  the  Penobscot  river  in  Old  Town,  in  Penobscot  county,  and  to 
transmit  and  conduct  such  electricity  to  and  into  the  cities  of 
Old  Town,  Bangor,  Brewer,  and  the  towns  of  Orono  and  Veazie, 
and  to  use  the  same  in  all  ways  for  its  own  purposes,  and  to  sell 
the  same  for  power  and  manufacturing  purposes  in  units  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  horse  power,  and  also  for  heating  purposes, 
but  not  for  electric  lighting  or  street  railway  purposes ;  provided, 
however,  that  prior  to  March  one,  nineteen  hundred  and  five, 
said  company  shall  not  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  power  to  any 
other  person  or  corporation  to  be  used  outside  of  said  Old  Town. 

Section  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  build  and  operate  manufactories  and  works  for  generat- 
ing and  making  electricity  upon  its  said  property,  and  to  erect, 
lay,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  lines  of  wire  or  other  mate- 
rial for  the  transmission  of  such  electricity  under  and  across 
any  stream  or  river,  and  under,  along,  upon  and  over  streets, 
ways  and  bridges  in  said  cities  and  towns. 

Section  3.  In  erecting  poles  and  lines  of  wire  along,  upon 
and  over  streets,  ways  and  bridges,  and  in  constructing  and  lay- 
ing lines  of  wire  under  any  stream,  river,  street  or  highway,  said 
corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  laws  of  the  state 
applicable  to  corporations  which  are  authorized  to  make,  gener- 
ate, sell,  distribute  and  supply  electricity  for  power  and  manu- 
facturing purposes,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  of 
such  corporations  in  the  erection  and  construction  of  poles  and 
conduits,  and  the  construction,  laying  and  maintaining  cables 
and  lines  of  wire. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  take,  catch,  kill  or  destroy  any 
lobster  or  lobsters  within  three  miles  of  the  islands  of  Matinicus 
and  Criehaven,  between  the  first  day  of  August  and  the  first  day 
of  October  in  each  and  every  year. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  fore- 
going section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one  dollar  for  each 
and  every  lobster  taken,  caught,  killed  or  destroyed  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section.  Trial  justices  and 
judges  of  police  and  municipal  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  offenses  under  this  act. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  three.

Joseph  C.  Patchell,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  erect  and  maintain  piers 
and  booms  in  the  Mattawamkeag  river,  commencing  at  a  point 
on  the  westerly  side  of  said  river  twenty-five  yards  above  Prouty 
rips,  so  called,  and  extending  up  the  westerly  side  of  said  river  to 
a  point  opposite  the  mouth  of  Hawkins  brook. 

Section  2.  Said  piers  and  booms  shall  be  so  constructed  that 
logs,  pulp  wood,  and  other  lumber  shall  not  be  impeded  or 
delayed  in  this  passage  down  said  river,  and  expense  of  such 
delay,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  by  said  Patchell.

The  Penobscot  Chemical  Fibre  Company  is  hereby 
specially  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  and  generate 
electricity  upon  its  property  situated  upon  the  Penobscot  river 
between  the  towns  of  Old  Town  and  Bradley,  and  also  on  any 
dam  or  dams  which  it  may  erect  on  its  property  situated  on  said 
Penobscot  river  as  aforesaid,  and  to  use  said  electricity  as  a 
motive  power  in  the  use  and  development  of  its  property,  and 
also  to  sell  the  same  for  manufacturing  and  heating  purposes 
and  also  to  carry  and  conduct  electricity  made  and  generated 
upon  its  property  between  the  towns  of  Old  Town  and  Bradley 
to  and  into  any  towns  or  cities  in  county  of  Penobscot,  state  of 
Maine,  and  to  use  the  same  in  all  ways  for  its  own  purposes, 
and  to  sell  the  same  for  manufacturing  purposes  in  units  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  horse  power  and  also  for  heating  purposes, 
but  not  for  electric  lighting  or  street  railway  purposes. 

Section  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct,  lay,  maintain  and  operate  lines  of  wire  or  other 
material  for  the  transmission  of  such  electricity  under  and  across 
any  stream  or  river,  and  under,  along,  upon  and  over  streets, 
ways  and  bridges  in  said  cities  and  towns. 

Section  3.  In  erecting  poles  and  laying  said  lines  of  wire, 
upon,  along  and  over  streets,  ways  and  bridges,  and  under  any 
stream  or  river,  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  of 
the  state  applicable  to  corporations  which  are  authorized  to 
make,  generate,  sell,  distribute  and  supply  electricity  for  manu- 
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facturing  purposes,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  of    — ■

real,  personal,  and  mixed,  as  may  be  obtained  by  the  investment 
of  its  capital  stock  or  any  other  moneys  and  funds  that  may  come 
into  its  possession  in  the  course  of  its  business  and  dealings,  and 
the  same  sell,  grant,  mortgage  and  dispose  of,  except  as  provided 
in  section  ten ;  seventh,  to  do  in  general  all  the  business  that  may 
lawfully  be  done  by  trust  or  banking  companies. 
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Section  4.  An  administrator,  assignee,  guardian  or  trustee, 
any  court  of  law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  probate  and  insol- 
vency, officers  and  treasurers  of  towns,  cities,  counties  and  sav- 
ings banks  of  the  state  of  Maine,  may  deposit  any  moneys,  bonds, 
stocks,  evidences  of  debt  or  of  ownership  in  property,  or  any 
personal  property  with  said  corporation,  and  any  of  said  courts 
may  direct  any  person  deriving  authority  from  them  to  so  deposit 
the  same. 

Section  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
fifty  thousand  dollars  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  with  the  right  to  increase  said  capital  at  any  time,  by  vote 
of  the  shareholders,  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  million 
of  dollars.  Said  corporation  shall  not  commence  business  until 
stock  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed for  and  paid  in.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  estate 
such  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  immediate  accommodation  in 
the  transaction  of  its  business,  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand 
dollars  in  value. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  after  beginning  to  receive 
deposits,  shall  at  all  times  have  on  hand,  in  lawful  money,  as  a 
reserve,  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  aggregate 
amount  of  its  deposits,  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on 
demand,  provided,  that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money,  two-thirds  of 
said  twenty-five  per  cent  may  consist  of  balances  payable  on 
demand,  due  from  any  national  or  state  bank. 

Section  7.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to 
taxation  in  the  same  manner  and  amount  as  are  the  shares  of 
national  banks. 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  examination 
by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall  visit  it  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  At  such 
visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books  and  papers, 
and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements.

An  Act  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  watera  of  Sebago  LAkei 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  I.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  use  or  occupy  any 
structure  hereafter  built  upon  or  near  the  shores  of  Sebago  lake 
in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  or  upon  any  of  the  islands  of  said 
lake,  for  such  purposes  or  in  such  manner  that  the  sewage  or 
drainage  therefrom  shall  enter  the  waters  of  said  lake  or  pollute 
the  same. 

Section  2.  No  sewage,  drainage,  refuse  or  polluting  matter 
of  such  kind  and  amount  as  either  by  itself  or  in  connection  with 
other  matter  will  corrupt  or  impair  the  quality  of  the  water  of 
said  Sebago  lake,  or  render  it  injurious  to  health,  shall  be 
discharged  into  said  lake,  but  nothing  herein  shall  prohibit  the 
cultivation  and  use  of  the  soil  in  the  ordinary  methods  of  agri- 
culture if  no  human  excrement  is  used  thereon  within  three 
hundred  feet  of  the  shores  of  said  lake. 

Section  3.  The  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  equity  to  enjoin,  prevent  or  restrain  any  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Fred  A.  Alden,  H.  L.  Robbins,  F.  E.  Burkett,  and 
their  associates  and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Union  Gas  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  light,  heat  and  power  by  the  manufacture 
of  gas  acetylene  in  the  town  of  Union  with  all  the  privileges  and 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  by  law  incident 
to  corporations  of  a  similar  nature. 

Section  2.  Said  company  shall  be  located  in  the  town  of 
Union,  in  Knox  county  and  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  lighting  by  acetylene  such  public  streets 
in  said  town  and  such  buildings  and  places  therein,  public  and 
private,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  corporation  and  the 
owners  or  those  having  control  of  said  buildings  and  places  to 
be  lighted,  and  may  furnish  motive  power  by  acetylene  within 
said  town,  and  may  build  and  operate  manufactories  and  works 
for  providing  and  supplying  acetylene,  light  and  power  and  may 
lease,  purchase  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  for  the  purposes 
of  the  corporation  to  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  to  con- 
struct, lay,  maintain  and  operate  lines  of  pipe  for  the  transmission 
of  acetylene,  underground,  under  and  along  any  and  all  streets 
and  ways,  under  the  direction  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said 
town. 

Section  3.  The  said  company  shall  be  liable  in  all  cases  to 
repay  to  the  town  all  sums  of  money  that  said  town  may  be 
obliged  to  pay  on  any  indictment  or  judgment  recovered  against 
said  town  occasioned  by  any  obstruction  or  taking  up,  or  dis- 
placement of  any  way,  highway,  railroad  or  street  by  said  com- 
pany in  said  town ;  provided,  however,  that  said  company  shall 
have  notice  whenever  such  damages  are  claimed  by  said  town 
from  the  municipal  officers  and  shall  be  allowed  to  defend  the 
same  at  its  own  expense.

May  take 
detain,  take,  collect,  store,  use  and  distribute  water  from  any 
pond  or  stream  flowing  from  any  pond,  in  said  Deer  Isle,  and  ~™*£^ct 
may  locate,  construct  and  maintain  dams,  cribs,  reservoirs,  locks,  ^*™'*'  **^°- 
gates,  sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants,  and  all  other  necessary 
structures  therefor. 

Section  3.     Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  con-  May  cross 
struct  and  maintain  under,  through,  along  and  across  the  high- 
ways, ways,  streets,  railroads,  bridges  in  said  town,  and  to  take 
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up,  replace  and  repair  all  such  sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants 
and  structures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  their 
incorporation,  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  conditions 
as  the  selectmen  of  said  town  may  impose.  And  said  company 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  all  corporations,  perscHis 
and  property  occasioned  by  the  use  of  such  highways,  ways  and 
streets,  and  shall  further  be  liable  to  pay  said  town  all  sums 
recovered  against  said  town  for  damages  from  obstruction  caused 
by  said  company,  and  for  all  expenses,  including  reasonable 
counsel  fees,  incurred  in  defending  such  suits,  with  interest  cm 
the  same.

Said  company  can  take  and  hold  any  lands  neces- 
sary for  flowage,  and  also  for  its  dams,  reservoirs,  locks,  gates, 
hydrants,  and  other  necessary  structures,  and  may  locate,  lay  and 
maintain  sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants,  and  other  necessary 
structures  and  fixtures  in,  over  and  through  any  land  for  its  said 
purposes,  and  excavate  in  and  through  such  lands  for  such  loca- 
tions, and  dig,  excavate  and  remove  for  its  own  use  the  rode, 
substance  and  earth  at  the  bed  of  Torrey's  pond,  so  called,  in 
said  Deer  Isle.  It  may  enter  upon  such  lands  to  make  surveys 
and  locations,  and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  said  county 
of  Hancock,  plans  of  such  location  and  lands,  and  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  publish  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  in  said 
county,  such  publication  to  be  continued  three  weeks  successively. 

Section  6.  Should  the  company  and  owner  of  such  land  be

Section  2.  Said  Sprague,  his  successors  and  assigns,  by  aid 
of  such  piers  and  booms  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  separate  and  sort  out  from  the  Ic^s  and  other  lumber  coming 
down  said  river,  all  logs  and  other  lumber  destined  and  intended 
for  use  and  manufacture  at  the  mills  of  said  Sprague ;  provided, 
however,  if  upon  the  approach  of  the  rear  of  any  drive  of  logs 
to  the  booms  herein  authorized  to  be  constructed  and  maintained, 
it  shall  appear  to  the  person  in  charge  of  such  drive  that  said 
Sprague  has  not  sufficient  men  to  sort  and  turn  by  the  logs  or 
other  lumber  arriving  at  said  booms,  so  that  such  drive  may  be 
unreasonably  impeded  or  delayed,  such  person,  upon  notice  in 
writing  to  said  Sprague,  shall  have  the  right  to  put  men  of  his 
own  selection  upon  said  booms,  to  expedite  the  sorting  and  turn- 
ing by  of  the  logs  and  other  lumber  in  such  drive,  who  shall  be 
paid  by  said  Sprague ;  and  the  additional  cost,  if  any,  of  making 
such  drive  through  said  booms  in  consequence  of  such  erections 
and  piers  of  said  Sprague  shall  be  paid  by  said  Sprague;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  make  said  Sprague  liable  for  any 
delay  caused  by  said  piers  and  booms.  And  said  Sprague  is  also 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  within  the  piers  and  booms 
mentioned  in  this  act  and  located,  erected  and  maintained  as 
aforesaid,  all  logs  and  other  lumber  coming  down  said  Matta- 
wamkeag  river  which  are  destined  and  intended  for  use  and 
manufacture  at  the  mills  of  said  Sprague. 

Section  3.  The  Mattawamkeag  Log  Driving  Company,  a 
corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  time  to  appoint  an  agent  who  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  take  charge  of 
and  superintend  the  sorting  of  the  logs  and  other  lumber  running 
through  the  booms  herein  authorized,  and  said  Sprague  at  the 
beginning  of  every  driving  season,  or  at  the  time  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  agent,  shall  furnish  such  agent  a  list  of  marks  upon 
all  logs  and  other  lumber  intended  to  be  manufactured  at  the  mills 
of  said  Sprague,  and  such  agent  shall  see  to  it  that  the  logs  and 
other  lumber  not  intended  to  be  manufactured  at  the  mills  of 
said  Sprague  are  not  unreasonably  detained  in  or  by  said  booms. 
The  compensation  of  such  agent  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars 
fifty  cents  per  day,  and  shall  be  paid  by  said  Sprague. 

Section  4.  Said  Sprague,  his  successors  and  assigns,  may 
enter  upon,  take  and  hold  such  lands  as  may  be  necessary  for 
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the  location,  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  piers  and  booms  

mentioned  in  this  act  and  connecting  the  same  with  the  shores, 
and  may  with  their  agents  and  teams,  pass  and  repass  over  said 
shores  and  to  and  from  the  same,  over  the  lands  of  other  persons, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  for  the  operation  and  management 
of  said  piers  and  booms,  and  the  damages  for  such  taking  shall 
be  assessed  and  recovered  as  follows ;  if  any  person  sustaining  -damaget.

damages  as  aforesaid  cannot  ag^ee  with  said  Sprague  upon  the 
sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  either  party  on  petition  to  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  so  taken  is  sit- 
uated, may  have  the  damages  assessed  by  them,  and  subsequent 
proceedings  and  right  of  appeal  thereon  shall  be  had  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limita- 
tic«s  as  are  by  law  prescribed  in  the  case  of  damages  occasioned 
by  the  laying  out  of  highways. 

Section  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  119 

An  Act  to   Incorporate  the  South  West   Harbor  Truat  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     J.  D.  Phillips,  B.  H.  Mayo,  E.  A.  Lawler,  A.  L.   corporators. 
Somes,  George  R.  Fuller  and  A.  E.  Famsworth,  or  such  of  them 
as  may  by  vote  accept  this  charter,  with  their  associates,  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic  ^corporate 
to  be  known  as  the  South  West  Harbor  Trust  Company,  and  as  «*»'"^«- 
such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immun- 
ities and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  on 
corporations  by  law. 

Section  2.     The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located   lochUod. 
at  South  West  Harbor,  Maine. 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  and  the  business  Purposes, 
which  it  may  perform,  are;  first,  to  receive  on  deposit,  money, 
coin,  bank  notes,  evidences  of  debt,  accounts  of  individuals, 
companies,  corporations,  municipalities  and  states,  allowing 
interest  thereon,  if  agreed,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corpo- 
ration may  provide;  second,  to  borrow  money,  to  loan  money 
on  credits,  or  real  estate,  or  personal  security,  and  to  nego- 
tiate loans  and  sales  for  others ;  third,  to  own  and  maintain  safe  safe  deposit 
deposit  vaults,  with  boxes,  safes  and  other  facilities  therein,  to 
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be  rented  to  other  parties  for  the  safe  keeping  of  moneys,  secu- 
rities, stocks,  jewelry,  plate,  valuable  papers  and  documents, 
and  other  property  susceptible  of  being  deposited  therein,  and 
may  receive  on  deposit  for  safe  keeping,  property  of  any  kind 
entrusted  to  it  for  that  purpose ;  fourth,  to  act  as  agent  for  issu- 
ing, registering  and  countersigning  certificates,  bonds,  stocks, 
and  all  evidences  of  debt  or  ownership  in  property ;  fifth,  to  hold 
by  grant,  assignment,  transfer,  devise  or  bequest,  any  real  or 
personal  property  or  trusts  duly  created,  and  to  execute  trusts  of 
every  description;  sixth,  to  act  as  assignee,  receiver,  executor, 
and  no  surety  shall  be  necessary  upon  the  bond  of  the  corporation, 
unless  the  court  or  officer  approving  such  bond  shall  require  it ; 
seventh,  to  do  in  general  all  the  business  that  may  lawfully  be 
done  by  trust  and  banking  companies,  but  said  corporation  shall 
not  have  the  power  or  authority  to  establish  branches. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  npt  be 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  with  the  right  to  increase  the  said  capital 
stock  at  any  time,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Said  corporation 
shall  not  commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking  company,  until 
stock  to  the  amount  of  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis- 
count on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor 
be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary 
to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith ; 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Section  6.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  exercised  by  a  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  residents  of  this 
state,  whose  number  and  term  of  office  shall  be  determined  by 
a  vote  of  the  shareholders  at  the  first  meeting  held  by  the  incor- 
porators and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter.  The  affairs  and 
powers  of  the  corporation  may,  at  the  option  of  the  shareholders, 
be  entrusted  to  an  executive  board  of  five  members  to  be,  by  vote 
of  the  shareholders,  elected  from  the  full  board  of  trustees.  The 
trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  be  sworn  to  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  others  are 
elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  If  a  trustee  or  director  dies, 
resigns,  or  becomes  disqualified  for  any  cause,  the  remaining 
trustees  or  directors  may  appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  until 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation.  The  oath  of  office 
of  such  trustee  or  director  shall  be  taken  within  thirty  days  of 
his  election,  or  his  office  shall  become  vacant.     The  clerk  of  such 
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corporation  shall,  within  ten  days,,  notify  such  trustees  or  direc-    '- 

tors  of  their  election,  and  within  thirty  days  shall  publish  the  list 
of  all  persons  who  have  taken  the  oath  of  office  as  trustees  or 
directors. 

Section  7.     The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  of  said  corpo-  J^^^ment. 
ration  shall  constitute  the  board  of  investment  of  said  corpora- 
tion.    Said  trustees  or  directors  shall  keep  in  a  separate  book,  ~*oSo?*^ 
specially  provided  for  the  purpose,  a   record  of  all   loans,  and  loans, 
investments  of  every  description,  made  by  said  institution  sub- 
stantially in  the  order  of  time  when  such  loans  or  investments 
are  made,  which  shall  show  that  such  loans  or  investments  have 
been  made  with  the  approval  of  the  investment  committee  of  said 
corporation,  which  shall  indicate  such  particulars  respecting  such 
loans  or  investments  as  the  bank  examiner  shall  direct.     This 
book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  trustees  or  directors  and  to  the 
bank  examiner  whenever  requested.     Such  loans  or  investments 
shall  be  classified  in  the  book  as  the  bank  examiner  shall  direct,   —loans  to 
No  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  officer  or  director  of  said  banking  directors, 
or  trust  company  except  by  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  execu-     °^  ™ 
tive  board  in  writing,  and  said  corporation  shall  have  no  authority 
to  hire  money  or  to  give  notes  unless  by  vote  of  the  said  board 
duly  recorded. 

Section  8.     No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a  Director  or

director  or  a  trustee  of  said  corporation  who  is  not  the  actual  J^'J^J, 
owner  of  ten  shares  of  the  stock.  stock. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation,  after  beginning  to  receive  Reserve  fund, 
deposits,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  on  hand  in  lawful  money,  as  a 
reserve,  not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount 
of  its  deposits  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on  demand, 
provided,  that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money,  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen 
per  cent  may  consist  of  balances,  payable  on  demand,  due  from 
any  national  or  state  bank. 

Section  10.     All  the  property  or  money  held  in  trust  by  this  j,^^^  ^^^^^ 
corporation  shall  constitute  a  special  deposit  and  the  accounts   JoSgntutea 
thereof  and  of  said  trust  department  shall  be  kept  separate,  and  5Ppo*j\. 
such  funds  and  the  investment  or  loans  of  them  shall  be  specially 
appropriated  to  the  security  and  payment  of  such  deposits,  and 
not  be  subject  to  any  other  liabilities  of  the  corporation ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of   securing   the  observance  of   this   proviso,  said 
corporation  shall  have  a  trust  department  in  which  all  business 
pertaining  to  such  trust  property  shall  be  kept  separate  and  dis- 
tinct from  its  general  business. 

Section  ii.    An  administrator,  executor,  assignee,  guardian  ^iStors^^to 
or  trustee,  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  probate  J]J*y  deposit 
and  insolvency,  officers  and  treasurers  of  towns,  cities,  counties. 
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and  savings  banks  of  the  state  of  Maine  may  deposit  any  moneys, 
bonds,  stocks,  evidences  of  debt  or  of  ownership  in  property,  or 
any  personal  property,  with  said  corporation,  and  any  of  said 
courts  may  direct  any  person  deriving  authority  from  them  to 
so  deposit  the  same. 

Section  12.  Each  shareholder  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
individually  responsible,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for  the 
other,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  such  corpo- 
ration, to  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the 
shares  owned  by  each  in  addition  to  the  amount  invested  in  said 
shares. 

Section  13.  Such  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  guaranty 
fund  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  earnings  in  each  and  every 
year  until  such  fund  with  the  accumulated  interest  thereon,  shall 
amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation. 

Section  14.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and  rate  as  are  the  shares  of 
national  banks. 

Section  15.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  examination 
by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall  visit  it  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  At  such 
visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books  and  papers, 
and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 
If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such 
action  as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes.  He  shall  preserve  in  a 
permanent  form  a  full  record  of  his  proceedings,  including  a 
statement  of  the  condition  of  said  corporation.  A  copy  of  such 
statement  shall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately 
after  the  annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper 
published  where  said  corporation  is  established.  If  no  paper  is 
published  in  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then 
it  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city 
or  town.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  bank  examiner  while 
making  such  examination  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation. 

Section  16.  Any  five  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act 
may  call    the  first   meeting   of   the  corporation   by  mailing   a 
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written  notice,  signed  by  all,  postage  paid,  to  each  of  the  other 
corporators,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  meeting, 
naming  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  meeting,  and  at  such 
meeting  the  necessary  officers  may  be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted, 
and  any  other  corporate  business  transacted. 

Section  17.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  113. 

An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Trustees  of  Westbrook  Seminary. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Women  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  on  the 
board  of  Trustees  of  Westbrook  Seminary,  which  board  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty-seven  mem- 
bers to  be  elected  by  the  board  as  heretofore  and  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  six  years,  vacancies  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise 
to  be  filled  by  election  of  members  for  the  unexpired  term.  Not 
more  than  one-third  of  the  number  shall  be  clergj-men,  and  eight 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  if  there  are  more  than  fifteen 
members,  but  if  less  a  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  election  and  qualifications  of  the  present  and 
all  past  acting  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  all  their 
acts  and  doings  in  their  official  capacity  are  hereby  confirmed, 
legalized  and  made  valid.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows :

land,  a  court  to  be  denominated  the  police  court  for  the  city  of  «8tftbiished. 
Rockland,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  be  appointed,  com- 
25 
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missioned  and  qualified  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  constitu- 
tion of  this  state,  and  be  a  citizen  of  said  city,  and  so  continue 
while  he  remains  in  office.  Said  police  court  shall  be  a  court  of 
record  with  a  seal  to  be  affixed  to  all  original  processes  issued 
therefrom.  The  present  judge  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
end  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  appointed. 

Section  2.  Said  judge  shall,  except  where  interested,  exer- 
cise jurisdiction  over  all  such  matters  and  things,  civil  and  crim- 
inal, within  the  county  of  Knox,  as  justices  of  the  peace  or  trial 
justices  may  exercise,  and  under  similar  restrictions  and  limita- 
tions, and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  and 
quorum  and  trial  justices  in  cases  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer 
in  said  county ;  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  such  matters  and 
things  where  both  parties  interested,  or  the  plaintiff  and  the 
person  or  persons  summoned  as  trustees,  shall  be  inhabitants  of 
or  residents  in  said  city ;  and  said  court  shall  also  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  all  such  criminal  offenses  committed  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  as  are  cognizable  by  justices  of  the  peace  or 
trial  justices,  and  under  similar  restrictions  and  limitations.  And 
said  court  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  supreme 
judicial  court  in  all  personal  actions  where  the  debt  or  damage 
demanded,  exclusive  of  costs,  is  over  twenty  dollars  and  not  over 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  actions  of  replevin,  when  it 
appears  that  the  sum  demanded  for  the  penalty,  forfeiture  or 
damages  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  or  that  the  prop- 
erty in  the  beasts  or  other  chattels  is  in  question  and  the  value 
thereof  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  and  either  defendant, 
or  a  person  summoned  as  trustee  is  resident  in  Knox  county; 
but  this  jurisdiction  shall  not  include  proceedings  under  the 
divorce  laws  or  complaints  under  the  mill  act,  so  called,  nor 
jurisdiction  over  actions  in  which  the  title  to  real  estate  accord- 
ing to  the  pleadings  filed  in  the  case  by  either  party  is  in  question 
except  as  provided  in  chapter  ninety-four,  sections  six  and  seven 
of  the  revised  statutes.  If  any  defendant,  in  any  action  in  said 
court  where  the  amount  claimed  in  the  writ  exceeds  twenty 
dollars,  or  his  agent  or  attorney  shall,  on  the  return  day  of  the 
writ,  file  in  said  court  a  motion  asking  that  said  cause  be  removed 
to  the  supreme  judicial  court  and  deposit  with  the  judge  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  for  copies  and  entry  fee  in  said  supreme  court, 
to  be  taxed  in  his  costs  if  he  prevails,  the  said  action  shall  be 
removed  into  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  said  county,  and  the 
judge  shall  forthwith  cause  certified  copies  of  the  writ,  officer's 
return  and  defendant's  motion  to  be  filed  inthe  clerk's  office  of 
the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  shall  pay  the  entry  fee  thereof; 
and  said  action  shall  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  the  term  next 
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pieceding  said  filing,  unless  said  court  shall  then  be  in  session, 

when  it  shall  be  entered  forthwith,  and  shall  be  in  order  for  trial 
at  the  next  succeeding  term.  If  no  such  motion  is  filed,  the  said 
]>olice  court  shall  proceed  and  determine  said  action,  subject  to 
the  right  of  appeal  in  either  party  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
pleadings  in  such  cases  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  supreme  judi- 
cial court.

be  the  same  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  except  the  costs  to 
be  taxed  for  attendance  shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  term,  not  exceeding  three  terms,  and  for  trial  of  issue, 
eighty  cents.  All  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  this  state 
relative  to  the  attachment  of  real  and  personal  property  and  the 
levy  of  executions,  shall  be  applicable  to  actions  in  this  court, 
and  executions  on  judgments  rendered  therein.

of  correction  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  fine  not  exceeding  one  not  exceed 

hundred  dollars ;  of  offenses  described  in  section  four  of  chapter 

one  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  revised  statutes,  where  they 

are  not  of  a  high  and  aggravated  nature,  and  on  conviction,  may 

punish  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 

the  county  jail  for  a  term   not  exceeding  six   months,  and   all 

violations  of  the  tramp  law,  and  of  offenses  described  in  section 

four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  revised  statutes, 

and  on   conviction,  may  be  punished   by  imprisonment   in   the 

county  jail   or  house  of   correction  not  exceeding  six   months. 

And  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  against  the 

ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  city,  though  the  penalty  therefor 

may  accrue  to  said  city;  and  in  the  prosecutions  on  any  such 

ordinances  or  by-laws,  or  any  special  law  of  the  state  relating  to 

said   city,  such   by-law,  ordinance  or  special   law  need   not  be 
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recited  in  the  complaint  or  process,  nor  the  allegations  therein 
be  more  particular  than  in  prosecutions  on  a  public  statute. 

Section  4.  Said  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of 
cheating  by  false  pretences,  where  the  property,  money,  or  other 
thing  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently  obtained  shall  not  exceed 
in  value  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  and  shall  have  power  to  try 
the  same  and  award  sentence  upon  a  conviction,  by  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  or 
in  the  house  of  correction  to  hard  labor  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
ninety  days.  The  same  proceedings  may  be  had  before  said 
court,  and  in  the  same  manner  against  persons  keeping  houses 
of  ill  fame,  resorted  to  for  purposes  of  prostitution  or  lewdness, 
on  complaint  as  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  trial  justice. 

Section  5.  All  warrants  issued  upon  complaints  for  offenses 
committed  within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  be  issued  by  the 
judge  of  said  court,  and  shall  be  made  returnable  before  said 
court,  and  no  justice  of  the  peace  or  trial  justice,  in  said  county 
of  Knox,  shall  in  any  manner  take  cc^izance  of, or  exercise  juris- 
diction over  any  crime  or  offense  committed  within  the  limits  of 
said  city  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  6.  The  several  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  city  shall 
continue  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  power  and  authority  vested 
in  them  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  but  no  such  justice  of 
the  peace,  nor  any  trial  justice  for  said  Knox  county,  shall  exer- 
cise any  civil  or  criminal  jurisdiction  otherwise,  except  as  herein- 
after provided,  unless  in  civil  cases  where  the  said  judge  is  inter- 
ested, under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
recovered  by  indictment  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same; 
but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  said  justices 
of  the  peace  or  trial  justices,  administering  oaths,  taking  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds  and  other  writings,  acting  as  arbitrators  or 
referees,  or  doing  any  business  other  than  that  especially  devolv- 
ing upon  said  court. 

Section  7.  Any  persons  aggrieved  at  any  judgment  or  sen- 
tence of  said  court  may  appeal  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  in 
the  same  manner  as  from  a  judgment  or  sentence  of  a  trial  jus- 
tice, and  all  such  appeals  shall  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the  first 
term  of  said  appellate  court  after  such  appeal  is  taken.  Final 
judgment  in  said  police  court  may  be  re-examined  in  the  supreme 
judicial  court  on  a  writ  of  error,  on  a  petition  for  review,  and 
when  the  judgment  is  reversed  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall 
render  such  judgment  as  said  police  court  should  have  rendered, 
and  when  a  review  is  granted  it  shall  be  tried  in  said  supreme 
judicial  court.

by  law  in  actions  before  trial  justices  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  act.  Said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  render  judgment,  issue  executions,  certify  copies  of  its 
records,  punish  for  contempt  and  compel  attendance,  and  to  make 
all  such  rules  and  regulations  not  repugnant  to  law  as  may  be 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  administration  of  justice  and  to 
facilitate  its  business ;  and  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  prac- 
tice and  proceedings  in  the  aforesaid  matters  in  the  supreme 
judicial  court  in  civil  cases,  are  hereby  extended  to  said  court  as 
far  as  applicable;  and  all  acts  relating  to  courts  and  judicial 
proceedings  are  hereby  modified  so  as  to  give  full  effect  to  this 
act.

Said  works  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  pro- 
vide for  the  prompt  and  convenient  passage  of  all  logs,  pulp 
wood  and  other  lumber  that  may  come  within  the  same,  without 
unreasonable  or  unnecessary'  delay ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company  to  sort  and  turn  out  at 
least  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  logs  per  day  on  the 
average,  each  week,  through  said  booms,  when  there  is  that 
number  therein ;  but  in  case  said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company 
does  not  sort  and  turn  out  the  required  number,  the  Kennebec 
Log  Driving  Company,  upon  notice  to  said  Great  Northern 
Paper  Company  in  writing,  left  at  its  office,  shall  have  the  right 
to  put  men  of  its  own  selection  upon  said  booms  at  the  charge 
and  expense  of  said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company,  in  order 
that  the  required  number  of  logs  may  be  put  through  the  same ; 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  make  said  Great  Northern 
Paper  Company  liable  for  any  delay  caused  by  said  piers  and 
booms  except  as  herein  otherwise  specified.  Any  stray  logs, 
pulp  wood  or  other  lumber  not  destined  for  use  and  manufacture 
at  the  mills  of  said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company,  if  found  in 
the  storage  booms  of  said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company  shall 
be  turned  out  thereof  by  said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company 
at  its  own  charge  and  expense  upon  demand  in  writing  of  the 
owners  thereof  or  of  said  Kennebec  Log  Driving  Company.  All 
damages  for  flowage  caused  by  the  construction  of  said  piers 
and  booms  shall  be  determined  by  the  county  commissioners  of 
Somerset  county. 

Section  2.  Said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company  shall  be 
liable  to  indemnify  the  Kennebec  Log  Driving  Company  and 
the  log  owners  for  any  logs  or  damage  by  reason  of  logs  or  other 
lumber  lodged  on  lands  adjoining  the  waters  affected  by  any 
works  constructed  under  this  act  whenever  said  lodgment  is 
caused  by  any  jam  produced  by  said  works. 

Section  3.  Said  Great  Northern  Paper  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  may  take  such  lands  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  said  piers  and  booms  men- 
tioned in  section  one  and  connect  the  same  with  the  shores,  and 
may  with  their  agents  and  teams  pass  and  repass  over  said  shores 
to  and  from  the  same  over  the  lands  of  other  persons,  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  and  for  the  operation  and  management  of 
said  booms.  Said  company  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all  dam- 
ages that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  persons  by  the 
taking  of  any  lands  or  rights  of  way  and  for  any  other  injuries 
resulting  from  said  acts ;  and  if  any  person  sustaining  damage 
as  aforesaid  shall  not  agree  with  said  company  upon  the  sum 
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to  be  paid  therefor,  either  party  on  petition  to  the  county  com-

Chapter  117. 

An   Act   to   Incorporate  the   Saint  John   River   Toll   Bridge   Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Allen  E.  Hammond,  Peter  C.  Keegan,  Charles  A.  corporators. 
Milliken,  Arthur  W.  Brown,  Thomas  Malcolm,  Thomas  J. 
Cochran,  John  M.  Stevens,  Henry  A.  Gagnon  and  Earle  H.  Cow- 
ing, their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Saint  John  --corporate 
River  Toll  Bridge  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
keeping  in  repair  a  bridge  across  the  Saint  John  river  between 
the  town  of  Van  Buren,  in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  in  the  state 
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of  Maine,  and  the  parish  of  Saint  Leonards,  in  the  county  of 
Madawaska,  in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  for  said 
purpose  and  all  others  herein  mentioned  or  incidental  thereto, 
may  consolidate  or  unite  with  any  corporation  organized  for  a 
similar  purpose,  acting  in  behalf  of,  or  under,  or  by  virtue  of 
an  act  or  authority  granted  by  the  legislature  of  the  province  of 
New  Brunswick,  or  the  parliament  of  the  dominion  of  Canada, 
and  all  of  the  authority  which  may  be  conferred  by  such  act  of 
the  legislature  or  parliament  aforesaid,  is  likewise  authorized 
and  granted  by  this  act,  to  the  corporation  formed  by  such  con- 
solidation, even  though  not  specifically  mentioned  herein;  and 
said  corporation,  or  the  corporation  formed  by  such  consolida- 
tion, shall  have  power  to  purchase  and  hold  such  personal  and 
real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  said 
corporation,  and  the  more  advantageous  carrying  on  of  its 
business  and  accomplishment  of  its  objects ;  may  prosecute  and 
defend  suits  at  law,  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  may  make 
by-laws  for  the  management  of  their  concerns,  not  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  shall  enjoy  all  the  other  powers  and 
privileges  incident  to  or  usually  granted  to  similar  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  bridge  shall  be  erected  across  the  Saint  John 
river  opposite  Van  Buren  village,  in  the  town  of  Van  Buren,  in 
the  most  practicable  place,  shall  be  constructed  of  good  materials, 
of  a  suitable  height  from  the  water,  and  not  less  than  twenty- 
four  feet  wide,  with  suitable  and  sufficient  coverings  and  railings 
for  the  safety  of  passengers,  and  sufficient  passage  ways  shall  be 
left  for  the  passage  of  boats,  rafts,  logs  and  timber. 

Section  3.  A  toll  is.  hereby  granted  and  established  for  the 
benefit  of  this  corporation  or  the  corporation  formed  by  such 
consolidation,  according  to  the  rates  following,  namely:  For 
every  foot  passenger  five  cents,  for  each  horse  and  rider  eight 
cents,  for  each  sleigh,  sled,  cart,  wagon,  chaise,  chair  or  sulky 
drawn  by  one  beast  ten  cents,  for  each  sleigh,  sled,  cart  or  wagon 
drawn  by  two  beasts  fifteen  cents,  for  each  additional  horse  or 
beast  beyond  two  in  sleighs,  sleds,  carts  or  wagons  five  cents, 
for  droves  of  neat  cattle,  horses,  mules  and  asses,  three  cents, 
for  sheep  and  swine  two  cents  each,  and  no  additional  toll  shall 
be  charged  for  persons  actually  traveling  in  any  of  the  vehicles 
above  named,  but  this  exception  shall  not  extend  to  persons  taken 
in  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  toll,  and  only  one  person  as  a 
driver  to  each  team  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  free  of  toll,  and  said 
tolls  may  be  commuted  by  this  corporation  or  such  corporation 
formed  by  the  union  or  consolidation  as  aforesaid,  by  taking  of 
him  or  them  a  smaller  sum  for  the  season,  or  for  tickets  sold  in 
quantities. 
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Section  4.  At  the  place  of  collecting  tolls,  this  corporation, 
or  the  corporation  formed  by  such  union  or  consolidation,  shall 
keep  constantly  exposed  to  the  public  view  a  board  or  sign  upon 
which  shall  be  plainly  printed  the  rates  of  toll  aforesaid;  and 
whenever  the  toll  gatherer  shall  be  absent  from  the  toll  house, 
the  gates  shall  be  left  open  and  the  bridge  toll  free,  and  said  toll 
shall  commence  on  the  day  when  the  bridge  is  first  opened  for 
passengers. 

Section  5.  If  this  corporation  or  a  corporation  formed  by 
the  union  or  consolidaticMi  of  this  corporation  as  provided  for 
in  this  act,  shall  fail  to  begin  the  erection  of  such  bridge  within 
four  years  from  the  approval  of  this  act,  and  to  have  the  same 
ready  for  use  by  the  first  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight,  then  this  act  shall  be  void  and 
of  no  effect.

days  before  the  day  of  meeting.

'Section  i.  A  municipal  court  is  hereby  established  in  and 
for  the  city  of  Westbrook,  to  be  denominated  the  municipal 
court  for  the  city  of  Westbrook,  and  to  consist  of  one  justice 
who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  said  city  and  a  person  learned 
in  the  law  and  of  sobriety  of  manners.  Said  judge  shall  be

Regular  meetings  of  said  association  for  the  choice 
of  officers  and  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meetings  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  May.  Officer^  so  chosen  shall  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.

S.  Clifford,  Henry  F.  Dowst,  William  Engel,  Edwin  G.  Merrill, 
Henry  Prentiss,  Wilson  D.  Wing  and  Frederick  H.  Appleton, 
or  such  of  them  as  may  by  vote  accept  thig  charter,  with  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  to  be  known  as  the  Merrill  Trust  Company, 
and  as  such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and 
immunities,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred 
on  corporations  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located 
at  Bangor,  Penobscot  county,  Maine. 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  and  the  business 
which  it  may  perform,  are;  first,  to  receive  on  deposit  money,

thereon,  if  agreed,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may  pro- 
vide ;  second,  to  borrow  money,  to  loan  money  on  credits  or  real 
estate,  or  personal  or  collateral  security,  and  to  negotiate  loans 
and  sales  for  others ;  third,  to  purchase,  erect,  own,  maintain  and 
operate  safe  deposit  vaults  with  boxes,  safes  and  other  facilities  —may  own 
therein  to  be  rented  to  other  parties  for  the  safe  keeping  of  vauita!*^°***

All 
of  said  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  plurality  of  the 
votes  given,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the 
third  Monday  in  March  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their 
places,  and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices.' 

Section  2.  Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  of  the  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  eighty-three  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line  of  said  section 
the  word  "majority,"  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  word 
'plurality,'  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  2.  The  qualified  voters  in  each  ward  shall  at  the 
annual  municipal  election  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  by 
a  plurality  of  the  votes  cast,  elect  two  of  the  residents  of  said

An  Act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Auburn  and  to  provide  for 

a  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

.Section  i.  A  board,  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  is  hereby  established  in  and  for  the  city  of  Auburn, 
which  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  be  charged 
with  all  the  duties  relative  to  the  construction,  maintenance,  care 
and  control  of  the  streets,  highways,  bridges,  sidewalks,  drains 
and  sewers  in  said  city  which  are  now  conferred  or  imposed  upon 
the  city  council,  municipal  officers  and  commissioner  of  streets, 
by  the  charter  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  the  general  laws 
of  the  state ;  but  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  the 
city  council  or  municipal  officers  of  said  city  of  the  jurisdiction 
conferred  by  law  over  proceedings  for  the  location,  alteration  or 
discontinuance  of  streets  in  said  city  or  of  proceedings  for  the 
location  of  tracks  in  and  upon  the  surface  of  said  streets. 

Section  2.  This  board  shall  consist  of  five  members,  one  from 
each  ward,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  in  the  month' 
of  March. 

Section  3.  At  the  first  election  one  member  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four 
years,  and  one  for  five  years,  and  after  the  first  election  one 
member  to  be  chosen  each  year  for  a  term  of  five  years  unless 
it  becomes  necessary  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  death  or  resig- 
nation, in  which  event  the  election  shall  be  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  incumbent  whose  place  has  been  made  vacant,  and 
such  vacancy  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired 
term  by  ballot  of  the  city  council  in  joint  convention. 

Section  4.  No  member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  eligible 
for  service  upon  this  board. 

Section  5.  This  board  shall  on  the  third  Monday  in  March 
or  soon  thereafter  as  practicable  organize  by  the  choice  of  one 
of  its  members  as  chairman,  and  shall  elect  a  secretary  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board, 
to  notify  members  of  meetings  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  board  may  direct. 

Section  6.  The  board  shall  also  elect  a  superintendent  of 
streets  and  sewers  who  shall  have  executive  charge  of  work 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  board  and  shall  at  all 
times  conform  to  all  rules  and  directions  of  said  board.  Said 
superintendent  may  contract  for  necessary  labor  and  materials 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  approval  of  the  board,  to  whom  he 
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shall  render  an  account  monthly,  or  oftener  if  required,  of  all

Section  i.     Edward  P.  Borden,  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  state  corporators, 
of  Pennsylvania,  Thomas  B.  Wanamaker,  of  Philadelphia,  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  William  P.  Oglesby,  of  Philadelphia,  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  Charles  Eisenlohr,  of  Philadelphia,  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Arthur  C.  Denniston,  of  Philadelphia,  state  of  Pennsyl- 
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vania,  William  D.  Hewitt,  of  Burlington,  state  of  New  Jersey, 
Leonard  Atwood,  of  Farmington,  in  the  state  of  Maine,  Edmond 
Eaton,  of  Livermore  Falls,  in  the  state  of  Maine,  Philip  H. 
Stubbs,  of  Strong,  in  the  state  of  Maine,  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name 
of  the  Maine  Midland  Railroad  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  buy- 
ing or  leasing  the  property,  capital  stock,  rights,  privileges, 
immunities  and  franchises  of  the  Wiscasset,  Waterville  and 
Farmington  Railroad  Company,  and  of  thereafterwards  exercis- 
ing the  powers  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  such  corporation  shall  con- 
sist of  not  more  than  twenty  thousand  shares,  of  the  par  value  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  corporation.  The  immediate  government  of  its 
affairs  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  directors  to  consist  for  one 
year  from  the  time  of  the  incorporation  of  said  company  of  the 
corporators  herein  named  and  subsequently  thereto  said  directors 
shall  be  chosen  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  made  and  pro- 
vided by  said  company,  which  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  law, 
said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  make,  ordain  and  publish.

Section  4.  The  county  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  court 
house  in  said  Machias  within  twenty  days  after  said  meeting,

county  in  the  preferred  stock  of  the  Washington  County  Rail- 
road Company,  and  to  that  end  said  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  for  and  in  behalf  of  said 
county  all  transfers  of  said  stock  necessary  to  complete  such  sale 
and  all  written  agreements  setting  forth  the  terms  of  such 
contract  for  sale. 

Section  6.  Any  and  all  transfers  of  stock  made  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  sufficient  to  transfer  the  title  to 
such  stock  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  and  any  written  con- 
tract relating  to  the  sale  of  said  stock  so  executed  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  county,  and  the  county  commissioners  shall  for  and 
in  behalf  of  said  county  do  and  perform  all  things  to  be  done 
and  performed  by  said  county  as  in  said  contract  provided. 

Section  7.  All  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  held  as  a 
separate  fund  by  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county  and  shall 
not  be  expended  or  paid  out  except  as  herein  provided.  Such 
proceeds  shall  be  kept  invested  in  such  funds  as  are  legal  invest-

acquire  by  lease  or  purchase  the  railroad,  franchises  and  all  other 
assets  of  said  Washington  County  Railroad  Company  and  to 
operate  said  railroad  when  acquired  with  all  the  rights,  fran- 
chises and  privileges  attached  thereto. 

Section  10.  Any  railroad  company  operating  a  railroad  AothoHtyto 
wholly  or  partly  in  this  state  is  authorized  to  purchase  and  hold  giren.

The  proceeds  of  such  last 
named  mortgage  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  pa)aiient,  redemp- 
tion or  purchase  of  said  first  mortgage  bonds,  or  to  the  purchase 
of  the  preferred  stock,  which  when  purchased  may  be  retired  and 
canceled.  When  all  of  said  bonds  shall  have  been  so  paid, 
redeemed  or  purchased  and  the  first  mortgage  discharged,  and 
the  preferred  stock  purchased  and  paid  for  so  the  county  of 
Washington  is  not  a  holder  of  said  stock,  any  balance  remaining 
may  be  applied  to  the  improvement  or  betterment  of  said  road. 

Section  13.  Any  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  twenty 
years  mentioned  in  section  three  of  chapter  ninety  of  the  private 
laws  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-five  and  in  the  contract 
made  thereunder  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  section 
and  contract. 

Section  14.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     F.  J.  Goodspeed,  Herman  Sanborn  and  C.  N.   corporators. 
Blanchard  of  Wilton  with  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and 
are  hereby  made  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Tyngstown  -corporate 
Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants  °*™*' 
of  the  town  of  Wilton  with  pure  water  for  domestic,  sanitary  —purposes, 
and  municipal  purposes,  including  the  extinguishment  of  fires ;

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Section  4.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay, 
construct  and  maintain  its  lines  of  pipe  in  Perkins  plantation, 
Washington  plantation  and  in  the  town  of  Wilton,  and  to  build 
and  maintain  all  necessary  structures  therefor,  at  such  places 
as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  said  purposes  of  said  corporation ; 
and  to  cross  any  water  course,  private  or  public  sewer,  or  to 
change  the  direction  thereof,  when  necessary  for  their  said  pur- 
pose of  incorporation,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  impair  the  use  thereof,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be  liable 
for.  any  injury  caused  hereby. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay, 
construct  and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  along,  over  and  across 
the  highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and  bridges  in  the  said 
town,  and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair,  all  such  aqueducts, 
sluices,  pipes,  hydrants  and  other  structures  and  fixtures,  as  may 
be  necessary  and  convenient  for  any  of  the  said  purposes  of  the 
said  corporation,  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  condi- 
tions as  the  selectmen  of  the  said  town  may  impose ;  and  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage  to  the  said  town, 
and  to  all  corporations,  persons  and  property,  occasioned  by  such 
use  of  the  highway,  ways  and  streets. 

Whenever  the  said  corporation  shall  lay  down  or  construct 
any  pipes  or  fixtures  in  any  highway,  way  or  street,  or  make  any 
alteration  or  repairs  upon  its  works,  in  any  highway,  way  or 
street,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  as  little  obstruction 
to  public  travel  as  may  be  practicable,  and  shall  at  its  own 
expense,  without  unnecessary  delay,  cause  the  earth  and  pave- 
ment then  removed  by  it,  to  be  placed  in  proper  condition. 

Section  6.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  take 
and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  land  necessary  for  flow- 
age,  and  also  for  its  dams,  reservoirs,  gates,  hydrants,  buildings 
and  other  necessary  structures,  and  may  locate,  erect,  lay  and 
maintain  aqueducts,  hydrants,  lines  of  pipes,  and  other  necessary 
structures  or  fixtures  in,  over  and  through  any  land  for  the  said 
purposes,  and  excavate  in  and  through  such  land  for  such  loca- 
tion, construction  and  erection. 

And  in  general  to  do  any  act  necessary,  convenient  or  proper 
for  carrying  out  any  of  the  said  purposes  of  incorporation.  It 
may  enter  upon  such  land  to  make  surveys  and  locations,  and 
shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  plans 
of  such  locations  and  lands,  showing  the  property  taken,  and 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  publish  notices  of  such  filing  in 
some  newspaper  in  said  county,  such  publication  to  be  continued 
three  weeks  successively.  Not  more  than  two  rods  in  width  of 
land  shall  be  occupied  by  more  than  one  line  of  pipe  or  aqueduct. 
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Section  7.     Should  the  said  corporation  and  the  owner  of 

such  land  be  unable  to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  MseAsed.* 
such  location,  taking,  holding,  flowing  and  construction,  the  land 
owner  or  said  corporation  may,  within  twelve  months  after  said 
filing  of  plans  of  location,  apply  to  the  commissioners  of  said 
county  of  Franklin,  and  cause  such  damages  to  be  assessed  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  are  prescribed 
by  law  in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of  highways, 
so  far  as  such  law  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.

The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  May  make 
contracts  with  the  United  States,  the  state  of  Maine,  the  county  sSplSy^of  °^ 
of  Franklin,  the  town  of  Wilton  and  with  any  village  corporation 
in  the  said  town,  and  with  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  cor- 
poration doing  business' therein,  for  the  supply  of  water  for 
any  and  all  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this  act ;  and  the  said 
town  and  any  village  corporation  in  the  said  town  by  their  proper 
officers,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  any  contract  with  the 
said  corporation  for  a  supply  of  water  for  any  and  all  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  act,  and  in  consideration  thereof  to  relieve  said 
corporation  from  such  public  burdens  by  abatement  or  otherwise 
as  said  town,  village  corporation,  and  the  said  corporation  may 
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agree  upon,  which  when  made,  shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon 
all  parties  thereto. 

Section  lo.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  or  maliciously  corrupt 
the  water  supply  of  the  said  corporation,  whether  frozen  or  not, 
or  in  any  way  render  such  water  impure,  or  whoever  shall  wil- 
fully or  maliciously  injure  any  of  the  works  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  the  said  corporation  for  three  times  the  actual  damage, 
to  be  recovered  in  any  proper  action. 

Section  ii.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  to  any 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  stockholders  of  the  said  corporation ;  and  the  stock  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Section  I2.  The  said  corporation,  for  all  its  said  purposes, 
may  hold  real  and  personal  estate  necessary  and  convenient 
therefor,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  13.  The  said  corporation  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the 
construction  of  its  works,  of  any  and  all  kinds  upon  such  rates 
and  time  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
its  capital  stock  subscribed  for,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage 
of  its  franchise  and  property. 

Section  14.  The  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
called  by  a  written  notice  therefor,  signed  by  any  two  of  the 
named  incorporators,  served  upon  each  named  incorporator  by 
giving  him  the  same  in  hand,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  last 
and  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting,  or  by  publishing  said  notice  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  county  of  Franklin. 

Section  15.  At  any  time  after  twenty  years  from  the  date  of 
the  approval  of  this  act  the  town  of  Wilton,  or  any  village  cor- 
poration within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Wilton,  if  its  inhab- 
itants shall  so  vote,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  at  a  legal  meeting  called 
therefor,  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  the  system  of  water 
works  constructed  by  this  company  in  said  town  for  supplying 
said  town  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  together  with  the  fran- 
chises of  this  company  relating  thereto,  at  a  price  to  be  agreed 
upon  between  said  company  and  said  town  or  village  corporation ; 
and  if  such  price  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  then  at  a  price,  which 
shall  be  determined  by  a  commission  of  three  competent  and 
disinterested  men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  by  said  com- 
pany, one  by  said  town  of  Wilton,  or  by  said  village  corporation, 
and  the  third  by  the  two  so  selected  if  they  can  agree,  if  not,  then 
by  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  of  Maine.

An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  Private 
and  Special  Laws  of  eig-hteen  hundred  and  eighty,  entitled,  "An  Act  to 
supply  th«  people  of  Houlton  with  pure  water,"  as  amended  by  Chapter 
four  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the  FMvate  and  Special  Law«  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eiffhty-nLne. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section   I.     Section  one  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  at  the  end  ^miiSedr* 
of  said  section  the  following : 


Section  1  of 
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'And  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  town  and  village  of 
Houlton  a  system  of  public  sewers  and  drainage,  for  the  comfort, 
convenience  and  health  of  the  people  of  said  Houlton.' 

Section  2.  Section  two  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  eighty- 
nine  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

'Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate,  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  the  stock  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  Houlton  Sewerage 
Company,  not  exceeding  in  all  two  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
may  sell  and  convey  the  same,  may  issue  certificates  of  stock  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  and  may  issue 
and  sell  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars ;  to  aid  in  the  construction,  extension,  improvement  and 
repairs  of  its  works,  and  to  pay  any  existing  debts  whether  rep- 
resented by  bonds,  notes  or  accounts,  and  for  the  purchase  of  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  stock  of  the  Houlton  Sewerage  Com- 
pany; and  said  bonds  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  may  be  purchased  and  held  by  the  savings  banks  of 
Maine.'

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Silas  Y.  Jackson,  William  S.  Damon,  Ezra  S. 
Perkins,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Huntoon  Hill  Grange,  Number  three  hundred  ninety-eight, 
Patrons  of  Husbandry,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  and  managing  and  disposing  of  the  same  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  grange. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  by  purchase,  devise 
or  otherwise  any  real  or  personal  property  and  hold  the  same, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four 
thousand  dollars,  exempt  from  taxation,  and  may  manage  and 
dispose  of  the  same  at  the  discretion  of  said  grange. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  shall  choose  annually  such  offi- 
cers as  may  be  necessary  for  their  own  government,  and  have 
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the  right  to  prosecute  actions  at  law  and  in  equity,  and  adopt  a 

seal  and  code  of  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
state. 

Section  4.     Vacancies  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  shall  vacaneieB, 
be  filled  by  said  Huntoon  Hill  Grange  from  the  membership    °^ 
thereof. 

Section  5.     Any  two  persons  named  in  this  act,  may  call  the  Piret  meeting

An  Act   to  amend  the  ch&rter  of  the  President  and  Trusteee  of  Colby* 

Colle^re. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  That  section  three  of  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  coibycoiieire 
establish  a  Literary  Institution  in  the  District  of  Maine,  within  J^J^'^j, 
this  commonwealth,"  passed  by  the  general  court  of  Massachu- 
setts and  approved  February  twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred 
thirteen,  and  from  time  to  time  amended,  be  further  amendeu 
by  inserting  after  the  word  '^trustees"  in  the  eleventh  line  thereof 
the  following  words;  'except  as  hereinafter  provided,'  and  by 
adding  to  the  end  of  said  section  the  following  words:  *And 
provided  also  that  nine  of  the  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Alumni  association  of  Colby  college,  to  be  known  as  Alumni 
Trustees  and  to  be  elected,  three  each  year,  for  terms  of  three 
years,  in  such  manner  as  said  association  may  provide.*  So  that 
said  section  three  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

*  Section  3.     Be  it  further  enacted,  that  for  the  more  orderly   vice 
conducting  the  business  of  the  said  corporation,  the  president  ?re*aaurerand 
and  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  from  time  to  may^be^ 
time  as  they  shall  determine,  to  elect  a  vice  president,  treasurer  pwident^ 
and  secretary  of  said  corporation,  and  to  declare  the  tenure  and 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  also  to  remove  any  trustee  —may  declare

provided  also,  that  nine  of  the  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Alumni  association  of  Colby  college  to  be  known  as  Alumni 
Trustees  and  to  be  elected,  three  each  year,  for  terms  of  three 
years,  in  such  manner  as  said  association  may  provide.' 

Section  2.  The  first  three  of  the  trustees  herein  provided  for 
shall,  for  their  first  term,  be  elected  during  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  four,  the  second  three  during  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
five  and  the  third  three  during  the  year  nineteen  hundred  six.

An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  Chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy -seven 
of  the  Special  Laws  of  eig:hteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  all  acts 
additional  thereto  and  amendatory  thereof,  relating  to  the  Old  Town 
Municipal  Court 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Old  Town  Municipal  Court  shall  continue  to  court  of 
be  a  court  of  record  with  a  seal  and  all  original  processes  issuing 
from  said  court  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  state,  under  the  teste 
of  the  judge,  or,  if  the  office  of  judge  is  vacant,  or  the  recorder 
thereof,  signed  either  by  the  judge  or  recorder,  and  shall  have 
the  seal  of  said  court  affixed. 

Section  2.     Said  court  shall  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall   quaiirfca. 

tions  and 

be  a  member  of  the  bar  of  this  state,  residing  in  the  county  of   appointment. 

Penobscot,  be  appointed  in  manner  and  for  the  term  provided 

by  the  constitution  of  Maine,  and  he  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  justice 

of  the  peace  and  of  the  quorum  within  and  for  each  and  every 

of  the  several  counties  through  the  state.    The  said  judge  shall 

enter,  or  cause  to  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  said  court  all  civil 

and  criminal  actions,  with  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  in  and 
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disposition  of  the  same,  which  docket  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  inspection,  and  he  shall  perform  all  other  duties  required  of 
similar  tribunals  in  this  state.  Copies  of  the  records  of  said 
court,  duly  certified  by  the  judge  or  recorder  thereof,  shall  be 
legal  evidence  in  all  courts.  The  present  judge  of  said  court 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  he 
was  appointed  and  no  judge  of  said  court  shall  act  as  attorney 
or  counsel  in  any  action,  cause,  matter  or  thing  within  the  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  thereof. 

Section  3.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council,  may  appoint  a  recorder  of  said  court,  who  shall 
be  qualified  as  provided  in  the  constitution  and  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  four  years.  Said  recorder,  while  in  office,  shall 
be  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Old  Town,  g^ve  bond  to  the  county 
of  Penobscot  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  approved 
by  the  commissioners  of  said  county.  The  said  recorder  may 
administer  oaths ;  when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  judge,  he  shall 
keep  the  records  of  said  court;  he  shall  be  empowered  to  sign 
and  issue  all  papers  and  processes,  receive  and  file  pleas  and 
motions,  hear  complaints  and  issue  warrants  in  criminal  matters, 
make  and  sign  processes  of  commitment,  but  the  same  shall  be 
heard  and  determined  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  all  papers, 
processes,  complaints,  warrants  or  processes  of  commitment, 
drawn  and  signed  by  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  equally 
valid.  In  the  absence  of  the  judge,  or  when  he  is  engaged  in 
the  transaction  of  civil  business,  or  when  the  office  of  judge  shall 
be  vacant,  the  said  recorder  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  the  judge  by  this  act,  and  do  all  acts  as  fully  and  with  the  same 
eflFect  as  the  judge  could  do  if  he  were  acting  in  the  premises, 
and  the  signature  of  the  recorder,  as  such  shall  be  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  his  right  to  act  instead  of  the  judge,  but,  except  when 
the  office  of  judge  is  vacant,  the  said  recorder  shall  not  have 
authority  to  hear  and  determine  civil  causes. 

Section  4.  Said  court  shall  have  original  and  exclusive  juris- 
diction as  follows:  First,  of  all  cases  of  forcible  entry  and 
detainer  respecting'  estates  within  the  city  of  Old  Town  or  either 
of  the  towns  of  Milford,  Bradley,  Alton,  Argyle,  Greenbush  and 
Greenfield,  in  said  county  of  Penobscot.  Second,  of  all  sudi 
criminal  oflFenses  and  misdemeanors  committed  in  said  city  or 
either  of  said  towns  as  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  trial  justices. 
Third,  of  all  offenses  against  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said 
city  or  either  of  said  towns.  Fourth,  said  court  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  trial  justices  in  all  sudi 
matters,  civil  or  criminal,  within  the  county  of  Penobscot,  as  are 
by  law  within  the  jurisdiction  of  trial  justices  within  said  county 
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and  are  not  placed  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  said  court   ' 

by  this  section,  and  in  all  $uch  civil  matters,  excepting,  however, 
actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  respecting  estates  within 
the  city  of  Bangor,  the  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  though 
either  party  interested,  or  a  person  summoned  as  trustee,  resides 
in  said  city  of  Bangor. 

Section  5,  Said  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  con-  original 
current  with  the  supreme  judicial  court  as  follows :  First,  of  all  jfrtsdiotion 
civil  actions  wherein  the  debt  or  damages  demanded,  exclusive  ]^dioiai^?iurL 
of  costs,  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  in  which  any  per- 
son summoned  as  trustee  resides  within  the  county  of  Penobscot, 
or,  if  a  corporation,  has  its  office  or  an  established  or  usual  place 
of  business  in  said  county ;  or  in  which,  if  such  actions  are  not 
commenced  by  trustee  process,  any  defendant  resides  in  said 
county,  or,  if  no  defendant  resides  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 
any  defendant  is  served  with  process  in  said  county,  or  the  goods, 
estate,  or  effects  of  any  defendant  are  found  within  said  county 
and  attached  on  the  original  writ,  but  no  proceedings  under  the 
laws  relating  to  divorce  shall  be  included  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  court.  Second,  of  petitions  relating  to  the  support  of 
wives  and  children  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred' 
and  thirty-six  of  the  public  laws  enacted  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  amendments  thereof  and 
additions  thereto,  if  the  defendant  resides  in  the  county  of  Penob- 
scot. Third,  of  the  assaults  and  batteries  described  in  section 
twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  revised 
statutes ;  of  all  offenses  described  in  sections  one,  six,  seven,  nine 
and  eleven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  revised 
statutes,  when  the  value  of  the  property  is  not  alleged  to  exceed 
thirty  dollars ;  of  the  offense  described  in  section  twenty-one  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  revised  statutes ;  of 
all  offenses  described  in  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  revised  statutes ;  of  the  offenses 
described  in  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of  the  money, 
goods,  other  property,  or  thing,  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently 
obtained,  sold,  conveyed,  mortgaged  or  pledged,  or  fraudulently 
removed  or  concealed,  is  not  alleged  to  exceed  thirty  dollars,  and 
on  conviction  may  punish  for  either  of  said  crimes  or  offenses 
by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six  months ;  and  also  of  the 
offenses  described  in  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  on  conviction  may  punish 
therefor  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than 
sixty  days    and    by  fine  not  exceeding   one   hundred    dollars. 
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Fourth,  of  all  other  crimes  and  offenses  committed  in  said  county 
which  are  by  law  punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  and  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  of 
all  such  other  crimes  and  offenses  committed  in  said  county 
jurisdiction  whereof  is  expressly  conferred  upon  municipal  courts 
by  any  general  statute,  and,  upon  conviction,  may  punish  therefor 
as  provided  by  law.  Warrants  may  be  issued  by  any  municipal 
court  or  trial  justice  in  said  county,  upwi  complaint  for  offenses 
committed  in  said  city  of  Old  Town  or  either  of  the  towns  men- 
tioned in  section  four  of  this  act,  but  all  such  warrants  shall  be 
made  returnable  before  said  Old  Town  Municipal  Court,  and  no 
other  municipal  court,  and  no  trial  justice,  shall  have  or  take 
cognizance  of  any  crime  or  offense  committed  in  said  city  or  in 
either  of  said  towns. 

Section  6.  Said  court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  of  any  civil 
action  wherein  the  title  to  real  estate,  according  to  the  pleading 
or  brief  statement  filed  therein  by  either  party,  is  in  question; 
and  all  such  actions  brought  in  said  court  shall  be  removed  to 
the  supreme  judicial  court  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  in  like 
actions  before  a  trial  justice,  provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  said  court  from  proceeding  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  six  and  seven  of  chapter  ninety- 
four  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Section  7.  Any  action,  civil  or  criminal,  in  which  the  judge 
of  said  court  is  interested  or  related  to  either  of  the  parties  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  within  the  sixth  degree  according  to 
the  rules  of  the  civil  law,  or  within  the  degree  of  second  cousin 
inclusive,  but  which  would  otherwise  be  within  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  said  court,  may  be  brought  before  and  disposed  of 
by  any  trial  justice  or  any  other  municipal  court  in  said  county, 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  actions  before  said  trial  justice  or 
municipal  courts.  If  any  action  wherein  said  judge  is  so  inter- 
ested or  related  to  either  party  is  made  returnable  before  this 
court,  the  parties  thereto,  by  themselves  or  their  attorneys,  may 
in  writing  consent  that  said  judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of  the 
same,  or  such  actions  shall  be  disposed  of  as  follows;  civil 
actions,  wherein  the  debt  or  damages  demanded,  exclusive  of 
costs,  exceed  twenty  dollars,  shall,  upon  motion,  be  removed  to

court  in  said  county,  and  such  trial  justice  or  other  municipal 
court  shall  have  and  take  cognizance  of  such  action  and  dispose 
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of  the  same  as  if  originally  returnable  before  such  justice  or  court,    

provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  prevent  any 

civil  action  wherein  the  title  to  real  estate  is  in  question,  from 

being  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  pre-  _^^  actions 

ceding  section.     In  any  action  in  which  said  city  of  Old  Town   j5oid*Town^ 

or  either  of  the  towns  hereinbefore  named  is  a  party,  or  is  sum-   ^»artYhaif^' 

moned   as  trustee,  this  court  shall   not  lose  its   jurisdiction  by  jJfriiSiction.

No  trial  justice  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  disqualified 
from  presiding  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  this  section,  by 
reason  of  his  being  interested  in  any  action  returnable  before  or 
pending  in  said  court. 

Section  13.  Any  party  may  appeal  from  any  judgment  or 
sentence  of  said  court  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  the  same 
manner  as  from  a  judgment  or  sentence  of  a  trial  justice. 

Section  14.  Writs  and  processes  issued  by  said  court  shall 
be  in  the  usual  forms,  and  shall  be  served  as  like  precepts  are 
required  to  be  served  when  issued  by  trial  justices. 

Section  15.  All  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  relating  to 
attachment  of  real  and  personal  property  and  the  levy  of  execu- 
tions, shall  be  applicable  to  actions  brought  in  this  court  and 
executions  on  judgments  rendered  therein,  provided,  that  prop- 
erty may  be  attached  in  addition  to  the  ad  damnum,  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  costs  of  suit,  and  the  writs  may  be  framed  accordingly. 

Section  16.  All  civil  actions  in  said  court  shall  be  entered  on 
the  first  day  of  the  term  and  not  afterwards,  except  by  special 
permission ;  and  they  shall  be  in  order  for  trial,  except  actions 
of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  at  the  next  regular  monthly  term 
after  the  entry  if  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  provided,  that  any 
action  shall  be  considered  in  order  for  trial  at  the  return  term 
when  the  party  so  desiring  shall  have  given  written  notice  thereof 
to  the  adverse  party  seven  days  at  least  before  the  sitting  of  said 
court.  When  a  defendant,  legally  summoned,  fails  to  enter  his 
appearance  by  himself  or  his  attorney  on  the  first  day  of  the 
return  term,  he  shall  be  defaulted :  but  if  he  afterward  appear 
during  said  term,  the  court  may  for  sufficient  cause,  permit  the 
default  to  be  taken  off.  Pleas  in  abatement  must  be  filed  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  first  regular  weekly  term  held  after  the 
entry  of  the  action.     The  pleadings  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the 
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supreme  judicial   court,  and  all  provisions  of  law  relative  to   

practice  and  proceedings  in  civil  actions  in  the  supreme  judicial 
court  are  hereby  made  applicable  and  extended  to  this  court 
except  so  far  as  they  are  modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  17.  Actions  pending  in  this  court  may  be  referred  Pending 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  on  the 
report  of  the  referee  to  said  municipal  court,  judgment  may  be 
rendered  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  except  that  the  referees'  fees  shall  not  be 
paid  by  the  county  but  be  taxed  as  costs. 

Section  18.     If  any  defendant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  in  any  ^y^emorey 
civil  action  in  this  court  in  which  the  debt  or  damage  demanded   iSdic?af  court, 
or  claimed  in  the  writ  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  shall,  on  or  before   casea^*^*^ 
the  first  day  of  the  second  regular  weekly  term  of  said  court  after 
the  entry  of  said  action  file  in  said  court  a  motion  asking  that  I^S?^®  ' 
said  cause  be  removed  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  deposit 
with  the  judge  or  recorder  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  copies  and 
entry  fee  in  said  supreme  court,  to  be  taxed  in  his  costs  if  he 
prevails,  the  said  action  shall  be  removed  into  the  supreme  judi- 
cial court  for  said  county,  and  shall  be  entered  at  the  next  ensuing 
term  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  after  such  removal ;  and  the 
judge  or  recorder  of  said  municipal  court  shall  forthwith  cause 
certified  copies  of  the  writ,  return  of  the  officer  and  defendant's 
motion  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  supreme  judicial 
court  and  shall  pay  the  entry  fee  thereof.

Section  20.  Said  municipal  court  may  render  judgment  and  coi5t."° 
issue  execution,  punish  for  contempt  and  compel  attendance,  as 
in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  make  all  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  repugnant  to  law,  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  administration  of  justice,  and  is  clothed  with  all  such  power 
as  is  necessary  for  the  performance  of  its  duties  under  this  act. 

Section  21.     In  any  action  in  which  the  plaintiff  recovers  for  §SJ^*.^®'^ 
the  penalty,  forfeiture,  debt  or  damage  not  over  twenty  dollars, 
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or  property,  the  value  of  which  does  not  exceed  that  sum,  the 

costs  shall  be  taxed  as  before  trial  justices,  except  that  the  plain- 
tiff shall  have  two  dollars  for  his  writ.  Where  the  defendant 
prevails  in  any  action  in  which  the  sum  claimed  in  the  writ  is 
not  over  twenty  dollars,  or  property,  the  value  of  which  does  not 
exceed  that  sum,  he  shall  recover  two  dollars  for  his  pleadings, 
and  other  costs  as  before  trial  justices.  In  actions  where  the 
amount  recovered  by  the  plaintiff,  exclusive  of  costs,  exceeds 
twenty  dollars,  or  property,  the  value  of  which  exceeds  that  sum, 
or  the  amount  claimed,  or  the  value  of  the  property  recovered 
exceeds  twenty  dollars  where  the  defendant  prevails,  the  costs 
of  the  parties,  trustees  and  witnesses  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  except  the  costs  to  be  taxed  for  attend- 
ance shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  term,  for  as 
many  terms  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  court, 
j-eee.

October  of  each  year,  and  no  person  shall  during  the  open  sea- 
son in  this  county,  take,  catch,  kill  or  have  in  possession  more 
than  two  deer  or  parts  thereof.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offense. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, in  the  yeat  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Lilberty  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.    Lucius  C.  Morse,  J.  J.  Walker,  W.  J.  Knowlton,  corporators. 
Arthur  Ritchie  and  A.  C.  Crockett,  and  such  persons  as  they 
may  associate  with  themselves  in  the  enterprise,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  corporation  by  the  name 
of  the  Liberty  Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  -corporate 
the  town  of   Liberty,  in  the  county  of  Waldo,  and  the  inhab-

itants  of  said  town,  with  pure  water  for  industrial,  manufactur- 
ing, domestic,  sanitary  and  municipal  purposes,  including  extin- 
guishment of  fires. 

Section  2.     Said   company,  for   said   purposes,  may  detain,   ^aytake 
collect,  take,  store,  use  and  distribute  water  from  Saint  George's  J^^'^i'* 
lake  or   stream,  or  any  other  water  source  or  sources,  in  said  ^^^^'^^y- 
town  of  Liberty. 

Section  3.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  con-  May  lay 
struct,  and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  along  and  across  the  p*p*** 
highways,  ways,  streets  and  bridges  in  said  town,  and  to  take  up, 
replace  and  repair  all  such  sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants, 
and  structures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  their 
incorporation,  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  conditions 
as  the   selectmen  may  impose.     And   said   company  shall   be 
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responsible  for  all  damage  to  all  corporations,  persons  and  prop- 
erty occasioned  by  the  use  of  such  highways,  ways  and  streets, 
and  shall  pay  to  €aid  town  all  sums  recovered  against  said  town 
for  damages  from  obstruction  caused  by  said  corporation,  and 
for  all  expenses,  including  reasonable  counsel  fees  incurred  in 
defending  such  suits,  with  interest  on  the  same. 

Section  4.  Said  company  shall  have,  power  to  cross  any 
water  course,  public  or  private  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction 
thereof  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  their  corporation,  but 
in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof,  and 
said  company  shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  caused  thereby. 
Whenever  said  company  shall  lay  down  any  fixture  in  any  high- 
way, way  or  street,  or  make  any  alterations  or  repairs  upon  its 
works  in  any  highway,  way  or  street,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  done  with  as  little  obstruction  to  public  travel  as  may  be 
practicable,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  without  unnecessary 
delay,  cause  the  earth  and  pavements  thus  removed  by  it,  to  be 
replaced  in  proper  condition. 

Section  5.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  con- 
struct and  maintain  its  pipes  under  the  highways,  ways  and 
streets  in  said  Liberty  and  to  build  and  maintain  all  necessary 
structures  thereof,  to  build  dams  and  reservoirs  for  storage  of 
water  across  any  brook  or  stream  in  said  Liberty. 

Section  6.  Said  company  may  take  and  hold  any  lands  neces- 
sary for  reservoirs,  hydrants  and  other  necessary  structures,  and 
may  locate,  lay  and  maintain  pipes,  hydrants  and  other  necessary 
structures  or  fixtures  in,  over  and  through  any  land  for  its  pur- 
poses, and  excavate  in  and  through  such  lands  for  such  locations, 
construction  and  maintenance.  It  may  enter  upon  such  lands 
to  make  surveys  and  locations  and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  in  said  county  of  Waldo,  plans  for  such  locations  and  lands 
showing  the  property  taken. 

Section  7.  Should  the  said  company  and  the  owner  of  such 
land,  be  unable  to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  such 
location,  taking,  holding  and  construction,  the  land  owner  may 
within  twelve  months  after  said  filing  of  plans  of  location,  apply 
to  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Waldo  and  cause 
such  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  are  by  law  pre- 
scribed in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of  highways, 
so  far  as  such  law  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
contracts  with  the  United  States,  and  with  corporations  and 
inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Liberty,  or  any  village  corporation  or 
association  in  said  town,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  as 
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contemplated   by  this  act,  and-  said  town  of   Liberty,  or   part  

thereof,  is  hereby  authorized  by  its  selectmen  to  enter  into  con- 
tract with  said  company  for  a  supply  of  water  for  any  and  all 
purposes  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  for  such  exemption  from 
pubKc  burden  as  said  town  and  said  company  may  agree,  which, 
when  made,  shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all  parties  thereto. 
Any  village  corporation  in  said  town  through  its  assessors,  is 
also  authorized  to  contract  with  said  company  for  water  for  all 
public  purposes. 

Section  o.  Whoever  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  corrupt  the  corruption  of 
water  of  said  company,  whether  frozen  or  not,  or  in  any  way  punuiied. 
render  such  water  impure,  or  whoever  shall  wilfully  or  malic- 
iously injure  any  of  the  works  of  said  company,  shall  be  punished 
by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  two  years,  and  shall  be  liable  to  said  company 
for  three  times  the  actual  damage,  to  be  recovered  in  any  proper 
action.

Said  company  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the  con-   ijjgjig""* 
struction  of  its  works  of  any  and  all  kinds,  upon  such  rates  and 
time  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  ""™^-- 
thousand  dollars,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  the  fran-  property, 
chise  and  property  of  said  company. 

Section  13.     The  first  meeting  of  said  company  may  be  called   First  meeting, 
by  a  written  notice  thereof,  signed  by  any  three  corporators 
herein  named,  served  upon  each  corporator  by  giving  him  the 
same  in  hand  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  last  usual  place  of 
abode,  seven  days  before  the  time  of  meeting.

An  Act  to  exteoid  the  charter  of  the  BluehiU  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  the  Blue- 
hiU Water  Company,  which  were  granted  by  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  amended  and  extended  by  chapter 
four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  and  extended  by  chapter  one 
hundred  and  nine  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  further  extended  by  chapter  three 
hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  one,  are  hereby  extended  for  two  years  additional ; 
and  the  persons  named  in  said  act  and  amendment,  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privi- 
leges that  were  granted  them  by  said  act,  to  be  exercised  in  the 
same  manner  and  for  the  same  purpose  as  specified  in  said  act.

An  Act  granting  a  new  charter  to  the  Parmington  VUlage  Corporation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  The  territory  in  the  town  of  Farmington,  com- 
prising front  lots  number  twenty-four,  twenty-five,  twenty-six 
and  twenty-seven,  on  the  east  side  of  Sandy  river,  together  with 
the  inhabitants  thereon,  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Farmington  Village  Corporation, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  provided  by  the  general  laws  of 
the  state  relating  to  corporations.

thereof,  and  to  certify  and  deliver  lists  of  assessments  so  made,  [J^Se^L^* 
to  the  collector  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  same  in  like 
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manner  as  county  and  town  taxes  are  by  law  collected  by  towns, 
and  to  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation, 
who  shall  receive  the  same  and  pay  it  out  to  order  or  direction  of 
the  corporation,  and  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  moneys 
received  and  paid  out,  and  exhibit  the  same  to  the  assessors  when- 
ever requested ;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  the  same  power 
to  direct  the  mode  of  collecting  said  taxes  as  towns  have  in  the 
collection  of  town  taxes. 

Section  5.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
clerk,  treasurer,  collector,  three  assessors,  and  such  other  officers 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  may  require  the  assessors  to 
appoint. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  at  the  next  annual  meeting  after 
the  adoption  of  this  charter,  or  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  shall  adopt  a  code  of  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  this 
charter  or  the  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  efficient  management 
of  the  municipal  affairs  of  said  corporation.  The  by-laws  afore- 
said may  be  amended  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  corporation 
called  for  that  purpose. 

Section  7.  The  assessors,  clerk  and  treasurer  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held 
in  the  month  of  January. 

The  clerk  and  treasurer  shall  hold  office  each  for  one  year, 
or  until  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  assessors 
shall  appoint  a  collector.  At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
corporation  after  the  adoption  of  this  charter,  one  assessor  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
three  years,  and  thereafter  one  assessor  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Section  8.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  doings 
and  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  said  corporation. 

Section  9.  The  collector  and  treasurer  shall  give  bonds  in 
double  the  amount  of  the  taxes  so  raised,  to  the  inhabitants  of 
said  corporation,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  assessors 
and  clerk. 

Section  10.  The  meetings  of  said  corporation  shall  be  called 
by  publishing  the  warrant  of  the  assessors  in  any  newspaper 
printed  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation ;  the  publication  of 
which  shall  be  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of  holding 
said  meeting ;  or  by  posting  copies  of  said  warrant  in  three  public 
places  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  at  least  seven  days 
before  said  meeting. 

If  the  assessors  unreasonably  refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
corporation,  any  ten  or  more  legal  voters  may  apply  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  within  the  corporation,  who  may  issue  his  warrant 
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for  calling  such  a  meeting,  as  prescribed  in  the  statutes  for  call-   

ing  town  meetings. 

Section  ii.     All  persons  liable  to-be  taxed  for  polls,  residing  Legal  voters, 
in  the  limits   of   said  corporation,  shall   be  legal  voters  at  any 
meeting  of  said  corporation. 

Section  12.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  this  JSJ^rop^^,^!^ 
act,  are  hereby  repealed.     Provided,  however,  the  repeal  of  the 
said  acts  shall  not  affect  any  act  done,  or  any  act  accruing,  or  — p*^^*^®- 
accrued,  or  any  suit  or  proceeding  had  or  commenced  in  any 
civil  case   before  the  time  when  such    repeal  shall   take  effect, 
under  the  acts  hereby  repealed,  and  before  the  time  when  repeal 
shall  take  effect,  shall  be  affected  by  the  repeal.    And  provided,  —proviso, 
also,  that  all   persons  who,  at  the   time  said  repeal  shall   take 
effect,  shall  hold  any  office  under  the  said  acts  or  byrlaws  of 
the  Farmington  Village  Corporation,  shall  continue  to  hold  the 
same  until  others  are  elected  and   qualified    in  their   stead,  as 
provided  in  this  act. 

And  provided,  also,  that  all  acts  of  legislature,  relating  to  the  _  roviso 
Farmington  Village    Corporation  and  the   by-laws,  rules    and 
regulations  of  the  Farmington  Village  Corporation  in  force  at 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  if  not  inconsistent  therewith  shall 
remain  in  force  and  are  not  repealed  by  this  act. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  be  void  unless  at  a  legal  meeting  SuflSu 
of  the  corporation  called  for  the  purpose,  the  legal  voters  of 
the  corporation  shall  vote,  by  ballot  on  the  question  of  accept- 
ing this  charter,  and  if  a  majority  shall  vote  in  favor  of  its 
acceptance,  then  it  shall  take  effect  at  the  next  annual,  nineteen 
hundred  four,  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and  its  officers  shall 
be  elected  according  to  its  provisions.

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Chapter  IS8. 

An  Act   to   incorporate  the  Brunswick  and  Topsham  Water  District. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  territory  and  people  constituting  the  towns  S^iRs*^*^** 
of  Brunswick  and  Topsham  shall  constitute  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  under  the  name  of  the  Brunswick  and  Topsham  Water 
District,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants  of  said  dis- 
trict and  said  municipalities  with  pure  water  for  domestic  and 
municipal  purposes. 
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Section  2.  Said  district  is  hereby  authorized  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  to  take  and  hold  sufficient  water  of  any  surface  or 
underground  brooks,  streams  and  springs  in  said  district,  except- 
ing Thompson's  brook  and  the  tributaries  thereof,  and  may  take 
and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  land  or  real  estate  neces- 
sary for  erecting  dams,  power,  reservoirs,  or  for  preserving  the 
purity  of  the  water  and  water  shed,  and  for  laying  and  maintain- 
ing aqueducts  for  taking,  discharging  and  disposing  of  water. 

Section  3.  Said  district  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  that 
shall  be  sustained  by  any  persons  or  corporations  in  their  prop-' 
erty  by  the  taking  of  any  land  whatsoever,  or  water,  or  by 
flowage,  or  by  excavating  through  any  land  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  pipes,  building  dams  or  constructing  reservoirs.  If  any 
person  sustaining  damage  as  aforesaid  and  said  corporation  shall 
not  mutually  agree  upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  such  per- 
son may  cause  his  damages  to  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  as  are 
or  may  be  prescribed  in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out 
of  highways. 

Section  4.  Said  district  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  in  and 
through  the  streets  and  highways  thereof,  and  to  take  up,  repair 
and  replace  all  such  pipes,  aqueducts  and  fixtures  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  objects  above  set  forth,  and  whenever  said 
district  shall  lay  any  pipes  or  aqueducts  in  any  street  or  high- 
way it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  as  little  obstruction 
as  possible  to  the  public  travel,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense 
without  unnecessary  delay  cause  the  earth  and  pavement  removed 
by  it  to  be  replaced  in  proper  condition. 

Section  5.  All  the  affairs  of  said  water  district  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  trustees  composed  of  three  members,  two  to 
be  chosen  by  the  municipal  officers  of  Brunswick,  and  one  by 
the  municipal  officers  of  Topsham.  As  soon  as  convenient  after 
the  members  of  said  board  have  been  chosen,  said  trustees  shall 
hold  a  meeting  at  the  town  building  at  Brunswick,  and  organize 
by  the  election  of  a  president  and  clerk,  adopt  a  corporate  seal 
and  when  necessary  may  choose  a  treasurer  and  all  other  needful 
officers  and  agents  for  the  proper  conduct  and  management  of 
the  affairs  of  said  district.  At  said  first  meeting  they  shall 
determine  by  lot  the  term  of  office  of  each  trustee  so  that  one  shall 
serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years; 
and  whenever  the  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  expires,  the  body 
which  appoint.ed  said  trustee  shall  appoint  a  successor  to  serve 
the  full  term  of  three  years,  and  in  case  any  other  vacancy  arises 
it  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term.  They 
may  also  ordain  and  establish  such  by-laws  as  are  necessary  for 
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their  own  convenience  and  the  proper  management  of  the  anairs   

of  the  district.     The  term  of  office  of  trustees  shall  begin  on  the 

first  Monday  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred 

three.      Said  trustees   may  procure  an   office  and    incur    such   -oompenga- 

expenses  as  may  be  necessary.     Each  member  shall  receive  in   trnatees. 

full  compensation  for  his  services  an  allowance  of  one  hundred

Section  6.     Said    water  district    is    hereby  authorized    and   coin  *i^***' 
empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  by  the  exercise  of  the   f,[^?pti5Bt^'* 
right  of  eminent  domain,  which  right  is  hereby  expressly  dele-   Jj5*^|{.|<i 
gated  to  said  district  for  said  purpose,  the  entire  plant,  property 
and  franchises,  rights  and    privileges  now  held   by  the    Maine 
Water  Company  within  said  district,  excepting  the  Thompson's 
brook  and  its  tributaries,  but  including  all  other  lands,  waters, 
water    rights,    dams,    reservoirs,    pipes,    machinery,    fixtures, 
hydrants,  tools,  apparatus  and  appliances  in  said  district,  owned 
by  said  company  and  used  or  usable  in  supplying  water  therein, 
and  any  other  real  estate  in  said  district. 

Section  7.     In  case  said  trustees  fail  to  agree  with  said  Maine 

Water  Company  upon  the  terms  of  purchase  of  the  above  men-   domain,  how 

tioned  property  on  or  before  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and   property  of 

four,  said  water  district  through  its  trustees  is  hereby  authorized   co.

to  any  justice  of  said  court,  who  after  notice  to  said  Maine  Water 
Company  and  its  mortgagees,  shall  after  hearing  and  within 
thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  petition  appoint  three  disinter- 
ested appraisers,  none  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  town  of 
Brunswick  or  the  county  of  Sagadahoc,  one  of  whom  shall  be  -apprai»a«. 
learned  in  the  law,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  said 
plant,  property  and  franchises,  and  of  assessing  the  additional 
damages,  if  any,  suffered  by  the  said  Maine  Water  Company,  by 
reason  of  the  taking  of  said  plant,  property  and  franchises,  and  J^^i*^".*^ 
of  the  severance  thereof  from  the  entire  water  system  and  fran- 
chises as  now  operated,  composed  of  Brunswick,  Bath,  West 
Bath  and  Woolwich  ;  it  being  the  intent  of  this  act  that  the  amount 
of  said  valuation  and  of  said  additional  damages,  if  any,  taken 
together,  shall  be  so  fixed  as  to  equal  the  difference  between  the 
valuation,  before  severance,  of  the  entire  plant,  property  and 
franchises  of  said  company  in  Brunswick,  West  Bath,  Bath  and

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Woolwich,  and  the  valuation,  after  severance,  of  the  plant,  prop- 
erty and  franchises  of  said  company  in  the  easterly  part  of  Bruns- 
wick, and  in  West  Bath,  Bath  and  Woolwich,  as  aforesaid,  both 
said  last  named  valuations  to  be  determined  under  the  principles 
of  eminent  domain.  The  said  appraisers  shall  have  the  power 
of  compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of* 
books  and  papers  pertinent  to  the  issue,  and  may  administer 
oaths ;  and  any  witness,  or  person  in  charge  of  such  books  and 
papers  refusing  to  attend,  or  to  procure  the  same,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties  and  proceedings,  so  far  as  applicable,  as 
witnesses  summoned  to  attend  the  supreme  judicial  court.  The 
appraisers  so  appointed  shall,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  fix 
all  valuations  of  plants,  properties  and  franchises  and  assess  all 
damages,  if  any,  in  the  manner  heretofore  detailed  by  this  act, 
so  that  said  Maine  Water  Company  shall  receive  just  compensa- 
tion for  the  taking  of  said  Brunswick  plant,  property  and  fran- 
chises and  for  the  severance  thereof  from  the  entire  water  system 
and  franchises  above  described.  The  first  day  of  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,  shall  be  the  date  as  of  which  the  valuation 
aforesaid  shall  be  fixed,  from  which  day  interest  on  said  award 
shall  run  and  all  net  rents  and  profits  accruing  thereafter  shall 
belong  to  said  water  district.  The  report  of  said  appraisers,  or 
of  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  filed  in  said  clerk's  office  in  term 
time  or  vacation  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  appointment,  and 
such  single  justice,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  then  any 
justice  designated  for  the  purpose  by  the  chief  justice,  may,  after 
notice  and  hearing,  confirm  or  reject  the  same,  or  recommit  it  if 
justice  so  requires.  Before  a  commission  is  issued  to  the 
appraisers,  either  party  may  ask  for  instructions  to  the  appraisers, 
and  all  questions  of  law  arising  upon  said  requests  for  instruc- 
tions or  upon  any  other  matters  in  issue  may  be  reported  to  the 
law  court  for  determination  before  the  appraisers  proceed  to  fix 
the  valuation  of  the  property  and  assess  the  additional  damages, 
if  any.  The  award  of  the  appraisers  shall  be  conclusive  as  to 
valuations  and  damages.  Upon  the  confirmation  of  said  report 
the  court  so  sitting  shall  thereupon,  after  hearing,  make  final 
decree  upon  the  entire  matter,  including  the  application  of  the 
purchase  money,  discharge  of  incumbrances  and  transfer  of  the 
property,  jurisdiction  over  which  is  hereby  conferred,  with  the 
same  power  to  enforce  said  decree  as  in  equity  cases.  Upon 
request  of  either  party  the  justice  so  making  such  final  decree 
shall  make  separate  findings  of  law  and  fact.  All  such  findings 
of  fact  shall  be  final,  but  either  party  aggrieved  may  take  excep- 
tions to  any  rulings  of  law  so  made,  the  same  to  be  accompanied 
only  by  such  parts  of  the  case  as  are  necessary  to  a  clear  under- 
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Standing  of  the  questions  raised  thereby.     Such  exceptions  shall   '■ 

be  claimed  on  the  docket  within  ten  days  after  such  final  decree  ehaif  be  med 
is  signed,  entered  and  filed,  and  notice  thereof  has  been  g^ven  days, 
by  the  clerk  to  the  parties  or  theij  counsel,  and  said  exceptions  so 
claimed  shall  be  made  up,  allowed  and  filed  within  said  time 
unless  further  time  is  granted  by  the  court  or  by  agreement  of 
parties.  They  shall  be  entered  at  the  next  term  of  the  law  coun 
to  be  held  after  the  filing  of  said  decree  and  there  heard,  unless 
otherwise  agreed,  or  the  law  court  shall  for  good  cause  order  a 
further  time  for  hearing  thereon.  Upon  such  hearing  the  law 
court  may  confirm,  reverse  or  modify  the  decree  of  the  court 
below,  or  remand  the  cause  for  further  proceedings  as  it  deems 
proper.  During  the  pendency  of  such  exceptions  the  cause  shall 
remain  on  the  docket  of  the  court  below  marked  *law'  and  decree 
shall  be  entered  thereon  by  a  single  justice  in  term  time  or  in 
vacation,  in  accordance  with  the  certificate  and  opinion  of  the  law 
court.  Before  said  plant,  property  and  franchises  are  transferred 
in  accordance  with  such  final  decree,  and  before  payment  there- 
for, the  court  sitting  in  said  county  of  Cumberland  or  Sagadahoc, 
by  single  justice  thereof  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall,  upon 
motion  of  either  party,  after  notice  and  hearing,  take  account  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  properly  had  or  incurred  by  the 
Maine  Water  Company  belonging  to  this  period,  from  and  after 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  four,  and  all  net  rents  and 
profits  accruiijg  thereafter,  and  shall  order  the  net  balance  to  be 
added  to,  or  deducted  from,  the  amount  to  be  paid  under  such 
final  decree,  as  the  case  may  be.  All  findings  of  law  or  fact  by 
such  single  justice  at  such  hearing  shall  be  final.  On  payment 
or  tender  by  said  district  of  the  amount  so  fixed,  including  such 
additional  damages,  if  any,  and  the  performance  of  all  other  terms 
and  conditions  so  imposed  by  the  court,  said  entire  plant,  property 
and  franchises  in  said  district  westerly  of  the  Thompson's  brook 
plant  shall  become  vested  in  said  water  district  and  be  free  from 
all  liens,  mortgages  and  incumbrances  theretofore  created  by  the 
Pejepscot  Water  Company,  the  Bath  Water  Supply  Company, 
or  the  Maine  Water  Company.  After  the  filing  of  said  petition 
it  shall  hot  be  discontinued  or  withdrawn  by  said  water  district, 
and  the  said  Maine  Water  Company  may  thereafterwards  on  its 
part  cause  said  valuation  and  assessment  to  be  made  as  herein 
provided  and  shall  be  entitled  to  appropriate  process  to  compel 
said  water  district  to  perform  the  terms  of  the  final  decree,  and 
to  pay  for  said  plant,  property  and  franchises  in  accordance 
therewith. 

Section  8.     All    valid    contracts    now  existing:   between   the  contracts 

-^  .  ahall  be 

Pejepscot  Water  Company  or  the  Maine  Water  Company  and  assumed. 
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any  persons  or  corporations  for  supplying  water  within  said 
district  shall  be  assumed  and  carried  out  by  said  Brunswick  and 
Topsham  Water  District. 

Section  9.  For  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  this  act  said 
water  district,  through  its  trustees,  is  authorized  to  issue  its 
bonds  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  procure  funds  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred  ift  the  acquisition  of  the  property  of  said  Maine  Water 
Company,  and  the  purchase  thereof,  and  for  further  extensions, 
additions  and  improvements  of  said  plant,  and  to  secure  a  new 
source  of  supply.  Said  bonds  shall  be  a  legal  obligation  of  said 
water  district,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  quasi  municipal 
corporation  within  the  meaning  of  section  fifty-five,  chapter 
forty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  all  the  provisions  of  said 
section  shall  be  applicable  thereto.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  a 
legal  investment  for  savings  banks. 

Section  10.  All  individuals,  firms  and  corporations,  whether 
private,  public  or  municipal,  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
district  the  rates  established  by  said  board  of  trustees  for  the 
water  used  bv  them,  and  said  rates  shall  be  uniform  within  the 
district.  Said  rates  shall  be  so  established  as  to  provide  revenue 
for  the  following  purposes : 

I.  To  pay  the  current  running  expenses  for  maintaining  the 
water  system  and  provide  for  such  extensions  and  renewals  as 
may  become  necessary. 

II.  To  provide  for  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  district. 

III.  To  provide  each  year  a  sum  equal  to  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  four  per  cent  of  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the 
district,  which  sum  shall  be  turned  into  a  sinking  fund  to  pro- 
vide for  the  final  extinguishment  of  the  funded  debt.  The 
money  set  aside  for  the  sinking  fund  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
retirement  of  the  obligations  of  the  district  or  invested  in  such 
securities  as  savings  banks  are  allowed  to  hold. 

Section  11.  The  property  of  said  district  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation. 

Section  12.  All  incidental  powers,  rights  and  privileges  neces- 
sary to  the  accomplishment  of  the  main  object  herein  set  forth 
are  granted  to  the  corporation  hereby  created. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  by  ballot  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  of  said  towns, 
at  their  annual  meeting  in  March  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three  or  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  and  held 
for  the  purpose  within  sixty  days  after  the  approval  of  this  act. 
This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  the  governor  so  far 
as  necessary  to  empower  the  calling  and  holding  of  such  meeting. 
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The  approval  of  this  act  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  section 

shall  constitute  an  acceptance  by  said  water  district  of  the 
methods  of  appraisal  prescribed  by  section  seven  hereof,  and  shall 
bind  said  water  district  and  said  water  company  thereto. 

Section  14.     Sections  two,  three  and  four  of  this  act  shall  be  sections  2, 8 
inoperative,  null  and  void,  unless  the  said  water  district  shall  first  inoperative 
acquire  by  purchase,  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  purchaBcetc., 
domain,  as  in  this  act  provided,  the  plant,  property  and  franchises, 
rights  and  privileges  now  held  by  the  Maine  Water  Company 
within  said  district.  • 

Section  15.     All  costs  and  expenses  arising  under  the  provi-  costs  an<i

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Sefiate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  William  M.  Ayer  and  A.  R.  Small  both  of  Oak- 
land, Maine,  and  R.  \V.  Dunn  and  William  T.  Haines,  both  of 
Waterville,  Maine,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns  are 
hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Kennebec  Valley  ^me'!^"** 
Railroad  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  or  leasing  the  prop- 
erty, capital  stock,  rights,  privileges,  immunities  and  franchises  "P"*'^^®®" 
of  the  Somerset  Railway,  and  of  thereafterwards  exercising  the 
powers  of  this  act. 

Section  2.     The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  capital  stock, 
of  not  more  than  ten  thousand  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  corporation.     The  immediate  government  of  its  affairs 
shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  directory  to  be  chosen  as  the  by-laws  directors, 
of  said  corporation  may  provide,  not  in  conflict  with  the  general  _tennre. 
laws  of  the  state,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others  are

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' immunities  and  franchises  of  the  Somerset  Railway  upon  such 

terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon.  And  upon  such  pur- 
chase or  lease  the  said  Kennebec  Valley  Railroad  Company  shall 
have,  hold,  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  locations,  powers, 
privileges,  rights,  immunities,  franchises,  property  and  assets 
which  at  the  time  of  such  transfers  shall  then  be  had,  held,  and 
possessed  or  enjoyed  by  said  Somerset  Railway,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  to  which  the 
said  Somerset  Railway  shall  then  be  subject  by  reason  of  any 
charter,  contract  or  general  or  special  law  or  otherwise.

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     George  Ingraham,  Joseph  A.  Browne,  Clarence  Corporators. 
H.  Pearce,    John  Watson,    Don  A.  H.  Powers,   Ransford  W. 
Shaw,  Charles  D.  Merritt,  John  B.  Madigan,  Leland  O.  Ludwig, 
Frank  M.  Hume,  Hudson  T.  Frisbie,  Willard  S.  Lewin,  James 
Archibald  and  Harry  M.  Briggs,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  .corporate 
Houlton    and    Woodstock    Electric    Railroad    Company,    with  ^^^^' 
authority  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  a  street  railroad,  to  be 
operated  by  horse  power  or  electricity  with  convenient  single  and 
double  tracks,  side  tracks,  switches  or  turnouts,  with  any  neces- 
sary or  convenient  line  of  poles,  wires,  appliances,  appurtenances 
or  conduits,  from  the  east  line  of  the  town  of  Houlton  westward 
across  the  town  of  Houlton  to  and  into  the  towns  of  Hodgdon,  JJJJJ^*^"  *^' 
Linneus,  New  Limerick,  Littleton  and  Ludlow,  in  the  county  of 
Aroostook,  and  from  and  to  such  other  points  and  upon  and  over 
such  other  streets  and  ways,  in  the  towns  of  Houlton,  Hodgdon, 
Linneus,  New  Limerick,  Littleton  and  Ludlow,  as  shall   from 
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time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  municipal  officers 
of  said  towns,  and  assented  to  in  writing  by  said  corporation,  and 
shall  also  have  authority  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  said  rail- 
road over  and  upon  any  lands  where  the  land  damages  have  been 
mutually  settled  by  said  corporation  and  the  owners  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  all  tracks  of  said  railroad  shall  be  laid 
at  such  distances  from  the  sidewalk  in  any  of  said  towns  as  the 
municipal  officers  thereof  shall,  in  their  order  fixing  the  routes 
and  locations  of  said  railroad,  determine  to  be  for  public  safety 
and  convenience.  The  written  assent  of  said  corporation  to  any 
vote  of  the  municipal  officers  of  either  of  said  towns,  prescribing 
from  time  to  time,  the  routes  of  said  railroad  therein,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to 
be  the  location  thereof.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  fix  such  rates  of  compensation  for  trans- 
porting persons  and  property  as  it  may  think  expedient,  and  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  corpora- 
tions as  set  forth  in  the  forty-sixth  chapter  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Section  2.  The  municipal  officers  of  said  towns  shall  have 
power,  at  all  times,  to  make  all  regulations  as  to  the  rate  of 
speed,  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets,  roads  and 
ways  by  said  company  at  its  expense,  and  the  manner  of  use  of 
tracks  of  said  railroad  within  each  of  said  towns  as  public 
convenience  and  safety  may  require. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  repair 
such  portions  of  the'  streets  and  ways  as  shall  be  occupied  by 
the  tracks  of  said  railroad,  and  shall  make  all  other  repairs  of 
said  streets,  roads  and  ways  within  either  of  said  towns  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said  towns  may  be 
rendered  necessary  by  the  occupation  of  the  same  by  said  rail- 
road and  if  not  repaired  upon  reasonable  notice,  such  repairs 
may  be  made  by  said  towns  at  the  expense  of  said  corporation. 

Section  4.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  obstruct 
said  corporation  in  the  use  of  its  roads  or  tracks  or  the  passing 
of  the  cars  or  carriages  of  said  corporation  thereon,  such  person 
and  all  who  shall  aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  with  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

Section  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  lease, 
purchase  or  hold  such  real  or  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
and  convenient  for  the  purpose  of  management  of  said  road.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  MiUinocket  Trust  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Garret  Schenck,  A.  Ledyard  Smith,  George  H. 
Parks,  George  W.  Stearns,  James  F.  Kimball  and  S.  J.  Gonya 
or  such  of  them  as  may  by  vote  accept  this  charter  with  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic  to  be  known  as  the  MiUinocket  Trust  Company, 
and  as  such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  powers,  privileges  and 
immunities  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferre;^ 
and  imposed  by  law  on  similar  corporations. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located 
at  MiUinocket,  Penobscot  county,  Maine, 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  and  the  business 
which  it  may  perform,  are;  first,  to  receive  on  deposit,  money,

whom  at  least,  shall  be  residents  of  this  state,  whose  number 
and  term  of  office  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  share- 
holders at  the  first  meeting  held  by  the  incorporators  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  thereafter.     The  aflfairs  and  powers  of  the  corpo-  board, 
ration  may,  at  the  option  of  the  shareholders,  be  entrusted  to  an 
executive  board  of  three  members  to  be,  by  vote  of  the  share- 
holders, elected  from  the  full  board  of  directors  or  trustees.     The 
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directors  or  trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
proper  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until 
others  are  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  If  a  director  or 
trustee  dies,  resigns,  or  becomes  disqualified  for  any  cause,  the 
remaining  directors  or  trustees  may  appoint  a  person  to  fill  the 
vacancy  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation.  The 
oath  of  office  of  such  director  or  trustee,  shall  be  taken  within 
thirty  days  of  his  election,  or  his  office  shall  become  vacant.  The 
clerk  of  such  corporation  shall,  within  ten  days,  notify  such  direc- 
tors or  trustees  of  their  election,  and  within  thirty  days  shall 
publish  the  list  of  all  persons  who  have  taken  the  oath  of  office 
as  directors  or  trustees. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  directors  or  trustees  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  constitute  the  board  of  investment  of  said  corpo- 
ration. Said  directors  or  trustees  shall  keep  in  a  separate  book, 
specially  provided  for  the  purpose,  record  of  all  loans,  and  invest- 
ments of  every  description,  made  by  said  institution  substantially 
in  the  order  of  time  when  such  loans  or  investments  are  made, 
which  shall  show  that  such  loans  or  investments  have  been  made 
with  the  approval  of  the  executive  committee  of  said  corporation, 
which  shall  indicate  such  particulars  respecting  such  loans  or 
investments  as  the  bank  examiner  shall  direct.  This  book  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  directors  or  trustees  and  to  the  bank  examiner 
whenever  requested.  Such  loans  or  investments  shall  be  classi- 
fied in  the  book  as  the  bank  examiner  shall  direct.  No  loan  shall 
be  njade  to  any  officers,  director  or  agent  of  said  company  or  to 
other  persons  in  its  employ,  until  the  proposition  to  make  such 
loan  shall  have  been  submitted  by  the  person  desiring  the  same 
to  the  board  of  directors  of  such  bank,  or  to^  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  such  board,  if  any,  and  are  accepted  and  approved  by 
a  majority  of  such  board  or  committee.  Such  approval,  if  the 
loan  is  made,  shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  corporation ; 
and  this  record  shall,  in  every  instance,  give  the  names  of  the 
directors  authorizing  the  loan.  Said  corporation  shall  have  no 
authority  to  hire  money  or  to  give  notes  unless  by  vote  of  the 
said  board  or  of  said  committee  duly  recorded. 

Section  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a 
director  or  trustee  of  said  corporation  who  is  not  the  actual 
owner  of  ten  shares  of  its  stock. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation  after  beginning  to  receive  money 
on  deposit  shall  at  all  times  have  on  hand,  as  a  reserve,  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  an  amount  equal  to  at  least  fifteen 
per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  its  deposits  which  are 
subject  to  withdrawal  upon  demand  or  within  ten  days;  and 
whenever  said  reserve  of  such  corporation  shall  be  below  said 
percentage  of  such  deposits,  it  shall  not  increase  its  liabilities  by 
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making  any  new  loans  until  the  required  proportion  between  the  '- 

aggregate  amount  of  such  deposits  and  its  reserve  fund  shall  be 
restored;  provided,  that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money  two-thirds  of  -.proTito. 
said  fifteen  per  cent  may  consist  of  balances  payable  on  demand, 
due  from  any  national  bank,  and  one-third  of  said  fifteen  per  cent 
may  consist  of  lawful  money  and  bonds  of  the  United  States  or 
of  this  state,  the  absolute  property  of  such  corporation. 

Section  lo.     All  the  property  or  money  held  in  trust  by  this   Jj^fi*'^"^" 
corporation  shall  constitute  a  special  deposit  and  the  accounts   SpSJiii"^* 
thereof  and  of  said  trust  department  shall  be  kept  separate,  and  <^«po»**- 
such  funds  and  the  investment  or  loans  of  them  shall  be  specially . 
appropriated  to  the  security  and  payment  of  such  deposits,  and 
not  be  subject  to  any  other  liabilities  of  the  corporation;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  observance  of  this  proviso,  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  a  trust  department  in  which  all  business  per- 
taining to  such  trust  property  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct 
from  its  general  business. 

Section  ii.  An  administrator,  executor,  assignee,  guardian  Adminiaira- 
or  trustee,  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  pro-  tors!  etc.  may 
bate  and  insolvency,  officers  and  treasurers  of  towns,  cities,  coun- 
ties and  savings  banks  of  the  state  of  Maine  may  deposit  any 
moneys,  bonds,  stocks,  evidences  of  debt  or  of  ownership  in 
property,  or  any  personal  property,  with  said  corporation,  and 
any  of  said  courts  may  direct  any  person  deriving  authority  from 
them  to  so  deposit  the  same. 

Section   12.     Each  shareholder  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Responsi- 

blllty  of 

mdividually  responsible,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for  the  sharehoWew. 
other,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  such  corpo- 
ration, to  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the 
shares  owned  by  each  in  addition  to  the  amount  invested  in  said 
shares. 

Section  13.  Said  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  guaranty  Guaranty 
fund  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  net  earnings  in  each  and 
every  year  until  such  fund,  with  the  accumulated  interest  thereon, 
shall  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 
The  said  surplus  shall  be  kept  to  secure  against  losses  and  con- 
tingencies, and  whenever  the  same  becomes  impaired  it  shall  be 
reimbursed  in  the  manner  provided  for  its  accumulation.

ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 

If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation  the  examiner  is  of 
the  opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law, 
or  said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to 
render  its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those 
having  funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has 
exceeded  its  powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules 
or  restrictions  provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and 
take  such  action  as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks 
by  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes.

A  copy  of  such 
statement  shall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately  after 
the  annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper  published 
where  said  corporation  is  established.  If  no  paper  is  published 
in  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then  it  shall  be 
published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city  or  town. 
The  necessary  expenses  of  the  bank  examiner  while  making  such 
examination  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation. 

Section  i6.  Any  three  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act 
may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  by  mailing  a  written 
notice  signed  by  all  three,  postage  paid,  to  each  of  the  other  cor- 
porators, seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  meeting, 
naming  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  meeting,  and  at  such 
meeting  the  necessary  officers  may  be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted, 
and  any  other  corporate  business  transacted. 

Section  17.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Shaw,  Charles  D.  Merritt,  John  B.  Madigan,  Hudson  T.  Frisbie, 
Willard  S.  Lewin,  Leland  O,  Ludwig,  Frank  M.  Hume,  James 
Archibald  and  Martin  Lawlis,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  corporate  by 
the  name  of  the  Meduxnekeag  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com-   ^corporate 
pany,  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to   "ft™e.

Section  i.  The  term  of  office  of  the  member  of  the  board  of 
assessors  and  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  city  of  Portland  which  have  been  elected  by  the  city 
council  of  said  city  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  second 
Monday  in  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and 
one,  shall  expire  on  the  second  Monday  in  December,  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  and  the  elections  of  a  member  of  said  board 
of  assessors  and  four  members  of  said  board  of  overseers  of  the 
poor  on  the  second  Monday  in  December,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  by  said  city  council,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  legal,  and  all  acts  performed  by  either  of  said 
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officers  since  their  election  and  qualification  for  said  offices  are 
hereby  confirmed  and  made  valid,  and  their  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Section  2.  The  election  of  a  female  member  of  the  school 
committee  of  the  city  of  Portland  for  a  term  of  two  years  at  the 
annual  municipal  election  in  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
nineteen  hundred  and  two,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  legal,  and 
all  her  acts  as  a  member  of  said  committee  since  her  election 
and  qualification  are  hereby  confirmed  and  made  valid,  and  all 
future  elections  of  the  female  members  of  said  committee  shall 
be  at  the  annual  municipal  elections  in  December  and  for  a  term 
of  two  years.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  town  of  Athens  to  remove  the  bodies  of  deceased 

persons.

Section  i.  The  town  of  Athens  is  hereby  authorized  to  take 
up  from  the  old  burying  ground  in  the  village  in  said  town  the 
bodies  and  remains  of  all  deceased  persons  buried  therein,  and 
all  headstones  and  markers  at  the  graves  therein,  and  remove 
the  said  bodies  and  remains  to  the  new  burying  ground  in  said 
town  and  there  decently  bury  the  same,  and  properly  reset  such 
head  stones  and  markers  over  such  dead  bodies  and  remains,  at 
the  expense  of  said  town ;  and  to  sell  and  convey  all  the  right 
and  interest  said  town  has  in  the  old  burying  ground ;  provided 
that  said  town  of  Athens  at  any  legal  meeting  or  meetings,  duly 
called  and  notified,  shall  agree  thereto,  by  a  majority  vote  of  its 
legal  voters  present  and  voting. 

Section  2,    This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  Prouts  Neck  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Prouts  Neck  Water  Company,  incorporated 
under  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  private  and  special

Chapter  174. 

An   Act   to   Incorporate   the   West   Branch    Driving   and   Reservoir   Dam 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     Frederick   H.  Appleton,   J.  Fred  Webster,   Fred  corporators. 
A.  Gilbert,  J.  Sanford  Barnes,  Jr.,  Payne  Whitney,  R.  Somers 
Hayes  and    Garret    Schenck,  their    associates,  successors    and 
assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the 
name  of  the  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam  Company.  name- 
Section  2.     The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fixed  capital  stock, 
by   said   company   and   shall   not   be   less   than  two   hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time  by  a 
vote  representing  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  issued. 

Section  3.     When  this  charter  shall  have  been  accepted  by  Eminent 
the  corporators  and  said  company  shall  have  been  organized  and  anS^to'what*'^ 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  thereof  to  an  amount  at  least  beexeroisedT 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  made  in  good 
faith,  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  least  on  such  subscriptions 
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shall  have  been  actually  paid  in  cash  into  the  treasury  of  said 
company,  said  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam  Com- 
pany may  then  exercise  the  power  of  eminent  domain  to  the 
extent  that  thereunder  it  may  take  and  hold  all  the  dams,  real 
estate,  piers,  booms,  wing  dams,  side  dams  and  steamboats  now 
owned  by  the  Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company  except  the  dam 
at  the  outlet  of  Millinocket  lake  which  is  to  be  and  remain  the 
property  of  the  Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company.  Said  West 
Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam  Company  may  file  in  the 
registries  of  deeds  in  Penobscot  and  Piscataquis  counties  a  writ- 
ten statement  of  its  determination  to  exercise  said  power  of 
eminent  domain  and  thereupon  said  dams,  real  estate,  piers, 
booms,  wing  dams,  side  dams  and  steamboats  shall  be  and  become 
the  property  of  said  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam 
Company  and  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company  pertaining  to  the  driving  of 
logs  and  the  improving  of  the  West  branch  of  the  Penobscot 
river  above  the  head  of  Shad  pond  on  said  West  branch  but  not 
below  the  head  of  said  Shad  pond  shall  be  and  become  the 
powers,  rights  and  privileges  of  the  West  Branch  Driving  and 
Reservoir  Dam  Company,  and  all  the  duties  of  said  Penobscot 
Log  Driving  Company  pertaining  to  the  driving  of  logs  between 
the  head  of  Chesuncook  lake  and  the  head  of  Shad  pond  shall  be 
and  become  the  duties  of  said  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reser- 
voir Dam  Company  which  shall  thereafter  be  holden  to  perform 
said  duties  except  as  modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  value  of  said  dams,  real  estate,  piers,  booms,  wing  dams, 
side  dams  and  steamboats  so  taken  shall  be  determined  by  agree- 
ment between  said  companies  or  if  said  companies  shall  fail  to 
agjee  then  by  a  commission  of  three  disinterested  persons  to 
be  appointed  as  follows :  Either  of  said  corporations,  or  any 
person  interested,  may  file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Penobscot,  either  in  term 
time  or  vacation,  a  petition  to  said  court  for  the  appointment  of 
such  commission,  to  consist  of  three  disinterested  persons,  and 
upon  such  petition  said  court,  after  such  notice  as  said  court 
may  deem  proper,  shall  appoint  such  commission.  Such  com- 
mission shall  as  soon  as  may  be,  but  after  reasonable  notice,  hear 
the  parties,  their  proofs  and  arguments  and  determine  the  value 
of  said  dams,  real  estate,  piers,  booms,  wing  dams,  side  dams 
and  steamboats.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and 
papers  pertinent  to  the  issue,  and  may  administer  oaths,  and  any 
witness  or  person  in  charge  of  such  books  or  papers  refusing  to 
attend   or  to  produce  the   same  shall   be  subject   to  the   same 
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penalties  and    proceedings,  so    far  as    applicable,  as  witnesses 

summoned  to  attend  the  supreme  judicial  court.  The  commis- 
sion, or  a  majority  thereof,  after  such  hearing,  shall  report  to  -commission 
the  court  in  said  county  in  term  time  what  in  its  judgment  is  a  to  conn? 
fair  and  just  value  of  the  dams,  real  estate,  piers,  booms,  wing 
dams,  side  dams  and  steamboats,  which  it  is  directed  to  appraise 
and  all  other  findings  which  it  may  have  been  directed  by  the 
court  to  make,  and  return  such  papers  and  proofs  taken  by  it 
as  the  court  has  directed  or  may  from  time  to  time  direct  it  to 
return. 

The  court  may  confirm  such  report  or  reject  it,  or  recommit  J^nflrar*^ 
the  same,  or  submit  the  subject   matter  thereof  to  a  new  com-  JJlSm^t 
mission.  ^^'^' 

The  expenses  of  said  commission  shall  be  paid  one-half  by  ^Sfusfon!' 
each  of  said  companies.  paid.**^™ 

All   proceedings  of   the  court  with   reference  to   any  matter  -exceptions,

herein  raising  a  question  of  law  shall  be  subject  to  exceptions,   disposed  of. 

When  all  such  exceptions,  if  any  shall  be  taken,  shallbe  disposed 

of,  and  any  such  report  shall  have  been  accepted  and  confirmed 

by  said  court,  said  court  shall  render  judgment  against  said  West 

Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam  Company  for  the  amount 

finally  determined  in  such  report  as  accepted  and  confirmed  by 

said  court. 

Section  4.  If  the  amount  of  said  judgment  with  the  amount  pinobloot^* 
of  all  other  assets  of  said  Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company,  not  companjT* 
including  said  Millinocket  dam  and  not  including  the  franchise  gSwanteedf 
of  said  Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company,  shall  not  be  sufficient 
to  pay  in  full  all  outstanding  notes  and  other  legal  liabilities  of 
said  Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company  said  West  Branch  Driving 
and  Reservoir  Dam  Company  shall  make  good  the  deficiency 
and  be  holden  to  guarantee  the  payment  in  full  of  all  such  notes 
and  other  legal  liabilities  after  all  said  assets  of  the  Penobscot

all  logs  and  other  lumber  that  may  be  in  the  West  branch  of  the 
Penobscot  river  between  the  head  of  Chesuncook  lake  and  the 
head  of  said  Shad  pond  into  said  Shad  pond,  but  if  said  Shad 
pond  shall  become  filled  with  logs  then  against  the  rear  of  said 
logs  in  said  pond,  and  the  booms  and  piers  at  the  head  of  Chesun- 
cook lake  acquired  by  the  Penobscot  Log  Driving  Company 
from  the  West  Branch  Chesuncook  Boom  Company  shall  be 
within  the  chartered  limits  of  this  company. 

Section  6.  Said  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam 
Company  shall  make  at  least  one  drive  each  year,  with  due 
diligence,  from  the  head  of  Chesuncook  lake  into  said  Shad  pond 
in  the  manner  aforesaid  and  shall  start  said  drive  from  the  head 
of  Chesuncook  lake  as  soon  as  all  logs  for  said  drive  shall  arrive 
there  but  not  later  than  June  twenty-fifth,  in  each  year  in  any 
event  and  shall  complete  the  same  in  nineteen  hundred  three  by 
the  twentieth  day  of  August  and  thereafter  by  the  fifth  day  of 
August  in  each  year.  Said  company  shall  be  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  drive  from  the  head  of  Chesuncook  lake  any  logs  which 
shall  not  be  there  when  the  rear  of  said  drive  shall  be  started  as 
aforesaid,  nor  under  any  obligation  to  drive  the  same  season  any 
logs  which  shall  not  be  delivered  to  it  before  the  rear  of  said 
drive  shall  pass  the  point  of  attempted  delivery. 

Section  7.  Said  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam 
Company  shall  receive  for  driving  the  logs  as  aforesaid  into 
Shad  pond  the  following  prices  per  thousand  feet  board  measure : 
From  the  head  of  Chesuncook  lake,  seventy  cents ;  from  the  foot 
of  Chesuncook  lake,  fifty-three  cents ;  from-  Sourdnahunc,  fifty 
cents;  from  the  head  of  Ambijejus  lake,  thirty  cents;  from  the 
foot  of  Pemadumcook  lake,  sixteen  and  one- fourth  cents ;  from 
North  Twin  dam,  eleven  cents,  and  for  logs  driven  to  the  sorting 
booms  of  the  Great  Northern  Paper  Company,  or  the  Twin 
Lakes  Lumber  Company;  from  the  head  of  Chesuncook  lake, 
fifty  cents ;  from  the  foot  of  Chesuncook  lake,  thirty-three  cents ; 
from  Sourdnahunc,  thirty-three  cents.  And  from  any  place  to 
any  place  within  the  limits  aforesaid  not  specified  above,  the 
price  shall  be  as  near  as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  above  prices. 
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These  prices  shall  continue  in  force  for  ten  years  and  thereafter  JE^ 

until  changed  by  the  legislature. 

Section  8.     All  owners  of  logs  and  other  lumber  which  shall  py ment  for 

be  driven   by  said    company    shall    pay  three-quarters  of   the  tob^made.**' 


amount  due  for  driving  their  respective  logs  and  lumber  at  the 
prices  above  set  forth  as  soon  as  such  logs  or  other  lumber  shall 
arrive  at  their  respective  places  of  destination,  and  shall  pay  the 
balance  of  said  amount  as  soon  as  such  logs  or  other  lumber 
shall  be  scaled  after  arriving  at  their  respective  places  of  desti- 
nation, but  at  all  events  within  three  months  from  the  time  when 
such  logs  or  other  lumber  shall  pass  from  the  control  of  said 
company.  And  the  number  of  feet  driven  shall  be  found  by 
using  as  a  basis  the  boom  scale  of  the  Penobscot  boom,  or  what 
shall  be  equivalent  to  such  scale. 

Section  9.     The  West  Branch  Driving  and  Reservoir  Dam   Lien  on  logs 
Company  is  hereby  given  a  lien  on  all  logs  and  lumber  which  it   fordriring.* 
shall  drive  for  the  driving  of  the  same  as  provided  in  this  act, 
which  lien  shall  have  precedence  of  all  other  claims  except  liens         n  h  11 
reserved  to  the  state  and  laborers'  liens.     Such  lien  shall  con-   conunne  for

tinue  for  six  months  after  the  logs  or  lumber  shall  arrive  at  the 
place  of  destination  for  sale  or  manufacture  and  may  be  enforced 
bv  attachment. 

Section  10.  Said  company  in  any  and  all  dams  which  may  storage  and 
be  owned  or  controlled  by  it  may  store  water  for  the  use  of  any  ^^^  °'  ^^ter. 
mills  or  machinery  which  may  use  West  branch  water,  subject 
to  the  provision  that  day  and  night  throughout  the  year  the  flow 
of  water  down  the  West  branch,  so  long  as  there  shall  be  any 
stored  water  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  cubic  feet  per 
second,  measured  in  the  canal  and  at  the  stone  dam  of  the  Great

commission  ought  to  be  made.  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in 
such  commission  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be 
filled  by  the  chief  justice  after  such  notice  as  he  shall  order  and 
hearing.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  name  of  the  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the 
state  of  Maine,  is  hereby  changed  to  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Rail- 
way. 

Section  2.  The  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  of  stock  or  otherwise  the  street 
railroads  franchises  and  all  other  assets  of  the  Mousam  River 
Railroad  and  of  the  Sanford  and  Cape  Porpoise  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  of  the  Sanford  Power  Company,  respectively,  and  of 
any  other  connecting  street  railroads,  and  to  operate  said  street 
railroads,  when  acquired,  with  all  the  rights,  franchises  and 
privileges  attached  respectively  thereto  as  a  part  of  its  street  rail- 
way system ;  and  to  raise  funds  for  the  above  purpose,  or  for  any 
extension  of  its  said  system,  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is 
further  authorized  to  issue  shares  of  its  capital  stock  or  bonds 
seaired  by  mortgage,  or  either,  to  such  amount  as  may  be  found 
expedient ;  and  the  Mousam  River  Railroad  and  the  Sanford  and 
Cape  Porpoise  Railway  Company  and  the  Sanford  Power  Com- 
pany, and  any  other  connecting  street  railroads  are  hereby 
respectively  authorized  to  lease  or  sell  their  railroads,  property 
and  franchises  to  the  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway. 

Section  3.  The  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is  hereby 
authorized  to  engage  in  the  business  of  furnishing  electric  light, 
heat  and  power  in  the  town  of  Sanford,  subject,  however,  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  regulating  the  erection  of  posts,  wires 
and  lines  for  the  purposes  of  electricity,  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities 
by  law  incident  to  corporations  having  similar  corporate  purposes. 

Section  4.  All  proceedings,  suits  at  law  or  in  equity  which 
may  be  pending  at  the  time  of  such  transfers  to  which  either  of 
the  corporations  named  in  section  two  may  be  a  party,  may  be 
prosecuted  or  defended  by  the  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway 
in  like  manner  and  with  like  eiFect  as  if  such  transfer  had  not 
been  made.  All  claims,  contracts,  rights  and  causes  of  action 
of  or  against  either  of  the  said  corporations  so  selling  or  leasing, 
at  law  or  in  equity,  may  be  enforced  by  suit  or  action  to  be 
begun  or  prosecuted  by  or  against  the  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line 
Railway. 
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Section  5.     When  the  transfers  authorized  by  this  act  are 


Shall  be 


carried  out  and  fully  completed,  the  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Rail-  uabie  for 
way  shall  be  liable  for  the  then  legally  existing  debts  and  obli-  acquir^ 
gations  of  each  and  all  of  the  companies  so  making  such  transfers. 

Section  6.     The  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is  farther   Mayacauire 
authorized  to  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise  the  lines,    cSSunuous  ^ 
property  and  franchises  of  any  street  railroad  or  street  railroads   ^*"®'** 
whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would  form  connection 
or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line 
Railway,  as   constructed   or   chartered,  and   in    such   case  the 
Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  appropriate  conditions  and  limitations  con- 
tained in  the  charters  and  franchises  then  acquired.     Any  street 
railway  company  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would 
form  connecting  or  continuous  lines  with  the  lines  of  the  Atlantic 
Shore   Line   Railway,  as  constructed   or   chartered,  is   hereby 
authorized  to  lease  or  sell  its  lines,  property  and  franchises  as  in 
this  section  authorized. 

Section  7.     The  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  may,  for   May  issue 
the  purposes  of  sections  two,  three  and  five,  or  either  of  them,   j2^?or*^ 
issue  such  additional  stock  as  may  be  necessary  therefor,  like-   ge^SnsVs 
wise  such  additional  bonds  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes   *°**  ** 
of  said  sections  or  of  either  of  them  and  secure  the  said  bonds   —and  issue 
by  appropriate  mortgages  upon  its  franchises  and  property,  and   bonds^*^ 
thereafterwards  issue  its  stock  and  bonds,  or  either  of  them,  in 
payment    and    exchange  for  the    stock,  bonds,  franchises    and 
property  of  any  corporation  making  transfers  under  sections  two, 
three  and  five,  in  such  manner  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

Section  8.     The    Atlantic    Shore    Line   Railway    is    further   ^,

authorized  to  cross  tide  waters  and  navigable  waters  within  the  tide  waters, 
limits  of  any  or  all  the  towns  within  which  the  aforesaid  railroads 
are  built  or  authorized,  upon  existing  bridges  or  upon  bridges  or 
structures  of  said  company  erected  therefor,  provided,  however,  _^^yi^^ 
that  said  company  shall  not  unnecessarily  obstruct  navigation,  • 
and  that  the  manner  and  conditions  of  its  so  crossing  said  waters 
upon  any  bridges,  and  of  its  erecting  and  maintaining  any  such 
bridges  or  structures  of  its  own  shall  first  be  determined  by  the 
municipal  officers  of  the  town  or  towns  within  the  limits  of  which 
said  bridge  or  structure  shall  be  so  erected,  maintained  or  used, 
and  if  said  company  and  such  municipal  officers  shall  disagree 
as  to  the  terms  prescribing  the  manner  and  conditions  of  such 
crossing  or  of  erecting  and  maintaining  any  such  bridge  or 
structure,  the  same  shall  after  notice  and  hearing  be  determined 
by  the  railroad  commissioners  and  their  decree  thereon  shall  be 
final.

Section  9.  The  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain  a  street  railroad 
for  street  traffic  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  along 
and  upon  said  streets,  roads  and  ways,  and  over  and  across  such 
lands  as  said  company  may  deem  best  for  public  convenience^ 
with  such  single  or  double  tracks,  side  tracks,  switches,  turnouts, 
stations,  and  appurtenances,  and  with  such  poles,  wires  and 
appliances  as  shall  be  reasonably  convenient  in  the  premises,  with 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  or  usually  granted  to 
similar  corporations. 

Section  10.  The  municipal  officers  of  the  town  or  towns  in 
which  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is  located  shall  deter- 
mine the  distance  from  the  sidewalks  or  from  the  side  lines  of 
the  streets  at  which  the  rails  of  said  company  shall  be  laid.  The 
railway  company  or  any  person  interested  may  at  any  time  appeal 
from  such  determination  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
who  shall  upon  notice  hear  the  parties  and  finally  determine  the 
questions  raised  by  said  appeal.

company  or  any  person  interested  to  at  any  time  appeal  from 
any  determination  or  order  of  the  municipal  officers  of  any  town 
determining  the  distance  from  the  sidewalks  or  the  side  lines  of 
the  streets,  of  the  proposed  locaticm  of  the  rails  of  said  company 
to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  who  shall  upon  notice 
hear  the  parties  and  finally  determine  the  questions  raised  by  said 
appeal. 

Section  11.  All  the  said  railroad  lines  to  be  operated,  con- 
structed or  maintained  under  this  act  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  in  such  form  and  manner  and  with  such  rails  and 
upon  such  grade  as  the  municipal  officers  of  the  towns  where  the 
same  are  located  may  direct.  Such  municipal  officers  shall  have 
power  at  all  times  to  make  such  regulations  as  to  the  mode  of 
use  of  any  such  tracks,  the  rate  of  speed  and  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets,  roads  and  ways  as  the 
public  safety  and  convenience  may  require.  The  said  railroad 
company  may  at  any  time  appeal  from  any  such  determination, 
decrees,  rules  and  regulations  made  and  established  under  this 
section,  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  who  shall,  upon 
notice,  hear  the  parties  and  finally  determine  the  questions  raised 
by  said  appeal. 

Section  1 2.  Whenever  the  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway 
requires  additional  land  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  align- 
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ment  of  any  part  of  the  road  by  it  to  be  built  or  acquired  under    '- 

this  act,  or  if  it  requires  additional  land  for  double  tracking  its 
road  to  be  built  or  acquired  hereunder,  and  is  unable  to  obtain 
the  same  by  agreement  with  the  owner,  it  may  apply  in  writing 
to  the  railroad  commissioners,  describing  the  land  required  for 
either  or  both  of  said  purposes,  and  naming  the  persons  inter- 
ested;  the  commissioners  shall   thereupon  appoint  a   time   for  -oommis. 
hearing  near  the  premises  and  requiring  notice  to  be  given  to  all   appoSft*^*" 
persons   interested,  as  they  may  direct,  fourteen   days  at   least     ®^^"*^" 
before  said  time;    and  shall  then  view  the  premises,  hear  the  -notice, 
parties  and  determine   how  much  if  any  of  said  real   estate  is 
required  for  either  or  both  of  said  purposes.     If  they  find  that 
any  of  it  is  so  required  they  shall  furnish  the  corporation  with  a 
certificate  containing  a  definite  description  thereof,  and  when 
it  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  courts  in  the  county  where  the  larid 
lies  it   shall   be  deemed  and  treated   as  taken   for   public  uses; 
provided,  however,  that  where  land  is  held  by  a  tenant  for  life  -proviso, 
and  the  reversion  is  contingent  as  to  the  persons  in  whom  it  may 
vest  on  the  termination  of  the  life  estate,  such  fact  shall  be  stated 
in  the  application  and  the  commissioners  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
notice  to  the   tenant  for   life,  give  notice   by  publication  to  all 
others  interested,  in  such  manner  as  they  deem  proper.     In  taking 
such  land  the  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of

section  seventeen  of  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  revised  statutes,  but  ^g^Ynj^ted 
the  damages  therefor  shall  be  estimated  and  paid  in  the  manner  ^^  p**^^- 
hereinafter  provided  by  section  thirteen  of  this  act. 

Section  13.     For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  damages  to  fjJJPiocafioiT 
be  paid  for  lands  taken  under  this  act  the  land  owner  or  said  damages  for. 
company  may,  within*  three  years  after  the  filing  of  such  plans 
and  locations  with  the  clerk  of  courts  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
apply  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county  of  York  and  have  such 
damages  assessed  as  is  provided  by  law  wherein  land  is  taken  for 
railroads,  so  far  as  the  same  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  charter,  and  where  inconsistent  or  at  variance  with  this 
charter,  the  charter  shall  control.     The  said  commissioners  shall  —cattle

to  be  a  waiver  of  the  same.  No  action  shall  be  brought  against 
such  company  for  such  taking  and  occupation  of  land  until  after 
such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit. 

Section  14.  The  locations  of  rails,  posts,  wires  and  fixtures 
within  the  limits  of  any  street,  road  or  way,  as  now  established 
by  any  or  all  of  the  street  railroad  companies,  authorized  to  sell 
their  properties  and  franchises  under  this  act,  are  hereby  con- 
firmed and  made  valid. 

Section  15.  The  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  shall, 
e5tcept  as  modified  by  this  act,  have  all  the  rights  and  privil^es 
conferred  by  general  law  upon  street  railroad  corporations,  and 
be  subject  to  the  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  thereby 
imposed. 

Section  16.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  176. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Hancock  Water,  Light  and  Power  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  I.  George  H.  Grant,  Isadore  L.  Halman  and  John 
S.  Sanger,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
made  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Hancock  Water, 
Light  and  Power  Company. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each.  The  capital  stock  may  by  vote  of  the 
corporation  be  increased  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  hold  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  purposes 
of  its  incorporation. 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  sup- 
ply water  for  public  and  private  use,  and  for  any  and  all  pur- 
poses in  the  town  of  Hancock  in  Hancock  county ;  to  generate 
and  supply  light  by  electricity,  gas  or  otherwise  for  public  and 
private  use,  and  for  any  and  all  purposes  in  the  towns  of  Han- 
cock and  Sullivan,  in  said  county ;  and  to  generate,  sell,  distribute 
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tribute  and  supply  electric  or  other  power  for  any  and  all  pur-  ^ 

poses  in  the  aforesaid  towns  of  Hancock  and  Sullivan. 

Section  4.     Said    corporation  is   hereby  authorized    for    the  May  erect 

purposes  aforesaid,  to  erect  and  maintain  dams,  reservoirs,  filters  reservoirs, 
and  standpipes;   and  to  lay  and  maintain  pipes  and   aqueducts 

necessary  or  proper  for  accumulating,  storing,  conducting,  dis-  -may  lay 

pipes* 

charging,  distributing,  disbursing,  supplying  and  selling  water ; 
said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
any  real  estate  necessary  therefor,  and  may  take,  store  and  use 
the  water  of  any  river,  stream,  lake,  pond,  spring  or  well  in  the 
town  of  Hancock,  and  may  excavate  through  any  lands  when 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

Section  5.     Said    corporation  is    hereby   authorized  for   the   Mayfumish 
purposes  aforesaid,  to  carry  on  the  business  of  lighting  by  elec-   of  Hanoook 
tricity,  gas  or  otherwise,  the  public  streets  and  such  buildings 
and   places  in  the  towns  of   Hancock  and    Sullivan   aforesaid, 
both  public  and  private,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  corpora- 
tion, and  the  owners,  or  those  having  control  of  such  places,  to 
be  lighted;    and  may  furnish    motive  power    by  electricity  or  7j5f^by"**** 
otherwise  within  said  towns,  and  may  build,  maintain  and  operate   ciec^-ncity. 
works,  plants  and  manufactories  for  the  purposes  of  generating, 
providing,  supplying  and  selling  electricity,  gas  or  other  light  and 
power  of  any  kind,  and  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise anv  real  estate  necessary  therefor,  and  mav  construct,  lay, 
erect,  maintain  and  operate  pipe  lines,  or  lines  of  wire,  or  other 
material,  and  poles  and  wires  for  the  transmission  of  gas,  elec- 
tricity and  power,  any  or  all  of  them,  upon,  under,  along  and 
over  any  and  all  streets  and  ways  in  the  towns  of  Hancock  and 
Sullivan. 

Section  6.     Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  down   May  lay 
in  and  through  the  streets  and  ways  of  the  said  town  of  Hancock,   of^ancockT** 
and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair  all  such  pipes,  aqueducts  and 
fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation 
under  such  reasonable  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the 
selectmen  of  said  town,  and  said  corporation  shall  be  responsible 
for  all  damage  to  persons  and  property  occasioned  by  its  use  of 
such  streets  and  ways,  and  shall  further  be  liable  to  pay  to  said   _^  ^ 
town  all  sums  recovered  against  it  for  damages  from  obstructions   use  of  streets, 
caused  by  said  corporation. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all  DatnaResfor 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  by  the  taking  ^*°'^  ^"^*'*- 
of  water,  land  or  other  property,  or  by  flowage,  or  by  excavating 
through  any  land  for  the  purposes  of  laying  down  pipes  and 
aqueducts,  building  dams,  reservoirs  and  also  damages  for  an,y 
other  injuries  resulting  from  said  acts :  and  if  any  person  sustain- 
32 
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ing  damage  as  aforesaid,  and  said  corporation  cannot  mutually 
agree  upon  the  compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  either  party 
on  petition  to  the  county  commissioners  of  Hancock  county  may 
have  the  damages  assessed  by  them ;  and  subsequent  proceedings 
and  rights  of  appeal  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner,  and  under 
the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  as  are  by  law 
provided  in  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of  highways. 

Section  8.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  contracts  with  the  United  States,  the  state  of  Maine  and 
the  town  of  Hancock  and  with  corporations  and  inhabitants  of 
said  town  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water,  light  and  power 
as  contemplated  by  this  act ;  and  with  the  town  of  Sullivan  and 
with  corporations  and  inhabitants  of  said  town  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  light  and  power  as  contemplated  by  this  act.  And 
the  said  towns  of  Hancock  and  Sullivan,  through  its  selectmen, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  said  corpora- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  supplying  light  and  powej,  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  town  of  Hancock,  water,  as  contemplated  by  this  act ; 
and  also  for  such  exemption  from  public  burden  as  the  said 
towns,  or  either  of  them,  and  said  corporation  may  agree  upon, 
which  when  made  shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all  parties 
thereto. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  cross  any 
public  or  private  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction  thereof  when 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  but  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof,  and  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  caused  thereby.  Whenever 
said  corporation  shall  lay  down  any  pipes  in  any  street,  or  make 
any  alteration  or  repairs  upon  its  works  in  any  street  it  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  as  little  obstruction  to  public 
travel  as  may  be  practicable,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  with- 
out unnecessary  delay  cause  the  earth  removed  to  be  replaced 
in  proper  condition. 

Section  10.  When  said  corporation  shall  take  any  water, 
land  or  other  property  under  the  powers  herein  granted  it  shall 
cause,  a  statement  of  such  waters,  and  a  description  of  such  land, 
or  other  property,  with  a  plan  thereof  to  be  filed  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  Hancock  county,  and  within  ten  days  of  such  filing 
a  copy  of  such  statement  or  description  shall  be  published  three 
weeks  successively  in  some  public  newspaper  printed  in  Ells- 
worth in  said  Hancock  county.  Such  water,  land  or  other 
property  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  taken  at  the  date  of  such 
filing.  The  corporation  shall  take  no  water,  land,  or  other  prop- 
erty, until  such  filing  of  statement  or  description,  but  may  make 
all  needful  explorations  and  surveys  on  any  land  or  water  in  said 
towns  prior  to  such  filing. 
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Section  ii.     Said   corporation   may  issue  its  bonds  for   the 

construction  of  its  works  upon  such  rates  and  terms  as  it  may  bo^e!*"* 
deem  expedient  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  the  franchise  and  property  of 
said  company. 

Section  12.     The   lease  for  nine  hundred  ninety-nine  years  Leaaefrom 
from  the  Hancock  Point  Water  Company,  a  corporation  created  point  water 
by  act    of   the  legislature  of    Maine   approved    February  one,  confirmed, 
eighteen  hundred  eighty-seven,  to  George  H.  Grant  of  all  its 
franchises,  plant,  real  and  personal  property,  said  lease  being 
dated  May  eleven,  nineteen  hundred  one,  is  hereby  ratified  and 
made  valid ;  and  the  said  George  H.  Grant  is  hereby  authorized 
to  assign  and  convey  to  the  corporation  hereby  created  all  and  the 
same  property  and  property  rights  acquired  by  him  under  and 
by  virtue  of  said  lease  from  the  Hancock  Point  Water  Company, 
and  the  said  corporation  hereby  created  may  thereafterwards 
have,  hold  and  exercise  all  the  rights,  titles,  privileges  and  advan- 
tages heretofore  held  or  enjoyed  by  the  Hancock  Point  Water 
Company  and  leased  to  said  Grant  as  fully  and  effectually  as  if 
originally  granted  to  and  held  by  said  corporation  hereby  created ;  _termB, 
but  expressly  subject  to  all  the  terms,  restrictions,  limitations  jesj^'^io^^o'*"' 
and  conditions  as  set  forth  in  the  aforesaid  lease  from  the  Han- 
cock Point  .Water  Company  to  George  H.  Grant. 

Section  13.     The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  may  be  First  meeting, 
called  by  a  public  notice  published  in  the  Ellsworth  American  **o"^<«^^«^- 
five  days  before  the  day  of  meeting,  said  call  to  be  signed  by 
any  one  of  the  corporators  herein  named. 

Section  14.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved. 

Approved  March  17,  1903. 


Chapter  177.

R.  Page,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
incorporated  under  the  name  of  Libby  Meadow  Brook  Dam 
Company. 

Section  2.  Said  company  may  erect  and  maintain  dams  with

dams  or  improvements,  until  the  full  amount  of  such  tolls  is  paid, 
to  be  enforced  by  attachment,  but  the  logs  of  each  mark  shall 
only  be  holden  for  the  unpaid  tolls  of  such  mark. 

Section  4.     The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed   capital  stock, 
three  thousand  dollars. 

Section  5.  When  said  company  shall  have  received  from  tolls  toils,  whem 
its  outlay  on  all  dams  and  improvements  and  for  the  repairs 
made  upon  the  same  up  to  that  time,  including  the  amount  paid 
on  account  of  flowage  or  other  damages  and  six  per  cent  interest 
thereon  then  the  tolls  herein  provided  shall  be  fixed  at  a  sufficient 
amount  to  keep  said  dams  and  other  improvements  in  repair.

John  R.  Toothaker,  Abram  Ross,  John  W.  Ross, 
Lyman  J.  Kempton,  Eugene  I.  Herrick,  Gilbert  L.  Kempton, 
Harry  A.  Furbish,  Whiting  L.  Butler  and  Fred  W.  Soule,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body  cor- 
porate by  the  name  of  the  Round  Pond  Improvement  Company, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  similar  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  deepen,  widen  and  other-

toll  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  such  logs,  or  a  major 
part  of  them,  shall  arrive  in  Rangeley  lake,  in  said  county,  or 
at  the  place  of  manufacture,  said  corporation  may  seize  said  logs 
and  sell  at  public  sale  so  many  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  such  toll,  costs  and  charges,  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  sale  being  given  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  county  of  Franklin.

An  Act  to  consolidate  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway,  Sanford  and  Cape 
Porpoise  Railway  Company,  Moustim  River  Railrocul  and  Sanford  Power 
Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  name  of  the  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the 
state  of  Maine,  is  hereby  changed  to  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Rail- 
way. 

Section  2.  The  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  of  stock  or  otherwise  the  street 
railroads  franchises  and  all  other  assets  of  the  Mousam  River 
Railroad  and  of  the  Sanford  and  Cape  Porpoise  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  of  the  Sanford  Power  Company,  respectively,  and  of 
any  other  connecting  street  railroads,  and  to  operate  said  street 
railroads,  when  acquired,  with  all  the  rights,  franchises  and 
privileges  attached  respectively  thereto  as  a  part  of  its  street  rail- 
way system ;  and  to  raise  funds  for  the  above  purpose,  or  for  any 
extension  of  its  said  svstem,  said  Atlantic  Shore  Line  Railway  is

Section  4.  All  proceedings,  suits  at  law  or  in  equity  which

All  the  said  railroad  lines  to  be  operated,  con- 
structed or  maintained  under  this  act  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  in  such  form  and  manner  and  with  such  rails  and 
upon  such  grade  as  the  municipal  officers  of  the  towns  where  the 
same  are  located  may  direct.  Such  municipal  officers  shall  have 
power  at  all  times  to  make  such  regulations  as  to  the  mode  of 
use  of  any  such  tracks,  the  rate  of  speed  and  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets,  roads  and  ways  as  the 
public  safety  and  convenience  may  require.

such  sum  and  with  such  securities  as  they  may  approve,  condi- 
tioned for  such  payment  or  deposit;  failure  to  apply  for  dam- 
ages within  the  said  three  years  by  said  land  owner  shall  be  held 
to  be  a  waiver  of  the  same.  No  action  shall  be  brought  against 
such  company  for  such  taking  and  occupation  of  land  until  after 
such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit. 

Section  14.  The  locations  of  rails,  posts,  wires  and  fixtures 
wathin  the  limits  of  any  street,  road  or  way,  as  now  established 
by  any  or  all  of  the  street  railroad  companies,  authorized  to  sell 
their  properties  and  franchises  under  this  act,  are  hereby  con- 
firmed and  made  valid.

Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all  DamaKesfor 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  by  the  taking  ^*°'^  ^"'*'** 
of  vyater,  land  or  other  property,  or  by  flowage,  or  by  excavating 
through  any  land  for  the  purposes  of  laying  down  pipes  and 
aqueducts,  building  dams,  reservoirs  and  also  damages  for  any 
other  injuries  resulting  from  said  acts :  and  if  any  person  sustain-

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ing  damage  as  aforesaid,  and  said  corporation  cannot  mutually 
agree  upon  the  compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  either  party 
on  petition  to  the  county  commissioners  of  Hancock  county  may 
have  the  damages  assessed  by  them ;  and  subsequent  proceedings 
and  rights  of  appeal  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner,  and  under 
the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  as  are  by  law 
provided  in  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of  highways. 

The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  contracts  with  the  United  States,  the  state  of  Maine  and 
the  town  of  Hancock  and  with  corporations  and  inhabitants  of 
said  town  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water,  light  and  power 
as  contemplated  by  this  act ;  and  with  the  town  of  Sullivan  and 
with  corporations  and  inhabitants  of  said  town  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  light  and  power  as  contemplated  by  this  act.  And 
the  said  towns  of  Hancock  and  Sullivan,  through  its  selectmen, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  said  corpora- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  supplying  light  and  powe/,  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  town  of  Hancock,  water,  as  contemplated  by  this  act ;

When  said  corporation  shall  take  any  water, 
land  or  other  property  under  the  powers  herein  granted  it  shall 
cause,  a  statement  of  such  waters,  and  a  description  of  such  land, 
or  other  property,  with  a  plan  thereof  to  be  filed  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  Hancock  county,  and  within  ten  days  of  such  filing 
a  copy  of  such  statement  or  description  shall  be  published  three 
weeks  successively  in  some  public  newspaper  printed  in  Ells- 
worth in  said  Hancock  county.

Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  real  and  personal  estate  necessary  and  convenient 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  amount. 

Section  4.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  purity  of  said  water,  said  corporation  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  and  use  water  from  Square  pond  and  from  Mousam 
or  Long  pond  in  the  towns  of  Acton  and  Shapleigh,  and  conduct 
and  distribute  the  same  in  and  through  the  towns  of  Acton, 
Shapleigh  and  Sanford ;  to  survey  for,  locate,  lay,  erect  and 
maintain  suitable  dams,  reservoirs  and  machinery,  pipes,  aque- 
ducts and  fixtures,  but  shall  not  lay,  erect  and  maintain  dams 
on  any  water  power  privileges,  known  to  be  such,  or  occupy  any 
adjoining  lands  that  do  not  belong  to  such  corporation ;  to  carry 
its  pipes  or  aqueducts  under  or  over  any  water  course,  bridge, 
street,  railroad,  highway  or  other  way ;  to  enter  upon  and  exca- 
vate any  highway  or  other  way,  in  such  manner  as  least  to 
obstruct  the  same;  to  enter,  pass  over  and  excavate  any  lands; 
and  to  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  real  estate, 
rights  of  way  or  of  water,  and  in  general  do  any  acts  necessary, 
convenient  or  proper  for  carrying  out  any  of  the  purposes  of  its 
incorporation.  And  said  corporation  is  further  authorized,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  all  needed  repairs  or  service  connections, 
to  lay  its  pipes  through  any  public  or  private  lands  or  ways, 
with  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  same  and  dig  therein ;  but  no 
entry  shall  be  made  on  any  private  lands  or  ways,  except  to 
make  surveys,  until  said  corporation  shall  file  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  in  the  county  of  York,  plans  of  the  location  of  all  lands 
and  water  rights  which  it  may  wish  to  take  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  nor  until  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  such  filing ; 
and  with  such  plan,  the  corporation  may  file  a  statement  of  the 
damages  it  is  willing  to  pay  to  any  person  for  any  property  so 
taken,  and  if  the  amount  awarded  finally,  does  not  exceed  that 
sum,  the  company  shall  recover  costs  against  such  person,  other- 
wise such  person  shall  recover  costs  against  the  company. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  persons  by  the  taking  of 
any  land,  water,  right  of  way  or  other  property,  or  by  excavating 
through  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  surveying,  locating,  laying 
or  building  dams,  reservoirs,  pipes,  aqueducts  and  other  neces- 
sary fixtures,  and  for  any  other  injuries  resulting  from  said  acts; 
and  if  any  person  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid,  shall  not 
agree  with  said  corporation  upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor, 
either  party,  upon  petition  to  the  county  commissioners  of  York 
county,  within  twelve  months  after  said  plans  are  filed,  may  have

said  damages  assessed  by  them,  and  subsequent  proceedings  and 

right  of  appeal  thereon,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner,  and 
under  the  same  conditions,  restrictions,  and  limitations  as  are 
by  law  prescribed  in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of 
highways.  Failure  to  apply  for  damages  within  said  twelve 
months  shall  be  held  to  be  a  waiver  .of  the  same. 

Section  6.     Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  down   May  lay 
and  maintain  in  and  through  the  streets  and  ways  of  said  town 
of  Sanford  and  adjoining  towns,  all  such  pipes,  aqueducts  and 
fixtures   as   may   be  necessary   for   the   purposes   hereinbefore 
mentioned.

Section  7.  Said  company  may  establish  and  fix,  from  time  water  rates, 
to  time,  rates  for  the  use  of  water  and  collect  the  same.  Said 
town  of  Sanford  is  herebv  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  said  company  for  a  supply  of  water  for  all  municipal  pur- 
poses, which,  when  made  shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all 
parties  thereto. 

Section  8.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Peter  C.  Keegan,  Allen  E.  Hammond,  James  corporators. 
Crawford,  Arthur  Brown,  Earl  H.  Cowing,  Henry  A.  Cagnon, 
Joseph  F.  Theriault,  Simeon  Cyr  and  Remi  Cyr,  with  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
under  the  name  of  the  Van  Buren  Sewerage  Company  for  the  name, 
purpose  of  providing  a  system  of  sewers  and  drainage  for  the 
town  and  village  of  Van  Buren  for  the  comfort,  convenience 
and  health  of  the  people  of  Van  Buren,  with  all  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  and  immunities  incident  or  properly 
belonging  to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.      Said  corporation  mav  acquire  and  hold  real  and   Ma/ hold  real

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exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  and  may  issue  and  sell 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  secured  by 
mortgage  of  its  works  and  franchise,  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  its  works. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  and 
hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  land  or  real  estate  or  ease- 
ment therein  necessary  for  forming  basins,  reservoirs  and  out- 
lets, for  erecting  buildings  for  pumping  works  and  for  laying 
and  maintaining  conduits  for  carrying  and  collecting,  discharg- 
ing and  disposing  of  sewerage  matter  and  waters  and  for  any 
other  objects  necessary,  convenient  and  proper  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  may  construct  conduits,  in  man- 
ner aforesaid  in  and  through  said  village  of  Van  Buren  to  and 
into  the  Saint  John  river  and  its  tributaries,  the  discharge  there- 
from to  be  at  such  point  in  said  river  and  tributaries  as  is  most 
convenient,  and  convey  through  the  same  sewerage,  surface  water 
and  the  natural  flowage  of  existing  water  courses  and  secure  and 
maintain  basins,  reservoirs  and  outlets ;  may  construct  and  main- 
tain flush  tanks,  manholes,  lampholes  and  all  usual  appliances, 
public  and  private;  may  build  and  maintain  pumping  stations 
and  buildings,  constructions  and  appliances  for  collecting,  hold- 
ing, distributing  and  disposing  of  sewerage  matter,  may  establish 
regulations  for  the  use  of  sewers  and  fix  and  collect  the  prices 
to  be  paid  for  entering  the  same  and  also  the  annual  rentals  for 
using  thereof,  and  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  having  first  obtained  the  permission  of  the 
municipal  officers  of  said  town  and  under  such  restrictions  and 
regulations  as  said  officers  may  prescribe,  to  lay  down  through 
the  streets,  highways  and  lands  of  said  town,  and  take  up,  replace 
and  repair  all  such  conduits,  pipes  and  fixtures  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  objects  of  its  incorporation;  to  carry  and  lay 
conduits  under  any  watercourse  way,  public  or  private,  or  rail-

Said  corporation  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds 
for  the  northern  district  of  Aroostook  county,  a  certificate  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  land  taken,  or  on  which  an  easement 
may  be  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  a  statement 
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of  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  taken,  to  be  recorded  by  the  reg- 

ister  and  such  land  or  easement  shall  be  deemed  to  be  taken  upon 
the  filing  of  such  certificate. 

Section  6.  Such  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  damages  Damages  for 
that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  in  his  property  by  the  taking 
of  any  land  or  easement  therein,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
and  if  any  person  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid  and  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  mutually  agree  upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  there- 
for, such  person  may  cause  his  damages  to  be  ascertained  in  the  JitSSed.

poses of  this  act,  shall  pay  twice  the  amount  of  damages  to  said

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Albert  A.  Burleigh  of  Houlton,  Charles  A.  MiUi-  corporators, 
ken  of  Augusta,  James  W.  Parker  of  Portland,  George  A. 
Murchie  of  Calais,  Maine,  Redfield  Proctor  of  Proctor,  Vermont, 
Abner  W.  Hayford  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Allan  E.  Ham- 
mond and  Peter  C.  Keegan  of  Van  Buren,  Maine,  John  Costigan 
of  Ottawa,  Ontario,  James  Robinson  of  Millerton,  New  Bruns- 
wick, Thomas  J.  Cochran  and  John  M.  Stevens  of  Edmundston, 
New  Brunswick,  Thomas  Crockett  of  River-Du-Loup,  Province 
of  Quebec,  and  Thomas  Clair  of  Saint  Francis,  New  Brunswick, 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  under  the  name  of  the  Saint  John

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denominations  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred  and  one  thousand 
dollars,  secured  by  mortgage  upon  the  property  of  said  company, 
and  its  franchises,  for  the  building  of  the  dam  and  other  works 
provided  for  in  this  act,  and  the  payment  of  damages  for  land 
taken  and  land  flowed  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  by 
this  act. 

Section  4.  The  head  office  of  the  company  shall  be  in  Van 
Buren,  in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  at  which  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  shall  be  held ;  but  the  directors  may  meet  elsewhere, 
as  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  and  such  meetings 
may  be  held  in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick.  The  company 
is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  such  franchises,  powers  and  privi- 
leges as  may  be  conferred  upon  it  by  the  legislature  of  New 
Brunswick  or  the  parliament  of  Canada,  and  to  perform  such 
acts  within  New  Brunswick  or  Canada  as  may  be  required  or 
permitted  by  said  legislature  or  parliament,  and  this  company 
may  consolidate  or  amalgamate  and  build,  maintain  and  carry 
on  its  works  and  the  franchises  hereby  granted  jointly  with  the

delay,  caused  by  the  said  dams,  wing  dams,  conduits,  booms, 
sheer  booms,  side  booms,  piers,  wharfs,  slips,  buildings  or  other 
works  of  the  company,  or  by  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
said  dams  and  other  works,  in  the  driving  and  floating  down  the 
river  Saint  John  of  any  logs,  except  local  logs. 

The  company  shall,  without  delay,  build  and  maintain  in  the 
said  dams  such  fish  ways  and  of  such  design  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Section  7.  The  company,  by  means  of  and  through  the  works  g2S^l[52^S? 
aforesaid,  may  hold,  collect,  secure,  separate,  sort  out,  raft  and  i°g^y,^y*|® 
drive  over  the  said  dam  all  logs  including  local  logs,  that  may 
come  into  or  be  driven  within  the  company's  booms  above  the 
said  dam ;  and  may.  in  addition  to  its  own  logs,  contract  to  hold, 
collect,  secure,  separate,  sort  out,  raft  and  drive  to  their  destina- 
tion, all  local  logs  coming  over  said  dam  or  into  the  Saint  John 
river  out  of  any  river  or  stream  or  in  any  other  manner  what- 
soever, below  said  dam  and  above  the  boundary  line  near  Grand 
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Falls,  that  may  be  intaided  for  any  and  all  sawmills  or  pulp  mills 
or  other  manufactories  that  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  built 
and  operated  along  the  river  Saint  John  below  said  dam  and 
above  the  boundary  line  near  Grand  Falls,  provided,  however, 
all  logs,  except  local  logs  which  shall  come  into  or  be  driven 
within  the  company's  booms,  shall,  without  any  unnecessary 
delay,  be  separated  by  the  company  from  the  company's  logs  and 
from  local  logs  and  be  driven  out  of  the  said  booms  into  the  river 
at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

The  Madawaska  Log  Driving  Company  may  place  one  or 
more  men,  if  necessary,  at  the  said  booms  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  company  hereby  incorporated,  to  see  that  all  logs  in  the 
manner  herein  provided,  except  the  company's  logs  and  local 
logs  are  all  and  properly  passed  by  and  if  not  passed  by  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  log  driving  company,  may  itself  take 
charge  of  and  pass  by  all  logs  except  local  logs  and  the  logs  of 
the  company,  hereby  incorporated. 

Section  8.  Subject  to  any  provisions  of  any  act  of  the  legis- 
lature of  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  the  company  shall  not 
take  or  hold  within  its  booms  any  prize  or  unmarked  logs,  and 
any  person  interested  may  go  upon  the  property  of  the  company 
at  any  reasonable  time  and  in  a  reasonable  manner  and  search 
for  such  prize  or  unmarked  logs,  but  the  company  shall  have  its 
proper  proportion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  provided, 
however,  the  company  may,  by  and  with  the  consent  in  writing 
of  all  the  owners  of  logs  operating  on  the  Saint  John  river  or 
any  tributary  thereof  above  said  dam,  which  consent  must  be 
served  upon  the  company  at  least  two  months  before  the  driving 
season  opens,  hold  said  prize  or  unmarked  logs  in  their  booms  to 
be  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  provided,  also,  the 
holding  of  said  prize  or  unmarked  logs  in  the  company's  booms 
shall  be  optional  with  the  company,  unless  a  bond  satisfactory 
to  the  company  shall  have  been  given  to  the  company  to  indem- 
nify it  against  any  damages  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  the 
holding  in  its  booms  of  said  prize  or  unmarked  logs. 

Section  9.  Such  piers,  booms  and  other  works  authorized  to 
be  placed  in  the  river  Saint  John  by  the  company  shall  be  so 
constructed  and  maintained  by  the  company  as  to  not  unneces- 
sarily obstruct,  hinder  or  delay  the  free  and  uninterrupted  pas- 
sage down  the  said  river  to  and  below  the  said  dam  all  logs, 
except  local  logs  and  logs  of  the  company. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  and  it  is 
hereby  required  to  hold,  collect,  secure,  separate  and  sort  out 
within  its  booms  above  its  dam,  and  whenever  requested  so  to  do, 
drive  over  the  dam,  all  local  logs  which  shall  come  into  or  be 
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driven  within  the  company's  booms  at  any  time  between  the      °^^' 

opening  of  the  spring  and  the  river  being  entirely  free  from  ice 

and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year  during  the 

continuance  of  this  act,  providing  the  owner  or  owners  of  said   _ppoyiBo. 

local  logs  shall  have  furnished  the  company  with  the  mark  or 

marks  of  said  local  logs  a  reasonable  time  before  the  opening 

of  the  spring  and  at  least  fifteen  days  before  said  local  logs  come 

within  the  company's  booms  and  after  so  furnishing  said  marks 

all  logs  bearing  any  of  said  marks  shall  be  considered  local  logs 

so  soon  as  they  come  within  the  said  booms  and  shall  be  under 

the  full  control,  and  be  liable  to  boomage  and  other  charges  of 

the  company. 

Section  ii.  The  company  shall  be  entitled  to  and  may  charge  Toils  and 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  holding,  collecting,  securing,  °**"''"*'^®®* 
separating,  sorting  out,  booming  and  for  other  work  done  in 
connection  with  said  local  logs,  within  its  booms  above  said 
dams,  and  may  by  by-laws  from  time  to  time  fix  uniform  tolls 
and  charges  therefor  on  the  different  kinds  of  logs,  which  said 
by-laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council,  and  the  company  may  also  fix  by  contract  with  the  owner 
or  owners  of  said  local  logs,  the  charges  to  be  made  by  the  com- 
pany for  all  local  logs  contracted  for  by  and  with  the  company 
to  be  driven  or  rafted  and  driven  to  their  destination  above  the 
Grand  Falls  and  below  said  dam ;  and  the  company  shall  have  a 
lien  on  said  local  logs  whether  manufactured  or  not,  in  respect  to  Uigt?  °^ 
which  boomage  and  other  charges,  including  those  for  driving 
or  rafting  and  driving  of  the  company  have  not  been  paid  for  a 
period  of  two  months  after  said  logs  have  reached  their  destina- 
tion ;  and  if  said  logs  have  not  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  _  ^^  ^^^^  ^ 
company,  the  company  may  retain  said  local  logs  or  a  sufficient  '?  tofja^^d^*^ 
part  thereof  to  pay  the  same  and  all  other  expenses  afterwards  charges, 
incurred  in  connection  therewith,  until  the  same  are  paid ;  and  if 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  local  logs  shall  not,  within  ten  days 
after  said  local  logs  have  been  surveyed  by  the  company,  pay 
the  same,  the  company  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  keeping  said  local  logs  which  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
at  the  risk  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  the  company  is 
hereby  authorized,  if  default  in  the  payment  of  all  said  charges 
against  said  local  logs  continue  another  ten  days,  to  sell  them 
or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  of  said  charges 
and  expenses  at  public  auction  on  giving  ten  days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  to  be  published  in  the  newspaper  published 
in  Aroostook  county  at  the  place  nearest  to  Fort  Kent  or  by  send- 
ing a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by  registered  letter  to 
the  person  or  persons  who  furnished  the  mark  or  marks  on  the 
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said  local  logs,  at  least  ten  days  before  such  sale,  and  after 
deducting  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  all  charges  and  also  the 
expenses  of  keeping  said  local  logs  and  the  expenses  of  such  sale 
as  well  as  all  other  incidental  expenses,  shall  render  the  surplus, 
if  any,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  local  logs. 

Section  12.  All  local  logs  shall  be  measured  by  a  competent 
surveyor  duly  sworn,  who  shall  be  employed  and  paid  by  the 
company,  whose  survey  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the  parties, 
unless  the  owTier  or  owners  of  such  local  logs  shall  give  notice  to 
the  company  within  three  days  after  the  said  local  logs  have  been 
surveyed,  of  his  or  their  dissent  to  such  survey,  then  and  in  such 
case  the  differences  shall  be  settled  and  determined  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  section  fifteen  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  that  may 
be  conferred  upon  the  company  by  section  eight  of  this  act  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  said  section,  the  company 
may  from  time  to  time  as  the  directors  may  deem  expedient, 
between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  sell  by  public  auction  at  a  public  place  in  Fort 
Kent  aforesaid,  first  giving  fifteen  days'  notice  by  advertisement 
in  the  newspaper  published  in  Aroostook  county  nearest  to  Fort 
Kent,  all  such  prize  or  unmarked  logs,^  except  such  as  may  be 
in  joints  or  shackle  booms,  as  may  be  found  within  the  booms  of 
the  company  during  the  season,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  such 
sale,  exhibit  and  post  up  for  the  information  of  purchasers  a 
survey  bill  of  all  such  prize  or  unmarked  logs  in  the  said  booms 
and  so  offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  and  after  deducting  the  costs 
and  charges  of  selling  same,  together  with  the  boom  fees,  which 
are  hereby  authorized  to  be  charged  according  to  the  scale  fixed 
for  local  logs,  shall,  at  the  winding  up  of  the  year's  operation, 
distribute  the  net  proceeds  of  such  sales  among  the  several  per- 
sons having  marked  logs  in  the  said  booms,  or  who  may  have 
had  marked  logs  therein  previous  to  the  time  of  such  sale  during 
the  season  and  on  which  boomage  charges  have  been  paid  to  the 
company,  in  fair  and  just  proportion  according  to  the  quantity  of 
marked  logs  such  person  or  persons  may  have  coming  through 
said  booms ;  provided  nothing  herein  contained  shall  give  to  the 
company  the  right  to  sell  any  logs  which  at  the  time  of  such  sale 
shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  law,  or  shall  be  adjudged  the  prop- 
erty of  any  person  claiming  same. 

Section  14.  The  company  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  loss  of 
any  local  logs  which  may  pass  out  of  or  by  the  said  booms,  or 
escape  therefrom,  unless  such  loss  is  occasioned  by  the  neglect 
or  default  of  the  company,  or  the  neglect  or  default  of  its  agents 
or  servants ;  provided,  always,  that  the  company  shall  be  bound 
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to  use  and  follow  due  diligence  to  collect  together  and  pick  up 

and  secure  and  raft  all  such  local  logs  which  may  pass  out  of  or 
escape  from  or  run  below  the  said  booms,  before  the  same  go 
over  the  Grand  Falls,  the  expense  of  such  following,  picking  up, 
securing,  rafting  and  delivering  to  be  a  charge  on  the  said  local 
logs  and  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  when  such 
escape  is  not  the  result  of  the  negligence  or  default  of  the  com- 
pany or  its  officers. 

Section  15.  All  questions  of  difference  or  dispute  of  any  kind  Arbitrament 
relating  to  the  quantity  of  local  logs,  or  to  the  mode  of  rafting  or  disputes, 
or  other  work  done  in  connection  with  the  said  local  logs,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  award  or  arbitrament  and  determination  of 
three  persons  indifferently  chosen  between  the  parties ;  the  award 
or  determination  of  them  or  of  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  between  the  parties,  which  referees  or  any  two  of 
them  shall  also  determine  and  award  by  whom  and  how  the 
expenses  of  such  reference  shall  be  paid ;  provided,  always  that 
such  reference  may  be  made  to  one  person,  if  the  parties  can 
agree  upon  such  one,  who  shall  be  vested  with  the  like  powers 
herein  assigned  to  the  three  referees. 

Section  16.  The  company  may,  by  means  of  and  through  the  Additional 
works  aforesaid,  carry  on  the  business  of  lumberers  and  manu-  company, 
facturers  of  lumber  and  lumber  products  in  all  its  branches, 
including  the  manufacture  of  pulp  and  paper  and  other  business 
incident  thereto  and  connected  therewith,  and  may  erect  and 
operate  lumber  mills  and  pulp  and  paper  mills  on  or  near  the 
river  Saint  John  or  any  of  its  tributaries  above  the  boundary 
line  near  Grand  Falls,  and  may,  for  all  and  any  of  said  purposes, 
purchase,  hold,  lease  or  otherwise  acquire  lands,  limits  and  rights 
to  cut  logs,  and  other  property,  real  or  personal,  movable  or 
immovable,  and  may  get  and  manufacture  logs  and  may  improve, 
extend,  manage,  develop,  lease,  exchange,  sell  or  deal  in  any 
other  way  in  lumber  and  lumber  products  of  all  kinds,  including 
pulp  and  paper. 

Section  17.     The  company  may  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  May  acanire 
any  business  within  the  objects  of  the  company,  and  any  lands,   fands, 
property,  privil^es,  water  powers,  rights,  contracts  and  liabilities  pfiviieKes. 
appertaining  thereto  and  may  let  or  sublet  any  property  of  the  theobjects of

company  and  may  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  business,  prop- 
erty or  undertaking  of  the  company,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  such 
consideration  as  the  company  thinks  fit,  and  in  particular  for 
shares,  debentures  or  securities  of  any  other  company. 

Section  18.     The  company  may  construct,  maintain  and  oper-  Mayoonstruct 

tramways. 

ate  for  its  own  use  or  otherwise  tramways  to  be  worked  by 
electricity  or  otherwise,  from  the  said  dams  to  the  boundary  line 
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near  Grand  Falls  and  for  such  purposes  may  erect  poles  and  do 
all  other  things  necessary  therefor. 

Section  19,  The  company,  by  means  of  iand  through  the 
works  aforesaid,  may  supply  persons  with  water,  hydraulic,  elec- 
tric or  other  power  for  use  or  for  any  purpose  by  means  of  wires, 
cables,  machinery  or  other  appliances,  including  said  dams  and 
appliances  connected  therewith,  at  such  rates  and  upon  such  con- 
ditions as  are  agreed  upon  between  the  company  and  such  person ; 
and  may  construct,  maintain  and  operate  works  for  the  produc- 
tion, sale  and  distribution  of  electric  and  pneumatic  power,  light, 
heat  and  driving  logs  and  lumber. 

The  company  may  also  erect  poles  and  do  all  other  things 
necessary  for  the  transmission  of  power  as  fully  and  effectually 
as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require,  subject,  however, 
to  the  following  provisions,  that  is  to  say. 

(a)  The  company  shall  not  interfere  with  the  public  right  of 
travel  or  in  any  way  obstruct  the  entrance  to  any  door  or  gate- 
way or  free  access  to  any  building.

It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  corporation  to  obtain

the  record  of  all  marks  registered  in  the  books  of  said  corporation, 
and  of  parties  operating  on  the  Saint  John  waters  above  said 
dam. 

Section  25.     Said  corporation  shall  provide  a  suitable  passage  Passaffeof 
for  or  means  of  transporting  boats  and  water  craft  of  all  kinds  damprorided 
by  the  dam  in  question,  for  all  persons  having  occasion  to  use 
the  same,  or  in  lieu  thereof  shall  convey  said  boats  or  water  craft 
by  said  dam  free  of  expense  to  the  owner  or  person  or  persons 
using  or  in  possession  of  same. 

Section  26.  The  construction  of  said  works  shall  be  com- 
menced within  three  years  and  completed  within  six  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  otherwise  the  powers  hereby  granted  shall 
cease  and  be  null  and  void  as  respects  so  much  of  the  said  works 
as  then  remain  uncompleted.

Freeman  E.  Rankin,  George  H.  Littlefield  and  Joseph  H.  Little- 
field,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Wells  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company,  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  na™e: 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  and  imposed 
on  corporations  by  law,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

Section  2.     Said  company  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  daylight 
carry  on  the  business  of  lighting  by  electricity  such  public  streets  ^^5SS„  ^^ 
of  the  town  of  Wells,  and  such  buildings  and  places  therein,   fi^'of 
public  and  private,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  corporation  ^®"*- 
and  the  owners  or  those  having  control  of  such  places  to  be 
lighted ;  and  may  furnish  motive  power  by  electricity  within  the 
limits  of  said  town  of  Wells;  and  may  build  and  operate  manu-  -mayfumuh 
factories  and  works  for  the  providing  and  supplying  of  electricity  p^'^*'^' 
and  light  and  power,  and  may  lease,  purchase  and  hold  real  and  _may  hold 
personal  estate  for  the  proper  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  to  persSai 
construct,  lay,   maintain  and  operate  lines   of  wire  or  other  •"^**' 
material  for  the  transmission  of  electricity,  submarine,  under 
ground,  upon,  under  and  along  and  over  any  and  all  streets  and 
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ways  under  the  direction  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said  Wells ; 
and  in  public  places  m  such  a  manner  as  not  to  endanger  the 
appropriate  public  use  thereof,  and  to  establish  and  maintain, 
under  direction  of  said  municipal  officers,  all  necessary  posts, 
pipes,  supports  and  appurtenances,  and  terminating  at  such  points 
as  may  be  expedient. 

Section  3.  For  the  erecting  said  wires  above  ground  and  for 
laying  the  same,  or  pipes  thereof,  submarine  or  under  ground, 
and  for  taking  up,  replacing  and  repairing  the  same,  said  com- 
pany shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  municipal  officers  of 
said  town,  and  perform  all  said  acts  as  directed  by  said  municipal 
officers;  and  said  company  shall  repay  to  said  Wells  any  sum 
which  said  town  may  have  been  compelled  to  pay  on  any  judg- 
ment for  any  damages  caused  by  a  defect  or  want  of  repair  in 
the  streets  or  ways  thereof,  due  to  the  neglect  of  said  company, 
or  on  any  judgment  for  damages  caused  by  the  negligence  of 
said  company  in  the  erecting  and  maintaining  of  any  posts,  wires 
or  appurtenances  connected  with  said  business. 

Section  4.  Said  company,  at  its  own  expense,  without  unnoc- 
essar}'  delay,  shall  remove  any  and  all  obstructions  in  any  street 
or  way,  made  in  erecting  or  laying  the  lines  for  such  purposes, 
and  cause  earth  disturbed  to  be  properly  replaced.  It  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  of  any  public  or  private 
drain,  or  gas  pipe,  or  sewer,  telegraph  or  telephone  wire,  but 
may  cross,  or  when  necessary,  change  the  direction  of  any  private 
wii'e  or  pipe,  drain  or  sewer,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  impair  the  use  thereof,  being  responsible  to  the  owner  or  other 
person  for  any  injury  occasioned  thereby,  in  an  action  on  the 
case. 

Section  5.  Damages  for  any  land  taken  for  the  purposes  of 
erecting  or  laying  said  lines,  if  the  parties  cannot  agree,  shall  be 
estimated,  secured  and  paid  as  in  the  case  of  lands  taken  for  rail- 
roads. 

Section  6.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  affect  or  diminish  the  liability  of  said  corporation  for  any 
injury  to  private  property,  by  depreciating  the  value  thereof  or 
otherwise,  but  any  legal  remedies  existing  shall  continue.  The 
selectmen  of  said  Wells,  for  the  time  being,  shall  at  all  times, 
have  the  power  to  regelate  and  control  the  acts  and  doings  of 
said  corporation,  which  may  in  any  manner  affect  the  health  and 
safety,  or  become  a  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Section  7.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Section  8.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds 
for  the  construction  of  its  works  upon  such  rates  and  time,  and 
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to  such  amount  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  not  to  exceed  thirty   

thousand  dollars  in  all,  and  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  subscribed  for,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  or  deed 
of  trust  upon  its  franchise  and  property. 

Section  9.  Manufactories  and  other  business  corporations 
doing  business  in  said  Wells  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe 
for  and  hold  stock  in  said  company. 

Section  10.  Any  two  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act  Firat  meeting, 
may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  by  mailing  a  written 
notice,  signed  by  both,  postage  paid,  to  each  of  the  corporators, 
seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  meeting,  naming  the 
time,  place  and  purpose  of  said  meeting;  a  president,  secretary 
and  directors  may  be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted,  and  any  corporate 
business  transacted. 

Section  11.  This  act  may  be  accepted  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  said  association  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present.

Section  i.  Charles  A.  Bod  well,  Will  J.  Bodwell  and  StiU- 
man  A.  Bodwell,  their  aBsociates,  successors  and  assigns,  are 
hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  Sanford  Light  and 
Power  Company,  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  and 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  and  imposed 
on  corporations  by  law,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.

Said  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  set  poles 
and  extend  wires  and  lay  its  pipe  and  construct  and  maintain 
its  lines  in,  upon,  along,  over,  across  and  under  the  roads  and 
streets  in  said  town  of  Sanford  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
electric  or  gas  lights  and  for  heating,  manufacturing  or  mechanical 
purposes,  for  public  and  private  use  in  said  town  under  such 
reasonable  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  municipal  offi- 
cers thereof,  subject  to  the  general  laws  of  the  state  regulating

It 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  obstnict  or  impair  the  use  of  any  public 
or  private  drain,  or  gas  pipe,  sewer,  telegraph,  telephone  or  rail- 
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road  wire,  but  may  cross,  or  when  necessary,  change  the  direction    

of  any  private  wire  or  pipe,  drain  or  sewer,  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof,  being  responsible  to  the 
owner  or  other  person  for  any  injury  occasioned  thereby  in  an 
action  on  the  case. 

Section  7.     Said  corporaticxi  may  issue  its  bonds  upon  such   JJf^*®"'*® 
rates  and  time  as  it  may  deem  expedient  and  in  such  an  amount 
as  may  be  required  for  the  objects  of  its  incorporation  and  for 
the   purposes  authorized   by  this  act,  and   secure  the  same  by 
mortgage  upon  the  franchise  and  property  of  said  company. 

Section  8.     The   said   corporation   is   hereby   authorized  to    May  purchase

^^'ater  Company  are  hereby  respectively  authorized  to  lease  or    ^*f^*p^o. 
sell  their  power  plant  and  pole  line  used  for  lighting  purposes 
to  said  Sanford  Light  and  Power  Company. 

Section  9.     The  charter  hereby  granted  shall  be  null  and  void    LimitationB 
if  said  Sanford  Light  and  Power  Company  shall  fail  to  lease  or   charter, 
purchase  and  take  over  within  one  year  from  the  approval  of 
this  act,  all  the  electric  light  property  and  plant  now  in  opera-

All  property  and  estate,  real  or  personal,  which 
at  any  time  may  come  into  the  possession  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  applied,  to  the  promotion  of  historical  and  genera- 
logical  research,  in  home  or  foreign  lands,  to  the  publication  of 
any  historical  or  genealogical  research,  in  home  or  foreign  lands, 
to  the  publication  of  any  historical  or  genealogical  matter  pertain- 
ing to  the  family  of  which  it  may  become  possessed,  to  the 
maintewance,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  of  a  suitable  building  for 
its  corporate  meetings  and  the  preservation  of  its  property,  and 
to  the  perpetuation,  by  tablet,  monument  or  otherwise,  of  the 
names  of  those  who  have  made  the  family  name  illustrious. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  given  authority 
to  issue  stock  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  dollar  each  which  shall  be  forever 
unassessable. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules  and 
by-laws,  the  same  not  being  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  state, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  management  of  their  affairs.

Section  i.  George  G.  Hatch,  Joseph  D.  Eaton,  Freeman  E. 
Rankin,  John  Rankin,  George  H.  Littlefield  and  Joseph  H.  Lit- 
tlefield,  their  associates  and  successors  are  hereby  created  a  cor- 
poration by  the  name  of  the  Wells  Telephone  Company,  with  all 
the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
obligations  of  similar  corporations  under  the  general  laws  of  this 
state. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct, 
own,  maintain  and  operate  telephone  line  or  lines  anywhere  in 
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the  towns  of  Wells,  York  and  North  Berwick,  in  the  county  of 
York  and  state  of  Maine,  having  obtained  consent  of  the  several 
municipalities,  and  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to  locate  and 
construct  its  lines  upon  and  along  any  public  highway  or  bridge 
in  said  towns,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  incommode  or 
endanger  the  customary  public  use  thereof. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  connect  its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  tele- 
phone company  or  corporation  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon,  or  to  sell  or  lease  its  line  or  lines  of  telephone  and  property 
in  whole  or  part,  either  before  or  after  completion  to  any  other 
telephone  company  or  corporation,  as  provided  by  law  or  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  by  the  contracting  parties,  which 
sale  or  lease  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties ;  or  may  purchase 
or  lease  any  other  line  or  lines  of  telephone  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  by  the  parties  thereto. 

Section  4.  If  the  land  of  any  individual  or  corporation  is 
taken  under  this  act,  and  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  damages 
occasioned  thereby,  they  shall  be  estimated,  secured  and  paid  in 
the  manner  provided  in  case  of  land  taken  for  railroads. 

The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  of 
such  amount  as  said  corporation  may,  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine to  be  necessary,  but  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  owning,  leasing,  con- 
structing, maintaining  and  operating  the  line  or  lines  of  telephone 
hereby  authorized  and  contemplated.  And  the  said  corporation 
may  purchase,  hold,  lease,  sell  and  convey  all  real  estate  and 
personal  property  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this 
charter.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     George  W.  E.  Barrows,  William  E.  Brown,  Arthur  corporators. 
Chapin,  George  H.  Nutter,  J.  Albert  Dole,  Joseph  G.  Blake, 
Augustus  B.  Farnham,  William  P.  Dickey,  J.  Norman  Towle, 
Eugene  Danforth,  Charles  E.  Woodward,  and  E.  C.  Ryder,  all 
of  Bangor,  county  of  Penobscot,  state  of  Maine,  or  such  of  them 
as  may  by  vote  accept  this  charter,  with  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic 
to  be  known  as  the  City  Trust  Company,  and  as  such  shall  be  _corporate 
possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  and  subject  ■*™®- 
to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  on  corporations  by 
law,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.

Fifth,  to  act  as  agent  for  issuing,  registering  and  countersign- 
ing certificates,  bonds,  stocks,  and  all  evidences  of  debt  or  owner- 
ship in  property; 

Sixth,  to  hold  by  grant,  assignment,  transfer,  devise  or  bequest, 
any  real  or  personal  property  or  trusts  duly  created,  and  to 
execute  trusts  of  every  description ; 
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Seventh,  to  act  as  agent  for  a  person  or  corporation,  and  also  . 
to  act  as  executor,  receiver  or  assignee,  with  the  same  powers 
and  duties  as  are  conferred  and  imposed  by  law  upon  natural 
persons  acting  in  the  same  capacities  and  subject  to  the  same 
control  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same  in  all 
proceedings  relating  to  the  exercise  of  these  powers ;  all  papers 
may  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  any  officer  designated  by  the 
corporation  for  that  purpose,  and  the  officers  shall  be  subject  to 
citation  and  examination  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  natural  persons  acting  in  the  same  capacities.  No 
sureties  shall  be  required  upon  the  bond  of  the  corporation  when 
acting  in  said  capacities,  unless  the  court  or  officer  approving 
said  bond  shall  require  it ; 

Eighth,  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  inter- 
est of  all  obligations  secured  by  mortgages  of  real  estate  running 
to  said  City  Trust  Company ; 

Ninth,  to  hold  for  safe  keeping  all  kinds  of  personal  or  mixed 
property  and  to  act  as  agents  for  the  owners  thereof,  and  of 
real  estate  for  the  collection  of  income  on  the  same  and  for  the 
sale  of  the  same ; 

Tenth,  to  do  in  general  all  the  business  that  may  lawfully  be 
done  by  trust  and  banking  companies. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  with  the  right  to  increase  the  said  capital  stock 
at  any  time,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  to  any  arnount  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Said  corporation  shall 
not  commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking  company,  until  stock 
to  the  amount  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis- 
count on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor 
be  the  purchaser  or  liolder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary 
to  prevent  loss  upon  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith: 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Section  6.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  exercised  by  a  board  of  directors  or  trustees,  who  shall  be 
residents  of  this  state,  whose  number  and  term  of  office  shall  be 
determined  by  a  vote  of  the  shareholders  at  the  first  meeting  held 
by  the  incorporators  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter.  The 
affairs  and  powers  of  the  corporation  may,  at  the  option  of  the 
shareholders,  be  entrusted  to  an  executive  board  of  five  members 
to  be,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  elected  from  the  full  board  of 
directors  or  trustees.

Said  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  guaranty 
fund  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  net  earnings  in  each  and 
every  year  until  such  fund,  with  the  accumulated  interest  therewi, 
shall  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 
The  said  surplus  shall  be  kept  to  secure  against  losses  and  con- 
tingencies, and  whenever  the  same  becomes  impaired  it  shall 
be  reimbursed  in  the  manner  provided  for  its  accumulation.

Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  examination 
by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall  visit  it  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  At  such 
visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books  and  papers, 
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and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs  of  said 

corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 
If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation,  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded 
its  powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such 
action  as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes.     He  shall  preserve  in  a  per- 
manent form  a  full  record  of  his  proceedings,  including  a  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of   said   corporation.      A  copy  of   such 
statement  shall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately 
after  the  annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper 
published  where  said  corporation  is  established.     If  no  paper  is 
published  in  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then 
it  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city 
or  town.     The  necessary  expenses  of  the  bank  examiner  while 
making  such  examination  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation. 

Section  i6.  Any  three  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act  First  meetinf, 
may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  by  mailing  a  written 
notice  signed  by  all,  postage  paid,  to  each  of  the  other  corpora- 
tors, seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  meeting,  naming 
the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  meeting,  and  at  such  meeting 
the  necessary  officers  may  be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted,  and  any 
other  corporate  business  transacted.

P.  Gardner,  G.  Frank  Woodbury,  Halbert  G.  Robinson  and  all 
persons  who  are  or  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them, 
are  hereby  created  a  corporation  by  name  of  Tamarack  Club, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  club  house  in 
the  town  of  Patten,  in  this  state,  and  of  promoting  literary  and 
social  intercourse  among  its  members ;  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  possess  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  corporations  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  elect  such  officers  as  it  may 
deem  necessary,  and  may  take,  hold  and  convey  real  and  per-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Nathaniel  M.  Jones,  Fred  W.  Aver,  Halbert  P. 
Gardner,  Herbert  VV.  Marsh,  James  W.  Sewall  and  George  H. 
Hamlin,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  East  Branch  Improvement 
Company. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which 
said  company  is  incorporated,  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  issue  its  bonds  in  such  form  and  amount  and  on  such 
rates  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  its 
capital  stock,  and  may  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  its 
property  and  franchises. 

Section  3.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  take  and  hold  by  virtue  of  any  conveyances  made  to  it, 
the  franchises,  real  estate,  canals,  sluiceways,  piers,  dams,  wing 
dams,  side  dams,  booms,  steamboats,  improvements  and  other 
property  of  the  Telos  Canal  Company  and  the  Grand  Lake  Dam 
Company,  both  of  which  were  incorporated  by  special  acts  of  the 
legislature  of  Maine,  approved  August  seven,  eighteen  hundred 
forty-six,  and  of  the  East  Branch  Dam  Company,  incorporated 
by  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  Maine,  approved  April  twenty- 
six,  eighteen  hundred  fifty-two,  which  said  companies  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  sell,  assign  and  convey  by  deeds 
duly  executed  by  the  presidents  of  the  several  companies,  to  said 
East  Branch  Improvement  Company  such  franchises,  real  estate, 
canals,  sluiceways,  piers,  dams,  wing  dams,  side  dams,  booms, 
steamboats,  improvements,  and  other  property  owned  or  pos- 
sessed by  them  at  the  time  of  such  transfer,  and  upon  receiving 
such  conveyances  said  East  Branch  Improvement  Company  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  of  said  Telos  Canal  Company,  said  Grand  Lake  Dam 
Company  and  said  East  Branch  Dam  Company,  including  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  tolls  in  accordance  with  all  acts  of 
the  legislature  relating  thereto,  and  the  duties  of  the  said  several 
companies  shall  be  and  become  the  duties  of  said  East  Branch 
Improvement  Company,  which  said  company  shall  thereafter  be 
holden  to  perform  such  duties. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  rights  and  powers  now  pos- 
sessed by  said  Telos  Canal  Company,  said  Grand  Lake  Dam 
Company  and    said  East    Branch    Dam  Company,  said    East 
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Branch  Improvement  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating 

the  driving  of  logs  and  other  lumber,  shall  have  the  power  to 
build  additional  dams  upon  its  own  land  or  land  acquired  for 
that  purpose,  with  suitable  gates  and  sluiceways,  repair  or  rebuild 
any  dams  it    may  acquire   from  said   companies  as   aforesaid, 
increasing  the  height  of  the  same,  remove  obstructions  and  erect 
necessary  piers,  booms,  side  booms  and  other  works,  in  the  waters 
of  the  East  branch  of  the  Penobscot  river  and  its  natural  tribu- 
taries above  Grand  I^ake  dam,  and  said  company  shall  also  have 
the  power  to  rebuild  the  dam  at  the  foot  of  Grand  lake,  increasing 
the  height  of  the  same  not  exceeding  five  feet  and  the  additional 
at  foot  of  ^*™   damages    for   flowage   caused    by  such   new  dams   or   by  the 
Grand  lake.       increased  height  of  existing  dams  may  be  recovered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  revised 
statutes;    provided,  however,  after  the  drive  in  any  year  shall 
arrive  in   the    Penobscot   boom,  or   the  drive  shall   have   been 
abandoned,  the  water  stored  by  such  dams  shall  be  allowed  to 
flow  so  that  the  volume  and  flow  shall  be,  as  nearly  as  practicable, 
equal  and  continuous  for  the  whole  twenty-four  hours  of  each 
day  thereafter  until  such  stored  water  has  run  through  said  dams. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  giving  said  company 
the  right  to  increase  the  height  of  the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  Cham- 
berlain lake  or  enlarge  the  Telos  canal  as  constructed  by  the 
Telos  Canal  Company. 

Section  5.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  make  contracts  with  any  person  or  corporation  to  drive  logs 
and  other  lumber  into  the  Penobscot  boom  or  to  their  place  of 
destination  for  sale  or  manufacture^  charging  such  compensa- 
tion therefor  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  said  company  and 
such  person  or  corporation;  provided,  however,  said  company 
shall  not  driye  logs  or  other  lumber  below  said  Grand  Lake  dam 
except  by  virtue  of  a  contract  with  the  Penobscot  East  Branch 
Log  Driving  Company.  And  said  company  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  the  logs  driven  by  virtue  of  such  contract,  which  Hen  shall 
have  precedence  of  all  other  claims,  except  laborers'  liens,  and 
shall  continue  for  ninety  days  after  the  logs  or  lumber  shall 
arrive  at  place  of  destination  for  sale  or  manufacture,  and  may 
be  enforced  by  attachment.

The  mayor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  city  marshal 
board  of  aldermen,  shall  annually,  on  the  third  Monday  in  March, 
appoint  a  city  marshal,  who  shall  be  the  chief  of  police  and  who 
shall   have  all  the  powers  and  exercise  all  the  duties  that  now 
appertain  to  the  constables  of  towns. 

The  city  marshal  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  -i^L^S? 
municipal  officers,  appoint  all  police  officers.    The  number  of 
regular  and  special  police  officers  shall  be  determined  from  time 
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to  time  by  the  municipal  officers,  and  their  duties  shall  be  regu- 
lated bv  the  citv  marshal. 

All  regular  police  officers  shall  hold  office  during  good 
behavior  and  until  removed  by  the  city  marshal,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  municipal  officers.  All  special  police  officers  shall 
be  appointed  each  year,  and  may  be  removed  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  regular  officers. 

All  police  officers  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  exercise  all 
the  duties  in  criminal  matters  that  now  appertain  to  the  con- 
stables of  towns. 

Section  nineteen  of  "An^Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Gar- 
diner'' is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  The  care,  construction,  repair  and  maintenance 
of  the  streets,  roads,  ways,  sidewalks  and  bridges,  and  the  care, 
construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  sewers  in  said  city 
is  hereby  invested  in  a  board  of  commissioners  to  be  known  as 
highway  and  sewer  commissioners.  At  the  annual  municipal 
election  next  after  this  section  shall  have  been  accepted  as 
provided  in  section  five,  the  people  shall  elect  three  commis- 
sioners, whose  terms  of  office  shall  expire  respectively,  in  one, 
two  and  three  years  from  the  time  of  such  election,  and  annually 
thereafter,  at  the  municipal  election  they  shall  elect  one  such 
commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
the  mayor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  aldermen,  shall 
appoint  a  suitable  person  to  serve  until  the  municipal  election 
next  following,  when,  if  there  still  remains  a  portion  of  the  term 
unexpired,  the  people  shall  elect  a  person  to  serve  during  such 
remainder.  The  commissioner  who  has  served  the  longest  shall 
be  the  chairman  of  the  board,  provided,  however,  that  in  its  first 
organization,  the  person  elected  to  serve  for  one  year  shall  be  the 
chairman  of  the  board,  to  be  succeeded  by  the  person  who  was 
elected  for  two  vears. 

The  board  shall  have  full  charge  of  the  maintenance  and  repair 
of  the  streets,  roads,  ways,  sidewalks,  bridges,  sewers,  culverts, 
drains  and  catch  basins.  It  shall  appoint  some  competent  person 
who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  board  as  superintendent  of 
streets,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the 
present  street  commissioner  of  the  city,  which  office  is  hereby 
abolished,  and  when  necessary,  may  employ  a  competent  engi- 
neer. 

For  the  construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  drains  and 
sewers  the  board  shall  be  the  authorized  agents  of  the  municipal 
officers,  and  shall  only  act  under  their  direction ;  and  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  divest  the  municipal  officers  of  any 
duties  relating  thereto,  which  are  by  law  imposed  upon  them. 
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Section  5.     At  a  special  election  called  for  that  purpose,  the

being  so  accepted,  section  three  shall  take  effect  on  the  third 
Monday  of  March  next  following  its  acceptance,  section  four 
shall  take  effect  as  therein  provided  and  sections  one  and  two 
shall  take  effect  when  approved,  provided,  that  nothing  in  section 
two  shall  be  held  to  prohibit  any  member  of  the  city  council 
from  holding  any  office  to  which  he  may  be  elected  prior  to  July 
one,  nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Section  6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  For  the  purpose  of  calling  the  special  election, 
provided  for  in  section  five,  this  act  shall  take  effect  when 
approved.

Chapter    196. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Kennebunk  Electric  Light  Company  to  issue  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     The  Kennebunk  Electric  Light  Company,  a  cor-  Anthorizcdto 
poration  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Maine, 
and  located  at  Kennebunk,  county  of  York,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  coupon  or  registered  bonds,  to  provide 
means  for  constructing  its  lines  and  plant,  funding  its  floating 
debt,  or  for  the  payment  of  money  borrowed  for  any  lawful  pur- 
pose, upon  vote  at  a  legal  meeting  of  its  stockholders,  and  may 
mortgage  or  pledge  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and   interest  of   such  bonds,  a  part  or  all  of   its   property  and 
franchises.     Such  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less  than 
one    hundred  dollars  each,  payable  at    periods  not    exceeding  5^aof°^*" 
twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  in  such  amount  as  shall  ^'^de. 
not  exceed,  including  that  of  bonds  previously  issued,  the  capital 
stock  of  said  corporation. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  197. 

An   Act   to   amend   an  act  entitled   *'An   Act   to  Incorporate  the  City  of 

Old  Town." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  Section  twenty  of  chapter  seventy-one  of  the 
private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one  incorpo- 
rating the  city  of  Old  Town,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred 
and  ten  of  private  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-five  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  adding  after  the  words  "city  engineer"  in 
the  fourth  line  the  words,  'city  clerk,  city  attorney  and  city 
marshal'  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "street  superintendent" 
in  the  fifth  line  and  in  the  fourteenth  line  and  inserting  the  words 
'members  of  a  street  board'  and  adding  after  the  words  "city 
engineer"  in  the  thirteenth  line  the  words  *city  clerk,  city  attorney 
and  city  marshal ;'  after  the  word  "board"  in  the  eighteenth  line 
insert  'school  board  and  street  board ;'  after  the  word  "member" 
in  the  twentieth  line  insert  'of  each  board;'  after  the  word 
"undertakers"  in  the  last  line  add  the  following: 

'Said  school  board  shall  elect  a  superintendent  of  schools  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  beginning  the  first  Monday  of 
April ;  but  said  school  board  may  by  a  majority  vote  remove 
said  superintendent  for  sufficient  reason. 

Said  street  board  shall  elect  a  superintendent  of  streets  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  beginning  the  first  Monday  of  April ; 
but  said  street  board  may  by  a  majority  vote  remove  said  super- 
intendent for  sufficient  reason.  Said  board  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  surveyors  of  highways  and 
road  commissioners  of  towns,  and  shall  have  general  oversight 
and  care  of  the  streets,  sidewalks  and  public  places  and  make  all 
contracts  for  labor  and  materials  and  have  general  care  of  the 
property  of  the  street  department,'  so  that  said  section  shall  read 
as  follows : 

'Section  20.  The  subordinate  officers  of  said  city  to  be  elected 
by  the  city  council  shall  be  three  overseers  of  the  poor,  three 
assessors,  treasurer,  collector  of  taxes,  members  of  the  school 
board,  two  street  commissioners,  city  engineer,  city  clerk,  city 
attorney  and  city  marshal,  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department, 
members  of  a  street  board,  city  physician,  constables,  truant 
officers,  members  of  a  cemetery  board,  fence  viewers,  surveyors 
of  lumber,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  and  such  other  officers 
as  by  law  are  allowed  to  be  elected  by  towns,  except  as  other- 
wise hereby  provided,  and  also  such  as  are  provided  for  by  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  city.     The  overseers  of  the  poor. 
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assessors,  treasurer,  members  of  the  school  board,  street  com- 
missioners, city  engineer,  city  clerk,  city  attorney  and  city 
marshal,  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  members  of  the 
cemetery  board,  members  of  a  street  board,  and  city  physician 
shall  be  elected  by  written  ballot ;  and  the  other  officers  elected 
by  the  city  council,  may  be  elected  by  any  method  agreed  upon 
by  said  council.  The  cemetery  board,  school  board  and  street 
board  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as  there  are  wards  of 
the  city ;  and  the  city  council  shall  so  fix  the  term  of  office  of  said 
members  that  the  term  of  one  member  of  each  board  shall  expire 
each  year.  Said  cemetery  board  shall  elect  the  undertakers  of 
the  city  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  beginning  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April;  but  said  cemetery  board  may  by  a  majority 
vote  for  sufficient  cause  remove  anv  or  all  of  said  undertakers.

Said  school  board  shall  elect  a  superintendent  of  schools  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  beginning  the  first  Monday  of  April ; 
but  said  school  board  may  by  a  majority  vote  remove  said  super- 
intendent for  sufficient  reason. 

Said  street  board  shall  elect  a  superintendent  of  streets  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  beginning  the  first  Monday  of  April ; 
but  said  street  board  may  by  a  majority  vote  remove  said  super- 
intendent for  sufficient  reason.  Said  board  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  surveyors  of  highways  and 
road  commissioners  of  towns,  and  shall  have  general  oversight 
and  care  of  the  streets,  sidewalks  and  public  places,  and  make 
all  contracts  for  labor  and  materials  and  have  general  care  of 
the  property  of  the  street  department.' 

Section  2.  Section  twenty-one  of  said  chapter  seventy-one 
as  amended  by  aforesaid  chapter  two  hundred  ten,  private  and 
special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-five,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  in  said  amended  section  the  words  "city  clerk, 
city  attorney,  city  marshal  and"  in  the  second  and  third  lines, 
so  that  section  twenty-one  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  21.  The  mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  shall  appoint  such  number  of  police  officers  as  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  by  the  city  council ;  and  also,  except 
as  otherwise  hereby  provided,  all  other  officers,  who,  by  the  laws 
of  the  state,  may  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
cities  or  by  the  municipal  officers  of  towns.' 

Section  3.  Section  twenty-seven  of  said  chapter  seventy-one 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out' the  words  "the  superintending 
school  committee"  in  the  first  line  and  inserting  the  words  'school 
board'  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "but  this  change  of  desig- 
nation shall  not  be  construed  as  affecting  its  power  and  obliga- 
tion to  perform  any  duty  imposed  by  statute  upon  the  superin- 
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tending  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Old  Town,  nor  as  affect- 
ing in  any  way  the  right  of  the  members  of  the  superintending 
school  committee  of  said  city  who  shall,  at  the  time  when  this 
act  takes  effect,  be  holding  such  office,  to  continue  to  hold  the 
same  until  the  expiration  of  the  original  term  of  office  for  which 
they  were  respectively  elected  by  said  city,"  and  by  striking  out 
all  of  said  section  after  the  words  "city  council"  in  the  nineteenth 
line,  and  by  'inserting  instead  the  following  words ;  'the  salary 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  fixed  by  the  school  board 
and  shall  be  paid  from  the  city  treasury  as  salaries  of  teachers 
are  paid ;  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  salary  or 
compensation  for  their  services.  Said  board  shall  have  and  per- 
form all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  law  upon  the  super- 
intending school  committee  and  school  agents.'  So  that  the 
said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

'Section  27.  The  school  board  of  said  city  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  and  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  the  superintending 
school  committee  of  a  town  under  the  laws  of  this  state.  It  shall 
be  officially  designated  and  known  as  the  school  board  of  said 
city.  The  said  school  board  shall  elect  a  chairman  annually, 
and  may  appoint  some  suitable  person,  not  a  member  of  said 
board,  to  be  superintendent  of  schools,  and  may  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  management  of  schools  and  transaction 
of  its  business  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  state. 
It  shall  have  the  supervision  and  care  of  all  school  property 
subject  to  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  city  council. 
The  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
school  board  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  city  treasury  as  salaries 
of  teachers  are  paid;  the  members  of  said  board  shall  receive 
no  salary  or  compensation  for  their  services.  Said  board  shall 
have  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  law 
upon  the  superintending  school  committee  and  school  agents.' 

Section  4.  Section  forty-two  of  said  chapter  seventy-one  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  with  the  amendments  hereto  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  extend  the  chancer  of  the  Union  River  Water  Storage  Compajiy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  the  Union  chai-ter 
River  Water  Storage  Company  which  were  granted  by  chapter 
three  hundred  twenty-five  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  the 
state  of  Maine  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  are  hereby 
extended  for  two  years  additional,  and  the  persons  named  in  said 
act,  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  that  were  granted  to  them  by  said  act,  to 
be  exercised  in  the  same  manner  and  for  the  same  purposes 
specified  in  said  act. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter    199. 

*    An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  BrownvlUe  and  Williamsburg  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     Edwin  M.  Johnston,  Urban  H.  Sumner,  Ezekiel 
Chase  and  Frank  E.  Guernsey,  their  associates  and  successors,      o'^po'**^"- 
are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Brownville 
and  Williamsburg  Water  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Brownville  and  Williamsburg   —corporate 
with  pure  water  for  domestic,  sanitary,  municipal  and  commer- 
cial purposes,  including  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  such 
corporation  shall  possess  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  be  subject   — P«rpo«eB. 
to  all  the  liabilities  and  obligations  imposed  upon  corporations  by 
law  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Section  2.     For  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  said  cor-   May  take 
poration  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  and  use  water  from  springs   watewcS™ 
of  water  in  lands  owned  by  Urban  H.  Sumner,  situated  in  the  and^imim«- 
town  of  Williamsburg  in  said  county,  or  from  any  spring,  pond,   ^^^' 
brook  or  other  waters  in  the  towns  of  Brownville  and  Williams- 
burg, to  conduct  and  distribute  the  same  into  and  through  the 
said  towns  of  Brownville  and  Williamsburg,  and  to  survey  for, 
locate,  construct  and  maintain  all  suitable  and  convenient  dams, 
reservoirs,  sluices,  hydrants,  buildings,  machinery,  lines  of  pipe, 
aqueducts,  structures  and  appurtenances. 
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Section  3.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay, 
construct  and  maintain  its  lines  of  pipe  in  the  towns  of  Brown- 
ville  and  Williamsburg,  and  to  build  and  maintain  all  necessary 
structures  therefor,  at  such  places  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  said  corporation,  and  to  cross  any  water  course, 
private  or  public  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction  thereof,  when 
necessary  for  their  said  purposes  of  incorporation,  but  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof,  and  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  caused  thereby. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay, 
construct  and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  along,  over  and  across 
the  highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and  bridges  in  said  towns, 
and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair  all  such  aqueducts,  sluices, 
pipes,  hydrants  and  other  structures  and  fixtures  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  convenient  for  any  of  the  said  purposes  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  conditions  as 
the  selectmen  of  the  said  towns  may  impose,  and  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  the  said  towns, 
and  to  all  corporations,  persons  and  property,  occasioned  by  such 
use  of  the  highway,  ways  and  streets.  Whenever  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  lay  down  or  construct  any  pipes  or  fixtures  in  any 
highway,  way  or  street,  or  make  any  alterations  thereof,  or 
repairs  upon  its  works,  in  any  highway,  way  or  street,  it  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  as  little  obstruction  to  public 
travel  as  may  be  practical,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  without 
imnecessary  delay,  cause  the  earth  and  pavement  then  removed 
by  it,  to  be  replaced  in  proper  condition. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  take 
and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  land  necessary  for  flow- 
age,  and  also  for  its  dams,  reservoirs,  gates,  hydrants,  buildings 
and  other  necessary  structures,  and  may  locate,  erect,  lay  and 
maintain  aqueducts,  hydrants,  lines  of  pipes  and  other  necessary 
structures  or  fixtures,  in,  over  and  through  any  land  for  the  said 
purpose,  and  excavate  in  and  through  such  lands  for  said  location, 
construction  and  erection,  and  in  general  do  any  act  necessary, 
convenient  or  proper  for  carrying  out  any  of  the  said  purooses 
of  incorporation.  It  may  enter  such  land  and  make  surveys  and 
locations,  and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  county  of 
Piscataquis,  plans  of  such  locations  and  lands,  showing  the  prop- 
erty taken,  within  thirty  days  thereafter  publish  notices  of  such 
filing  in  some  newspaper  in  said  county,  said  publication  to  be 
continued  three  weeks  successively. 

Section  6.  Should  the  said  corporation  and  the  owner  of  such 
land  be  unable  to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  such 
location,  taking,  holding,  flowing  and  construction,  such  damages 
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shall  be  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  law  applicable  to  the 

assessment  of  damages  for  ways  taken  by  railroads.  If  said  cor- 
poration shall  fail  to  pay  such  land  owner,  or  deposit  for  his  use 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  aforesaid,  such  sum 
as  may  be  finally  awarded  as  damages,  with  costs  when  recovered 
by  him,  within  ninety  days  after  notice  of  final  judgment  shall 
have  been  received  by  the  clerk  of  courts  of  said  county,  the  said 
location  shall  be  thereby  invalid,  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
forfeit  all  rights  under  the  same,  as  against  such  land  owner. 
In  case  the  said  corporation  shall  begin  to  occupy  such  land  before 
the  rendition  of  final  judgment  the  land  owner  may  require  the 
said  corporation  to  file  its  bond  to  him  with  the  county  commis- 
sioners, in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  may  approve 
conditioned  for  said  judgment  or  deposits.  No  action  shall  be 
brought  against  the  said  corporation  for  such  taking,  holding 
and  occupation  until  after  such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit  as  afore- 
said. 

Sectionr  7.     Any  person  suffering  damage  by  the  taking  of   Damages  for 
water  by  said  company  as  provided  by  this  act,  may  have  his  bowMseSsed.

tion, and  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  in  same  manner  and 
with  the  same  effect.     No  action  shall  be  brought  for  the  same 
until  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  payment. 

Section  8.     In  case  of  failure  to  agree  with  any  railroad  com-    Disagree- 
pany  as  to  place,  manner  and  condition  of  crossing  its  railroad  orossinijof 
with  such  pipe,  the  place,  manner  and  conditions  of  such  cross-   referred  to 
ings  shall  be  determined  by  the  railroad  commissioners,  and  all   sicmers.'

cers and  agents  of  the  railroad  company,  but  at  the  expense  of 
said  water  company. 

Section  9.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  May  make 
contracts  with  the  towns  of  Brownville  and  Williamsburg  and  supply  water, 
with  any  village  corporation  in  said  town,  and  with  the  inhab- 
itants thereof,  of  any  corporation  doing  business  therein,  for  the 
supply  of  water  for  any  and  all  the  purposes  contemplated  in 
this  act :  and  the  said  town  and  any  village  corporations  in  the 
said  town  by  their  proper  officers,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
into  any  contract  with  the  said  corporation  for  a  supply  of  water 
for  any  and  all  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  in  consider- 
ation thereof  to  relieve  said  corporation  from  such  public  bur- 
dens by  abatement  or  otherwise  as  said  town,  village  corporation, 
and  the  said  corporation  may  agree  upon,  which,  when  made, 
shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all  parties  thereto. 

Section  10.     Whoever  shall  knowingly  or  maliciously  corrupt   Pollution  of 
the  water  supply  of  the  said  corporation,  whether  frozen  or  not,   ^* 
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or  in  any  way  render  such  water  impure,  or  whoever  shall 
wilfully  or  maliciously  injure  any  of  the  works  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  the  said  corporation  for  three  times  the  actual  damage, 
to  be  recovered  in  any  proper  action. 
Capital  stock.        Section  ii.     The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall 

be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  and  the  said  stock  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each.

The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  may  be 
called  by  written  notice  therefor,  signed  by  two  of  the  incorpora- 
tors herein  named,  served  upon  each  corporator  by  giving  him 
the  same  in  hand  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  last  and  usual 
place  of  abode,  seven  days  at  least  before  said  meeting. 

Section  15.     This  act  shall  take  eflFect  when  approved.

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Chapter   300. 

An   Act  to   incorporate   the  Boothbay  Harbor   Electric   Light  and   Power 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follow- s : 

Section  I.  Luther  Maddocks  of  Boothbay  Harbor,  E.  W. 
Gross  of  Auburn  and  Frank  Ridlon  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Boothbay  Harbor 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make, 
generate,  sell,  distribute  and  supply  electricity  for  lighting,  heat- 
ing, manufacturing  and  mechanical  purposes  in  the  tow^ns  of 
Boothbay  Harbor,  Boothbay,  Southport,  Edgecomb  and  Wis- 
casset,  with  all  the  rights  and  powers  and  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  liabilities  of  similar  corporations  organized  under  the  gen- 
oral  lan>*.  (/f  the  state. 
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Section  3.  The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  fixed  by  the  corporation  from  time  to 
time. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  to  purchase  the 
property  rights  and  privileges  of  the  E.  W.  Gross  Company  used 
in  supplying  electricity  in  said  Boothbay  Harbor  and  Boothbay 
and  on  such  purchase  it  shall  succeed  to  and  enjoy  all  such  rights 
and  privileges  of  said  firm  and  be  subject  to  all  liabilities  whether 
imposed  by  law  or  by  contract  or  otherwise. 

Section  5.  The  location  of  the  posts,  wires  and  fixtures  of 
the  said  E.  W.  Gross  Company  in  the  streets  of  said  Boothbay 
Harbor  and  Boothbay,  and  its  municipal  contracts  are  hereby 
confirmed  and  made  valid. 

Section  6.  The  towns  aforesaid,  or  any  municipal  corpora- 
tion therein,  are  authorized  to  contract  with  said  corporation  for 
a  supply  of  electricity  for  municipal  purposes  for  a  term  of  years, 
and  to  renew  the  same,  and  to  raise  money  therefor. 

Section  7.  The  said  corporation,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
is  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds  from  time  to  time  in  such  amounts 
and  on  such  rates  and  time,  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  secure 
the  same  by  appropriate  mortgages  upon  its  franchises. 

Section  8.  The  first  meeting  may  be  called  by  written  notice 
therefor  naming  the  time  and  place  signed  by  either  of  said  cor- 
porators and  sent  by  mail  or  given  in  hand  to  the  other  corpo- 
rators three  days  before  such  meeting.  Any  corporator  may 
act  at  such  meeting  by  written  proxy.

John 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Maine,  its  successors   authori«ed  to 
and  assigns  are  hereby  authorized  to  build  and  maintain  piers   andbw)m8in 
and  booms  in  connection  therewith  in  the  Saint  John  river  at  a   in'townof 
point  near  to  the  mills  of  the  said  company  in  the  town  of  Van 
Buren,  and  thence  from  the  mainland  to  or  near  to  the  foot  of 
island  number  three  in  said  town,  and  also  from  the  mainland 
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opposite  or  nearly  opposite  the  upper  end  of  island  number  four 
to  said  island  number  four,  and  also  at  any  other  point  or  points 
between  the  lower  end  of  island  number  three  and  the  upper 
end  of  island  number  four  aforesaid,  as  may  appear  necessary 
or  convenient  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany in  holding  and  manufacturing  lumber.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Oaratunk  Power  Company  to  erect  and  maintain 
dam<s  across  the  Carrabasset  River  in  the  towns  of  Anson  and  Embden. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Caratunk  Power  Company,  a  corporation" 
organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Maine,  and 
having  its  established  place  of  business  at  Fairfield,  in  the  county 
of  Somerset,  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect  anfl  maintain  a  dam 
across  the  Carrabasset  river,  upon  that  part  of  said  river  that 
constitutes  the  town  line  between  Anson  and  Embden,  also  a 
dam  across  the  said  Carrabasset  river,  about  half  a  mile  below 
Cleveland  rips,  so  called,  provided  that  suitable  sluices,  for  the 
passage  of  logs  and  lumber,  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
in  said  dams,  for  manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  with  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  obliga- 
tions of  similar  corporations,  under  the  laws  of  this  state.  Pro- 
vided, that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  said 
company  to  take  any  water  power  by  right  of  eminent  domain. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  cut  and 
maintain  canals  from  said  dams,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  neces- 
sary side  dams,  appurtenant  thereto,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  maintaining  said  dams  and  canals,  may  take, 
occupy  and  enclose  any  land  adjoining  the  same,  which  may  be 
necessary  for  building  or  repairing  the  same,  and  other  necessary 
purposes  and  may  blow  up  and  remove  any  rocks  in  said  river, 
and  dig  any  of  the  land  near  said  river,  when  necessary  to  said 
purposes.  And  may  enter  upon  any  land  for  the  purpose  of 
making  necessary  preliminary  surveys,  and  setting  marks  and 
monuments  therefor,  and  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  any  real  estate,  rights  of  way  or  of  water,  and  may 
also  take  and  occupy  any  land  necessary  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  a  road  from  the  end  of  said  dam,  on  each  side 
of  the  said  Carrabasset  river,  to  the  highways  leading  from 
Anson  to  New  Portland.

Section  3.     Said  company  is  authorized  to  make  contracts ^JJj;^

Said  company  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds   u>^tion  shall 
for  the  county  of  Somerset,  plans  of  the  location  of  all  lands  and   ngut^^of 
rights  of  way,  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  entry     * 
shall  be  made  on  any  land,  except  to  make  surveys  as  aforesaid, 
until  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  such  filing ;  and  with  such 
plan,  the  company  may  file  a  statement  of  the  damages  it  is  ready 
to  pay  to  any  person,  for  any  property  so  taken,  and  if  the  amount 
finally  awarded  does  not  exceed  that  sum,  the  company  shall 
recover  costs  against  said  person,  otherwise  such  person  shall 
recover  costs  against  the  company. 
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Section  7.  Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation, 
by  the  taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  way  or  of  water,  or  other 
property  as  aforesaid,  and  if  such  person  or  corporation,  sus- 
taining damages,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  agree  with  said  com- 
pany upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  either  party,  on  petition 
to  the  county  commissioners  of  Somerset  county,  within  twelve 
months  after  such  plans  are  filed,  may  have  said  damages 
assessed  by  them,  and  subsequent  proceedings  and  rights  of 
appeal  thereon,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  restrictions  and  limitations  as  are  by  law  prescribed  in  the 
case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of  highways.

Section  I.     Section  two  of  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  private  and  section  2 of 
special  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five  is  prfvateand 
hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words  *Southport,  Squirrel  Island,   oFIsbS,  *^* 
Mouse  Island,  and  other  adjacent  islands.     Said  town  of  Booth-  ^^^^  ® 
bay  Harbor  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  water  to 
the  town  of  Boothbay  and  the  town  of  Southport,  and  to  any 
company,  individual,  firm  or  corporation  in  either  of  said  towns 
or  in  either  of  the  adjacent  islands,'  so  that  said  section  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows:

Said  town  is  also  authorized 
and  empowered,  to  sell  water  to  the  towns  of  Boothbay  and 
Southport,  and  to  any  company,  individual,  firm  or  corporation 
in  either  of  said  towns,  or  either  of  the  adjacent  islands.'

the  extinguishment  of  fire:  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  and  obligations  of 
similar  corporations  under  the  general  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.     For  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid  or  for  the   May  take

preservation  and  purity  of  said  water,  said  corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  and  use  water  from  the  Carrabassett  river 
or  its  tributaries,  or  from  any  springs,  wells  or  ponds  in  said 
town  of  Anson;  to  conduct  and  distribute  the  same  into  and   -may

through  the  said  town  of  Anson ;  to  survey  for,  locate,  lay,  erect   distribute 

w  aier  • 

and  maintain  suitable  dams,  reservoirs,  stand  pipes,  machinery, 
pipes,  aqueducts  and  fixtures;  to  carry  its  pipes  or  aqueducts  pipeZ^*^ 
under,  in  and  over  the  Carrabassett  river,  or  under,  over  or  along 
any  water  course,  bridge,  street,  railroad,  highway  or  other  way ; 
and  said  corporation  is  further  authorized  to  enter  upon  and 
excavate  any  highway,  or  other  way,  in  such  manner  as  least  to 
obstruct  the  same;  to  enter,  pass  over  and  excavate  any  lands, 
and  to  take  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  real  estate, 
rights  of  way  or  of  water,  and  in  general  do  any  acts  necessary, 
convenient  or  proper,  for  carrying  out  any  of  the  purposes  here-

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inbefore  specified.  And  said  corporation  is  further  authorized, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  all  needed  repairs  or  service  connec- 
tions, to  lay  its  pipes  through  any  public  or  private  lands  or  ways, 
with  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  same  or  dig  therein,  and  said 
corporation  may  make  written  regulations  for  the  use  of  said 
water,  and  change  the  same  from  time  to  time. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds 
ii^the  county  of  Somerset,  plans  of  all  lands  and  water  rights 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  no  entry  shall  be 
made  upon  any  lands,  except  to  make  surveys,  until  the  expiration 
of  ten  days  from  said  filing ;  and  with  such  plan,  the  corporation 
may  file  a  statement  of  the  damage  it  is  willing  to  pay  the  owner 
for  any  property  so  taken,  and  if  the  amount  finally  awarded 
does  not  exceed  that  sum,  the  company  shall  recover  costs  against 
such  owner,  otherwise  such  owner  shall  recover  costs  against 
the  company. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  persons,  to  themselves 
or  their  property,  occasioned  by  the  use  of  such  streets  and  ways, 
and  shall  pay  to  said  town  all  sums  recovered  against  said  town 
for  damage  from  obstruction  caused  by  said  corporation,  and  for 
all  expense,  including  reasonable  counsel  fees  incurred  in  defend- 
ing such  suits,  with  interest  on  the  same;  but  said  corporation 
may  assume  the  defense  of  suits  brought  to  recover  damages  as 
aforesaid ;  and  also  for  all  damages  sustained  by  any  persons  by 
the  taking  of  any  land,  water,  rights  of  way  or  other  property, 
or  by  excavating  through  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  laying  or 
building  any  dams,  reservoirs,  pipes  and  aqueducts,  and  for  any 
other  injuries  resulting  from  said  acts.  And  if  any  person  sus- 
taining damage  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  agree  with  said  corpo- 
ration upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  either  party,  on  petition 
to  the  county  commissioners  of  Somerset  county,  within  twelve 
m.onths  after  said  plans  are  filed,  may  have  said  damage  assessed 
by  them,  and  subsequent  proceedings,  and  right  of  appeal 
thereon,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  are  by  law  prescribed 
in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  of  highways.  Failure 
to  apply  for  damages  within  said  twelve  months,  shall  be  held  to 
be  a  waiver  of  the  same. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
contracts  with  the  United  States,  the  state  of  Maine,  the  county 
of  Somerset,  the  town  of  Anson  or  any  village  corporation  in 
so  id  town  and  with  the  inhabitants  thereof  or  any  corporation 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  as  contemplated  by  this  act. 
And  said  town  of  Anson  by  Us  municipal  officers,  or  any  village 
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corporation  by  its  proper  officers,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter    

into  contract  with  said  company  for  a  supply  of  water  for  any 
and  all  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act  and  for  such  exemptions 
from  public  burdens  as  said  town  or  village  corporation  and  said 
company  may  agree,  which  when  made,  shall  be  legal  and  bind- 
ing upon  all  parties  thereto. 

Section  6.     Whoever  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  injure  any   PoUntionof 
of  the  property  of  said  corporation,  or  knowingly  corrupt  the 
sources  of  its  water  supply,  or  any  of  its  tributaries  so  as  to 
affect  the  purity  of  the  water  taken  by  said  corporation,  or  in 
any  manner  pollute  them  as  aforesaid  whether  frozen  or  not,  — punish-

shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceedmg  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  said  corporation  for  three  times  the  actual  damage,  to  be 
recovered  in  any  proper  action. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  for  all  its  purposes  may  hold  MayhoM 
real  and  personal  estate  necessary  and  convenient  therefor,  not  Bum^no7 
exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  «2oufooo. 

Section  8.     Said  corporation,  for  the  construction  of  its  works  May  leene 
of  anv  and  all  kinds,  is  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds  in  such  form 
and   amount,   and   on   such   time  and   rates  ^   it   may  deem 
expedient,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  its  franchise  and 
property. 

Section  9.     Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  MayexeroUe 
eminent  domain,  land,  water  and  water  power  necessary  for  its  eminent 
purposes ;  also  to  store  water  in  Middle  Carrying  Place  pond  in     ^™*  **' 
Middle  Carrying  Place  and  Rowe  pond  in  Pleasant  Ridge,  and 
for  that  purpose  may  take  material  and  build  dams  on  the  outlets 
of  said  ponds  and  raise  the  water  therein,  and  widen  and  deepen 
the  said  outlets. 

Section  10.     For  damages  caused  by  flowing  lands  adjacent  Damageifor 
to  said  ponds,  said  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  the  process  pro-  *®^'^»- 
vided  by  the  mill  act. 

Section  11.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  919. 

An  Act  to  establish  a  Municipal  Court  in  the  city  of  Eastport. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  A  municipal  court  is  hereby  established  in  and  for 
the  city  of  Eastport  in  our  county  of  Washington,  which  shall 
be  denominated  the  Eastport  Municipal  Court,  shall  be  a  court 
of  record,  with  a  seal,  and  shall  consist  of  one  judge  who  shall 
be  an  attorney  at  law  and  reside  in  said  Eastport.  He  shall 
cause  to  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  said  court  all  civil  and 
criminal  actions,  with  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  in  and  dis- 
position of  the  same,  which  docket  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to 
inspection,  and  he  shall  perform  all  other  duties  required  of  sim- 
ilar tribunals  in  this  state;  and  copies  of  the  records  of  said 
court,  duly  certified  by  said  judge,  shall  be  legal  evidence  in  all 
courts.  He  shall  not  act  as  attorney  or  counsel  in  any  action, 
matter  or  thing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  court. 

Section  2.  The  judge  shall  appoint  a  recorder  of  said  court, 
who  shall  be  an  attorney  at  law  and  reside  in  said  Eastport,  and 
hold  his  office  for  four  years.  He  shall  be  sworn  by  said  judge, 
and  keep  the  records  of  said  court  when  requested  to  do  so  by 
said  judge.  In  case  of  absence  from  the  court  room  or  sickness 
of  the  judge,  or  when  the  office  of  judge  shall  be  vacant,  the 
recorder  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  said  judge, 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  judge  by  this  act,  and  the 
signature  of  the  recorder,  a^  such,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of 
his  right  to  act  instead  of  the  judge.  In  the  absence  of  both 
judge  and  recorder,  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  of  East- 
port,  may  preside  for  the  purpose  of  entering  and  continuing 
actions  and  filing  papers  in  said  court,  and  may  adjourn  the  same 
from  day  to  day,  or  till  the  next  regular  term. 

Section  3.  Said  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  civil  actions  in  which  the  debt  or  damage  demanded 
do  not  exceed  twenty  dollars,  and  both  parties,  or  one  of  the 
parties  or  a  person  summoned  in  good  faith  and  on  probable 
grounds  as  trustee,  reside  in  said  city  of  Eastport;  and  shall 
have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  committed 
against  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  city,  and  all  such 
criminal  offenses  and  misdemeanors  committed  therein  as  are 
cognizable  by  trial  justices;  provided,  that  warrants  may  be 
issued  on  complaints  for  offenses  committed  in  said  city  of 
Eastport,  by  any  trial  justice  in  said  county,  but  all  such  war- 
rants shall  be  made  returnable  before  said  court,  and  no  trial 
justice  shall  take  cognizance  of  any  crime  or  offense  committed 
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in  said  cit3%  or  any  civil  action  of  which  said  court  has  exclusive    

jurisdiction.     Said  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  concur-  — ori«inai 

rent  with  trial  justices  of  all  such  matters  and  things,  civil  and  withtrifti^'^ 

criminal,  within  the  city  of  Eastport,  and  the  towns  of  Cutler,  '"**  *^®'* 
Whiting,  Perry  and  Pembroke  as  are  by  law  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  trial  justices  in  said  county. 

Section  4.     Said  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  con-  original 

current  with  the  supreme  judicial  court,  of  all  civil  actions  in  concurrent

which  the  debt  or  damage  demanded,  exclusive  of  costs,  do  not  judicial  court, 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  in  which  either  party,  or  a  person 
summoned  in  good  faith  and  on  probable  grounds  as  trustee, 
reside  in  said  city  of  Eastport,  or  in  the  towns  of  Cutler,  Whitincf, 
Perry  or  Pembroke,  or  having  his  residence  beyond  the  limits  of 
this  state,  is  serv^ed  with  process  within  said  county.  Said  court 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  the  supreme 
judicial  court  in  said  county,  of  all  larcenies  described  in  sections 
one,  six,  seven,  eight,  and  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of  the  property  is 
not  alleged  to  exceed  thirty  dollars ;  of  all  the  cases  of  cheating 
by  false  pretenses,  described  in  section  one  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of 
the  property  or  other  thing  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently 
obtained  or  sold  does  not  exceed  thirty  dollars ;  of  the  assaults 
and  batteries  described  in  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  revised  statutes  and  of  the  offense 
described  in  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
of  the  revised  statutes,  and  may  punish  for  either  of  said  offenses 
by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  three  months;  and  of  all  other  crimes,  offenses  and 
misdemeanors  committed  in  said  county  which  are  by  law  punish- 
able by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  three  months ;  provided,  that  said  court  shall  not  try 
civil  actions  in  which  the  tilJe  to  real  estate  according  to  plead- 
ings filed  in  the  case  of  either  party,  is  in  question,  except  as 
provided  in  chapter  ninety-four,  sections  six  and  seven,  of  the 
revised  statutes. 

Section  5.     A  term  of  said  court  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tues-  Terma,  when

such  place  in  the  city  of  Eastport  as  said  city  shall  provide  for 
the  transaction  of  civil  business,  and  all  civil  processes  shall  be 
made  returnable  accordingly ;  provided,  however,  that  said  court 
shall  be  held  on  every  Tuesday  at  the  usual  hour,  for  the  entry 
and  trial  of  actions  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  and  such 
actions  shall  be  returnable  accordingly,  and  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined and  judgment  entered  on  the  return  day  of  the  writ,  unless 
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continued  for  good  cause.  Said  court  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time,  but  shall  be  considered  as  in  constant  session  for  the  trial 
of  criminal  offenses. 

Section  6.  Writs  and  processes  issued  by  said  court  shall  be 
in  the  usual  forms,  signed  by  the  judge  or  recorder,  and  under 
the  seal  of  said  court.  They  shall  be  served  as  like  precepts  are 
required  to  be  served  when  issued  by  trial  justices,  except  original 
writs  in  civil  actions,  which  shall  be  served  not  less  than  seven 
nor  more  than  sixty  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  court  at 
which  the  same  are  made  returnable.  All  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  of  the  state  relative  to  the  attachment  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  and  the  levy  of  executions,  shall  be  applicable  to 
actions  in  this  court  and  executions  on  judgments  rendered 
therein ;  provided  that  property  may  be  attached  equal  in  value 
to  ad  damnum,  and  in  addition  thereto  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
costs  of  suit,  and  the  writ  may  be  framed  accordingly. 

Section  7.  All  civil  actions  in  said  court  shall  be  entered  the 
first  day  of  the  term  ^nd  not  afterwards,  except  by  special 
permission,  and  they  shall  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the  next  term 
after  the  entry,  if  not  otherwise  disposed  of.  The  pleading  shall 
be  the  same  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  all  provisions 
of  law  relative  to  practice  and  proceedings  in  the  supreme  judicial 
court,  in  civil  actions,  as  are  hereby  made  applicable  and 
extended  to  this  court,  except  so  far  as  they  are  modified  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  If  any  defendant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  in  any 
action  in  said  court  in  which  the  debt  or  damage  claimed  in  the 
writ  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  second  term  claim  a  jury  trial,  and  shall  deposit  with  the 
judge  of  said  court  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  copies  and 
entry  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  to  be  taxed  in  his  costs  if  he 
prevails,  the  said  action  shall  be  removed  on  motion  into  and 
entered  at  the  next  term  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  for  said 
county,  and  the  judge  of  said  municipal  court  shall  forthwith 
cause  certified  copies  of  the  writ,  return  of  the  officer  and  all 
other  papers  in  the  case  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said 
supreme  court. 

Section  9.  Actions  pending  in  this  court  may  be  referred  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  on  report 
of  the  referees  to  said  municipal  court.  Judgment  may  be 
rendered  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  eflFect  as  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court. 

Section  10.  Any  party  may  appeal  from  any  judgment  or 
sentence  of  said  municipal  court  to  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
in  the  same  manner  as  from  a  judgment  or  sentence  of  a  trial 
justice.

Section  ii.  Exceptions  may  be  alleged  in  cases  certified  on 
agreed  statement  of  facts,  or  upon  evidence  reported  by  the 
judge  in  all  civil  actions,  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and 
the  same  shall  be  entered,  heard  and  determined  at  the  next 
law  term,  or  by  agreement  of  parties  may  be  certified  at  and 
to  the  chief  justice  of  .the  supreme  judicial  court  and  when  so 
certified  to  be  argued  in  writing  on  both  sides  within  thirty  days ; 
and  the  supreme  judicial  court,  sitting  as  a  court  of  law,  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  over  all  questions  of  law  arising  on 
said  exceptions,  statements  and  reports,  as  if  they  originated 
in  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the  county  of  Washington ;  and 
all  the  provisions  of  law  and  rules  of  the  supreme  judicial  court 
relative  to  the  transfer  of  actions  and  other  matters  from  the 
supreme  judicial  court  in  said  county  shall  apply  to  the  transfer 
of  actions  from  the  said  municipal  court  to  said  law  court. 
Decisions  of  the  law  court  on  all  cases  from  said  municipal  court, 
shall  be  certified  to  the  judge  of  said  municipal  court,  with  the 
same  effect  as  in  cases  originating  in  the  supreme  judicial  court 
in  said  county. 

Section  12.    The  costs  and  fees  allowed  to  parties  and  attor-  coBUand

neys  in  civil  actions  before  said  court,  in  which  the  debt  or 
damages  recovered  do  not  exceed  twenty  dollars,  shall  be  the 
same  as  are  allowed  in  actions  before  trial  justices,  except  the 
plaintiff,  if  he  prevails,  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  for  his  writ  ; 
and  the  defendant,  if  he  prevails,  one  dollar  for  his  fees.  But 
in  all  actions  in  which  the  amount  recovered  exceeds  twenty 
dollars,  the  costs  and  fees  of  parties  and  attorneys  shall  be  same 
as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court,  except  that  the  defendant,  if  he 
prevails,  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  for  his  pleadings. 

Section  13.     The  fees  of  the  judge,  or  the  recorder  acting  as  Fees  of  judge, 
judge,  which  they  may  demand  and  receive  in  full  payment  for 
their  services,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  to  the  trial  justices 
and  clerks  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  similar  services, 
except  he  shall  receive  for  every  blank  writ  signed  by  him  four 
cents;  for  the  entry  of  each  civil  action  fifty  cents;  for  every 
warrant  issued  bv  him  one  dollar ;  and  for  the  trial  of  an  issue 
in  civil  or  criminal  cases  one  dollar  and  two  dollars  for  each  day 
actually  employed  after  the  first.     All  fines  and  penalties  awarded  ^^^*^^^S^ 
and  received  by  said  judge,  or  said  recorder,  shall  be  accounted  P«a*itieB. 
for  and  paid  over  as  if  the  same  had  been  awarded  and  received 
by  a  trial  justice,  and  for  neglect  to  do  so  they  shall  be  subject 
to  like  penalties  with  trial  justices.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  town  of  Brunswick  to  raise  money  to  defray  the 

expense  of  locating  a  water  supply. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hou^se  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  town  of  Brunswick  is  hereby  authorized  to 
raise  or  appropriate  money  to  defray  any  expense  that  may  be 
incurred  by  the  Brunswick  and  Topsham  Water  District  in  locat- 
ing a  water  supply  for  said  district ;  and  said  district  is  hereby 
authorized  to  reimburse  said  town  for  any  money  actually 
expended  under  this  act. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  appointment  of  Constables  by  the  City  Council  of 

Portland.

The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Portland  may,  at 
the  time  of  the  election  of  subordinate  city  officers,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  elect  not  exceeding  nine  city  constables 
and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year  and  until  others 
are  qualified  in  their  place. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  one  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  repealing  or  amending  the  provisions  of  sections 
twelve  and  thirteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  of 
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the  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  entitled, 

"An  Act  to  confer  certain  powers  on  the  city  of  Portland." 
Section  3.     All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 

act,  are  hereby  repealed.

one  or  more  of  the  counties  of  Penobscot,  Piscataquis  and 
Aroostook  but  only  in  that  part  of  said  counties  west  of  that 
part  of  the  Bangor  and  Aroostook  -Railroad  which  runs  from 
Brownville  to  Van  Buren  and  north  of  that  part  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railroad  which  extends  from  the  west  line  of  the  state 
to  said  part  of  said  Bangor  and  Aroostook  Railroad  extensions 
of  its  railroad,  and  extensions  of  any  line  of  railroad  the  franchise 
of  which  it  may,  under  legislative  authority  acquire,  and  exten- 
sions of  such  extensions  and  branches  to  connect  with  its  said 
railroad,  and  branches  to  connect  with  any  railroad  which  it  may 
acquire  as  aforesaid  or  with  any  such  extension  by  complying 
With  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.     Whenever  said  company  shall  desire  to  build  any  proeeedings 
such  extensions  or  any  such  branch,  it  may  present  to  the  rail-  extensions 
road    commissioners    a  petition    setting   forth  its    said    desire,  "^^ 
accompanied  with  a  map  of  the  proposed  route  as  near  as  may  be 
of  such  extension,  or  such   branch  as  the  case  may  be,  on   an 
appropriate  scale. 

The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  shall,  on  presentation  of 
sucli  petition,  appoint  a  day  for  a  hearing  thereon  and  the 
petitioner  shall  give  such  notice  thereof  as  said  board  shall  order, 
in  order  that  all  persons  interested  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
ap]>ear  and  be  heard  thereon. 

If  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  after  such  notice  and 
hearing  shall  find  that  public  convenience  or  necessity  requires 
the  construction  of  such  railroad,  said  board  shall  file  with  the 
secretary  of  state  a  certificate  of  that  fact,  together  with  a  copy 
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of  said  petition,  and  shall  furnish  said  railroad  company  with  a 
like  certificate,  and  thereupon  said  railroad  company  shall  be 
and  become  possessed  of  the  right  to  build,  equip  and  operate 
such  branch  or  extension. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  eighty-six 
of  the  public  laws  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-seven, 
and  any  acts  amendatory  thereof  shall  not  apply  to  the  issuance 
of  an  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  to  an  amount 
in  the  aggregate  of  not  more  than  six  thousand  dollars  per  mile 
for  each  mile  of  any  extension  or  branch  which  said  company 
may  be  authorized  to  build  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Before  commencing  the  construction  of  any  such  extension  or 
branch  the  provisions  of  section  six  of  chapter  fifty-one  of  the 
revised  statutes  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable  shall  be  com- 
plied with  and  thereafter  all  the  provisions  of  the  general  rail- 
road law,  except  as  the  same  are  modified  by  this  act,  shall  be 
applicable  to  every  such  extension  and  branch. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one,  as  amended  by  chapter  three 
hundrd  and  sixty-two  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three,  shall  apply  to  the  Fish  River 
Railroad,  provided  the  Bangor  and  Aroostook  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  with  legislative  consent  acquire  said  railroad  and  the 
franchise  thereof,  and  shall  apply  to  any  extensions  and  any 
branches  which  may  be  built  under  the  authority  given  in  this 
act. 

Section  5.  Said  Bangor  and  Aroostook  Railroad  Company 
is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  agreements  from  time  to  time 
with  the  state  of  Maine  amending  the  contract  between  said 
parties  heretofore  executed  pursuant  to  section  four  of  chapter 
one  hundred  twenty-two  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one  so  as  to  include  in  said  con- 
tract the  present  railroad  owned  by  said  company,  the  Fish 
River  Railroad,  whenever  said  company  shall,  pursuant  to 
legislative  authority,  acquire  said  Fish  River  Railroad  and  the 
franchise  thereof,  and  so  as  to  include  from  time  to  time  all 
extensions  and  branches  which  may  be  built  by  the  Bangor  and 
Aroostook  Railroad  Company  under  the  authority  given  in  this 
act. 

Whenever  any  such  agreement  shall  be  executed  by  said 
company  and  be  approved  by  vote  of  its  board  of  directors  and 
shall  be  presented  to  the  treasftrer  of  the  state  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  execute  said  contract  in  behalf  of  the  state  and  there- 
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after  he  shall  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  contract  as  at  the  '■ 

time  amended  during  the  term  of  said  contract. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  933. 

An  Act  to  establish  an  additional  Normal  School  to  be  located  at  Presque 

Isle,   In   the   county  of  Aroostook. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.    Another  normal  school,  to  be  known  as  Aroos-  Aroostook 
took  County  Normal  School,  is  hereby  created  and  established,  Normal 
upon  such  plan  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  normal  schools  may  established, 
direct. 

Section  2.  Said  normal  school  shall  be  located  at  Presque  Location. 
Isle,  in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  provided  and  upon  condition  _proTiso. 
that  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Presque  Isle,  shall,  within 
six  months  after  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act,  donate  and 
cause  to  be  conveyed  to  the  state,  for  the  use  and  purposes  of 
such  school,  the  lot  of  land  and  buildings  thereon,  in  the  village 
portion  of  said  Presque  Isle,  now  owned  by  said  inhabitants,  and 
which  was  conveyed  to  said  inhabitants  by  Robert  Codman  as 
Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Maine,  by  deed  dated  April 
ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  recorded  in  the  Aroostook' 
registry  of  deeds,  southern  district,  volume  one  hundred  ninety- 
two,  page  three  hundred  twenty-four,  containing  five  acres  more  ^ 
or  less.  Said  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Presque  Isle,  at  any 
legal  meeting  of  said  inhabitants  called  and  held  within  said  six 
months,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  legal  voters  voting  at  said  meeting,  to  donate  said  lot 
of  land  and  buildings  thereon  to  said  state  for  the  use  and  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  and  to  instruct  and  direct  the  selectmen  of  said 
town,  to  make,  execute  and  deliver,  for  and  in  behalf  of  said 
inhabitants,  a  proper  deed  conveying  said  lot  of  land  and  build- 
ings thereon  to  the  state,  for  the  use  and  purpose  aforesaid. 
Said  deed  shall  be  delivered  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  normal 
schools,  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept  and 
receive  the  same  for  and  in  behalf  of  said  state,  and  when  so 
delivered,  it  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  legality  of  the 
meeting  of  said  inhabitants  to  be  held  as  aforesaid  and  of  all  the 
proceedings  at  such  meeting,  and  the  title  to  said  lot  of  land  and 
all  buildings  thereon,  shall  be  forever  vested  in  said  state  for  the 
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use  and  purposes  aforesaid  And  said  trustees,  upon  such  con- 
veyance and  delivery  of  such  deed,  are  authorized,  instructed 
and  directed  to  procure  teachers  and  put  in  operation  such  school, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  conducted  at  a  cost  per  year  not  greater 
than  that  of  either  of  the  present  normal  schools,  such  cost  to  be 
deducted  and  paid  from  the  public  school  funds. 

Section  3.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  and  a  like  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  vear  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
the  same  or  so  much  of  the  same  as  mav  be  necessarv,  to  be 
used  by  said  trustees  in  repairing  buildings  upon  said  lot  of 
land,  and  in  erecting  any  other  necessary  and  needful  buildings 
on  said  lot  of  land. 

Section  4.  But  said  sums  shall  not  be  available  unless  said 
lot  and  buildings  are  donated  to  the  state  as  provided  in  section 
two  of  this  act. 

Section  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  994. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Lubec  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Section  six  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
one  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "town"  in 
the  thirteenth  line  the  following  words:  'The  above  commis- 
sioners, with  such  additional  commissioners  as  the  town  may, 
from  time  to  time,  elect,  shall  apply  the  surplus  funds  arising 
from  said  system  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  liquidation  of  the 
water  works  loan,'  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

'Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  town  of  Lubec,  at  a  meeting  duly  called 
therefor,  may,  as  soon  as  this  act  takes  effect,  and  shall,  as  soon 
as  the  town  comes  into  ownership,  control  or  management  of  a 
system  of  water  works,  by  building,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  elect 
by  ballot  three  water  commissioners,  the  three  first  chosen  as 
aforesaid,  shall  serve,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  three  years,  and  thereafterwards  one  commissioner  shall 
be  elected  annually  in  the  month  of  March  to  serve  for  a  term  of 
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three  years.     Said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  fix  the  water  '- 

rates  and  determine  the  conditions  and  manner  of  the  water  jS^es^o?  "*^ 
supply,  and  shall  have  the  general  control  and  management  of  missioESSi. 
the  water  system  owned  by  the  town.  The  above  commissioners, 
with  such  additional  commissioners  as  the  town  may,  from  time 
to  time,  elect,  shall  apply  the  surplus  funds  arising  from  said 
system  solely  for  the  purpose  of  the  liquidation  of  the  water 
works  loan.  They  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their 
services  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  town.' 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     Frederick  J.  Merrill  is  hereby  authorized  to  build 
and  maintain  a  tide  wheel  in  the  tide  waters  of  the  Damariscotta  JlShorised  to 
river,  and  within  the  limits  herein  described,  as  follows :  tide'w?feef m 

Beginning  on  the  east  shore  of  said  Damariscotta  river,  on  the  riv?r?*^*^°"* 
land  of  said  Frederick  J.  Merrill,  at  low  water  mark,  thence 
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running  northwesterly  forty  feet,  and  of  width  sufficient  to  suc- 
cessfully run  and  operate  said  wheel,  provided  said  wheel  shall 
not  obstruct  navigation. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Rangeley  Trust  Company  of  Rangeleyp  Mkine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  H.  A.  Furbish,  James  B.  Dill,  F.  E.  Timberlake 
and  N.  P.  Noble  or  such  of  them  as  may  by  vote  accept  this 
charter,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made 
a  body  corporate  and  politic  to  be  known  as  the  Rangeley  Trust 
Company,  and  as  such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers, 
privileges  and  immunities  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obli- 
gations conferred  on  corporations  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located 
at  Rangeley,  in  the  county  of  Franklin  and  state  of  Maine. 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  and  the  business 
which  it  may  perform  are;  first,  to  receive  on  deposit,  money, 
coin,  bank  notes,  evidences  of  debt,  accounts  of  individuals, 
companies,  corporations,  municipalities  and  states,  allowing  inter- 
est thereon,  if  agreed,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may 
provide ;  second,  to  borrow  money,  to  loan  money  on  credits,  or 
real  estate,  or  personal  security,  and  to  negotiate  loans  and  sales 
for  others ;  third,  to  own  and  maintain  safe  deposit  vaults,  with 
boxes,  safes  and  other  facilities  therein,  to  be  rented  to  other 
parties  for  the  safe  keeping  of  moneys,  securities,  stocks,  jewelry, 
plate,  valuable  papers  and  documents,  and  other  property  suscep- 
tible of  being  deposited  therein,  and  may  receive  on  deposit  for 
safe  keeping,  property  of  any  kind  entrusted  to  it  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  fourth,  to  act  as  agent  for  issuing,  registering  and  counter- 
signing certificates,  bonds,  stocks,  and  all  evidences  of  debt  or 
ownership  in  property;  fifth,  to  hold  by  grant,  assignment, 
transfer,  devise  or  bequest,  any  real  or  personal  property  or  trusts 
duly  created,  and  to  execute  trusts  of  every  description ;  sixth, 
to  act  as  assignee,  receiver  or  executor,  and  no  surety  shall  be 
necessary  upon  the  bond  of  the  corporation,  unless  the  court  or 
officer  approving  the  same  shall  require  it :  seventh,  to  do  in 
general  all  the  business  that  may  be  lawfully  done  by  trust  and 
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banking  companies,  but  said  corporation  shall  not  have  the  power  '-

ration  shall  not  commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking:  com-  tin  at  least 
pany  until  stock  to  the  amount  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars  shaii  be 
shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash. 

Section  5.     Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis-  shaiinot 
count  on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor  Scurity^oi  its 
be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary  st^Jk.*^ 
to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith ; 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Section  6.     All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall   Board  of

No  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  officer  or  director  of  said  banking 
or  trust  company  except  by  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
executive  board  in  writing,  and  said  corporation  shall  have  no 
authority  to  hire  money  or  to  give  notes  unless  by  vote  of  the  said 
board  duly  recorded. 

Section  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a 
director  or  a  trustee  of  said  corporation  who  is  not  the  actual 
owner  of  ten  shares  of  the  stock. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation,  after  beginning  to  receive 
deposits,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  on  hand  in  lawful  money,  as  a 
reserve,  not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount 
of  its  deposits,  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on  demand,  pro- 
vided, that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money,  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen  per 
cent  may  consist  of  balances,  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any 
national  or  state  bank. 

Section  10.  All  the  property  or  money  held  in  trust  by  this 
corporation,  shall  constitute  a  special  deposit  and  the  accounts 
thereof  and  of  said  trust  department  shall  be  kept  separate,  and 
such  funds  and  the  investment  or  loans  of  them  shall  be  specially 
appropriated  to  the  security  and  payment  of  such  deposits,  and 
not  be  subject  to  any  other  liabilities  of  the  corporation ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  observance  of  this  proviso,  said 
corporation  shall  have  a  trust  department  in  which  all  business 
pertaining  to  such  trust  property  shall  be  kept  separate  and 
distinct  from  its  general  business. 

Section  11.  An  administrator,  executor,  assignee,  guardian 
or  trustee,  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  pro- 
bate and  insolvency,  officers  and  treasurers  of  towns,  cities, 
counties  and  savings  banks  of  the  state  of  Maine  may  deposit 
any  moneys,  bonds,  stocks,  evidences  of  debt  or  of  ownership  in 
property,  or  any  personal  property,  with  said  corporation,  and 
any  of  said  courts  may  direct  any  person  deriving  authority 
from  them  to  so  deposit  the  same. 

Section  12.  Each  shareholder  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
individually  responsible  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements 
of  said  corporation,  to  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  par 
value  of  the  shares  owned  by  him  in  addition  to  the  amount 
invested  in  said  shares. 

Section  13.  Such  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  guaranty 
fund  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  net  earnings  in  each  and 
every   year   until    such    fund,  with   the   accumulated    interest 
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thereon,  shall  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 

corporation. 

Section  14.     The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  Taxation, 
to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and  rate  as  are  the  shares  of 
national  banks. 

Section  15.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  examination  shaiibe 
by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall  visit  it  at  least  once  in  every  Ixamination 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  At  exaiSner. 
such  visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books  and 
papers,  and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs 
of  said  corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 
If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation,  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such 
action  as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter 
forty-seven  of  the  revised  statutes.  He  shall  preserve  in  a 
permanent  form  a  full  record  of  his  proceedings,  including  a 
statement  of  the  condition  of  said  corporation.  A  copy  of  such 
statement  shall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately 
after  the  annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper 
published  where  said  corporation  is  established.  If  no  paper  is 
published  in  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then 
it  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city 
or  town.

and  may  furnish  motive  power  by  gas  within  said  town,  and 
may  build  and  operate  manufactories  and  works  for  providing 
and  supplying  gas,  light  and  power,  and  may  lease,  purchase  real  and 
and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  for  the  purposes  of  the  corpo-  property. 
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ration  to  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  to  construct,  lay, 
maintain  and  operate  lines  of  pipe  for  the  transmission  of  gas, 
underground,  over,  under  and  along  any  and  all  streets  and  ways, 
under  the  direction  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said  town. 

Section  3.  The  said  company  shall  be  liable  in  all  cases  to 
repay  to  the  town  all  sums  of  money  that  said  town  may  be 
obliged  to  pay  on  any  indictment  or  judgment  recovered  against 
said  town  occasioned  by  any  obstruction  or  taking  up,  or  dis- 
placement of  any  way,  highway,  railroad  or  street  by  said  com- 
pany in  said  town ;  provided,  however,  that  said  company  shall 
have  notice  whenever  such  damages  are  claimed  by  said  town 
from  the  municipal  officers  and  shall  be  allowed  to  defend  the 
same  at  its  own  expense. 

Section  4.  Said  company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  obstruct  or 
impair  the  use  of  any  public  or  private  drain  or  sewer  but  may 
cross  the  same,  being  responsible  to  the  owners  or  other  persons 
for  any  injury  occasioned  thereby  in  an  action  on  the  case. 

Section  5.  The  town  of  Castine,  by  its  municipal  officers,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  said  company  from  time  to 
time  as  is  deemed  expedient  for  the  supply  of  light,  heat  and 
power  for  said  town. 

Section  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Wilton  Trust  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  A.  B.  Adams,  C.  F.  Blanchard,  F.  J.  Goodspeed,  corporators. 
Milton  Holmes  and  C.  N.  Blanchard,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
by  vote  accept  this  charter,  with  their  associates,  successors  or 
assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic  to  be 
known  as  the  Wilton  Trust  Company,  and  as  such  shall  be  pos-  —corporate 
sessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  on  corporations  by 
law. 

Section  2.     The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located  Location, 
at  Wilton,  Franklin  county,  Maine.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows:

M.  Tucker,  Clarence  H.  Clark,  Bion  M.  Pike,  Jacob  C.  Pike, 
Chester  L.  Pike,  Elias  P.  Lawrence,  Robert  J.  Peacock  of  Lubec, 
Elias  P.  Grimes  of  Jonesboro,  and  Jasper  Wyman  of  Milbridge, 
or  such  of  them  as  may  by  vote  accept  the  charter,  with  their  name?^^*^ 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  to  be  known  as  the  Lubec  Trust  and  Bank- 
ing Company,  and  as  such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers, 
privileges  and  immunities  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obli- 
gations conferred  on  corporations  by  law.

Should  the  said  town  of  Lisbon,  by  its  mimicipal 
officers  or  said  commission,  and  the  owner  of  such  land  be  unable 
to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid  for  such  taking,  location 
and  holding,  the  land  owner  or  the  town  of  Lisbon  by  its  munici- 
pal officers,  or  said  commission,  may  within  twelve  months  after 
the  filing  of  said  plans  and  location,  apply  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  county  wherein  said  land  lies,  who  shall  cause  such  dam- 
ages to  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
conditions,  restrictions,  limitations  and  rights  of  appeal  as  are 
by  law  prescribed  in  the  case  of  damages  for  the  laying  out  of 
railroads,  so  far  as  such  law  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act.

And  in  case  any  such  com- 
pany or  corporation  is  organized  to  construct  any  such  aqueduct, 
it  is  empowered  to  place  all  or  any  part  of  its  capital  stock  in 
the  name  of  a  trustee,  or  trustees,  and  to  contract  that  said  trustee, 
or  trustees,  shall  sell  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  said  town  of 
Lisbon  in  installments  from  year  to  year,  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  town  of  Lisbon,  at  a  meeting  duly  called

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put,  or  allow  the  same 
to  be  done  by  any  person  within  his  employ,  any  sawdust,  slabs, 
edgings,  or  other  refuse  matter  into  Half  Moon  stream  or  Sandy 
stream  or  any  of  the  tributaries  to  Unity  pond,  in  the  county  of 
Waldo,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offense.

Section  i.  Leslie  C.  Cornish,  Edward  E.  Hastings,  Henry 
Andrews,  A.  C.  Kennett  and  George  B.  James,  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire 
Railroad,  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  obligations,  conferred  and 
imposed  on  railroad  corporations  by  the  laws  of  the  state. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  survey,  locate,  construct,  operate,  maintain,  alter  and 
keep  in  repair  a  railroad,  with  one  or  more  sets  of  rails,  com- 
mencing at  and  connecting  with  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  at 
some  convenient  point  at  Steep  Falls  in  the  town  of  Standish  in 
the  county  of  Cumberland,  and  extending  thence  across  the  Saco 
river  through  the  towns  of  Limington  and  Hollis  in  the  county 
of  York,  to  and  connecting  with  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
in  the  town  of  Hollis  at  some  convenient  point  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Saco  river. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
connections  with  any  other  railroad  or  railroads  on  such  terms 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  to  lease  its  road  and  prop- 
erty either  before  or  after  it  shall  have  been  completed,  on  such 
terms  as  it  may  determine,  subject  in  all  cases  to  the  approval  of 
the  stockholders  in  each  corporation. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  to  purchase  or 
lease  the  property  and  franchises  of  any  connecting  railroad  cor- 
poration of  the  same  gauge  or  to  purchase  and  hold  the  stock 
and  bonds  of  any  such  corporation,  and  all  such  connecting  cor- 
porations or  association  or  person  claiming  rights  under  the 
stock,  bonds,  mortgages  or  franchises  of  any  such  corporations 
are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  sales  or  leases.  All  such 
property,  franchises,  stock  and  bonds,  so  acquired,  may  be 
pledged  or  mortgaged  to  secure  the  bonds  hereinafter  authorized. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds 
from  time  to  time  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  required  for  the 
pun)oses  as  the  directors  may  deem  advisable,  and  to  secure  the* 
same  by  mortgage  of  its  road,  franchises  and  property,  or  in  any 

other  manner. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  is  empowered  to  erect  and  main- 
tain bridges  across  the  Saco  river  and  to  build  and  operate  side 
tracks  to  anv  mills  on  said  Saco  river  in  any  of  the  towns  named 
in  this  act. 
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Section  7.     The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 

exceed  fifty  thousand  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  capital  stock. 

Section  8.     The  officers  of  said  corporation  may  be  elected  offloers. 
annually,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  and  the  number 
constituting  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  such  as  may  be 
required  or  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation. 

Section  9.     The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  may  be  called   Pirstmeeting, 
by  any  two  corporators  within  named  by  notice  thereof  in  writ- 
ing by  said  two  corporators,  and  given  in  hand  or  mailed  to  each 
of  the  other  corporators  at  least  ten  days  before  said  meeting, 
and  any  corporator  may  act  at  such  meeting  by  written  proxy.

Said  piers  and  booms  shall  be  so  constructed  as  shaunot 
not  to  impede  the  use  or  navigation  of  said  river.  navigation. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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SMELTS — FISHING    IN    KENNEBEC    COUNTY. 

Chapter  931. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  Smelts  In  the  waters  of  tO¥ms  of 
Liubec  and  Tresoott  tn  the  County  of  Washington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  All  persons  are  hereby  prohibited  from'  taking 
smelts  in  the  waters  of  the  towns  of  Lubec  and  Trescott  in  the 
county  of  Washington,  by  the  means  of  purse  or  drag  seines,  or 
gill  nets. 

Section  2.  Whoever  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  on  conviction  of  the  same  before  any  municipal  court  or 
trial  justice  of  said  county  of  Washington,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  ten 
days,  and  imprisoned  in  said  jail  for  same  time,  for  non-payment 
of  fine. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  9S9. 

An  Act  to  amend  Section  one  of  Chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
of  the  Private  and  Special  Lawis  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  relatlnir 
to  ice  fishingr  In  certain  lakes  and  ponds  in  Kennebec  Oounty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the 
private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Sidney"  in  the  tenth  line 
of  said  section  the  words,  'except  Messalonskee  lake,  or  Snow 
pond,  so  called,'  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

'Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  citizens  of  this  state  to  fish 
through  the  ice,  in  the  day  time,  with  not  more  than  five  set  lines 
to  a  family,  and  when  under  the  immediate  personal  control  of 
the  person  fishing,  and  to  catch  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds  or 
one  fish  in  one  day,  and  convey  the  same  to  their  own  homes  for 
consumption  therein,  but  not  otherwise,  in  the  following  named 
lakes  and  ponds  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  Kennebec  county, 
namely : 

All  of  the  ponds  and  lakes  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  the 
town  of  Sidney  except  Messalonskee  lake,  or  Snow  pond,  so 
called,  Cochnewagon  pond  in  Monmouth,  Dexter,  Berry,  Ford, 
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Pickerel  and  Wayne  ponds,  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  the  — 

town  of  Wayne,  also  all  of  the  lakes  or  ponds  situated  in  Read- 
field  with  the  exception  of  Lake  Maranocook,  also  all  of  the  lakes 
and  ponds  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  the  town  of  Litchfield 
with  the  exception  of  Jimmy  pond,  so  called,  also  all  the  lakes 
and  ponds  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  Kennebec  river  in 
Kennebec  county  with  the  exception  of  Three  Mile  pond,  so 
called,  in  China,  Windsor  and  Vassalboro,  in  which  last  named 
pond  it  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  pickerel  on  Saturdays  only  of 
each  week,  also  Horseshoe  pond  in  West  Gardiner ;  but  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  permitting  ice  fishing  at  any 
time  in  Lake  Cobbosseecontee,  situated  partly  in  Monmouth, 
Winthrop,  Manchester,  West  Gardiner  and  Litchfield/

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Jonesport  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Edward  B.  Sawyer,  George  F.  Mansfield,  William  corporators. 
H.  Faulkingham  and  Fred  A.  Chandler,  their  associates,  succes- 
sors and  assigns  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  under  the 
name  of  the  Jonesport  Railway  Company,  with  authority  to  con- 
struct, maintain,  equip  and  operate  a  line  or  lines  of  single  or  name!*™** 
double  track  railway,  to  be  operated  by  steam  or  electricity,  with 
the  necessary  side  tracks,  switches  and  turnouts  and  other  ?ippH- 
ances  for  the  passing  of  cars,  carriages  or  other  vehicles  upon 
or  along  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  towns  of  Jonesport,  Jones- 
boro,  Addison,  Columbia  Falls,  Columbia  and  Harrington. 

Section  2.     Said  company  shall  have  authority  to  extend  its  May  extend 
railway  over  the  bridge  across  the  navigable  tide  waters  of  Indian  ove?biTd|e8. 
river  in  Jonesport  and  Addison,  also  over  the  bridge  across  the 
navigable  tide  waters  of  Branch  stream,  in  the  town  of  Addison. 

Section  3.     Said  company  may  purchase  and  hold  or  lease  May  acquire 
real  estate  in  said  towns  for  railway  purposes,  and  also  for  the  iaiiway"^ 
purpose  of  car  houses,  power  houses  and  waiting  rooms,  to  the  p'^'T^**®*- 
amount  deemed  necessary  by  the  directors.     And  in  case  the 
com,pany  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land  required 
under  this  section,  and  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the 
company,  the  taking  of  such  land  shall  be  done  as  provided  in 
chapter  fifty-one  of  the  revised  statutes. 
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Section  4.  Said  railroad  shall  be  occupied  and  used  by  said 
company  with  animal  or  electric  power.  The  municipal  officers 
of  each  of  said  towns  shall  have  power  at  all  times  to  make  all 
such  regulations  valid  and  binding  within  the  limits  of  their 
towns  only,  as  to  the  rate  of  speed  of  cars  or  trains,  and  the 
lemoval  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets,  roads  and  highways 
from  and  alongside  of  its  tracks  at  the  expense  of  said  railway 
corppany,  as  the  public  convenience  and  safety  may  require. 

Section  5.  The  tracks  of  said  company  shall  be  laid  in  such 
parts  of  the  streets,  roads  or  highways  as  the  municipal  officers 
of  either  of  said  towns  shall  direct ;  and  poles  may  be  set  at  con- 
venient places  and  distances  along  the  streets,  roads  or  highways 
over  which  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  shall  be  laid,  from  which 
trolley  wires  may  be  suspended  for  the  operation  of  cars  by 
electricity,  at  such  points  as  the  municipal  officers  may  direct. 

Section  6.  Said  road  shall  be  constructed  in  such  form  and 
manner  and  with  such  rails  and  appliances  that  so  much  of  the 
streets,  roads  and  ways  as  are  occupied  thereby  shall  be  safe 
and  convenient  for  travelers,  and  said  road  shall  be  liable  to  an 
action  on  any  case  for  any  loss  or  damage  which  any  person 
may  sustain  by  reason  of  any  failure  to  comply  with  this  pro- 
vision. 

Section  7.  The  company  may  lay  its  tracks  across  the  tracks 
of  any  steam  railroad,  but  the  manner  and  terms  of  the  crossing 
shall  be  determined  bv  the  railroad  commissioners  before  the 
crossing  is  made. 

Section  8.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  all  of 
its  property  and  franchises  on  such  terms  as  it  may  determine; 
also  to  consolidate  with  or  to  acquire  by  lease,  purchase  br  other- 
wise the  lines,  property  or  franchises  of  any  other  street  railway, 
whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would  form  connecting 
or  continuing  lines  with  the  lines  of  this  company,  and  in  such 
case  this  company  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  appropriate  conditions  and  limitations  contained 
in  the  charters  thus  united  with  or  acquired.  Whenever  any 
person  or  corporation  shall  be  lawfully  operating  any  railroad  to 
any  point  to  which  this  company's  tracks  extend,  this  company 
may  enter  upon,  connect  with  and  use  the  same  on  such  terms 
and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 

Section  9.  This  company  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  repair, 
such  portion  of  the  streets,  town  or  county  roads  as  shall  be 
occupied  by  the  tracks  of  this  railroad,  and  shall  make  all  other 
repairs  of  said  streets  or  roads  which  may  be  rendered  necessary 
by  the  occupation  of  the  same  by  said  railroad,  and  if  not  repaired 
upon  reasonable  notice,  such  repairs  may  be  made  by  the  town 
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in  which  the  necessity  exists,  at  the  expense  of  said  company, 

and  said  town  may  recover  all  expenses  in  an  action  of  money 
paid  for  the  use  of  said  railroad  company. 

Said  company  shall  be  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage  which  _iiabiefor 
any  person  may  sustain  by  reason  of  any  carelessness,  neglect  Segiocfo'*^' 
or  misconduct  of  its  agents  or  servants,  or  by  reason  of  any  defect  S^^gentel^^ 
in  so  much  of  said  streets  or  roads  as  is  occupied  by  said  railway, 
if  such  defect  arises  from  neglect  or  misconduct  of  the  company, 
its  servants  or  agents. 

Section    lo.     If  any  person   shall   wilfully   and   maliciously  ObstrDotion

obstruct  said  corporation  in  the  use  of  its  roads  or  tracks,  or  the 
passing  of  the  cars  of  said  company  thereon,  and  all  who  shall 
aid  and  abet  therein,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  —penalty. 
<irllars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

Section  ii.     Said  company  may  from  time  to  time,  fix  such  MavAx rates 
rates  of  compensation  for  transporting  persons  or  property,  as  it  tion^""^*' 
may  deem  expedient,  and  generally  shall  have  the  powers  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  corporations  as  set  forth  in  the 
forty-sixth   chapter  of   the   revised   statutes   and   amendments 
thercu). 

Section  12.     Said  corporation  may  change  the  location  of  said  cbangeof 
raihoad  by  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the  municipal  obtained. 
ofHcers  of  said  towns,  and  make  additional  locations  on  the  afore- 
mentioned highways  subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions  and 
conditions  and  in  no  event  to  cross  or  go  north  of  said  Sturgeon 
creek. 

Section  13.     Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent   proper

No  other  corporation  or  person  shall  be  permitted  Exclusive 
to  construct  or  maintain  any  railroad  for  similar  purposes  over    ™°^   ^' 
the  same  streets,  roads  and  ways,  that  may  be  lawfully  occupied 
by  this  corporation. 

Section   15.     Said  town  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  for  any  Damages 
damage  to  persons  or  property  occasioned  by  any  neglect  or  constrnotion. 
fault  of  said  railway  during  construction. 

Section  16.     The  directors  of  this  company,  from  time  to  time.  May  borrow 
may  raise  or  borrow  for  the  use  and  purpose,  of  the  company,  ™®"®^* 
any  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  debentures  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  May  issae 
hundred    dollars,    and    not    exceeding    the    amount    of    cap- 
ital stock  subscribed  for  on  such  terms  and  credit  as  they  may  —may 
think  proper,  and  may  pledge  or  mortgage  all  the  tools,  property,  property. 
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franchises  and  incomes  of  the  company,  or  any  part  thereof  for 
the  repayment  of  money  so  raised  or  borrowed  and  the  interest 
thereon,  provided  always,  that  the  consent  of  the  majority  in 
value  of  the  stockholders  of  the  company  shall  be  first  had  and 
obtained  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  to  be  called  and  held  for 
that  purpose.

An  Act  to  establish    the  Lubec  and  Machlas  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Bion  M.  Pike,  Jacob  C.  Pike,  Robert  J.  Peacock, 
Clarence  H.  Clark  and  James  H.  Gray,  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, are  constituted  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the 
Lubec  and  Machias  Railway  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing, constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  by  electrical,  steam, 
or  other  power,  a  railway  for  passenger  and  freight  transporta- 
tion, with  such  single  or  double  tracks,  side  tracks,  switches, 
turnouts,  stations  and  appurtenances,  and  with  such  poles,  wires, 
appliances  and  appurtenances,  as  may  seem  advisable  and 
desirable  to  said  company,  from  any  point  in  the  town  of  Lubec, 
through  the  towns  of  Trescott,  Whiting,  Cutler,  East  Machias 
and  Machiasport,  if  necessary,  to  some  point  in  the  town  of 
Machias  as  may  seem  to  said  company  desirable,  together  with 
the  right  to  cross  the  rivers  and  tide  waters  of  the  East  Machias 
and  Machias  rivers,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  towns  of  East 
Machias,  Machiasport  and  Machias  upon  the  bridges  of  said 
to^vns  of  East  Machias,  Machiasport  and  Machias,  or  upon 
bridges  of  said  company,  erected  therefor,  and  also  with  the 
right  to  lay  their  said  tracks  within  the  limits  of  said  town  of 
Lubec,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  towns  of  Trescott,  Whiting, 
Cutler,  East  Machias,  Machiasport  and  Machias,  as  may  be 
assented  to  in  writing  by  the  municipal  officers  of  said  towns  at 
any  meeting  thereof  upon  petition  of  said  company,  and  together, 
also,  with  the  right  to  cross  tide  waters  and  navigable  and  fresh 
water  streams  within  the  limits  of  any  of  said  towns  mentioned, 
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upon  existing  bridges  or  upon  bridges  of  said  company,  erected 

therefor,  provided,  however,  that  said  railway  company  shall  ""P*®^^^- 
not  unnecessarily  obstruct  navigation,  and  that  the  manner  and 
conditions  of  its  so  crossing  said  Machias  river,  tide  waters,  navi- 
gable waters  or  fresh  water  stream  or  rivers,  upon  any  bridges, 
and  of  its  erecting  and  maintaining  any  bridges  of  its  own,  shall 
first  be  determined  by  the  municipal  officers  of  the  towns  within 
the  limits  of  which  said  bridges  shall  be  so  erected,  maintained 
or  used. 

Section  2.     Said  railway  shall  be  of  a  gauge  not  to  exceed  Gauge  ot 
five  feet,  and  the  land  occupied  by  said  company  for  its  main  notezoeedi 
track  line,  exclusive  of  turnouts,  switches,  side  tracks,  stations 
or  appurtenances,  shall  nowhere  exceed   four   rods  in  width. 
Said  company  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  fix  such 
rates  of  compensation  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  "t^*^,?^ 
as  it  may  think  expedient,  and  in  general,  shall  have  and  enjoy  Jf^^P^*^^ 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  or  usually  granted  to 
similar  corporations. 

Section  3.     Said  company  shall  further  have  power  to  occupy  May  occupy 
any  lands  reasonably  necessary  for  its  tracks,  switches,  turnouts, 
stations,  appurtenances  or  appliances,  and  to  excavate  or  con- 
struct in,  through  or  over  such  lands  to  carry  out  its  purposes. 
It  mav  enter  upon  such  lands  to  make  surveys  and  locations,  and  -ebaii  nie 

location. 

shall  file  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  said  county  of  Washington, 
plans  of  such  locations  and  land,  and  within  thirty  days  there- 
after, publish  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  in  said  county, 
such  publication  to  be  continued  for  three  weeks  successively. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  damages  to  Damage8.how 
be  paid  for  such  location,  occupation  and  construction,  the  land  ®  ™ 
owner  or  said  railway  company,  may  within  three  years  after 
the  filing  of  plans  of  location,  apply  to  the  commissioners  of 
said  county  of  Washington,  and  have  such  damages  assessed 
as  is  provided  by  law  in  cases  wherein  land  is  taken  for  rail- 
roads, so  far  as  the  same  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  charter,  and  where  inconsistent,  or  at  variance  with  this 
charter,  the  charter  shall  control.  If  the  railway  company  shall 
fail  to  pay  such  land  owner,  or  to  deposit  for  his  use  with  the 
clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  such  sum  as  may  be  finally 
awarded  as  damages,  with  costs,  within  ninety  days  after  final 
judgment,  the  said  location  shall  be  thereby  invalid,  and  the  com- 
pany forfeit  all  right  under  the  same.  If  such  land  owner 
secures  more  damages  than  were  tendered  by  said  company,  he 
shall  recover  costs,  otherwise  the  company  shall  recover  costs. 
In  case  the  said  company  shall  begin  to  occupy  such  land  before 
the  rendition  of  final  judgment,  the  land  owner  may  require  said 
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company  to  file  its  bond  to  him  with  the  county  commissioners, 
in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  approve,  condition 
for  said  payment  or  deposit.  Failure  to  apply  for  damages 
within  said  three  years  by  the  land  owner  shall  be  held  to  be  a 
waiver  of  the  same.  No  action  shall  be  brought  against  said 
railway  company  for  such  taking  and  occupation  of  land  until 
after  such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit  as  aforesaid. 

Section  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fixed 
at  the  first  meeting  of  said  company,  with  the  right  to  increase 
up  to  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Section  6.  Said  company  for  all  its  said  purposes  may  hold 
real  and  personal  estate  sufficient,  necessary  and  convenient 
therefor. 

Section  7.  Said  company  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the  c<mi- 
struction  of  its  works,  maintenance  or  operation  of  the  same  of 
any  or  all  kinds,  upon  such  rates  and  terms  as  it  may  deem  expe- 
dient, not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
per  mile,  and  not  exceeding  in  total  amount  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  of  said  company  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  said  bonds, 
and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  any  property  and  fran- 
chise of  the  said  company. 

Section  8.  The  municipal  officers  of  said  towns  shall  have 
power  at  all  times  to  make  all  such  regulations  as  to  rates  of 
speed,  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  keeping  in  repair  that  portion 
of  street  between  the  rails,  and  adjacent  to  them  outside,  and  the 
mode  of  use  of  the  tracks  of  said  company,  within  street  limits 
of  any  of  said  towns,  as  the  public  safety  and  convenience  may 
require. 

Section  9.  The  first  meeting  of  said  company  shall  be  called 
by  a  written  notice  signed  by  any  one  corporator  above  named, 
stating  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  served  upon  the  other 
corporators  above  named,  either  personally  or  by  leaving  the 
same  at  the  last  and  usual  place  of  abode  of  each,  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting,  or  said  first  meeting  may 
be  called  by  a  written  notice  signed  by  any  one  corporator,  above 
named,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  published  in  the 
Lubec  Herald,  a  newspaper  published  at  Lubec,  in  said  county 
of  Washington,  at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  time  of  such 
meeting.  In  either  case,  the  certificate  of  the  signer  of  the  notice 
shall  be  sufficient  proof  as  to  the  service  or  publication  of  the 
notice. 

Section  10.  The  said  Lubec  and  Machias  Railway  is  hereby 
granted  the  further  right  to  build,  equip,  maintain  and  operate 
a  branch  of  its  line,  with  the  same  privileges,  and  subject  to  the 
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restrictions  conferred  upon  it  in  the  preceding  sections,  from  any 

point  of  its  line  or  tracks  within  the  town  of  Lubec  to  any  point 
within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Lubec,  or  to  any  point  within 
the  limits  of  any  of  the  towns  above  mentioned  in  this  act.

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  in  any  way  or 
catch  any  fish  of  any  kind  in  the  Magalloway  river  above 
Aziscohos  falls,  in  Oxford  county,  or  in  any  of  the  tributaries  of 
said  river  north  of  said  Aziscohos  falls,  or  in  Sunday  pond,  Long 
pond,  Parmachenee  lake.  Wells  pond.  Otter  pond,  Rump  pond, 
Billings  ponds.  Barker's  pond,  M.  T.  Abbey  pond,  Upper  and 
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Lower  Black  ponds,  Cupsuptic  pond,  or  Lincoln  pond,  all  situ- 

ated  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  except  by  the  ordinary  method  of 
casting  with  artificial  flies  or  fly  fishing. 

Section  2.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  provided  for  illegal 
fishing  in  the  general  law  of  the  state.

more  than  ten  fish  in  any  of  the  following  named  waters; 
Kennebago  lake.  Little  Kennebago  lake,  John's  pond.  Flat  Iron 
pond,  Blanchard  pond,  the  Seven  Ponds,  so  called,  and  in  any 
of  the  streams  flowing  into  any  of  the  above  named  lakes  or 
ponds ;  also,  in  the  stream  flowing  out  of  Little  Kennebago  lake 
to  the  dam  at  the  head  of  Kennebago  Falls,  and  in  the  stream 
flowing  out  of  Kennebago  lake,  commencing  four  rods  above  the 
Berlin  Mills  Company's  bridge,  and  continuing  down  said  stream 
to  its  junction  with  the  stream  flowing  from  Little  Kennebago 
lake. 

So  much  of  section  five  of  chapter  forty-two  of  the  public 
laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine  as  is  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed.

Section  2.  The  board  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  the  mayor,  ex-officio;  and  one  of  said  board 
shall  be  chosen  annually,  in  the  month  01  February,  by  the 
municipal  officers,  and  shall  be  $worn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years 
unless  removed  by  the  city  council  for  cause.  In  case  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  is  elected  to  and  accepts  the  office  of  mayor, 
his  office  as  member  of  this  board  shall  be  vacated  and  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  At  the  first  election  which  shall  be  held  in  the 
month  of  February,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  one  member  shall  be  elected  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,

severally  of  Waterville,  Leonard  Atwood,  of  Farmington,  and  E. 
J.  Lawrence,  of  Fairfield,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Waterville 
and  Winslow  Bridge  Company,  with  power  to  build  a  bridge 
across  the  Kennebec  river  between  Waterville  and  Winslow 
below  the  present  highway  bridge,  with  such  terminals  as  will 
permit  the  use  of  said  bridge  by  the  Wiscasset,  Waterville  and 
Farmington  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  with 
all  the  powers  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  corporations. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  corporation. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  and 
hold  as  for  public  uses  lands  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its 
incorporation  by  filing  a  plan  and  description  thereof  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  courts  for  Kennebec  county,  and  all  damr 
pges  therefor  shall  be  estimated  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
when  lands  are  taken  for  railroads.  No  meeting  houses,  dwell- 
ing houses,  lands  used  for  private  or  public  burying  grounds,  or 
land  of  the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  shall  be  taken 
hereunder. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  and  the  Wiscasset,  Water- 
ville and  Farmington  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  for  the  use  of  said 
bridge,  by  lease  or  otherwise,  with  an  option  of  purchase,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  and  to  execute  all 
necessary  instruments  therefor;  provided,  however,  that  such 
bridge  shall  not  be  used  until  approved  as  to  safety  by  the  rail- 
road commissioners,  and  it  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
orders  of  said  commissioners  in  all  matters  affecting  the  public 
safety  in  the  use  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  bridges  owned 
by  railroad  corporations. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  to  issue  its  bonds  in  such  amounts  and  on 
such  rates  and  time  as  it  deems  expedient  and  secure  the  same 
by  appropriate  mortgages  upon  its  property  and  franchises.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ellis  River  Improvement  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Frank  P.  Thomas,  Richmond  L.  Melcher,  Hollis 
C.  Dunton  and  Y.  A.  Thurston,  their  associates  and  assigns,  are 
hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Ellis  River  Improve- 
ment Company,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  similar 
corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  build  dams, 
booms,  side  dams,  sheer  booms,  remove  rocks,  dredge,  make 
embankments  and  other  improvements  on  the  Ellis  river,  and 
any  or  all  of  its  tributaries,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  Maine;  as 
may  be  necessary  to  facilitate  the  driving  of  logs  and  lumber 
down  the  same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  intentions 
herein  provided  said  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  sufficient  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  may  grant  and  raise  by  loan  or  assessment  for  the 
same  such  sums  of  money  and  in  such  manner  as  the  directors 
may  from  time  to  time  vote.  Said  corporation  may  also  make 
and  adopt  all  necessary  reg^ilations  and  by-laws  not  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state  and  adopt  a  common  seal. 

Section  3.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  be  a  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  a  board  of  three  or  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  who 
may  be  appointed  by  the  directors,  unless  they  shall  be  chosen 
at  the  annual  meeting,  all  of  whom  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
the  next  annual  meeting,  or  until  others  are  chosen  or  ar»^ointed 
in  their  stead.  The  clerk,  treasurer  and  directors  shall  be  sworn 
to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.

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shall,  at  their  meeting,  elect  one  of  their  number  who  shall  be  the 
president  of  the  company.  And  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  director  except  he  be  a  member  of  the  corporation. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  or  corporation,  or  their  agents, 
owning  logs  or  other  lumber  to  be  driven  on  said  river  or  its

Said  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
company  as  follows;  one  vote  each  for  any  member  having  or 
representing  fifty  thousand  feet  of  logs  or  lumber  in  the  river  to 
be  driven ;  with  an  additional  vote  for  each  additional  fifty  thou- 
sand feet ;  the  same  to  be  determined  by  the  directors.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  keep  an  itemized  account  of 
all  expenses  incurred  for  all  improvements  made  under  this  act ; 
and  ascertain  the  number  of  feet,  full  scale,  and  ownership  of 
said  logs  and  other  lumber  driven  annually  on  said  river  or  any 
of  its  tributaries,  and  assess  thereon,  to  owners  if  known,  or  to 
owners  unknown,  making  such  discount  for  logs  or  lumber  driven 
less  than  the  whole  distance  as  in  their  opinion  may  be  right  and 
equitable,  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  or  cost  of  investment, 
expenses  of  maintenance,  damages  and  losses  for  improvements 
made  and  such  other  expenses  as  may  be  voted  by  the  company 
or  the  directors.  And  said  coinpany  shall  have  a  lien  on  all  logs 
and  other  lumber  that  may  be  driven  for  the  expense  of  such 
improvements  as  is  herein  contemplated,  which  shall  not  be  dis- 
charged  until  all  assessments  shall  be  finally  paid.  The  directors 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  assessments  in  the  office  of  the  clerk, 
which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested. 

Section  5.  The  directors  shall  give  the  treasurer  a  list  of  all 
assessments  by  them  made,  with  a  warrant  in  due  form  under 
their  hands.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  imme-

same  for  sale  at  public  auction,  by  posting  up  in  some  conspicuous 
place  in  Rumford  Falls,  in  the  town  of  Rumford,  also  by  publica- 
tion in  some  newspaper  published  in  Rumford  Falls  a  notice  of 
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such  sale  stating  therein    the  names  of   the  persons    taxed,  if  

known,  with  the  mark  or  marks  assessed,  with  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  unpaid,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  sale; 
and  unless  such  assessments,  with  all  expenses  incurred,  are  pre- 
viously paid,  he  may  then  proceed  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  such  logs  or  other  lumber  to  pay  such 
assessment,  with  all  proper  costs,  together  with  ten  per  cent 
interest  from  the  date  of  said  assessment ;  such  sale  to  be  at  the 
office  of  the  company,  or  where  the  logs  are  situated. 

Section  6.     Anv  owner  or  owners  of  logs  and  other  lumber  Record  of

the  clerk  of  said  company  and  shall  be  by  him  recorded  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose  which  shall  be  at  all  time  open  to  the 
inspection  of  all  persons  interested ;  and  if  any  other  person  or 
corporation  shall  use  such  mark  on  any  logs  or  other  lumber  on 
said  river,  or  its  tributaries,  after  such  mark  shall  be  recorded, 
or  any  mark  so  closely  resembling  such  other  mark  already

binding  upon  all  parties  thereto.  Said  company  is  authorized  to 
sell  or  lease  any  water  not  used  by  it  on  the  dams  aforesaid. 

The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each;  said  company  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate 
necessary  and  convenient  for  its  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  13.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  foregoing 
provisions  or  either  of  them,  said  company  is  authorized  to  issue 
its  bonds  in  such  form  and  amount  and  on  such  time  and  rates, 
not  exceeding  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  subscribed,  as  it 
may  deem  expedient,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  its 
property  and  franchises. 

Section  14.  The  first  meeting  of  said  comoany  shall  be

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     Chauncey  S.  Skinner,  Dean  C.  French  and  Carl  corporators. 
D.  French,  their  associates  and  assigns,  are  hereby  incorporated  ^corporate 
under  the  name  of  the  South  Branch  Moose  River  Dam  Com-  '**^™«- 
pany,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  similar  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said'  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect,  pur-  Powers, 
chase  and  maintain  dams,  side  dams  and  piers  on  the  South 
Branch  of  Moose  river  and  its  tributaries  in  Township  one, 
Range  seven,  west  of  Bingham's  Kennebec  Purchase  and  in 
Lowelltown,  so  called,  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  and  to  widen, 
deepen  and  otherwise  improve  the  same  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  a  head  of  water  and  of  facilitating  the  driving  of  logs  and 
lumber  upon  the  same. 

Section  3.     Said  company  for  the  above  purposes  may  take  Mavtake 
all  necessary  land  and  materials  for  building  saia  dams  and  piers  materials, 
and  making  improvements,  and  may  flow  contiguous  lands  so  far

a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet ;  for  all  logs 
and  lumber  landed  on  said  stream  between  said  last  mentioned 
dam  and  the  next  lower  dam  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty-five  cents 
per  thousand  feet;  and  for  all  logs  and  lumber  landed  in  said 
stream  between  said  last  mentioned  dam  and  the  lowest  dam  a 
sum  not  exceeding  forty  cents  per  thousand  feet.  All  the  above 
tolls  to  be  reckoned  at  the  survey  or  scale  adopted  by  the  Ken- 
nebec Log  Driving  Company.  Said  South  Branch  Moose  River 
Dam  Company  shall  have  a  lieri  upon  all  logs  and  lumber  which 
may  pass  over  any  of  its  dams  and  improvements  until  the 
full  amount  of  tolls  is  paid ;  but  the  logs  of  each  particular 
mark  shall  only  be  holden  to  pay  the  toll  on  such  mark;  and 
if  said  toll  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  said  logs  or 
lumber,  or  the  major  part  thereof,  shall  have  arrived  within  the 
limits  of  the  Kennebec  Log  Driving  Company,  said  South 
Branch  Moose  River  Dam  Company  may  seize,  hold  and  sell  at 
public  auction  such  part  of  said  logs  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay 
such  tolls,  with  all  incidental  costs  and  charges  thereon,  after 
ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  sale 
given  to  the  owner  of  such  logs  or  lumber. 

Section  5.  An  account  of  the  cost  of  said  improvements 
shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  said  South  Branch  Moose  River 
Dam  Company,  and  also  of  its  receipts  for  tolls,  which  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  to  any  person  inter- 
ested in  the  same. 

Section  6.  When  said  corporation  shall  have  received  from 
tolls  its  outlay  on  dams,  improvements  and  repairs  made  up 
to  that  time,  with  six  per  cent  interest  thereon,  then  the  tolls 
shall  be  reduced  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  keep  the  works  in  repair ; 
the  treasurer  of  the  Kennebec  Log  Driving  Company,  for  the  time 
being,  is  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  and  determine  the  cost 
of  said  dams,  improvements  and  repairs. 

Section  7.  Any  or  all  owners  of  lands  from  which  logs  or 
lumber  are  cut  which  pass  through  or  over  said  dams  or  improve- 
ments shall  have  a  right  to  take  an  interest  in  said  company.

essary all  the  water  stored  in  said  dams  shall  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  driving  logs,  and  said  company  shall  have  the  rights 
to  store  water  in  both  of  said  dams  for  the  purpose  of  manu- 
facturing, generating  electricity,  or  for  any  other  power  and 
may  use  and  make  contracts  for  the  sale  of  said  stored  water 
with  any  corporations  or  persons  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
receive  payment  therefor,  said  company  may  also  make  improve- 
ments in  the  navigation  of  said  Baskahegan  stream.'

ceptible of  being  deposited  therein  and  may  receive  on  deposit 
for  safe  keeping  property  of  any  kind  entrusted  to  it  for  that 
purpose;  fourth,  to  act  as  agent  for  issuing,  registering  and 
countersigning  certificates,  bonds,  stocks,  and  all  evidences  of 
debt  or  ownership  in  property ;  fifth,  to  hold  by  grant,  assign- 
ment, transfer,  devise  or  bequest,  any  real  or  personal  property 
or  trust  duly  created,  and  to  execute  trusts  of  every  description ; 
sixth,  to  act  as  assignee,  receiver,  executor,  and  no  surety  shall 
be  necessary  on  the  bond  of  the  corporation  unless  the  court  or 
officer  approving  such  bond  shall  require  it ;  seventh,  to  do  in 
general  all  the  business  that  may  lawfully  be  done  by  trust  and 
banking  companies.'

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  public  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred 
and  sixty-five  of  the  private  and  specal  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

*  Section  i.  A  municipal  court  is  hereby  established  in  and 
for  the  town  of  Brunswick,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  which 
shall  be  called  the  municipal  court  for  the  town  of  Brunswick; 
and  said  court  shall  consist  of  one  judge,  a  citizen  of  said  town, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
council,  and  who  shall  be  duly  sworn. 

*  Section  2.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall,  except  when  inter- 
ested, exercise  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  triaj  justices  over 
all  such  matters  and  things,  civil  and  criminal,  within  said 
county  of-  Cumberland,  as  are  by  law  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
trial  justices;  also  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  trial  justices  in 
cases  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  in  said  county,  and  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  all  civil  actions,  if  otherwise  cognizable  by  a  trial 
justice,  in  which  both  parties  interested,  or  either  of  the  principal 
parties  and  a  person  summoned  as  trustee,  are  inhabitants  of  or 
residents  in  said  town ;  also  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of 
forcible  entry  and  detainer  in  said  town ;  also  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  with  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  Cumber- 
land, in  all  civil  actions  at  law  where  the  damage  does  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars,  in  which  both  parties  interested  or  either  of 
the  principal  parties  and  a  person  summoned  as  trustee  are  inhab- 
itants of  or  residents  in  the  county  of  Cumberland.  Actions  may 
be  referred,  and  judgment  on  the  referee's  report  may  be  ren- 
dered, in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  in  said 
superior  court. 

'Section  3.  If  any  defendant  in  any  action  in  said  court,  where 
the  amount  claimed  in  the  writ  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  or  his 
agent  or  attorney,  shall,  on  the  return  day  of  the  writ,  file  in 
said  court  his  pleadings,  and  a  motion  asking  that  said  action 
be  removed  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county  of  Cumber- 
land, and  deposit  with  the  judge  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and 
ten  cents  for  copies  and  entry  fee  in  said  superior  court,  to 
be  taxed  in  his  costs  if  he  prevails,  the  said  action  shall  be 
removed  into  the  said  superior  court.     The   judge  shall   forth- 
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with  cause  certified  copies  of  the  writ,  officer's  return,  and  defend- 
ant's motion  and  pleadings,  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
said  superior  court  within  ten  days,  and  shall  pay  the  entry  fee 
thereof,  and  said  action  shall  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  the 
following  term  of  said  superior  court,  unless  said  court  shall  then 
be  in  session,  when  it  shall  be  entered  forthwith,  and  shall  be  in 
order  for  trial  at  that  term.  If  no  such  motion  and  pleadings 
are  filed,  the  said  municipal  court  shall  proceed  and  determine 
said  action,  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  in  either  party  as  now 
provided  by  law.  The  pleadings  in  such  cases  shall  be  the  same 
as  in  the  said  superior  court. 

'Section  4.  The  said  court  may  take  cognizance  of  all  lar- 
cenies at  common  law  or  by  statute,  when  the  property  alleged  to 
have  been  stolen  shall  not  exceed  in  value  thirty  dollars,  of 
offenses  described  in  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of  the 
property  shall  not  exceed  thirty  dollars,  and  of  offenses  described 
in  section  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the 
revised  statutes,  when  they  are  not  of  a  high  and  aggravated 
nature;  and  on  conviction  may  punish  by  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceed- 
ing ninety  days;  and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all 
offenses  against  the  by-laws  of  the  town  of  Brunswick;  and  in 
prosecution  on  said  by-laws,  they  need  not  be  recited  in  com- 
plaint, nor  the  allegations  therein  be  more  particular  than  in 
prosecutions  on  a  public  statute. 

*  Section  5.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  sentence  or  judg- 
ment awarded  by  said  judge,  may  appeal  therefrom  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  sentence  or  judgment  were  awarded  by  a  trial 
justice,  and  under  such  recognizance  as  said  court  may  require. 

'Section  6.  The  said  judge  shall  enter,  or  cause  to  be  entered 
on  the  docket  of  said  court,  all  civil  and  criminal  actions,  with 
full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  in  and  disposition  of  the  same, 
which  docket  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  inspection ;  and  copies 
of  the  records  of  said  court,  duly  certified  by  the  judge  or 
recorder  thereof,  shall  be  legal  evidence  in  all  courts.  All  writs 
and  processes  returnable  before  said  court,  wherein  the  debt  or 
damages  demanded  exceed  twenty  dollars,  shall  be  served  four- 
teen days  at  least  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

'Section  7.  The  court  shall  be  held  weekly,  on  Monday,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  town  of  Brunswick,  and  all  civil  processes  shall  be 
made  returnable  accordingly ;  and  the  judge  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day  if  necessary.  The  said  court  shall  be  considered  in 
constant  session  for  the  trial  of  criminal  actions. 
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'Section  8.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  a  recorder  of  said  court,  who  shall  reside 
in  said  Brunswick,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  judge  from  the  court  room,  or  when 
said  judge  shall  be  an  interested  party,  or  when  the  office  of  judge 
shall  be  vacant,  the  recorder  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  the  judge,  including  the  authority  to  sign  original  writs 
and  processes.  When  the  office  of  judge  shall  be  vacant,  the 
recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees ;  in  all  other  cases  he  shall 
be  paid  by  the  judge. 

'Section  9.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  tax,  in  all  criminal 
proceedings,  the  same  fees  and  at  the  same  rates,  as  are  allowed 
by  law  in  the  Portland  municipal  court.  In*  civil  actions  the 
fees  shall  be  the  same  as  in  actions  before  trial  justices,  except 
that  the  judge  may  demand  four  cents  for  every  blank  writ  signed 
by  him,  and  thirty  cents  for  entry  of  each  civil  action.  In 
actions  wherein  the  damages  demanded  exceed  twenty  dollars, 
the  fee  shall  be  two  dollars  for  the  trial  of  an  issue.  All  fees, 
civil  and  criminal,  shall  inure  to  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county  quarterly,  on 
the  last  days  of  March,  June,  September  and  December. 

'Section  10.  In  all  actions  in  which  the  amount  recovered 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  same  costs  shall  be  taxed 
and  allowed  as  in  actions  before  trial  justices,  except  that  the 
plaintiff,  if  he  prevails,  shall  have  two  dollars  for  his  writ.  In 
all  actions  in  which  the  amount  recovered  shall  exceed  twenty 
dollars,  the  costs  and  fees  of  parties  and  attorneys  shall  be  the 
same  as  in  the  superior  court,  except  that  the  defendant,  if  he 
prevails,  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  for  his  pleadings. 

'Section  ii.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  in  full  for  all  services,  payable 
quarterly  on  the  last  days  of  March,  June,  September  and 
December,  from  the  treasury  of  Cumberland  county. 

'Section  12.  The  town  of  Brunswick  shall  provide  and  fur- 
nish a  suitable  court  room,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  said  court 
therein,  and  shall  heat  and  light  the  same.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Winterport,  Frankfbrt  and  Prospect  Electric 

Railway. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Charles  A.  McKenney,  Frank  C.  Young,  Charles 
R.  Hill  and  Ellery  Bowden  of  Winterport  and  Albert  Peirce  of 
Frankfort,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns  are  hereby 
constituted  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Winterport,  Frank- 
fort and  Prospect  Electric  Railway  with  authority  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  by  electricity  or  animal  power,  a  street 
railway  with  convenient  single  or  double  tracks,  side  tracks  or 
turnouts,  with  all  necessary  or  convenient  lines  of  poles,  wires, 
appliances,  appurtenances  and  conduits,  from  the  terminus  of  the 
Bangor,  Hampden  and  Winterport  Railway  in  Hampden  through 
the  town  of  Hampden  to  Winterport,  in  and  through  the  towns 
of  Winterport,  Frankfort  and  Prospect  to  Stockton  Springs  upon 
streets  and  highways  to  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  municipal 
officers  of  said  respective  towns,  after  the  right  of  way  has  been

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  SuUivan  Harbor  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Moses  Hawkins,  Charles  P.  Simpson,  Stanislaus  corporators. 
Wilson,  Emery  B.  Dunbar,  Harvey  W.  Dunbar,  Fred  W.  Bridg- 
ham,  Spiro  V.  Bennis  and  William  O.  Emery,  and  such  persons 
as  they  may  associate  with  themselves  in  the  enterprise,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  under  the  ^ame^^^^^ 
name  of  the  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  the  town  of  Sullivan,  in  the  county  of  Hancock, 
Maine,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  with  pure  water  for 
domestic,  sanitary,  municipal  and  public  uses,  including  the  extin- 
guishment of  fires. 

Section  2.     Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Companv  may  take  May  hold  real

and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  real  and  personal  estate  nee-  ©state, 
i'ssary  and  convenient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  3.     Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  is  hereby  May  take 
authorized  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  to  take,  collect,  store,  flow,   Long^pon™. 
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use,  detain,  distribute  and  convey  to  the  town  of  Sullivan  and 
any  part  thereof,  water  from  Long  pond,  in  said  Sullivan,  and 
is  also  authorized  to  locate,  construct  and  maintain  dams,  cribs, 
reservoirs,  locks,  gates,  sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  conduits,  stand- 
pipes,  hydrants  and  other  necessary  structures  therefor,  provided, 
however,  that  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  shall  not  at 
any  time  enter  said  Long  pond  and  take  water  therefrom  at  a 
lower  level  than  the  Long  Pond  Water- Company  may  be  taking 
water  therefrom  at  that  time. 

Section  4.  Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  lay,  construct  and  maintain  in,  under,  through, 
along  and  across  the  highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and 
bridges  in  said  town,  and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair  all  such 
sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants  and  structures  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  their  incorporation,  under  such 
reasonable  restrictions  and  conditions  as  the  selectmen  of  said 
town  may  impose.  And  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  all  corporations,  persons 
and  property  occasioned  by  the  said  use  of  such  highways,  ways 
and  streets,  and  shall  further  be  liable  to  pay  to  said  town  all 
sums  recovered  against  said  town  for  damages  from  obstructions 
caused  by  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company,  and  for  all 
expenses,  including  reasonable  counsel  fees  incurred  in  defend- 
ing such  suits,  with  interest  on  the  same. 

Section  5.  Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  shall  have 
power  to  cross  any  water  course,  public  or  private  sewer,  or  to 
change  the  direction  thereof  where  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  its  incorporation,  but  in  such-  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or 
impair  the  use  thereof ;  and  said  company  shall  be  liable  for  any 
injury  caused  thereby.  Whenever  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water 
Company  shall  lay  down  any  fixtures  in  any  highway,  way  or 
street,  or  make  any  alterations  or  repairs  upon  its  works  in  any 
highway,  way  or  street,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with 
as  little  obstruction  to  public  travel  as  may  be  practicable,  and 
shall  at  its  own  expense,  without  unnecessary  delay,  cause  the 
earth  and  pavements  then  removed  by  it  to  be  replaced  in  proper 
condition. 

Section  6.  Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  shall  have 
power  to  cross  any  pipes,  sluices  or  aqueducts  of  the  Long  Pond 
Water  Company,  when  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  incor- 
poration, but  in  such  manner  as  not  to  injure  the  same,  or  to 
obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof,  and  for  any  injury  caused 
thereby  the  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  shall  be  liable. 

Section  7.  Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  may  take 
and  hold  any  lands  necessary  for  flowage,  and  also  for  its  dams^ 
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cribs,  reservoirs,  stand  pipes,  locks,  gates,  hydrants  and  other   '- 

necessary  structures,  and  may  locate,  lay  and  maintain  sluices, 
aqueducts,  pipes,  conduits,  hydrants  and  other  necessary  struc- 
tures, or  fixtures  in,  over  and  through  any  lands  for  its  said  pur- 
poses, and  excavate  in  and  through  such  lands  for  such  location, 
construction  *md  maintenance.  It  may  enter  upon  such  lands 
to  make  surveys  and  locations,  and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of  -may  enter 
deeds,  in  said  county  of  Hancock,  plans  of  such  locations  and  survej^!  '*^' 
lands,  showing  the  property  taken,  and  within  thirty  days  there- 
after publish  notice  of  such  filing  in  some  newspaper  in  said 
county,  such  publication  to  be  continued  three  weeks  successively.

dams,  cribs,  reservoirs,  locks,  gates,  stand  pipes,  hydrants  and

The  cost  of  maintaining  hereafter  the  improve-  cosuof 
ments  now  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  storage  or  water  supply  5*01^1;"*°*^* 
in  said  Long  pond,  of  erecting  and  maintaining  other  improve-  l™enu7^" 
ments  for  the  same  purposes  shall  be  equitably  shared  by  said 
Long  Pond  Water  Company  and  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water 
Company. 

In  case  said  two  companies  cannot  agree  as  to  what  should   ~procee<iin^ 
be  done  in  the  way  of  construction,  improvements  or  repairs,  or   disHgree- 
how  the  expense  thereof  should  be  shared  under  this  section, 
these  matters  may  be  determined  by  the  chief  justice  of  the 
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supreme  judicial  court  of  the  state  of  Maine,  for  the  time  being, 
upon  petition  of  either  company  and  upon  hearing  thereon  after 
such  notice  as  said  chief  justice  may  order. 

Section  lo.  Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  contracts  with  the  United  States  and  with 
corporations  and  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Sullivan  for  the 
purposes  of  supplying  water,  as  contemplated  by  this  act.  And 
said  town  of  Sullivan  is  hereby  authorized  by  its  selectmen  to 
enter  into  contract  with  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company 
for  a  supply  of  water  for  any  and  all  purposes  mentioned  in  this 
act,  and  for  such  exemption  from  public  burden  as  said  town 
and  said  company  may  agree,  which,  when  made,  shall  be  legal 
and  binding  upon  all  parties  thereto. 

Section  ii.  Whoever  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  corrupt 
the  water  of  said  pond  or  streams,  or  any  of  the  tributaries 
thereto,  whether  frozen  or  not,  or  in  any  way  render  such  waters 
impure,  whether  frozen  or  not,  or  whoever  shall  wilfully  or 
maliciously  injure  any  of  the  works  of  said  Sullivan  Harbor 
Water  Company,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  said  company  for  three  times  the  actual 
damage,  to  be  recovered  in  any  proper  action. 

Section  12.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars  and  said  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each. 

Section  13.  Said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water  Company  may  issue 
its  bonds  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  of  its  purposes,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  on  such  rates 
and  time  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  secure  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds  by  appropriate  mort- 
gages or  deeds  of  trust  of  all  or  any  part  of  its  property,  fran- 
chises, rights  and  privileges  owned  or  hereafter  acquired  by  it. 

Section  14.  The  first  meeting  of  said  Sullivan  Harbor  Water 
Company  may  be  called  by  written  notice  thereof  signed  by  any 
two  of  the  incorporators  herein  named  served  upon  each  of  the 
other  incorporators  by  giving  him  the  same  in  hand,  or  by  leaving 
the  same  at  his  last  usual  place  of  abode,  or  by  mailing  the  same 
to  him  at  his  last  known  residence  or  place  of  business,  or  by 
publishing  the  same  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  of  Han- 
cock, state  of  Maine,  at  least  five  days  before  the  time  of  such 
meeting.  •

five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  revised  stat- 
utes ;  of  all  offenses  described  in  section  one  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of 
the  property  or  thing  alleged  to  have  been  fraudulently  obtained, 
sold,  mortgaged  or  pledged,  is  not  alleged  to  exceed  thirty  dol- 
lars ;  and  of  all  offenses  described  in  sections  two,  nine,  sixteen, 
seventeen  and  twenty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of  the  property 
destroyed  or  injury  done  is  not  alleged  to  exceed  thirty  dollars, 
and  all  amendments  thereto :  and  may  punish  for  either  of  said 
crimes  or  offenses  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months,  provided,  that  when 
the  offenses  described  in  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eighteen,  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two,  and  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three,  are  of  a  high  and  aggravated  nature,  the 
judge  of  said  court  may  cause  persons  charged  of  such  offenses, 
to  recognize  with  sufficient  sureties  to  appear  before  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  and  in  default  thereof  commit  them;  third,  of 
all  other  crimes,  offenses  and  misdemeanors  committed  in  said 
county  which  are  by  law  punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months,  and 
are  not  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  some  other  municipal 
or  police  court. 

Section  4.  Said  court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  in  any  civil 
action  wherein  the  title  of  real  estate,  according  to  the  pleading 
or  brief  statement  filed  therein  by  either  party,  is  in  question: 
and  all  such  actions  brought  in  said  court  shall  be  removed  to 
the  supreme  judicial  court,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  in  like 
cases  before  a  trial  justice ;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  con-

An  Act  relating  to  the      franchise,  rights  and  privileges    of  the  Milbridg« 

and 'Cherryfleld  Blectric  Railroctd  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  franchises,  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Mil- 
bridge  and  Cherryfield  Electric  Railroad  Company  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  and  are  in  full  force,  effect  and  legal  existence, 
as  also  are  all  the  official  permits  and  official  approvals  hereto- 
fore obtained  by  said  company  relative  to  its  incorporation  and 
to  the  location  of  its  proposed  railroad  from  a  point  in  the  town 
of  Cherryfield  so  as  to  connect  with  the  Washington  County 
Railroad  at  or  -near  the  upper  comer,  so  called,  to  a  point  at  or 
near  the  junction  of  Main  street  and  the  Steuben  road,  so  called, 
near  the  store  of  A.  Wallace  in  the  town  of  Milbridge,  both  in 
the  county  of  Washington  and  state  of  Maine. 

Section  2.  The  Milbridge  and  Cherryfield  Electric  Railroad 
Company  aforesaid  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  as  an  extension  of  its  proposed  rail- 
road as  above  set  forth,  its  railroad  over,  along  and  upon  the 
highway  or  public  way  extending  from  a  point  at  or  near  the 
junction  of  Main  street  and  the  Steuben  road,  so  called,  near  the 
store  of  A.  Wallace  in  said  town  of  Milbridge  to  the  steamboat 
wharf  and  landing  of  the  Portland,  Mount  Desert  and  Machias 
Steamboat  Company  in  said  Milbridge,  provided  said  electric 
railroad  company  shall  first  obtain  the  official  permit  required 
by  the  laws  of  Maine  from  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  said 
Milbridge,  and  the  official  approval  of  location  required  by  law 
from  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  Maine  relating  to 
said  proposed  extension. 

Section  3.  Said  Milbridge  and  Cherryfield  Electric  Railroad 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  4.  Said  Milbridge  and  Cherryfield  Electric  Railroad 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
its  proposed  railroad  between  the  points  heretofore  set  forth  over, 
along  and  upon  the  highway  or  public  way  leading  from  Cherry- 
field village  in  said  Cherryfield  to  Milbridge  village  in  said  Mil- 
bridge  located  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Narraguagus  river  or 
in  part  over,  along  and  upon  the  highway  or  public  way  on  the 
westerly  side  of  said  river,  between  the  two  points  as  above  set 
forth,  provided  said  company  shall  have  obtained  or  may  obtain 
the  official  permits  from  the  municipal  officers  of  said  towns,  and 
official  approvals  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  as  the 
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law  provides ;  and  further  provided,  that  if  said  railroad  is  con-   '-

A.  R.  Gilson,  P.  S.  Dorsey  and  F.  L.  Shaw,  their  corporators, 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body   -corporate 
corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Washington  Telephone  Company,  "*™®' 
with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties  and  obligations  of  similar  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  locate,  Location  of 
construct,  maintain,  operate  and  own  lines  of  telephone  in,  upon 
and  along  any  public  way  in  any  of  the  following  towns: 
Machias,  Marshfield,  East  Machias,  Whitneyville,  Centerville, 
Northfield,  Wesley,  Township  Number  Thirty-one,  Cooper, 
Township  Number  Eighteen,  Township  Number  Nineteen, 
Township  Number  Fourteen,  Marion,  Cutler,  Machiasport, 
Roque  Bluff,  Jonesboro,  Jonesport,  Addison  and  Columbia  Falls 
in  the  county  of  Washington. 

Section  3.     Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  connect  May  connect 
its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  company,  or  to  lease  its  Unes.

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Section  4.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  shall  be  fixed  by  vote 
of  the  corporation,  but  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  and 
said  corporation  may  purchase,  hold,  sell  and  convey  real  estate 
and  personal  property  necessar}'  for  the  purposes  contemplated 
in  this  charter.

Section  3.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  con-  May  lay 
struct  and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  along  and  across  the 
highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and  bridges  in  said  towns, 
and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair  all  such  sluices,  aqueducts, 
pipes,  hydrants  and  structures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  its  incorporation,  so  as  not  to  unreasonably  obstruct  the 
same,  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  conditions  as  the 
selectmen  of  said  town  may  impose.

opportunity  to  defend  the  same. 

Section  4.     Said  company  shall  have  power  to  cross  any  water   May  cross 

sewers  etc 

course,  private  and  public  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction* 
thereof  when  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation, 
but  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof, 
and  it  shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  caused  thereby.  Whenever 
said  company  shall  lay  down  any  fixture  in  any  highway,  way 
or  street,  or  make  any  alterations  or  repairs  upon  its  works  in 
any  highway,  way  or  street,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done 
with  as  little  obstruction  to  public  travel  as  may  be  practicable, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  without  unnecessary  delay,  cause 
the  earth  and  pavements  there  removed  by  it  to  be  replaced  in 
proper  condition. 
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Section  5.  Said  company  may  take  and  hold  any  waters  as 
limited  in  section  two  and  also  any  lands  necessary  for  reser- 
voirs, and  other  necessary  structures,  and  may  locate,  lay  and 
maintain  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants  and  other  necessary  struc- 
tures or  fixtures  in,  over  and  through  any  lands  for  its  said  pur- 
poses, and  excavate  in  and  through  such  lands  for  such  location, 
construction  and  maintenance.  It  may  enter  upon  such  lands 
to  make  surveys  and  location,  and  shall  file  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  for  said  county  of  Waldo,  plans  of  such  location  and  lands, 
showing  the  property  taken,  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
publish  notice  of  such  filing  in  some  newspaper  in  said  county, 
such  publication  to  be  continued  three  weeks  successively.  Not 
more  than  one  rod  in  width  of  land  shall  be  occupied  by  any  one 
line  of  pipe  or  aqueduct. 

Section  6.  Should  the  said  company  and  the  owner  of  such 
land  so  taken  be  unable  to  agree  upon  the  damages  to  be  paid 
for  such  location,  taking,  holding  and  construction,  either  party 
may,  within  twelve  months  after  said  filing  of  plans  of  location, 
apply  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Waldo,  and  cause 
such  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  as  are  by  law  pre- 
scribed in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out  T>f  railroads, 
so  far  as  such  law  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
If  said  company  shall  fail  to  pay  such  land  owner,  or  deposit  for 
his  use  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  aforesaid, 
such  sum  as  may  be  finally  awarded  as  damages,  with  costs  when 
recovered  by  him,  within  ninety  days  after  notice  of  final  judg- 
ment shall  have  been  received  by  the  clerk  of  courts  of  said 
county,  the  said  location  shall  be  thereby  invalid,  and  said  com- 
pany forfeits  all  rights  under  the  same  as  against  such  land 
owner.  Said  company  may  make  a  tender  to  any  land  owner 
damaged  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  if  such  land  owner 
recovers  more  damages  than  were  tendered  him  by  said  company, 
he  shall  recover  costs,  otherwise  said  company  shall  recover  costs. 
In  case  said  company  shall  begin  to  occupy  such  lands  before 
the  rendition  of  final  judgment,  the  land  owner  may  require  said 
company  to  file  its  bond  to  him  with  said  county  commissioners, 
in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  approve,  conditioned 
for  said  payment  or  deposit.  No  action  shall  fee  brought  against 
said  company  for  such  taking,  holding  and  occupation,  until 
after  such  failure  to  pay  or  deposit  as  aforesaid.  Failure  to 
apply  for  damages  within  three  years  by  the  land  owner,  shall 
be  held  to  be  a  waiver  of  the  same. 

Section  7.  Any  person  suflFering  damage  by  the  taking  of

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<lamages  assessed  m  the  manner  provided  in  the  preceding  sec-  

tion,  and  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner 

and  with  the  same  effect.     No  action  shall  be  brought  for  the 

same  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  payment.     And  a 

tender  by  said  company  may  be  made  with  the  same  effect  as  in 

the  preceding  section. 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  May  supply 
contracts  with  the  United  States,  and  with  corporations,  and 
inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Frankfort  or  any  village  corporation

Section  10.     Said  company  for  all  of  its  said  purposes,  may  an/penonai 
hold  real  and  personal  estate  necessary  and  convenient  therefor. 

Section  11.  Said  company  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the  con-  !jj^*"*"* 
struction  of  its  works  of  any  and  all  kinds  upon  such  rates  and 
tune  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in 
all  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  subscribed  for,  and  secure 
the  same  by  mortgage  or  mortgages  of  the  franchise  and  prop- 
erty of  said  company. 

Section  12.     The  first  meeting  of  said  company  may  be  called  how^cSued"** 
by  a  written  notice  thereof,  signed  by  any  corporator  herein 
named,  served  upon  each  corporator  by  giving  him  the  same  in 
hand,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  last  usual  place  of  abode, 
seven  days  before  the  time  of  meeting.

An  Act  to  renew  and  extend  the  charter  of  the  Boothbay  Harbor  Banking* 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

The  charter  incorporating  certain  persons  into  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic  to  be  known  as  the  Boothbay  Harbor  Banking 
Company,  being  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  pri- 
vate and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  which 
was  renewed  and  extended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
one,  is  hereby  renewed  and  extended  for  a  further  term  of  two 
years. 

Approved  March  26,  1903. 
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Chapter  991. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Patten  Trust  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  N.  M.  Jones,  H.  P.  Gardner,  Don.  A.  H.  Powers, 
Albert  A.  Burleigh,  I.  K.  Stetson,  James  McNutty,  R.  D.  Gard- 
ner, S.  L.  Huston,  George  W.  Cooper  and  Laroy  Miles,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  by  vote  accept  this  charter,  with  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  to  be  known  as  the  Patten  Trust  Company,  and  as  such 
shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  on  cor- 
porations by  law. 
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Section  2.    The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located   ; 7-

Section  3.     The  purposes  of  said  corporation  and  the  business  Pnrposes.

companies,  municipalities  and  states,  allowing  interest  thereon, 
if  agreed,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may  provide; 
second,  to  borrow  money,  to  loan  money  on  credits,  on  real  estate, 
or  personal  security,  and  to  negotiate  loans  and  sales  for  others ; 
third,  to  own  and  maintain  safe  deposit  vaults,  with  boxes,  safes   -may  own 
and  other  facilities  therein,  to  be  rented  to  other  parties  for  the  vluits?^^*" 
safe  keeping  of  moneys,  securities,  stocks,  jewelry,  plate,  valuable

Section  5.     Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis-   sj>«^J  not^  ^ 
count  on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor  own'ehareV^* 
be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary 
to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith ; 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Section  6.     All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall*  ^S^J^gg' 
be  exercised  by  a  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  residents  of  this 
state,  whose  number  and  term  of  office  shall  be  determined  by  a 
vote  of  the  shareholders  at  the  first  meeting  held  by  the  incorpo- 
rators and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter.     The  affairs  and 
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powers  of  the  corporation  may,  at  the  option  of  the  shareholders, 
be  entrusted  to  an  executive  board  of  five  members  to  be,  by  vote 
of  the  shareholders,  elected  from  the  full  board  of  trustees.  The 
trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  be  sworn  to  the  proper  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  others  are  elected 
and  qualified  in  their  stead.

Such 
loans  or  investments  shall  be  classified  in  the  book  as  the  bank 
examiner  shall  direct.  No  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  officer,  or 
director  of  said  banking  or  trust  company  except  by  the  unan- 
imous approval  of  the  executive  board  in  writing,  and  said 
corporation  shall  have  no  authority  to  hire  money  or  to  g^ve 
notes  unless  by  vote  of  the  said  board  duly  recorded. 

Section  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a 
director  or  a  trustee  of  said  corporation  who  is  not  the  actual 
owner  of  five  shares  of  the  stock. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation,  after  beginning  to  receive 
deposits,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  on  hand  in  lawful  money,  as  a 
reserve,  not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
its  deposits,  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on  demand,  pro- 
vided, that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money,  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen  per 
cent  may  consist  of  balances,  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any 
national  or  state  bank. 

Section  10.  All  the  property  or  money  held  in  trust  by  this 
corporation,  shall  constitute  a  special  deposit  and  the  accounts 
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thereof  and  of   said  trust  department  shall    be    kept  separate, 

and  such  funds  and  the  investment  or  loans  of  them  shall  be  deposit, 
specially  appropriated  to  the  security  and  payment  of  such 
deposits,  and  not  be  subject  to  any  other  liabilities  of  the  cor- 
poration ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  observance  of  this 
provision,  said  corporation  shall  have  a  trust  department  in

any  of  said  courts  may  direct  any  person  deriving  authority  from 
them  to  so  deposit  the  same. 

Section  12.     Each   shareholder  of   this  corporation  shall   be    Reaponsi- 
individually  responsible,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one  for  JhaMhoiders 
the  other,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  such  cor- 
poration, to  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the 
shares  owned  by  each  in  addition  to  the  amount  invested  in  said 
shares. 

Section  13.     Such  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  guaranty  Guaranty 
fund  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  earnings  in  each  and  every 
year  until  such    fund,  with  the  accumulated    interest    thereon, 
shall  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpo- 
ration. 

The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  Taxation, 
to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and   rate  as   are  the  shares   of 
national  banks. 

Section  15.     Said   corporation  shall   be  subject  to  examina-  shaiibesnb- 
tion   by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall   visit  it  at   least  once  in  iSation^by"^ 
every  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient.     At  examiner, 
such   visits   he  shall   have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books   and 
papers,  and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the  affairs 
of  said  corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all  its  engagements. 
If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation,  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such  action 
as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter  forty- 
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seven  of  the  revised  statutes.  He  shall  preserve  in  a  permanent 
form  a  full  record  of  his  proceedings,  including  a  statement  of 
the  condition  of  said  corporation.  A  copy  of  such  statement 
shall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately  after  the 
annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper  published 
where  said  corporation  is  established.  If  no  paper  is  published 
in  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then  it  shall 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city  or  town. 
The  necessary  expenses  of  the  bank  examiner  while  making  such 
examination  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation. 

Section  i6.  Any  two  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Cherrryfield  and  Mllbridge  Street  Railway. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled y  as  follows : 

Section  i.  E.  K.  Wilson,  William  M.  Nash,  Samuel  N. 
Campbell,  severally  of  Cherryfield,  and  Jasper  Wyman  and 
George  A.  Sawyer,  both  of  Milbridge,  are  hereby  made  a  corpo- 
ration under  the  name  of  the  Cherryfield  and  Milbridge  Street 
Railway  with  authority  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain  a 
street  railroad,  for  street  traffic  for  the  conveyance  of  persons 
and  property,  in  the  towns  of  Cherryfield  and  Milbridge,  along 
and  over  such  streets,  roads  and  ways  therein  as  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  be  deemed  best  for  the  public  convenience  by  the  said 
company,  and  over  and  across  such  lands  as  to  it  may  seem 
advisable  and  necessary,  with  such  single  or  double  tracks,  side 
tracks,  switches,  turnouts,  stations  and  appurtenances,  and  with 
such  poles,  wires  and  appliances  as  shall  be  reasonably  convenient 
in  the  premises,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  or 
usually  granted  to  similar  corporations.

in  the  Kennebec  river  and  in  the  city  of  Augusta  and  towns  of 
Vassalboro  and  Sidney,  piers  and  booms  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing all  logs,  pulp  wood   and  other   lumber  coming  down   said 
river  and  destined  for  use  or  manufacture  by  them  or  either  of 
them   substantially  as   follows:    A  deposit  boom  with   suitable 
piers  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Kennebec 
river  at  or  near  land  of  J.  S.  Nicholas,  and  extending  northerly  ^£^"" 
to  a  point  southerly  of  and  near  Five  Mile  Island,  so  called,  and 
distant  from  the  easterly  shore  of  said  river  about  one-third  of 
its  width  ;  also  a  sorting  boom  substantially  as  follows :     Begin- 
ning at  a  point  on  the  westerly  shore  of  said  river  near  the  line  ^2!"'

deer,  not  more  than  one  of  which  shall  be  a  doe  or  fawn;  nor 
shall   any  person  have  in   possession  any  deer  or  part  thereof 
killed  in  violation  of  this  section. 

The  penalties   provided   by  the  general    law  for  penalty  for 
like  offenses  shall   be  the  penalties   for  a  violation  of  this  act.   vioi***on.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  at  any  time,  to 
fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish  in  any  of  the  tribu- 
taries to  Indian  pond,  South  pond  and  Twitchell  pond,  situated 
in  the  town  of  Greenwood,  or  the  tributaries  to  Bryant  pond  in 
the  town  of  Woodstock. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  fish  for, 
take,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish  in  Indian  pond,  above  namM^ 
for  three  years  from  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalty  as  is  provided  in  the 
general  law  for  illegal  fishing.

Said  com- 
pany is  also  authorized  to  locate,  erect  and  maintain  in  the 
Penobscot  river  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  said  Madunkeunk  stream 
piers  and  booms  for  the  purpose  of  affording  owners  of  logs  and 
other  lumber  coming  down  said  stream  facilities  for  collecting, 
holding  and  sorting  out  the  same ;  provided,  said  piers  and  booms 
shall  be  so  located,  constructed,  maintained  and  used  that  they 
will  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  free  navigation  of  said 
Penobscot  river  or  the  passage  of  logs  or  rafts  of  lumber  down 
said  river.  Said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  by  aid  of 
such  piers  and  booms  is  hereby  authorized  to  separate  and  sort 
out  the  logs  and  other  lumber  coming  out  of  said  stream  and 
belonging  to  different  owners  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by 
such  owners,  receiving  such  compensation  therefor  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  such  owners  and  said  company.  Said 
company  is  also  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  within 
the  piers  and  booms  mentioned  in  this  act  and  located,  erected 
and  maintained  as  aforesaid,  all  logs,  pulp  wood  and  other  lumber 
coming  down  said  Madunkeunk  stream  when  so  requested  by  the 
owners  thereof,  or  when  necessary  for  the  protection  of  such  logs 
and  other  lumber.

above  the  dam  at  or  near  the  foot  of  said  Duck  lake,  forty  cents 
per  tiiousand :  and  said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  upon  all 
logs  and  lumber  which  either  may  pass  over  its  said  dam  at  or 
near  the  foot  of  said  Duck  lake  or  which  may  pass  down  said 
Duck  brcKjk  until  the  full  amount  of  toll  of  all  the  logs  and  lum-

fine  of  one  dollar  for  each  fish  sold  in  violation  of  this  law.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put,  or  allow  the  same 
to  be  done  by  any  person  within  his  employ,  any  sawdust,  slabs, 
edgings,  or  other  refuse  matter  into  Ellis  stream,  so  called,  situ- 
ated in  Waldo,  Brooks  and  Belfast,  in  Waldo  county,  under  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
and  costs  for  each  offense.

of  said  court,  one  dollar  and  sixty-five  cents  for  copies  and  entry

Bridge   Company  ehall   continue. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  I.  The  tolls  granted  by  chapter  five  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  of  the  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight,  and  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  special 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  are  hereby  extended  so 
that  they  shall  continue  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this 
act,  subject  to  revision  at  any  time  by  the  legislature,  until  all 
tolls  so  collected,  together  with  all  incomes  of  whatever  nature, 
collectively,  equal  the  amount  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  together 
with  the  cost  of  a  new  steel  bridge  and  the  running  expenses, 
with  interest  on  all  moneys  so  invested  at  five  per  cent. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eight 
of  the  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  of 
chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  special  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  one,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  Bangor  Bridge  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  for 
making  the  bridge  a  steel  bridge  throughout,  similar  to  the 
present  middle  span  of  said  bridge,  and  to  thoroughly  repair  the 
piers  and  abutments  of  said  bridge  and  to  secure  the  pa)rment 
of  the  same  by  a  mortgage  upon  its  bridge  property. 

Section  4.  The  said  bridge  and  all  appurtenances  of  said 
bridge  company  shall  then  become  free  without  further  com- 
pensation to  its  owners. 

Section  5.  The  books  of  said  company  shall  be  open  to  inspec- 
tion at  all  times  to  the  mayors  and  treasurers  of  Bangor  and 
Brewer. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  not  take  eflFect  until  the  supreme 
judicial  court  shall  in  appropriate  proceedings  therefor  deter- 
mine that  the  cities  of  Bangor  and  Brewer  and  the  county  of 
Penobscot  are  not  liable  to  said  bridge  company  for  the  amoimt 
heretofore  awarded  for  the  value  of  the  bridge,  property  and 
appurtenances  of  said  bridge  company  under  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  one,  now  of  record  in  said  court,  in  such  proportions  as  have

Chapter  333. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Fraternity  Temple  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section   i.     Joseph  E.  Hall,  Charles  F.   Bragg,   Henry  O.   corporators. 
Pierce,  Albert  F.  Smith  and  Victor  Brett,  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  ^corporate 
the  Fraternity  Temple  Company  with  all  the  rights,  privileges   '**™®- 
and  immunities  of  corporations  under  chapter  fifty-five  of  the 
revised  statutes  of  Maine  and,  subject  thereto,  all  the  rights, 
privileges,  duties  and  responsibilities  conferred  upon  corpora- 
tions under  the  general  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.    The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  capital  stock, 
of  not  more  than  six  thousand  shares  of  the  par  value  of  ten 
dollars,  the  amount  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  corpo- 
ration.   The  immediate  government  of  its  aflfairs  shall  be  vested 
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in  a  board  of  directors  to  consist,  for  one  year  from  the  time  of 
the  corporation  of  said  company,  of  the  corporators  herein 
named,  together  with  an  advisor}^  board  to  be  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  fraternal,  benevolent,  educational  or 
social  organizations  owning  stock  in  the  company,  said  organ- 
izations, whether  incorporated  or  not,  being  hereby  authorized 
to  purchase,  hold  or  sell  stock  in  the  company,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  corpo- 
rations. Such  representatives  to  be  elected  by  their  respective 
organizations  and  to  be  admitted  to  said  board  upon  presentation 
of  their  proper  credentials  of  election.  The  powers  of  said 
boards  and  their  subsequent  election  may  be  governed  by  by-laws 
which  said  corporation  shall,  within  the  scope  of  its  legal  author- 
ity, have  power  to  make,  ordain  and  publish. 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  To  provide  a  permanent  home  and  meeting  place  for  such 
fraternal,  benevolent,  educational  and  social  organizations  as 
may  desire  to  obtain  quarters  therein,  said  home  and  meeting 
place  to  be  erected  in  the  city  of  Bangor  and  to  be  known  as  the 
Fraternity  Temple ;  to  conduct  entertainments  and  to  transact  all 
business  incident  thereto  in  said  Temple ;  to  rent  such  rooms  in 
said  Temple  as  may  not  be  required  for  the  uses  of  such  organ- 
izations ;  to  collect  such  rents  from  all  tenants  as  will  meet  the 
necessary  expense  of  maintaining  the  building  and  meeting  the 
obligations  incurred  in  its  behalf ;  to  provide  all  necessary  equip- 
ment and  furniture  for  said  Temple  and  to  do  all  acts  and  trans- 
act any  business  in  said  Temple  not  repugnant  to  law  or  incon- 
sistent with  the  foregoing  purposes. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  is  further  authorized  to  raise 
money  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  the  erection  of  said 
Temple  by  issuing  stock,  bonds,  mortgage  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
determined  bv  the  directors,  but  no  stockholder  shall  be  liable 
on  any  such  indebtedness  beyond  the  amount  remaining  unpaid 
on  his  stock  subscription.  The  corporation  shall  be  further 
authorized  to  sell  or  lease  the  right  to  build  upon  its  walls,  to  any 
other  fraternal  organization,  above  the  height  required  for  its 
own  uses,  and  in  case  of  the  sale  of  such  right  no  mortgage  which 
the  said  corporation  may  execute  shall  apply  to  the  portion  built 
by  its  grantee. 

Section  5.  Any  member  of  a  fraternal  beneficiary  organiz- 
ation organized  under  or  doing  business  in  this  state  under  the 
laws  of  Maine  may,  in  case  of  the  loss  by  death  or  desertion  of 
all  the  members  of  his  immediate  family,  make  said  corporation 
his  beneficiary,  and  said  corporation  shall  be  included  within  the 
class  now  allowed  by  law  as  beneficiaries,  provided,  no  portion 
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of  any  funds  so  received  by  said  company  shall  be  disbursed  as 
dividends  to  individual  stockholders,  but  may  be  applied  towards 
the  discharge  of  any  obligations  of  the  company  on  account  of 
the  building  of  such  temple  or  making  improvements  or  additions 
thereto,  and  when  not  required  for  such  purpose  shall  be  dis- 
tributed among  such  fraternities  having  quarters  in  the  building 
and  owning  stock  in  the  company,  as  pay  sick  benefits  to  its 
members ;  such  fraternities  shall  receive  from  such  funds  in  pro- 
portion to  its  stock  in  the  corporation. 

Section  6.  The  said  company  for  all  its  said  purposes  may 
hold  real  estate  and  personal  property  sufficient,  necessary  and 
convenient  therefor. 

Section  7.  The  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  may  be  held 
at  any  time  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  and  approval  of 
this  act  by  all  the  foregoing  corporators  participating  therein 
and  signing  written  waiver  of  notice  thereof,  otherwise  any  of 
the  corporators  may  call  said  first  meeting  by  giving  the  notice 
required  by  law  in  such  case,  and  a  maj  ority  of  the  corporators 
may  hold  such  meeting.  In  either  case  all  necessary  business, 
the  election  of  officers  and  the  adoption  of  by-laws  may  be  trans- 
acted at  such  meeting.

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Chapter  334. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Augrusta  Wuter  District. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  following  territory  and  the  people  within  the 
same,  namely :  Wards  one,  two,  three,  four,  six,  seven  and  eight 
in  the  city  of  Augusta,  shall  constitute  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate under  the  name  of  the  Augusta  Water  District,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants  of  said  district  and  of  the 
towns  of  Chelsea,  Vassalborough,  China  and  Manchester,  and 
such  municipalities,  together  with  the  city  of  Augusta,  with  pure 
water  for  domestic  and  municipal  purposes. 

Section  2.  Said  district  is  hereby  authorized  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  to  take  and  hold  sufficient  water  of  the  Kennebec  river 
and  China  lake,  and  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise any  land  or  real  estate  necessary  for  erecting  dams,  power, 
reservoirs,  or  for  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  and  water 
shed,  and  for  laying  and  maintaining  aqueducts  for  taking,  dis- 
charging and  disposing  of  water.     Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
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authorize  said  district  to  increase  the  present  flowage  upon  China 
lake. 

Section  3.  Said  district  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  that 
shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  in  their  property 
by  the  taking  of  any  land  whatsoever,  or  water,  or  by  flowage,  or 
by  excavating  through  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes, 
building  dams  or  constructing  reservoirs.  If  any  person  sus- 
taining damage  as  aforesaid  and  said  corporation  shall  not 
mutually  agree  upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  such  person 
may  cause  his  damages  to  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations  as  are 
or  may  be  prescribed  in  the  case  of  damages  by  the  laying  out 
of  highways. 

Section  4.  Said  district  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  in  and 
through  the  streets  and  highways  thereof  and  of  said  towns  of 
Chelsea,  Vassalborough,  China  and  Manchester,  and  to  take  up, 
repair  and  replace  all  such  pipes,  aqueducts  and  fixtures  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  objects  above  set  forth,  and  whenever  said 
district  shall  lay  any  pipes  or  aqueducts  in  any  street  or  highway 
it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done  with  as  little  obstruction  as 
possible  to  the  public  travel,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  without 
unnecessary  delay  cause  the  earth  and  pavement  removed  by  it 
to  be  replaced  in  proper  condition. 

Section  5.  All  the  affairs  of  said  water  district  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  trustees  composed  of  three  members  to  be 
chosen  by  the  municipal  officers  of  the  city  of  Augusta,  but  no 
member  of  the  city  council  shall  during  the  term  for  which  he 
is  elected  be  chosen  one  of  said  board  of  trustees.  As  soon  as 
convenient  after  the  members  of  said  board  have  been  chosen, 
said  trustees  shall  hold  a  meeting  at  the  city  rooms  in  the  city 
of  Augusta,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president  and  clerk, 
adopt  a  corporate  seal  and  when  necessary  may  choose  a  treasurer 
and  all  other  needful  officers  and  agents  for  the  proper  conduct 
and  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  district.  At  said  first 
meeting  they  shall  determine  by  lot  the  term  of  office  of  each 
trustee  so  that  one  shall  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and 
one  for  three  years :  and  whenever  the  term  of  office  of  a  trustee 
expires  the  said  municipal  officers  of  the  city  of  Augusta  shall 
appoint  a  successor  to  serve  the  full  term  of  three  years ;  and  in 
case  any  other  vacancy  arises  it  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  for 
the  unexpired  term.  They  may  also  ordain  and  establish  such 
bv-laws  as  are  necessary  for  their  own  convenience  and  the 
proper  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  district.  The  term  of 
office  of  the  trustees  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  of  August. 
Said  trustees  may  procure  an  office  and  incur  such  expenses  as 
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may  be  necessary.     Each  member  shall  receive  in  full  compen- 

sation  for  his  services  an  allowance  of  three  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

Section  6.  Said  water  district  is  hereby  authorized  and  May  acquire 
empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  wafer  co. 
of  eminent  domain,  which  right  is  hereby  expressly  delegated  to 
said  district  for  said  purpose,  the  entire  plant,  property  and  fran- 
chises, rights  and  privileges  now  held  by  the  Augusta  Water 
Company  within  said  district  and  said  towns  of  Chelsea,  Vassal- 
borough,  China  and  Manchester,  including  all  lands,  waters, 
water  rights,  dams,  reservoirs,  pipes,  machinery,  fixtures, 
hydrants,  tools  and  all  apparatus  and  appliances  owned  by  said 
company  and  used  or  usable  in  supplying  water  in  said  district 
and  towns  and  any  other  real  estate  in  said  district. 

Section   7.     In   case   said   trustees   fail  to  agree  with   said   Prooeedings 
Augusta  Water  Company  upon  the  terms  of  purchase  of  the   disagreement 
above  mentioned  property  on  or  before  November  first,  nineteen   of  purchase, 
hundred  and  three,  said  water  district  through  its  trustees  is 
hereby  authorized  to  take  said  plant,  property  and  franchises  as 
for  public  uses  by  petition  therefor  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.     And  said  water  district  through  its  trustees  is  hereby 
authorized  on  or  before  November  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
three,  to  file  a  petition  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court  for  the  county  of  Kennebec  in  term  time  or  in  vacation, 
addressed  to  any  justice  of  said  court,  who  after  notice  to  said 
Augusta  Water  Company  and  its  mortgagees,  shall  after  hearing 
and  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  petition  appoint 
three  disinterested  appraisers  none  of  whom  shall  be  residents   -appraisers, 
of  the  county  of  Kennebec,  one  of  whom  shall  be  learned  in  the 
law,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  valuation  of  said  plant,  prop- 
erty and  franchises.     The  said  appraisers  shall  have  the  power  _p^,^^„^,j 
of  compelling  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of   appraisers. 
b(^oks  and  papers  pertinent  to  the  issue,  and  may  administer 
oaths ;  and  any  witness,  or  person  in  charge  of  such  books  or 
p£].ers,  refusing  to  attend,  or  to  produce  the  same,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  penalties  and  proceedings,  so  far  as  applicable 
as  witnesses  summoned  to  attend  the  supreme  judicial  court. 
The  appraisers  so  appointed  shall  after  due  notice  and  hearing   -duties  of 
fix  the  valuation  of  said  plant,  property  and  franchises  at  what    appraisers, 
th.ey  are  fairly  and  equitably  worth,  so  that  the  said  Augusta 
Walei  Company  shall  receive  just  compensation  for  all  the  same. 
The  first  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  shall  be  the   .^ate  Tehen 
date  as  of  which  the  valuation  aforesaid  shall  be  fixed,  from    Iha?i*be" 
which  dav»  interest  on  said  award  shall  run  and  all  net  rents  and 
profits  accruing  thereafter  shall  belong  to  said  water  district. 
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The  report  of  said  appraisers  or  of  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be 

proceedingB.     filed  in  said  clerk's  office  in  term  time  or  vacation  within  five 

months  after  their  appointment,  and  such  single  justice,  or  in 
c<*se  of  his  inability  to  act  then  any  justice  designated  for  the 
purpose  by  the  chief  justice,  may,  after  notice  and  hearing,  con- 
firm or  reject  the  same,  or  recommit  it  if  justice  so  requires. 
The  award  of  the  appraisers  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  valuations. 
Upon  the  confirmation  of  said  report  the  court  so  sitting  shall 
thereupon,  after  hearing,  make  final  decree  upon  the  entire 
matter,  including  the  application  of  the  purchase  money,  dis- 
charge of  incumbrances  and  transfer  of  the  property,  jurisdiction 
over  which  is  hereby  conferred,  with  the  same  power  to  enforce 
said  decree  as  in  equity  cases.  Upon  request  of  either  party 
the  justice  so  making  such  final  decree  shall  make  separate  find- 
ings of  law  and  fact.  All  such  findings  of  fact  shall  be  final,  but 
either  party  aggrieved  may  take  exceptions  to  any  rulings  of  law 
so  made,  the  same  to  be  accompanied  only  by  such  parts  of  the 
case  as  are  necessary  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  questions 
raised  thereby.  Such  exceptions  shall  be  claimed  on  the  docket 
within  ten  days  after  such  final  decree  is  signed,  entered  and 
filed,  and  notice  thereof  has  been  given  by  the  clerk  to  the  parties 
or  their  counsel,  and  said  exceptions  so  claimed  shall  be  made 
up,  allowed  and  filed  within  said  time  unless  further  time  is 
granted  by  the  court  or  by  agreement  of  parties.  They  shall  be 
entered  at  the  next  term  of  the  law  court  to  be  held  aft^er  the  filing 
of  said  decree  and  there  heard,  unless  otherwise  agreed,  or  the 
law  court  shall  for  good  cause  order  a  further  time  for  hearing 
thereon.  Upon  such  hearing  the  law  court  may  confirm,  reverse 
or  modify  the  decree  of  the  court  below,  or  remand  the  cause 
for  further  proceedings  as  it  seems  proper.  During  the  pend- 
ency of  such  exceptions  the  cause  shall  remain  on  the  docket  of 
the  court  below  marked  '*law"  and  decree  shall  be  entered  thereon 
by  a  single  justice  in  term  time  or  in  vacation,  in  accordance  with 
the  certificate  and  opinion  of  the  law  court.  Before  said  plant, 
property  and  franchises  are  transferred  in  accordance  with  such 
final  decree,  and  before  the  payment  therefor,  the  court  sitting  in 
said  county  of  Kennebec,  by  a  single  justice  thereof  as  herein- 
before provided,  shall,  upon  motion  of  either  party,  after  notice 
and  hearing,  take  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  prop- 
erly had  or  incurred  by  the  Augusta  Water  Company  belonging 
to  the  period  from  and  after  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four,  and  all  the  net  rents  and  profits  accruing  thereafter,  and 
shall  order  the  net  balance  due  to  either  party  to  be  added  to  or 
deducted  from  the  amount  to  be  paid  under  said  final  decree, 
as  the  case  may  be.     All  findings  of  law  or  fact  by  such  single 
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justice  at  such  hearing  shall  be  final.  On  payment  or  tender 
by  said  district  of  the  amount  so  fixed  and  the  performance  of 
all  other  terms  and  conditions  so  imposed  by  the  court,. said  entire 
plant,  property  and  franchise§  shall  become  vested  in  said  water 
district  and  be  free  from  all  liens,  mortgages  and  incumbrances 
theretofore  created  by  the  Augusta  Water  Company.  After  the 
filing  of  said  petition  it  shall  not  be  discontinued  or  withdrawn 
by  said  water  district,  and  the  said  Augusta  Water  Company  may 
thereafterwards  on  its  part  cause  said  valuation  to  be  made  as 
herein  provided,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  appropriate  process  to 
compel  said  water  district  to  perform  the  terms  of  the  final  decree, 
and  to  pay  for  said  plant,  property  and  franchises  in  accordance 
therewith. 

Section   8.     All   valid   contracts   now   existing  between   the   ^Skf^* 
Augusta  Water  Company  and  any  persons  or  corporations  for   JhauS©* 
supplying  water  within  said  district  and  in  the  said  towns  of   ft»«^™«^- 
Chelsea,  Vassalborough,  China  and  Manchester,  shall  be  assumed 
and  carried  out  by  said  Augusta  Water  District. 

Section  9.  For  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  this  act  said  May  issue 
water  district,  through  its  trustees,  is  authorized  to  issue  its  ^"*<^*- 
bonds  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  procure  funds  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  the  property  of  said  Augusta  Water 
Company,  and  the  purchase  thereof,  and  to  secure  a  new  source 
of  water  supply  or  the  improvement  of  the  present  supply.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  a  legal  obligation  of  said  water  district  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  quasi  municipal  corporation  within  the 
meaning  of  section  fifty-five,  chapter  forty-six  of  thei  revised 
statutes,  and  all  the  provisions  of  said  section  shall  be  applicable 
thereto.     The  said  bonds  shall  be  a  legal  investment  for  savings 

banks. 

Section  10.     All  individuals,  firms  and  corporations,  whether    Waterrates. 

private,  public  or  municipal,  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
district  the  rates  established  by  said  board  of  trustees  for  the 
water  used  by  them,  and  said  rates  shall  be  uniform  within  the 
territory  supplied  by  the  district.  Said  rates  shall  be  so  estab- 
lished as  to  provide  revenue  for  the  following  purposes : 

I.  To  pay  the  current  running  expenses  for  maintaining  the 
water  system  and  provide  for  such  extensions  and  renewals  as 
may  become  necessary. 

II.  To  provide  for  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  district. 

III.  To  provide  each  year  a  sum  equal  to  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  per  cent  of  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  dis- 
trict, which  sum  shall  be  turned  into  a  sinking  fund  to  provide 
for  the  final  extinguishment  of  the  funded  debt.     The  money 
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set  aside  for  the  sinking  fund  shall  be  devoted  to  the  retirement 
of  the  obligations  of  the  district  or  invested  in  such  securities  as 
savings  banks  are  allowed  to  hold. 

IV.  If  any  surplus  remains  at.  the  end  of  the  year  it  may  be 
paid  to  the  city  of  Augusta. 

Section  ii.  All  incidental  powers,  rights  and  privileges  neces- 
sary to  the  accomplishment  of  the  main  object  herein  set  forth 
are  granted  to  the  corporation  hereby  created. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  within  said  district  voting  at 
an  election  to  be  specially  called  and  held  for  the  purpose  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  three.  The 
board  of  registration  shall  make  and  provide  a  separate  check 
list  for  such  of  the  voters  within  said  district  as  are  then  legal 
voters  of  said  city  and  all  warrants  issued  to  said  city  shall  be 
varied  accordingly  to  show  that  only  such  voters  therein  are 
entitled  to  vote  hereon.  Such  special  election,  shall  be  called, 
advertised  and  conducted  according  to  the  law  relating  to  munici- 
pal elections,  provided,  however,  that  the  board  of  r^stration 
shall  not  be  required  to  prepare  or  the  city  clerk  to  post  a  new 
list  of  voters  and  for  this  purpose  said  board  shall  be  in  session 
the  three  secular  days  next  preceding  such  election,  the  first  two 
days  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  registration  of  voters  and  the  last 
day  to  enable  the  board  to  verify  the  corrections  of  said  lists  and 
to  complete  and  close  up  its  records  of  said  sessions.  The  city 
clerk  shall  reduce  the  subject  matter  of  this  act  to  the  following 
question :  "Shall  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Augusta  Water  Dis- 
trict be  accepted  ?"  and  the  voters  shall  indicate  by  a  cross  placed 
against  the  words  "yes"  or  "no"  their  opinion  of  the  same.  The 
result  shall  be  declared  by  the  mavor  and  aldermen  and  due  cer- 
tificate  thereof  filed  bv  the  city  clerk  with  the  secretary  of  state. 
This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  the  governor  so  as 
necessary  to  empower  the  calling  and  holding  of  such  election. 

Section  13.  Sections  two,  three  and  four  of  this  act  shall  be 
inoperative,  null  and  void,  unless  the  said  water  district  shall 
first  acquire  by  purchase,  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  emi- 
nent domain  as  in  this  act  provided,  the  plant,  property  and 
franchises,  rights  and  privileges  now  held  by  the  Augusta  Water 
Company  within  said  district  and  said  towns  of  Chelsea,  Vassal- 
borough,  China  and  Manchester. 

Section  14.  All  costs  and  expenses  arising  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  and  borne  as  directed  by  the  court 
in  the  final  decree  provided  by  section  seven. 

Section  15.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  the  Bluehill 
Trust  and  Banking  Company,  which  were  granted  by  chapter 
two  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  extended  by  chapter  three 
hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  privateand  special  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  further  extended  by  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  further  extended  by  chapter  three 
hundred  and  fifty-six  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  one,  are  hereby  extended  for  two  years  from  the 
approval  of  this  act;  and  the  persons  named  in  said  act,  their 
associates  and  successors,  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  that  were  granted  them  by  said  act,  to  be  exercised  in 
the  same  manner  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  specified  in 
said  act. 

Section  2.  Section  four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "fifty" 
in  the  second  and  seventh  lines  of  said  section  and  substituting 
therefor  in  each  instance  the  word  'twenty-five,'  so  that  said  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  read  as  follows :

Said  corporation  shall  not 
commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking  company,  until  stock 
to  the  amount  of  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash.' 
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Section  3.     Section  eight  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  chapter272, 
ninety-five  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten"  in  special  laws 
the  third  line  and  substituting  therefor  the  word  'three,'  so  that  amended, 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows :     *No  person  shall  ^^irector 
be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a  director  or  trustee  of  said  corpo-  S^n\hree 
ration  who  is  not  the  actual  owner  of  three  shares  of  the  stock.'  It^ck^ ^' 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Naples  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     Llewellyn  Barton,  Charles  L.  Goodridge,  John  H.   corporators. 
Card  of  Portland,  Clarence  L.  Barker  of  Boston  and  Harry  H. 
Cannell  of  Naples,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  _^j.  ^^^^ 
hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Naples  Water  '**™«- 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  village  of  Naples,   -purpoaes. 
in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  town, 
with  pure  water,  for  domestic,  sanitary  and  municipal  purposes, 
including  the  exting^iishment  of  fires,  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  and  obligations  of 
similar  corporations  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.  Said  company  for  said  purposes,  may  retain,  col-  sources  of 
lect,  take,  store,  use  and  distribute  water  from  any  springs  or 
wells,  that  it  may  acquire  by  purchase  of  the  owner  thereof, 
ponds,  streams,  or  other  water  sources  in  said  Naples,  and  may 
locate,  construct  and  maintain  cribs,  reservoirs,  dams,  stand- 
pipes,  gates,  hydrants,  pipes  and  all  other  necessary  structures 
to  conduct  and  distribute  the  same  through  said  town  of  Naples 
in  the  usual  manner. 

Section  3.     The  place  of  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  Location, 
at  Naples  in  the  county  of  Cumberland  and  state  of  Maine,  and 
its  business  shall  be  confined  to  the  town  of  Naples  in  said  county. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  for  the  pur-  _nj^yj^y 
poses  aforesaid,  to  lay,  construct  and  maintain  in,  under,  through,  pipea. 
along  and  across  the  highways,  ways,  streets,  railroads  and 
bridges  in  said  towns,  and  to  take  up,  replace  and  repair  all 
such  sluices,  aqueducts,  pipes,  hydrants  and  structures  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation,  so  as  not  to 
unreasonably  obstruct  the  same,  under  such  reasonable  restric- 
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tions  and  conditions  as  the  selectmen  of  said  town  may  impose. 
It  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage  to  persons  and  property 
occasioned  by  the  use  of  such  highways,  ways  and  streets,  and 
shall  further  be  liable  to  pay  to  said  town  all  sums  recovered 
against  said  town  for  damages  for  obstruction  caused  by  said 
company,  and  for  all  expenses  including  reasonable  counsel  fees 
incurred  in  defending  such  suits  with  interest  on  the  same,  pro- 
vided said  company  shall  have  notice  of  such  suits  and  oppor- 
tunity to  defend  the  same. 

Section  5.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  cross  any  water 
course,  private  and  public  sewer,  or  to  change  the  direction 
thereof,  when  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation, 
but  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impair  the  use  thereof, 
and  it  shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  caused  thereby.  Whenever 
said  company  shall  lay  down  any  fixtures  in  any  highway,  way 
or  street,  or  make  any  alterations  or  repairs,  upon  its  works  in 
any  highway,  way  or  street,  it  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done 
with  as  little  obstruction  to  public  travel  as  may  be  practicable, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  without  unnecessary  delay,  cause 
the  earth  and  pavements  there  removed  by  it,  to  be  replaced  in 
proper  condition. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  shall  be  held  liable  to  pay  all 
damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  by  the  taking 
of  any  land  or  other  property,  or  by  flowage,  or  by  excavating 
through  any  land  for  the  purposes  of  laying  down  pipes  and 
aqueducts,  building  dams,  reservoirs,  and  also  damages  for  any 
other  injuries  resulting  from  said  acts ;  and  if  any  person  sus- 
taining damage  as  aforesaid,  and  said  corporation  cannot  mutu- 
ally agree  upon  the  sum  to  be  paid  therefor,  either  party  on 
petition  to  the  county  commissioners  of  Cumberland  county,  may 
have  the  damages  assessed  by  them ;  and  subsequent  proceedings 
and  rights  of  appeal  thereon,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  conditions,  restrictions  and  limitations,  as 
are  by  law  provided  in  case  of  land  taken  for  railroads. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate 
necessary  and  convenient  for  all  its  said  purposes  to  the  amount 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  may  issue  its  bonds  for  the  con- 
struction of  its  work,  upon  such  rates  and  terms  as  it  may  deem 
expedient,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  secure 
the  same  by  mortgage  of  the  franchise  and  property  of  said  com- 
pany. 

Section  9.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  said  stock  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  ten  dollars  each. 

Section  10.  The  first  meeting  of  this  corporation,  may  be 
called  by  written  notice,  signed  by  any  one  of  the  incorporators 
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and  served  upon  each  of  the  other  incorporators,  at  least  seven 

days  before  the  day  of  said  meeting. 

Section  ii.     This  act  shall  become  null  and  void  in  four  years   Mu«t 
from  the  time  when  the  same  takes  effect,  unless  the  corporation   oonttraotion 
shall  have  organized  and  commenced  the  construction  of  its  works   years, 
under  this  charter. 

Section  12.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  May  contract 
contracts  with  said  town  of  Naples,  and  with  other  corporations  watef.^  ^ 
and  individuals,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water,  for  munici- 
pal and  other  purposes ;  and  said  town  by  its  selectmen,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  into  contract  with  said  company  for  the  sup- 
ply of  water,  with  such  exemption  from  public  burden  as  said 
town  and  said  company  may  agree  upon,  which,  when  made, 
shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all  parties  thereto. 

Section  13.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

imposed  upon  corporations  by  law,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

Section  2.  Said  company  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  Powers, 
carry  on  the  business  of  lighting  by  electricity  such  public  streets 
in  the  towns  of  Dexter,  Garland  and  Corinna,  outside  of  the 
limits  of  Corinna  village,  and  such  buildings  and  places  therein, 
public  or  private  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  corporation  and 
the  owners  or  those  having  control  of  such  places  to  be  lighted ; 
and  may  furnish  motive  power  by  electricity  within  the  limits 
of  said  towns  of  Dexter,  Garland  and  Corinna,  outside  of  the 
limits  of  Corinna  village;  and  may  build  and  operate  factories 
and  works  for  the  providing  and  supplying  of  electricity  and 
light  and  power  and  may  contract  with  any  other  electric  light 
and  power  company  for  the  same  purpose ;  and  may  lease,  pur- 
chase and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  for  the  proper  objects  of 
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the  corporation  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  and  to 
construct,  lay,  maintain  and  operate  lines  of  wire  or  other  mate- 
rial for  the  transmission  of  electricity,  submarine,  underground, 
upon,  under  and  -along  and  over  any  and  all  streets  and  ways 
under  the  direction  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said  Dexter,  Gar- 
land and  Corinna,  outside  of  the  limits  of  said  Corinna  village ; 
and  in  public  places  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  endanger  the 
appropriate  public  use  thereof,  and  to  establish  and  maintain, 
under  direction  of  said  municipal  officers,  all  necessary  posts, 
pipes,  supports  and  appurtenances,  and  terminating  at  such  points 
as  may  be  expedient. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  set  and

Section  i.     It  shall.be  unlawful  to  fish  at  any  time  for  acny  close  season, 
kind  of  fish  in  the  Cupsuptic  river  or  its  tributaries,  above  the  river  and 
foot  of  the  first  falls  near  its  mouth,  except  from  May  first  to 
July  first  of  each  year. 

Section  2.     Whoever  violates  anv  of  the  provisions  of  this  act   Penalty  for

shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
thirty  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offense,  and  a  further  penalty 
of  one  dollar  for  each  fish  caught,  taken  or  killed  in  violation  of 
this  act.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ashlaiid  Trust  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     E.  G.  Dunn,  G.  B.  Haywood,  E.  R.  McKay,  N.  S.  corporators. 
Coffin,  C.  A.  Trafton,  H.  L.  Dobson,  F.  G.  Dunn,  H.  M.  Chap- 
man, S.  S.  Thornton,  W.  B.  Hallett,  all  of  Ashland,  or  such  of 
them  as  may  by  vote  accept  this  charter,  with  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  to  be  known  as  the  Ashland  Trust  Company,  and  as  such   -corporate 
shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  ^*"^®- 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  conferred  on  corpo- 
rations by  law. 

Section  2.     The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located  at  ^o^^ation. 
Ashland,  Aroostook  county,  Maine,  and  may  have  two  offices  for 
the  transaction  of  business  in  said  town. 

Section  3.     The  purposes  of  said  corporation  and  the  business   Purposes, 
which  it  may  perform,  are ;  first,  to  receive  on  deposit,  money, 
coin,  bank  notes,  evidences  of  debt,  accounts  of  individuals,  com- 
panies, corporations,  municipalities  and  states,  allowing  interest 
thereon,  if  agreed,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may 
provide ;  second,  to  borrow  money,  to  loan  money  on  credits,  or 
real  estate,  or  personal  security,  and  to  negotiate  loans  and  sales  _^ 
for  others ;  third,  to  own  and  maintain  safe  deposit  vaults,  with  JJf e'^^eposit 
boxes,  safes  and  other  facilities  therein,  to  be  rented  to  other  ▼»«i^- 
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parties  for  the  safe  keeping  of  moneys,  securities,  stocks,  jewelry, 
plate,  valuable  papers  and  documents,  and  other  property  sus- 
ceptible of  being  deposited  therein,  and  may  receive  on  deposit 
for  safe  keeping,  property  of  any  kind  entrusted  to  it  for  that 
purpose ;  fourth,  to  hold  and  enjoy  all  such  estate,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  as  may  be  obtained  by  the  investment  of  its  capital 
stock,  or  any  other  moneys  and  funds  that  may  come  into  its 
possession  in  the  course  of  its  business  and  dealings,  and  the 
same  sell,  grant  and  dispose  of ;  fifth,  to  act  as  agent  for  issuing, 
registering  and  countersigning  certificates,  bonds,  stocks  and  all 
evidences  of  debt  or  ownership  in  property;  sixth,  to  hold  by 
grant,  assignment,  transfer,  devise  or  bequeath,  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property  or  trusts  duly  created,  and  to  execute  trusts  of 
every  description ;  seventh,  to  act  as  assignee,  receiver,  executor, 
and  no  surety  shall  be  necessary  upon  the  bond  of  the  corpora- 
tion, unless  the  court  or  officer  approving  such  bond  shall  require 
it ;  eighth,  to  do  in  general  all  the  business  that  may  lawfully  be 
done  by  trust  and  banking  companies. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  with  the  right  to  increase  the  said  capital 
stock  at  any  time,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Said  corporation 
shall  not  commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking  company, 
until  stock  to  the  amount  of  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis- 
count on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor 
be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary 
to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith ; 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Section  6.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  exercised  by  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  be  residents  of 
this  state,  whose  number  and  term  of  office  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  shareholders  at  the  first  meeting  held  by  the 
incorporators  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter.  The  affairs 
and  powers  ,of  the  corporation  may,  at  the  option  of  the  share- 
holders, be  entrusted  to  an  executive  board  of  seven  members  to 
be,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  elected  from  the  full  board  of 
directors.

Such  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  surplus  fund 
not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  its  earnings  in  each  and  every  year 
until  such  fund  with  the  accumulated  interest  thereon,  shall 
amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation.

If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation,  the  examiner  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in  accordance  with  law,  or 
said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  the  public  or  to  those  having 
funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its 
powers  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions 
provided  by  law,  he  shall  have  such  authority  and  take  such  action 
as  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter  forty- 
seven  of  the  revised  statutes.  He  shall  preserve  in  a  permanent 
form  a  full  record  of  his  proceedings,  including  a  statement  of 
the  condition  of  said  corporation.  A  copy  of  such  statement 
shall  be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately  after  the 
annual  examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper  published 
where  said  corporation  is  established.  If  no  paper  is  published 
in  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then  it  shall 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city  or  town. 
The  necessary  expenses  of  the  bank  examiner  while  making  such 
examination  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation.

This  extension  of  the  charter  of  the  Boothbay 
Railroad  Company  is  granted  upon  the  condition  that  said  com- 
pany shall  abandon  so  much  of  its  location  now  on  file  or  of  any 
location  by  it  to  be  hereafter  filed  as  may  be  included  in  any 
location  hereafter  filed  by  the  Lincoln  County  Street  Railway 
and  any  such  location,  or  part  thereof,  so  to  be  abandoned  shall 
be  null  and  void  whenever  said  Lincoln  County  Street  Railway 
shall  file  a  location  so  conflicting  therewith  and  shall  construct 
its  railroad  thereon  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to 
any  part  of  the  location  of  the  Boothbay  Railroad  Company  built 
upon  by  said  railroad  company  or  then  imder  contract  for  con- 
struction in  good  faith  and  subsequently  built  upon  under  such 
contract. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Upon  a  certificate  being  filed  with  the  assessors 
of  said  corporation  by  the  clerk  thereof  of  the  amount  of  money 
raised  at  any  meeting  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  at  any  time 
to  use  boats  or  launches  of  any  kind  propelled  by  steam,  naphtha, 
gasoline,  or  electricity,  or  any  other  mode  than  the  ordinary 
sail  boat  or  row  boat  in  chasing,  hunting  or  gunning  any  sea 
birds,  duck  or  water  fowl  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Frenchman's 
Bay,  so  called,  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  under  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
and  costs  of  prosecution  for  each  offense. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  Frenchman's  Bay  is 
defined  and  bounded  as  follows :  On  the  north  by  the  towns  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  ^SiS'JoSS.*" 
kill  any  kind  of  fish  in  Lake  Webb  or  Weld  pond,  so  called,  in  Prohibited: 
the  town  of  Weld,  Franklin  county,  between  October  first  and 
May  first  of  the  following  year. 

Section  2.     Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Penalty, 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
thirty  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offense  and  a  further  fine  of 
one  dollar  for  each  fish  caught,  taken  or  killed  in  violation  of 
this  law.

Chapter  359. 

An  Act  to  legalise  the  acts  and  doings  of  NaahvUle  Plantation,  Aroostook 

.County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  All  acts  and  doings  of  Nashville  plantation, 
Aroostook  county,  Maine,  prior  to  this  date  are  hereby  legalized 
and  made  valid. 

Section  2.  Said  plantation  may  raise  money  at  any  annual 
meeting  for  the  breaking,  opening  and  repairing  of  snow  roads, 
and  to  keep  its  winter  roads  passable  for  public  travel,  to  be 
expended  by  the  assessors  of  said  plantation. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chaptet   8^3. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  new  Iron  bridge  over  the  Presumpaoot  River  in  the 

Town  of  Falmouth. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  When  the  town  of  Falmouth,  in  the  county  of 
Cumberland,  shall  release  to  said  county  by  deed  all  the  rights 
of  said  town  in  and  to  the  new  iron  bridge  over  the  Presump- 
scot  river,  on  the  new  Gray  road  in  said  Falmouth,  and  shall 
cause  said  deed  to  be  recorded  in  the  Cumberland  registry  of 
deeds,  the  said  county  shall  thereupon  be  vested  with  all  the 
rights  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  and 
liabilities  of  said  town,  in  respect  to  said  bridge;  and  the 
county  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  thereafter,  at  the 
expense  of  said  county,  inspect,  repair  and  maintain,  said  bridge, 
and,  when  necessary,  rebuild  the  same.  Said  town  of  Falmouth 
is  hereby  authorized  to  convey  its  rights  in  said  bridge  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Any  person  violating  this  section,  or  making  ®"'^"®*- 
any  wilfully  false  statement  of  fact  in  his  declaration  of  enroll-  -penalty  for 
ment,  shall    be  punished    by  fine  not  exceeding   five   hundred  statement, 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Section  2.     Any  person  who  is  a  legally  qualified  voter,  may  Legal  voters

The  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Augusta,  where  the  ciiy  oierk 
enrollment  is  made  as  above  provided  shall  receive  and  file  the  enrollment, 
same,  indorsing  thereon  the  date  of  filing,  and  shall  record  the 
name,  residence,  place  of  last  enrollment,  party  of  last  enroll- 
ment, and  date  of  filing,  in  a  separate  book,  entering  the  names 
alphabetically. 

Suitable  blanks  for  filing  such  enrollment  shall  be  provided  -wanks  and 
by  the  city  clerk,  and  in  addition  thereto  he  shall  provide  books  provided, 
with    proper   headings    embodying   the    enrollment    statements 
above  provided,  which  the  person  desiring  to  enroll  may  sign 
and  fill  out,  thereby  enrolling  himself  with  the  same  effect  as  by 
filing  such  enrollment  paper. 

Such  books  shall  be  public  records,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  Books  shall 
open  to  public  inspection,  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  records.

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Chapter  355. 

An  Act  to  protect  Smelts  during  their  spawning  season  In  %he  tributaries 

of  the  Damarlseotta  River. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i .  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  smelts  in  the  waters 
of  any  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Damariscotta  river,  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln,  in  any  manner  whatever,  from  the  first  day  of  April 
to  the  tenth  day  of  May  of  each  year,  on  any  days  excq)ting 
Monday  and  Thursday  of  each  week,  on  either  of  which  days 
any  person  may  take  or  catch  a  quantity  not  exceeding  fifteen 
pounds. 

Section  2.  The  penalty  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  twenty  dollars,  which  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  paid 
one-half  to  the  county  of  Lincoln  and  one-half  to  the  person 
making  the  complaint;  and  in  case  of  non-payment,  the  party 
convicted  shall  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  less 
than  ten  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 

Section  3.  Trial  justices  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
coming  under  this  act,  and  in  case  of  an  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  such  a  justice,  the  bond  required  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than 
three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  356. 

An  Act  to  ameruJ  Chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  Private 
and  Special  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
efltabli-sh  a  municipal  court  in  the  town  of  Winthrop." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  the  words  "municipal  court" 
in  the  fourth  line,  the  words  'which  shall  be  a  court  of  record 
and  have  a  seal/  and  by  adding  after  the  word  "quorum"  in  the 
eighth  line  the  words  *for  the  state/  so  that  said  section,  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

'Section  i.  A  municipal  court  is  hereby  established  in  and 
for  the  towns  of  Winthrop,  Monmouth,  Wayne  and  Fayette,  in 
the  county  of  Kennebec,  to  be  denominated  as  the  Winthrop 
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Municipal  Court,  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record  and  have  a 
seal ;  said  court  shall  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside  dur- 
ing his  continuance  in  said  office,  in  said  town  of  Winthrop  or 
Monmouth  and  who  shall  be  appointed,  qualified  and  hold  his 
office  as  provided  in  the  constitution,  and  who  shall  be,  ex-officio, 
a  justice  of  the  peace  and  of  the  quorum  for  the  state,  and  have 
and  exercise  a  concurrent  authority  and  jurisdiction  with  trial 
justices  over  all  matters  and  things  by  law  within  their  juris- 
diction and  such  authority  and  jurisdiction  additional  thereto 
as  is  conferred  upon  him  by  this  act.' 

Section  2.     Section  two  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

'Section  2.  Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  as  follows: 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  such  criminal  offenses  and  misde- 
meanors committed  within  said  towns  of  Winthrop,  ^Monmouth, 
Wayne  and  Fayette  as  are  cognizable  by  trial  justices  and  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  trial  justices  in  the  county  of  Kennebec 
of  all  like  offenses  and  misdemeanors,  not  herein  placed  within 
its  exclusive  jurisdiction,  when  committed  in  the  towns  of  Read- 
field,  Mount  Vernon,  Vienna,  Rome,  Belgrade  and  Manchester, 
in  said  county;  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  actions 
wherein  the  debt  or  damages  demanded  do  not  exceed  twenty 
dollars,  and  both  parties,  or  any  plaintiff,  and  a  person  sum- 
moned as  trustee,  resides  in  either  of  said  towns  named  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act,  including  prosecutions  for  penalties  in  which 
either  of  said  towns  are  interested,  and  actions  of  forcible  entry 
and  detains  arising  therein ;  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
trial  justices  in  said  county  of  all  other  civil  actions  and  other 
proceedings  cognizant  by  them,  not  within  the  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  said  court ;  provided  that  any  action,  civil  or  criminal, 
in  which  the  judge  may  be  interested  or  related  to  either  of  the 
parties  by  consanguinity  or  affinity  within  the  sixth  degree, 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  civil  law,  or  within  the  degree  of 
second  cousin  inclusive,  but  which  otherwise  would  be  within 
the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  said  court,  may  be  brought  in  and 
disposed  of  by  any  other  municipal  or  police  court  in  said  county 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  other  actions  therein ; 
original  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  superior  court  of  the 
offenses  committed  in  Winthrop,  Monmouth,  W^ayne  and  Fayette, 
described  in  sections  one,  six,  seven  and  nine  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  alleged 
value  of  the  property  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  but  does  not  exceed 
fifty  dollars;  of  the  offenses  described  in  section  twenty-eight 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  revised  statutes ;  of 
the  offenses  described  in  sections  one  and  four  of  chapter  one 
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hundred  and  twenty-six  of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  alleged 

value  of  the  property  fraudulently  obtained,  mortgaged  or  sold, 
or  fraudulently  removed  or  concealed,  does  not  exceed  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  on  conviction  may  punish  for  either  of  said  offenses  by 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six  months;  and  also  of  the 
offense  described  in  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty- four  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  on  conviction  may  punish 
therefor  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  thirty  days;  and  also  of  the 
offenses  described  in  section  four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty-one  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  on  conviction  may  sentence 
therefor  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  ninety 
days;  and  of  the  offenses  described  in  sections  seventeen  and 
twenty-two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  the 
revised  statutes,  as  amended,  relating  to  tramps,  and  on  con- 
viction may  punish  therefor  as  therein  provided ;  original  juris- 
diction concurrent  with  the  superior  court  in  said  county  of  all 
civil  actions  in  w^hich  the  debt  or  damages  demanded,  exceed 
twenty  dollars,  but  do  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  and  the 
defendant  or  a  person  summoned  as  trustee  resides  within  Ken- 
-proviso.        nebec  county;  provided,  however,  that  any  action  wherein  the 

debt  or  damage  demanded  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  brought  in 
said  court,  shall  be  removed  by  order  of  the  judge,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  order  of  the  recorder,  into  the  superior  court,  on 
motion  of  the  defendant,  filed  at  the  return  term,  if  he  files  there- 
with, at  the  same  time,  an  affidavit  that  he  believes  he  has  a  good 
defense  to  said  action,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  in  good  faith 
intends  to  make  such  defense,  and  deposits  with  the  judge  or 
recorder  the  fee  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  above  for  entering  said 
action  therein ;  and  when  5uch  removal  has  been  ordered,  the 
judge  shall  file  in  the  superior  court,  at  its  next  term  in  the 
county,  an  attested  copy  of  the  writ  in  such  action,  and  of  said 
motion  and  affidavit,  and  order  of  court  thereon,  and  pay  to  the 
clerk  of  said  court  the  fee  for  entering  the  same,  for  which 
services  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  allowed  for  the 
necessary  copies  in  actions  carried  up  by  appeal,  to  be  paid  to 
him  by  the  defendant  and  recovered  by  him  with  his  costs,  if  he 
prevailed  in  the  suit ;  in  any  action  in  which  either  of  the  towns 
named  in  section  one  of  this  chanter  is  a  party,  or  is  summoned 
as  a  trustee,  this  court  shall  not  lose  jurisdiction  by  reason  of

Section  six  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  lines  the  words  "if 
said  judge  is  prevented  by  any  cause  from  attending  at  the  time 
said  court  is  to  be  held  for  civil  business"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  the  words  *if  at  any  regular  or  adjourned  term  of  said 
court  to  be  held  for  civil  business,  neither  the  judge  nor  the 
recorder  is  present  at  the  place  used  for  holding  said  court  within 
two  hours  after  the  time  for  opening  said  court,  then*  and  also 
by  striking  out  in  the  seventeenth  line  the  word  "he"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words  'either  the  judge  or  recorder,'  so 
that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

'Section  6.  Said  court  shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  of  each  month,  for  the  entry,  trial  and  determination 
of  civil  actions  of  all  kinds  that  may  lawfully  be  brought  before 
it,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  civil  business,  and  upon  each 
other  Monday  for  the  entry,  trial  and  determination  of  actions 
of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  only,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  at  such  suitable  place  as  the  judge  may  determine,  until 
the  town  of  \\'^inthrop  shall  provide  a  court  room,  when  the  court 
shall  be  held  therein,  and  all  civil  processes  shall  be  made  return- 
able accordingly;  and  it  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time 
by  the  judge,  at  his  discretion,  but  it  shall  be  considered  in  con- 
stant session  for  the  cognizance  of  criminal  actions.  Provided 
that,  if  at  any  regular  or  adjourned  term  of  said  court  to  be  held 
for  civil  business,  neither  the  judge  nor  the  recorder  is  present 
at  the  place  used  for  holding  said  court  within  two  hours  after 
the  time  for  opening  said  court,  then  it  may  be  adjourned  from 
day  to  day  by  a  constable  of  Winthrop  or  a  deputy  sheriff  of  the 
county  of  Kennebec,  without  detriment  to  any  action  then  return- 
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able  or  pending,  until  the  judge  or  recorder  can  attend,  when 
said  action  may  be  entered  or  disposed  of  with  the  same  effect 
as  if  it  were  the  first  day  of  the  term ;  and  it  may  be  so  adjourned 
without  day  when  necessary,  in  which  event,  pending  actions 
shall  be  considered  as  continued,  and  actions  then  returnable 

■ 

may  be  returned  and  entered  at  the  next  term  with  the  same 
effect  as  if  originally  made  returnable  at  said  term.' 

Section  5.  Section  seven  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding,  in  the  fifth  line,  after  the  words  "said  judge"  the 
words  *or  recorder,'  by  striking  out  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  lines  the  following:  "the  judge  may  appoint,  in  writ- 
ing, a  recorder,  who  shall  be  a  trial  justice  for  the  county  of 
Kennebec,  duly  qualified,  who  shall  be  sworn  by  said  judge," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  words:  'The  gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  may 
appoint  a  recorder  of  said  court,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment shall  be  a  resident  of  said  VVinthrop,  duly  qualified,'  and 
also  by  adding  in  the  seventeenth  line  after  the  words  "the  judge" 
the  words  'without  any  recital  of  the  act  hereinbefore  named 
authorizing  him  to  act,'  and  also  by  striking  out  the  twentieth 
line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  *for  four  years,' 
so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

*  Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge  of  said  court 
to  make  and  keep  the  records  thereof  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
made  and  kept,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties,  required  of 
similar  tribunals  in  this  state;  and  copies  of  said  records  duly 
certified  by  said  judge  or  recorder,  shall  be  legal  evidence  in  all 
courts.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  may  appoint  a  recorder  of  said  court,  who,  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  shall  be  a  resident  of  Winthrop,  duly 
qualified,  who  shall  keep  the  records  of  said  court  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  judge;  and  in  case  of  absence  from  the  court 
room,  or  sickness  of  the  judge,  or  when  the  office  of  judge  shall 
be  vacant,  the  recorder  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  the  judge,  and  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  said  judge 
by  this  act,  and  shall  be  empowered  to  sign  and  issue  all  processes 
and  papers,  and  to  do  all  acts  as  fully  and  with  the  same  effect  as 
the  judge  could  do  were  he  acting  in  the  premises ;  and  the  sig- 
nature of  the  recorder,  as  such,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of 
his  right  to  act  instead  of  the  judge  without  any  recital  of  the 
act  hereinbefore  named  authorizing  him  to  act.  WTien  the  office 
of  judge  is  vacant,  the  recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees;  in 
all  other  cases  he  shall  be  paid  by  the  judge,  and  shall  hold  his 
said  office  for  four  years.' 

Section  6.  Section  fourteen  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended 
bv  adding  after  the  word  "use"  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words 
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'and  it  shall  be  deemed  and  denominated  as  the  court  room,   '- 

though  used  also  for  other  purposes,  if  approved  by  the  judge,' 
so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

'Section  14.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  of  Winthrop  to  courtroom, 
provide  a  suitable  court  room  in  said  Winthrop,  conveniently  pj^wed, 
situated  and  appropriately  fitted  up  and  furnished,  in  which  to  equ'ipjld.*"^ 
hold  said  court,  and  keep  the  same  in  proper  condition  for  use, 
and  it  shall  be  deemed  and  denominated  as  the  court  room,  though 
used  also  for  other  purposes,  if  approved  by  the  judge,  and  also 
to  provide  for  said  court  an  appropriate  seal,  and  all  blanks,  blank 
books,  dockets,  stationery  and  other  things  necessary  in  the  trans- 
action of  its  business ;  and  said  town  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appropriate  money  therefor.'

Trial  justices  are  hereby  restricted  from  exer-  jurisdiction 
cising  any  jurisdiction  in  the  towns  of  Winthrop,  Monmouth,  jastices 
Wayne  and  Fayette,  over  any  matter  or  thing,  civil  or  criminal, 
except  such  as  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace 
and  quorum  and  except  that  they  may  issue  warrants  on  com- 
plaints for  criminal  offenses  committed  in  said  towns  to  be 
returned  before  said  municipal  court ;  provided,  that  such  restric- 
tions shall  be  suspended  until  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  interfere  with  actions  which  have  been  brought  and  are 
pending  before  trial  justices  in  the  towns  of  Winthrop,  Mon- 
mouth, Wayne  and  Fayette  at  the  time  when  the  judge  of  said 
court  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  but  all  such  actions 
shall  be  disposed  of  by  such  trial  justices  the  same  as  if  this  act 
had  not  passed.' 

Section  8.     All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  9.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Kibble  Dam  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Charles  A.  Dean,  Frank  E.  Boston,  William  W. 
Thomas  and  William  J.  Lanigan,  their  associates  and  assigns  are 
hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Kibbie  Dam  Com- 
pany, with  the  powers  and  privileges  of  similar  corporations. 

Section  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect  and 
maintain  dams,  side  dams  and  piers  on  Kibbie  stream  and  its 
tributaries  in  the  townships  of  Kibbie  and  township  number  one, 
range  seven,  west  of  Bingham's  Kennebec  Purchase  in  the  county 
of  Franklin  and  township  number  four,  rang^e  five  and  number 
five,  range  six  in  Bingham's  Kennebec  Purchase  in  the  county  of 
Somerset,  to  remove  rocks  and  trees  and  to  excavate  ledges 
therefrom,  and  to  widen,  deepen  and  otherwise  improve  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  head  of  water  and  of  making  said 
stream  and  its  tributaries  floatable,  and  of  facilitating  the  driving 
of  logs  and  lumber  upon  the  same. 

Section  3.  Said  company  for  the  above  purposes  may  take 
all  necessary  land  and  materials  for  building  said  dams  and 
piers  and  making  improvements,  and  may  flow  contiguous  lands 
so  far  as  necessary  to  raise  suitable  heads  of  water ;  and  if  the 
parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  damages,  the  corporation  shall  pay 
the  proprietors  for  the  land  and  materials  so  taken ;  such  dam- 
ages shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  where  the  land  and  materials  so  taken  lie, 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  and  limita- 
tions as  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  damage  by  laying  out  of 
highways ;  and  for  the  damage  occasioned  by  flowing  said  land 
said  company  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  at  common  law, 
but  the  person  injured  may  have  a  remedy  by  complaint  for 
flowage,  in  which  case  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as 
when  a  complaint  is  made  under  the  statutes  of  this  state  for 
flowing  lands  occasioned  by  raising  a  head  of  water  for  the 
working  of  mills. 

Section  4.  Said  company  may  demand  and  receive  tolls  for 
the  passage  of  all  logs  and  lumber  over  their  dams  and  improve- 
ments as  follows :  for  all  logs  and  lumber  landed  in  said  Kibbie 
stream  above  the  upper  West  Branch  dam,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
forty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet :  for  all  logs  and  lumber  landed 
on  said  stream  between  said  upper  West  Branch  dam  and  the 
north  line  of  the  Rockwood  strip,  so  called,  in  Kibbie  township, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  thirty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet :  for  all 
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logs  and  lumber  landed  on  said  stream  between  said  north  line 

of  the  Rockwood  strip  and  the  flowage  line  of  lower  Kibbie 
dam,  situated  near  the  west  line  of  township  four,  range  five,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet ;  for  all 
logs  and  lumber  landed  in  said  stream  between  said  flowage  line 
and  lower  Kibbie  dam,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  per 
thousand  feet ;  and  for  all  logs  and  lumber  landed  on  said  stream 
between  said  lower  Kibbie  dam  and  the  mouth  of  Kibbie  stream, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  thousand  feet.  All  the  above 
tolls  to  be  reckoned  at  the  survey  or  scale  adopted  by  the  Ken- 
nebec Log  Driving  Company.  Said  Kibbie  Dam  Company  shall  Hen  on  logs! 
have  a  lien  upon  all  logs  and  lumber  which  may  pass  over  any 
of  its  dams  and  improvements  until  the  full  amount  of  tolls  is 
paid ;  but  the  logs  of  each  particular  mark  shall  only  be  holden 
to  pay  the  toll  on  such  mark ;  and  if  said  toll  is  not  paid  within 
thirty  days  after  said  logs  or  lumber,  or  the  major  part  thereof, 
shall  have  arrived  within  the  limits  of  the  Kennebec  Log  Driving 
Company,  said  Kibbie  Dam  Company  may  seize,  hold  and  sell  at 
public  auction  such  part  of  said  logs  or  lumber  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  such  tolls,  with  all  incidental  costs  and  charges 
thereon,  after  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of 
said  sale  given  to  the  owner  of  such  logs  or  lumber. 

Section  5.     An  account  of  the  cost  of  said  improvements  shall 
be  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  said  Kibbie  Dam  Company,  and  also  ^^^^^^^^^ 
of  its  receipts  for  tolls,  which  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at  all   toinapeotion. 
reasonable  times  to  any  person  interested  in  the  same. 

Section  6.  When  said  corporation  shall  have  received  from 
tolls  its  outlay  on  dams,  improvements  and  repairs  made  up  to  Reduction 
that  time,  with  six  per  cent  interest  thereon,  then  the  tolls  shall 
be  reduced  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  keep  the  wt)rks  in  repair ;  the 
treasurer  of  the  Kennebec  Log  Driving  Company,  for  the  time 
being,  is  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  and  determine  the  cost 
of  said  dams,  improvements  and  repairs. 

Section  7.     Any  or  all  owners  of  lands  from  which  logs  or 
lumber  are  cut  which  pass  through  or  over  said  dams  or  improve-  ^iJ^be^Sncis 
ments  shall  have  a  right  to  take  an  interest  in  said  company.         Stlr^t  tn 
Section  8.     The  amount  invested  shall  at  all  meetings  be  rep-   co«»pany- 
resented  by  a  fixed,  convenient  number  of  votes  which  shall  be   J|^4*?£of 
cast  by  the  owners  of  the  lands  from  which  logs  or  lumber  are   members, 
cut  which  pass  through  or  over  its  dams  or  improvements ;  and 
each  owner  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in  proportion  to  his 
interest  in  said  lands  by  paying  his  proportion  of  the  cost  of 
building  and  maintaining  said  dams  and  improvements.

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Section  9.  In  case  of  any  disagreement  as  to  the  rights  of 
owners  hereunder,  the  same  shall  be  forthwith  determined  by- 
referees  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  or  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  if  the  parties  cannot 
agree.

Section  i.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  five

An  Act  to  authorise  tlie  Town  of  Tork  to  construct  and  maintain  Sewers 

in  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  town  of  York  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  a  system  or  systems  of  sewers  within  said 
town  in  such  places  and  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  inhabitants  of  said  town  at  any  legal  town  meeting,  and  to 
make  appropriations  necessary  therefor. 

Section  2.  Said  town  is  authorized,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, to  construct,  lay  down  and  maintain  all  such  pipes  or  other 
structures  as  may  be  necessary  for  properly  conducting,  dis- 
charging and  disposing  of  sewerage;  and  to  excavate  in  and 
through  any  land  in  said  town  when  necessary  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid. 

Section  3.  Said  town  is  authorized  to  lay,  extend  and  main- 
tain its  pipes  into,  under  and  across  tidal  waters,  and  to  build 
and  maintain  all  structures  necessary  therefor,  but  in  such  man- 
ner  as  not  to  obstruct  navigation. 

Section  4.  Said  town  is  authorized  to  lay,  construct  and  main- 
tain in,  through,  under  and  along  any  railroads  and  water  courses 
in  said  town  all  pipes  and  other  structures  necessary  or  con- 
venient for  the  purposes  herein  set  forth,  and  to  take  up,  replace 
and  repair  the  same  when  necessary.  Provided,  that  in  case  of 
crossing  any  railroad  at  any  point  outside  the  limits  of  any  high- 
way, unless  said  town  of  York  shall  agree  with  the  corporation, 
person  or  persons  owning  and  operating  such  railroad,  as  to 
place,  manner  and  conditions  of  such  crossings,  the  railroad  com- 
missioners shall  determine  the  place,  manner  and  conditions 
thei-eof ;  and  all  work  within  the  limits  of  the  location  of  such 
railroad  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  officials  of  such  railroad,  but  at  the  expense  of  said 
town. 

Section  5.  To  carry  out  the  purposes  aforesaid  said  town  of 
York  is  hereby  granted  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
which  towns,  and  their  municipal  officers,  have  under  the  first 
sixteen  sections  of  chapter  sixteen  of  the  revised  statutes,  as 
amended,  and  under  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the 
public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  eighty-nine,  relating  to  drains 
and  sewers. 

Section  6.    This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  amend  Chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  Private  and 
Special  Laws  of  eisrhteen  hundred  ninety-three,  relating  to  the  destruction 
of  fish  In  the  EaBtem  Penobscot  River  in  the  town  of  Orland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  no  person 
unless  authorized  by  the  commissioner  of  sea  and  shore  fisheries 
shall  be  allowed  to  take  any  alewives  in  the  Eastern  Penobscot 
river  in  the  town  of  Orland,  in  the  cotmty  of  Hancock,  with  any 
large  net,  seine,  spear,  scoop-net,  or  in  any  weirs  between  sun- 
rise on  Sunday  of  each  week  and  sunrise  on  Mcwiday  of  each 
week,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  cents  for  each  and  every  alewive 
so  taken. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  take  any  alewive 
in  said  river  within  said  town  at  any  time  above  a  point  five 
hundred  yards  below  the  lower  dam,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  and  every  alewive  so  taken. 

Section  3.  Any  of  the  alewives  in  said  river  above  a  point 
five  hundred  yards  below  the  lower  dam  may  be  taken  by  the 
town  of  Orland  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays  of  each 
week  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  if 
the  town  so  votes  at  its  annual  meeting,  and  fish  may  be  taken 
by  the  town  during  the  season  of  nineteen  hundred  three.

ments, privileges  and  immunities  to  the  said  Union  River  Light, 
Gas  and  Power  Company  upon  such  terms  as  said  companies 
may  determine  between  themselves,  and  upon  such  purchase  and 
sale  and  transfer,  the  said  Union  River  Light,  Gas  and  Power 
Company  shall  succeed  to  and  have,  hold  and  enjoy  all  the  rights, 
franchises,  easements,  privileges  and  immunities  heretofore  and 
hereafter  acquired  by  or  granted  to  said  Ellsworth  Water  Com- 
pany and  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  bv  law  incident  to  such 
corporations.

electricity  or  electrically  transmitted  energy  or  power  shall  be 
so  sold,  leased,  distributed  or  supplied  by  said  Union  River  Light, 
Gas  and  Power  Company  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Cas- 
tine,  in  said  Hancock  county,  for  electric  lighting  purposes,  unless 
and  until  said  Union  River  Light,  Gas  and  Power  Company  shall 
purchase  a  majority  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  said 
Castine  Water  Company  and  such  of  the  minority  stock  as  is 
hereinafter  provided.  Any  stockholder  in  the  Ellsworth  Water 
Company,  the  Bar  Harbor  Electric  Light  Company  or  the  Cas-

The  assessors  of  said  corporation  are  hereby 
given  the  exclusive  supervision  and  control  of  maintaining  and 
repairing  the  highways  and  bridges  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  same  rights  and  powers 
are  conferred  upon  said  assessors  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter 
be,  conferred  by  law  upon  road  commissioners  and  selectmen  of 
towns  in  relation  to  maintaining  and  repairing  ways  and  bridges. 
The  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  eighty-five  of  the  public 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  one  and  of  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  additional  thereto  shall  apply  to»  said  corporation ;  and  said 
corporation  and  the  assessors  thereof  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges,  duties  and  obligations,  which  towns  and  the  muni- 
cipal officers  thereof  now  have  or  may  hereafter  have  under  said 
act' 

Section  2.  Section  twelve  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "corporation"  in  the  eleventh  line,  the 
following:  'also  the  town  treasurer  of  said  town  shall  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  on  the  first  day  of  February  of 
each  year,  its  proportional  part,  according  to  the  foregoing  valua- 
tion, of  all  sums  of  money  expended  on  highways  and  bridges  in 
said  town  by  the  municipal  officers  of  said  town  from  money  not 
voted  at  any  town  meeting  of  said  town  but  used  from  other 
appropriations  or  drawn  from  the  treasury,'  so  that  said  section 
shall  read  as  follows : 

'Section  12.  The  town  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Pittston 
shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  one-half  of  such 
proportion  of  all  moneys  voted  for  highways  and  bridges  and 
for  the  payment  of  unpaid  highway  bills,  at  any  and  all  town 
meetings  of  said  town  including  that  of  nineteen  hundred  one, 
by  the  first  day  of  September,  and  the  remaining  one-half  of 
such  proportion  by  the  first  day  of  the  following  January  of 
each  year,  as  the  valuation  of  the  property  and  estates  within 
said  corporation,  as  fixed  by  the  assessors  of  said  town  for  the 
purposes  of  taxation,  bears  to  the  valuation  of  the  property  and 
estates  within  said  town  of  Pittston,  including  said  corporation ; 
also  the  town  treasurer  of  said  town  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  corporation  on  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year, 
its  proportional  part,  according  to  the  foregoing  valuation,  of  all 
sums  of  money  expended  on  highways  and  bridges  and  for  all 
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Other  highway  purposes  in  said  town  by  the  municipal  officers  of 

said  town  from  money  not  voted  at  any  town  meeting  of  said 
town  but  used  from  other  appropriations  or  drawn  from  the 
treasury ;  and  said  money  shall  be  expended  upon  the  highways 
and  bridges  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  by  and  under 
the  supervision  of  said  corporation  assessors.  Said  corporation 
may  raise  money  for  the  maintaining  and  repairing  ways  and 
bridges  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  in  addition  to  the 
foregoing,  and  direct  the  same  to  be  assessed  as  other  taxes  are 
assessed  in  said  corporation,  and  the  same  shall  be  expended  by 
and  under  the  supervision  of  the  assessors  of  said  corporation.'

Neck,  which  lies  south  of  Long  Cove,  west  of  Bass  Cove,  and 
southwest  of  a  line  running  from  Long  Cove  to  Bass  Cove, 
described  as  follows,  namely;  beginning  at  the  center  of  the 
stream  which  runs  in  a  northwesterly  direction  into  said  Long 
Cove  at  the  point  where  said  stream  joins  said  Long  Cove  at 
mean  high  water  mark  just  west  of  the  bridge  crossing  said 
stream,  thence  south,  thirty-seven  degrees  east  about  seventeen 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  to  said  Bass  Cove,  including  Ingal's 
Island,  Bean's  Island,  Dram  Island,  Calf  Island,  Seward  Island, 
Preble  or  Simpson's  Island,  Sheldrake  or  Sullivan's  Island,  Ash 
Island,  and  Junk  of  Pork,  together  with  the  shore  or  flats  belong- 
ing to  said  islands,  together  with  the  inhabitants  thereof,  is 
hereby  incorporated  into  a  separate  town  by  the  name  of  Sor- 
rento ;  and  said  town  is  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and 
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privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  incident 
to  other  towns  of  the  state.' 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  383. 

An  Act  authorlxinfir  the  acceptance  of  the  conveyance  of  Widow's  Island, 

Maine,   by  the  State  of  Maine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

That,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  two, 
nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the  state  of  Maine  hereby  accepts, 
to  be  used  for  public  purposes,  Widow's  island  situated  in  Fox 
island  thoroughfare  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  with  all  of  the  build- 
ings and  improvements  thereon,  subject  to  all  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  said  act  of  Congress ;  and  that  the  governor  of  the 
staic  of  Maine,  be  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  instructed  to 
procure  and  receive  the  conveyance  thereof  to  the  state  of 
Maine;  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly 
care  for  and  protect  the  same  until  it  may  be  used  for  some 
public  purpose  by  the  state  of  Maine.

An    Act    to    Incorporate    the    Houlton    and    Danforth    Electric    Railroad 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Veazie  E.  Price,  Joseph  A.  Brown,  John  Wat- 
son, Clarence  H.  Pierce,  Don  A.  H.  Powers,  Ransford  W.  Shaw, 
Charles  D.  Merritt,  John  B.  Madigan,  Hudson  T.  Frisbie,  Wil- 
lard  S.  Lewin,  James  Archibald  and  Frank  W.  Titcomb,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  a  cor- 
poration by  the  name  of  the  Houlton  and  Danforth  Electric  Rail- 
road Company,  with  authority  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  a 
street  railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers,  freight 
and  mail,  to  be  operated  by  electricity  or  any  other  motive 
power,  with  convenient  single  or  double  tracks,  side  tracks, 
switches  or  turnouts,  with  any  necessary  or  convenient  line  of 
poles,  wires,  appliances,  appurtenances  or  conduits,  from  Houlton 
in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  upon  and  over  any  public  highway 
leading  from  said  Houlton  to  and  through  the  towns  of  Hodg- 
don,  Cary  plantation,  Amity,  Orient  and  Weston  in  the  county 
of  Aroostook,  to  and  through  Danforth,  in  the  county  of  Wash- 
ington, as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  municipal  officers  of  said  towns,  and  assented  to  in  writing 
by  said  corporation  and  the  owners  thereof,  providing,  however, 
that  all  tracks  of  said  railroad  shall  be  laid  at  such  distance  from 
the  sidewalks  in  any  of  said  towns  as  the  municipal  officers 
thereof  shall  in  their  order  fixing  the  routes  and  locations  of  said 
railroad,  determined  to  be  for  public  safety  and  convenience. 

The  written  assent  of  said  corporation  to  any  vote  of  the 
municipal  officers  of  either  of  said  towns,  prescribed  from  time 
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to  time,  the  routes  of  said  railroad  therein  shall  be  fixed  with    '- 

the  clerk  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  the 

location  thereof.     Said  corporation  shall  have  power,  from  time 

to  time  to  fix  such  rates  of  compensation  for  transporting  per-  -corporation 

sons  and  property  as  it  may  think  expedient,  and  shall  have  all   Sf^^If8porta- 

the  powers  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  corpora-  "^'*- 

tions  as    set   forth   in  the    forty-sixth   chapter   of   the   revised 

statutes,  not  inconsistent  with  the  express  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.     Said  corporation  shall  also  have  authority  to  con-   May 
struct,  maintain  and  use  said  railroad  over  and  upon  lands  out-  road^ouSide 
side  of  the  limits  of  streets  and  highways  where  the  land  damages  '*"**  umits. 
have  been  mutually  settled  by  said  corporation  and  the  owners 
thereof.

rendered  necessary  by  the  occupation  of  the  same  by  said  rail- 
road and  if  not  repaired  upon  reasonable  notice,  such  repairs 
may  be  made  by  said  towns  at  the  expense  of  said  corporation. 

Section    5.     If    any    person    shall    wilfully    or    maliciously   Penalty  for 
obstruct  said  corporation  in  the  use  of  its  roads  or  tracks  or  the  Sf  twSks.^" 
passing  of  the  cars  or  carriages  of  said  corporation  thereon,  such 
persons  and  all  who  shall  aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  with  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

Section  6.     The  capital   stock  of   said  corporation   shall   not  capital  stock 
exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Section  7.     Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  lease.   May  hold 

^  J    real  ftn<* 

purchase  or  hold  real  or  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and   personal 
convenient  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  equipping,  operating 
and  managing  said  road. 

Section  8.     Said    railroad    shall    be  constructed    and    main-   Municipal 
tained  in  each  of  said  towns,  in  such  form  and  manner  and  upon   control 
such  grade  and  with  such  rails  as  the  municipal  officers  of  said   construction, 
towns  shall  direct,  and  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 
corporation  it  shall  be  necessary  to  alter  the  grade  of  any  street 
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or  way,  said  alteration  may  be  made  at  the  sole  expense  of  said 
corporation,  provided,  the  same  shall  be  assented  to  by  the 
municipal  officers  of  the  town  wherein  said  grade  so  sought  to 
be  changed  is  located.  If  the  tracks  of  said  corporation's  rail- 
road cross  any  other  railroad,  and  a  dispute  arises  in  any  way  in 
regard  to  the  manner  of  crossing,  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners of  this  state  shall,  upon  hearing,  decide  and  determine  in 
writing  in  what  manner  the  crossing  shall  be  made,  and  it  shall 
be  constructed  accordingly. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation  may  change  the  location  of  said 
railroad  at  any  time  by  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the 
municipal  officers  of  the  town  in  which  the  change  is  so  sought 
to  be  made,  and  to  make  additional  locations  subject  to  the 
foregoing  provision  and  conditions. 

Section  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  proper  authorities  of  either  of  said  towns  from  entering 
upon  and  taking  up  any  of  the  streets  or  ways  in  either  of  said 
towns,  occupied  by  said  railroad  for  any  purpose  for  which  they 
may  lawfully  take  up  the  same. 

Section  11.  Xo  other  person  or  corporation  shall  be  pre- 
mitted  to  construct  or  maintain  any  railroad  for  similar  purposes 
over  the  same  streets  or  ways  that  may  be  lawfully  occupied  by 
this  corporation,  but  any  person  or  corporation  lawfully  oper- 
ating any  horse  or  electric  railroad  to  any  point  to  which  Ihis 
corporation's  tracks  extend,  may  enter  upon,  connect  with  and 
use  the  same  on  such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  or  if  they  shall  not  agree,  to 
be  determined  by  the  railroad  commissioners  for  the  state  of 
Maine. 

Section  12.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  in  such  amount,  and  on  such  time  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  determined,  in  aid  of  the  purpose  specified  in  this  act 
and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  of  its  franchises  and  prop- 
erty. It  is  also  hereby  authorized  to  lease  all  of  its  property 
and  franchises  upon  such  terms  as  it  may  determine. 

Section  13.  The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  may  be 
called  by  any  two  of  said  corporators  giving  actual  notice  in 
writing  to  their  several  associates,  and  said  corporation  may 
make  such  by-laws  as  are  proper  and  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of 

the  state. 

Section  14.  This  charter  shall  be  null  and  void  unless  oper- 
ations for  building  said  railway  shall  have  been  actually  com- 
menced within  four  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act.

An  Act  to  authoriaDe  the  Skowhegran  and  Norriderewock  Railway  and  Pow&r 
Company  to  extend   Its   line  to  and  Into   the   town  of    Smlthfleld. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Skowhegan  and  Norridgewock  Railway  and 
Power  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend  its  street  railroad 
from  or  near  its  present  terminus  in  the  town  of  Norridgewock, 
to  and  into  the  town  of  Smithfield  over  streets,  roads  and  ways 
to  be  determined  by  the  selectmen  of  said  towns,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabili- 
ties incident  to  street  railroad  corporations  except  as  modified  by 
this  act. 

Section  2.  All  proceedings  for  the  extension  of  said  railroad 
shall  be  had  under  the  general  laws  of  this  state  regulating  simi- 
lar extensions,  except,  however,  that  the  petition  to  the  railroad 
commissioners  for  approval  of  location  shall  omit  the  prayer  for 
such  commissioners  to  determine  whether  public  convenience 
requires  the  construction  of  such  road. 

Section  3.  Said  company  may  discontinue  the  running  of  its 
cars  during  such  portion  of  the  winter  months  as  it  may  find 
expedient. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Lumbermen's   Blectrlc  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     E,  B.  Curtis,   O.  M.  Vose,   A.  R.  Gilson,   A.   D.   corporators. 
McFaul,   C.    Sullivan,   E.  P.  Grimes,   W.   E.  Tupper,   W.   F. 
Pope,    S.  N.  Tobey,   C.  Hollis   White  and   F.  L.  Shaw,   their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns  are  hereby  constituted  a  cor- 
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poration  under  the  name  of  the  Lumbermen's  Electric  Railway 
Company,  with  authority  to  construct,  maintain,  equip  and  oper- 
ate a  line  or  lines  of  single  or  double  track  railway,  to  be  operated 
by  electricity,  with  the  necessarj'  side  tracks,  switches  and 
turnouts  and  other  appliances  for  the  passing  of  cars,  carnages 
or  other  vehicles  upon  or  along  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  towns 
of  Machias,  Machiasport,  East  Machias,  Jonesboro  and  in  any 
or  all  the  towns,  townships  and  lumber  regions  lying  on  and 
along  Chandler's  river,  Machias  river  and  the  East  Machias 
river. 

Section  2.  Said  company  shall  have  authority  to  extend  its 
railway  over  the  bridge  across  the  navigable  tide  waters  of 
Chandler's  river,  Machias  river,  Middle  river  and  East  Machias 
river,  in  Washington  county. 

Section  3.  Said  company  may  purchase  and  hold  or  lease 
real  estate  in  said  towns  for  railway  purposes,  and  also  for  the 
purpose  of  car  houses,  power  houses  and  waiting  rooms,  to  the 
amount  deemed  necessary  by  the  directors.  And  in  case  the 
company  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land  required 
under  this  section,  and  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the 
company,  the  taking  of  such  land  shall  be  done  as  provided  in 
chapter  fifty-one  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Section  4.  Said  railroad  shall  be  occupied  and  used  by  said 
company  with  animal  or  electric  power.  The  municipal  officers 
of  each  of  said  towns  shall  have  power  at  all  times  to  make  all 
such  regulations  valid  and  binding  within  the  limits  of  their  towns 
only,  as  to  the  rate  of  speed  of  cars  or  trains,  and  the  removal 
of  snow  and  ice  from  the  streets,  roads  and  highways  from  and 
alongside  of  its  tracks  at  the  expense  of  said  railway  company, 
as  the  public  convenience  and  safety  may  require. 

Section  5.  The  tracks  of  said  company  shall  be  laid  in  such 
parts  of  the  streets,  roads  or  highways  as  the  municipal  officers 
of  either  of  said  towns  shall  direct ;  and  poles  may  be  set  at  con- 
venient places  and  distances  along  the  streets,  roads  or  high- 
ways over  which  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  shall  be  laid,  from 
which  trolley  wires  may  be  suspended  for  the  operation  of  cars 
by  electricity,  at  such  points  as  the  municipal  officers  may  direct. 

Section  6.  Said  road  shall  be  constructed  in  such  form  and 
manner  and  with  such  rails  and  appliances  that  so  much  of  the 
streets,  roads  and  ways  as  are  occupied  thereby  shall  be  safe  and 
convenient  for  travelers,  and  said  road  shall  be  liable  to  an  action 
on  any  case  for  any  loss  or  damage  which  any  person  may  sus- 
tain by  reason  of  any  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

Section  7.  The  company  may  lay  its  tracks  across  the  tracks 
of  any  steam  railroad,  but  the  manner  and  terms  of  the  crossing 
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shall  be  determined  by  the  railroad  commissioners  before  the    

crossing  is  made. 

Section  8.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  all  Mayseiior 
of  its  property  and  franchises  on  such  terms  as  it  may  deter-  connecting 
mine;  also  to  consolidate  with  or  to  acquire  by  lease,  purchase 
or  otherwise  the  lines,  property  or  franchises  of  any  other  street 
railway,  whose  lines  as  constructed  or  chartered  would  form  con- 
necting or  continuing  lines  with  the  lines  of  this  company,  and 
in  such  case  this  company  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  appropriate  conditions  and  limitations 
contained  in  the  charters  thus  united  with  or  acquired.  When- 
ever any  person  or  corporation  shall  be  lawfully  operating  any 
railroad  to  any  point  to  which  this  company's  tracks  extend,  this 
company  may  enter  upon,  connect  with  and  use  the  same  on 
such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  parties. 

Section  9.  This  company  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  repair  J^J^^JJ"  °' 
such  portion  of  the  streets,  town  or  county  roads  as  shall  be  occupied, 
occupied  by  the  tracks  of  this  railroad,  and  shall  make  all  other 
repairs  of  said  streets  or  roads  which  may  be  rendered  necessary 
by  the  occupation  of  the  same  by  said  railroad,  and  if  not  repaired 
upon  reasonable  notice,  such  repairs  may  be  made  by  the 
town  in  which  the  necessity  exists,  at  the  expense  of  said  com- 
pany, and  said  town  may  recover  all  expenses  in  an  action  of 
money  paid  for  the  use  of  said  railroad  company. 

Said  company  shall  be  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage  which   -liability  for 
any  person  may  sustain  by  reason  of  any  carelessness,  neglect   ^*™*«®** 
or  misconduct  of   its  agents   or  servants,  or   by  reason  of   any 
defect  in  so  much  of  said  streets  or  roads  as  is  occupied  by  said 
railway,  if  such  defect  arises  from  neglect  or  misconduct  of  the 
company,  its  servants  or  agents. 

Section  10.     If    any    person    shall  wilfully  and    maliciously   obstruction 
obstruct  said  corporation  in  the  use  of  its  roads  or  tracks,  or  the   penSiy  for. 
passing  of  the  cars  of  said  company  thereon,  and  all  who  shall 
aid  and  abet  therein,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  sixty 
davs. 

Section  II.     Said  companv  may,  from  time  to  time,  fix  such   Bates  of

Section  15.  Said  town  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  for  any 
damage  to  persons  or  property  occasioned  by  any  neglect  or 
fault  of  said  railway  during  construction. 

Section  16.  The  directors  of  this  company,  from  time  to 
time,  may  raise  or  borrow  for  the  use  and  purpose,  of  the  com- 
pany, any  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  debentures  in  sums  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  subscribed  for  on  such  terms  and  credit  as  they  may  think 
proper,  and  may  pledge  or  mortgage  all  the  tools,  property, 
franchises  and  incomes  of  the  company,  or  any  part  thereof  for 
the  repayment  of  money  so  raised  or  borrowed  and  the  interest 
thereon  provided,  always,  that  the  consent  of  the  majority  in 
value  of  the  stock  holders  of  the  company  shall  be  first  had  and 
obtained  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  to  be  called  and  held  for 
that  purpose. 

Section  17.  The  first  meeting  of  the  incorporation  under 
this  act,  may  be  called  by  either  of  the  corporators  giving 
notice  to  the  others  in  writing  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time 
of  said  meeting,  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting. 

Section  18.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  391. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate   the  Farmers'  Telephone  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Augustus  W.  Gilman  and  C.  C.  Dunham,  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  with  all  the 
powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
obligations  of  similar  corporations  under  the  general  laws  of  this 
state. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct, own,  maintain  and  operate  a  telephone  line  or  lines  any- 
where in  the  towns  of  Foxcroft  and  Guilford  in  Piscataquis 
county,  along  and  upon  any  public  highway  or  bridge  in  said 
towns,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  municipal  officers  of  said 
towns,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  incommode  or  endanger 
the  customary  public  uses  thereof;  and  said  company  may  cut 
down  any  trees  standing  within  the  limits  of  any  highway  except 
ornamental  or  shade  trees,  where  necessary  for  the  erection,  use 
and  safety  of  its  lines. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  connect  its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  tele- 
phone company  or  corporation  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon,  or  to  sell  or  lease  its  line  or  lines  and  property  in  full  or 
in  part,  before  or  after  completion,  to  any  other  telephone 
company  or  corporation,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  contracting  parties. 

Section  4.  In  case  of  the  taking  of  any  real  estate  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  damages  therefor, 
when  the  parties  cannot  agree,  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  in 
accordance  with  the  law  applicable  to  the  assessment  of  damages 
for  ways  taken  by  railroads. 

Section  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  of  such 
amount  as  said  company  may  from  time  to  time  determine  to  be 
necessary,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
which  capital  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each. 

Section  6.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase, 
hold,  lease,  sell  and  convey  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this  charter. 

Section  7.  The  first  meeting  of  the  incorporators  named  in 
this  act  shall  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  organization  under  this 
act,  by  a  written  notice  signed  by  one  of  the  corporators,  directed 
to  each  of  the  corporators,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  date 
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of  meeting,  naming  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  purposes 
of  such  meeting,  and  at  such  meeting  a  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  three  directors  may  be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted, 
present  amount  of  capital  stock  fixed,  and  any  corporate  business 
transacted. 

Section  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  fiunend  Section  two  of  Chapter  Ave  hundred  elg-ht  of  the  Private 
and  Special  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  eiffhty-flve.  as  amended  by  Chapter 
one  hundred  thirty-four  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  eigrhty-seven,  Chapter  five  hundred  twenty-seven  of  the  Private 
and  Special  Laws  of  elgrhteen  hundred  ninety-three,  and  Chapter  four 
hundred  twenty-flve  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred one,   relating  to   Norway  Municipal  Court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  Section  two  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the 
private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven; 
chapter  five  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  private  and  special 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  chapter  four 
hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one,  is  hereby  amended  in  the  third  clause  of 
said  section  and  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  clause  by  striking  out 
the  word  "and"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  *or,'  so 
that  said  third  clause  of  said  section  two,  as  amended,  shall  read 
as  follows: 

'Third:  Original  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  of  all  civil  actions  in  which  the  debt  or  damage 
demanded  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  and  both  parties 
or  the  defendant  or  a  person  summoned  as  a  trustee  reside  in 
the  county  of  Oxford.

tained shall  be  construed  as  binding  the  state  of  Maine  to  pay 
said  loans,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  interest 
thereon;  and  provided  further  that  no  appropriation  therefor 
shall  hereafter  be  asked  of  the  state  of  Maine. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  394. 

An  Act  to   regulate  the  Police  Force  of  the  City  of  Portland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     The  police   force  of  the  city  of   Portland   shall   us^mem^r-' 
hereafter  consist  of  a  chief  of  police,  two  captains  of  police,  two   ****^' 
police  inspectors,  not  more  than  four  sergeants  of .  police,  and 
not  exceeding  fifty-five  policemen,  which  officers  shall  rank  in 
the  order  named,  and  a  police  matron.     The  mayor  shall  have  — mavormay 
power  and  authority  to  appoint  watchmen  to  serve  without  pay  watchmen, 
from  said  city,  and  in  the  event  of  any  extraordinary  demand 
upon  the  police  force  of  said  city,  which  demand  the  police  force 
herein   provided    for,  and  the  reserve   police   force  authorized 
by  this  act  are  insufficient  to  meet,  the  mayor  may  appoint  tem- 
porarily as  many  special  policemen  as    the   public   needs   and 
safety  may  require,  but  the  term  of  office  of  all  watchmen  and   _ 
special   policemen  thus   appointed,  shall    in  no  event   exceed  a   poucemen. 
period  of  six  months,  and  the  term  of  office  of  such  special  police- 
men shall  not  be  extended  beyond  the  period  of  the  extraordinary 
demand  for  which  they  were  appointed,  and  all  members  of  the 
police    force    mentioned    in  this    section,  excepting  the    police 
matron,  shall  have  within  the  limits  of  the  citv  of  Portland,  all 
the  common  law  and  statutory  powers  of  constables,  except  the 
service  of  civil  process,  and  all  the  powers  given  to  watchmen 
or  police  officers  under  the  statutes  of  this  state. 
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Section  2.  All  policemen  now  holding  office  in  said  city  of 
Portland,  excepting  watchmen  not  paid  by  said  city,  and  special 
policemen,  shall  continue  in  office,  and  all  future  appointments  of 
policemen  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor  from  the  reserve  force 
hereinafter  created,  or  from  such  special  policemen  who  have, 
previous  to  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
been  in  active  service  on  the  police  force  of  said  city  for  a  period 
of  more  than  six  months,  and  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  mayor, 
have  the  requisite  qualifications  for  efficient  policemen,  and  the 
term  of  office  of  each  policeman  holding  under  the  terms  of  this 
act,  or  by  appointment  by  the  mayor,  shall  be  during  good 
behavior  of  such  policeman,  or  until  retired  under  such  pension 
rules  as  the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time  establish,  but  all 
policemen  not  otherwise  removed,  shall  be  honorably  discharged 
on  arriving  at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years. 

Section  3.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  acceptance  of  this 
act,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  from  the 
present  regular  police  force  of  said  city  of  Portland,  as  many 
sergeants  of  police,  not  exceeding  four,  as  in  his  judgment,  the 
needs  of  the  city  require,  two  captains  of  police,  and  shall  by 
appropriate  rules  assign  their  respective  duties,  and  all  future 
appointments  to  said  offices  mentioned  in  this  section,  including 
the  filling  of  vacancies,  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor  from  the 
policemen,  or  from  the  officers  ranking  below  the  office  to  be 
filled,  and  such  future  appointments  shall  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  such  system  of  promotion  as  the  mayor  may  establish, 
and  said  sergeants  and  captains  shall  hold  office  during  good 
behavior,  or  until  retired  under  such  pension  rules  as  the  city 
council  may  from  time  to  time  establish,  but  all  sergeants  and 
captains  not  otherwise  removed,  shall  be  honorably  discharged 
at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years.  The  mayor  shall  designate  two 
policemen  to  serve  as  police  inspectors,  during  his  pleasure,  who 
shall  resume  their  duties  as  policemen  when  other  police  inspec- 
tors are  designated  in  their  places.  The  mayor  shall  also 
appoint  a  police  matron,  a  resident  of  Portland,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
mayor  for  cause. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  acceptance  of  this 
act,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  from  the 
present  officers  of  police,  or  from  the  citizens  at  large  a  chief  of 
police  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  or  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  and  all  future  appoint- 
ments to  said  office,  except  to  fill  a  vacancy  for  an  unexpired 
term,  shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
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uary,  in  each  year  beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and    

five  unless  sooner  terminated  as  hereinafter  provided  or  until  a 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Section  5.  The  mayor  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all  powers  of 
needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  police  ™*y^'* 
of  said  city,  and  enforce  said  rules  and  regulations,  if  necessary, 
by  suspending  any  policeman,  sergeant,  captain,  or  chief  of 
police,  for  cause,  from  duty,  without  pay,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  and  may  remove  any  of  them,  also  any 
watchman,  at  any  time  for  sufficient  cause,  after  notice  and 
public  hearing,  which  cause  shall  be  expressed  in  the  order  of 
removal ;  and  the  mayor  may,  for  cause,  and  after  notice  and 
public  hearing,  reduce  any  captain  or  sergeant  to  a  lower  grade. 
The  mayor  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  occuring 
for  any  reason  in  any  of  the  offices  mentioned  in  this  act. 

vSection  6.  From  the  men  certified  by  the  police  examining  Reserve 
board  of  the  city  of  Portland,  as  possessing  the  required  qualifi- 
cations and  as  having  successfully  passed  the  competitive  exam- 
ination now  required  of  all  candidates  for  appointment  as  police- 
men of  said  city,  the  mayor  may  at  any  time  designate  not 
exceeding  ten,  in  the  order  of  their  rank  obtained  under  such  com- 
petitive examination,  beginning  with  the  highest,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  reserve  police  force,  and  all  additions  thereafter  made 
to  said  reserve  force  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor  as  the  needs 
of  the  police  department  of  said  city  may  require,  and  in  the 
manner  aforesaid,  the  applicant  holding  the  highest  rank  under 
the  civil  service  niles  then  in  eflfect,  being  always  next  in  order 
for  promotion  to  said  reserve  force,  but  said  reserve  force  shall 
at  no  time  consist  of  more  than  ten  men.  The  members  of 
said  reserve  force  may  be  called  upon  at  any  time  by  the  chief 
of  police  or  the  mayor  to  do  police  duty,  and  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  conferred  upon  policemen  by  this  act,  and 
shall  serve  on  said  reserve  force  at  least  six  months  before  being 
eligible  to  appointment  as  policemen.  Any  member  may  be 
rejected  and  his  name  stricken  from  said  reserve  force  by  the 
mayor  at  any  time,  for  unreasonably  refusing  to  go  on  duty 
when  called  on,  or  after  six  months  of  active  service,  provided 
the  mayor  shall  have  become  satisfied  that  said  member  does 
not  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  of  an  efficient  policeman. 

Section  7.  The  compensation  of  the  chief  of  police,  captains  compenMi- 
of  police,  police  inspectors,  sergeants,  policemen,  special  police-  force. 
men,  and  members  of  the  reserve  force,  when  on  duty,  and  the 
matron,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city  council,  and  said  compensa- 
tion having  been  once  fixed  shall  not  be  decreased  except  by 
action  of  the  city  council.  The  city  council  shall  appropriate 
such  sums  annually  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  efficiently 
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the  work  of  the  ponce  department,  the  same  to  be  expended 

under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  but  at  no  time  shall  the  mayor 

have  authority  to  create  liabilities  for  the  maintenance  of  the 

police  department  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  that 

purpose  by  the  city  council,  or  to  create  any  liability  for  said 

city  for  any  purpose  unless  a  specific  fund  for  that  purpose  be 

first  provided  by  appropriation,  or  otherwise,  by  the  city  council.

An  Act  to  authorize  William  C.  Farrell  and  Henry  A.  Gagnon  to  construct 
a  dam  or  dams  aoroBS  Hammond  brook,  In  Aroostook  county,  and  build 
and  maintain  piers  In  said  brook,  and  Improve  said  brook  for  driving 
purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  William  C.  Farrell  and  Henry  A.  Gagnon,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain 
a  dam  or  dams,  with  piers,  booms  and  sluices,  on  Hammond 
brook,  in  Cyr  plantation,  in  Aroostook  county,  and  improve 
said  stream  by  removing  therefrom,  trees,  brush,  rocks,  or  other 
obstructions,  to  facilitate  the  driving  of  logs  and  lumber  down 
said  stream,  and  the  holding  of  logs  and  lumber  to  be  manu- 
factured at  the  mill  of  said  Farrell,  situated  on  said  stream. 

Section  2.  Said  Farrell  and  Gagnon,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
may  purchase  land  and  materials  for  building  said  dams  and 
making  said  improvements,  and  flow  contiguous  lands  so  far  as 
necessary  to  raise  suitable  heads  of  water,  and  land  necessary 
for  landing  logs  and  lumber  on  said  stream.  And  if  the  parties 
owning  lands  flowed  or  used  for  landings  cannot  agree  upon  the 
damages  therefor,  the  said  damages  shall  be  estimated  by  the 
county  commissioners  for  the  county  of  Aroostook,  as  provided 
by  law  in  case  of  taking  lands  for  public  highways,  and  for  the 
damage  occasioned  by  flowing  land,  the  said  Farrell  and  Gagnon, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  not  be  liable  to  an  action  at  common 
law,  but  the  person  injured  may  have  a  remedy,  by  complaint  for 
flowing,  in  the  manner  provided  by  chapter  ninety-two  of  the 
revised  statutes. 

Said  Farrell  and  Gagnon,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
may  demand  and  receive  toll  for  the  passage  of  logs  and  lumber 
cut  and  hauled  above  the  mill  of  said  Farrell,  and  driven  over 
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said  dam  or  dams  and  improvements,  including  logs  to  be  manu- 
factured at  said  mill,  of  ten  cents  for  each  thousand  feet,  board 
measure,  woods  scale,  and  said  Farrell  and  Gagnon,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  logs  and  lumber  which  may 
pass  over  any  of  their  dams  and  improvements  for  the  payment 
of  said  tolls,  and  said  Farrell  and  Gagnon,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
may  hold  said  logs  or  lumber,  or  such  quantity  thereof  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  pay  such  toll  and  costs  and  charges,  in  the  pond 
at  said  Farrell's  mill,  and  unless  such  toll  is  paid  within  ten  days 
after  the  first  of  such  logs  or  lumber  liable  to  toll  as  afore- 
said, have  reached  said  pond,  said  Farrell  and  Gagnon,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  may  seize  said  logs  or  lumber  and  sell  at 
public  sale,  such  quantity  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay 
such  toll  and  costs  and  charges,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
sale  ten  days  before  such  sale  being  first  given  in  some  news- 
paper printed  in  the  county  of  Aroostook,  and  said  Farrell  and 
Gagnon,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
expenditure  for  improvements,  and  tolls  as  aforesaid,  and  when 
the  amdunt  of  said  tolls  equals  the  expenditure  and  interest  at 
six  per  cent,  said  tolls  shall  cease.

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their  dam  at  or  near  the  head  of  Godfrey's  Falls,  and  which 
may  pass  over  their  dam  at,  or  near,  the  head  of  said  Godfrey's 
Falls,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  woods  scale  or  boom  scale  at  the 
option  of  said  corporation;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  a 
lien  upon  all  Ic^s  and  lumber  which  may  pass  over  said  dam  at 
or  near  the  head  of  said  Godfrey's  Falls  until  the  full  amount  of 
toll  of  all  the  logs  and  lumber  which  may  pass  over  said  dam 
at  or  near  the  head  of  said  Godfrey's  Falls  is  paid ;  but  logs  of 
a  particular  mark  shall  only  be  holden  to  pay  the  toll  of  such 
mark ;  and  if  said  toll  is  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  such  logs 
and  lumber  shall  arrive  at  the  Penobscot  boom  or  at  their  place 
of  sale  or  manufacture  said  corporation  may  then,  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  sell  at  public  auction  in  Bangor  after  ten  days' 
notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Bangor  so  much  of  said 
logs  and  lumber  as  may  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  toll  and  inci- 
dental charges.' 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  eifect  when  approved.

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Chapter  403. 

An   Enabling  Act   for   the  annexation   of  the  city  of  South   Portland   to 

Portland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.     Upon  the   acceptance  of   this  act  as   hereinafter   Annexation 
provided,  the  city  of  South  Portland  shall  be  annexed  to  and  be    po?uand  to 
a  part  of  the  city  of  Portland,  and  the  inhabitants  and  territory   portfand. 
of  the  city  of  South  Portland  shall  be  subject  to  the  charter  and 
ordinances  of  the  city  of  Portland,  and  to  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplemental  thereto,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided. 

Section  2.  The  city  of  Portland  as  herein  enlarged  shall  be 
divided  into  eleven  wards,  and  until  the  city  council  shall  have 
revised  the  ward  lines  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  ward  ten 
shall  consist  of  that  part  of  the  city  of  South  Portland,  lying 
westerly  of  the  following  described  line,  namely:  Beginning 
at  the  center  of  the  draw  in  Portland  bridge ;  thence  along  the 
center  of  Ocean  street  through  City  and  Dyer  squares  to  the 
Cape  Elizabeth  line.  Ward  eleven  shall  consist  of  that  part  of 
South  Portland  lying  easterly  of  said  line.  Each  of  these  wards 
so  constituted  shall  have  the  same  form  of  organization  and  the 
same  representation  in  the  city  government  and    in  the    school 
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committee  of  Portland  that  the  other  wards  in  said  city  have  at 
the  time  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  warrants  for  the  elec- 
tion of  said  officers  shall  be  issued  by  the  municipal  officers  of 
Portland,  as  provided  hereafter,  in  due  season  for  the  municipal 
election  first  to  be  held  in  said  city  after  the  acceptance  of  this 
act. 

Section  3.  The  ward  meetings  of  said  ward  ten  shall  be  held 
in  the  basement  of  the  Pleasantdale  school  house,  and  the  meet- 
ings in  said  ward  eleven  shall  be  held  at  the  South  Portland  hose 
house,  until  the  city  council  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  4.  The  warrants  for  the  first  ward  meetings  in  said 
wards  ten  and  eleven  shall  be  made  returnable  by  the  con- 
stable posting  the  same,  to  some  voter  in  each  of  said  wards, 
designated  by  the  municipal  officers  of  Portland,  who  shall  call 
said  ward  meetings  to  order  for  the  election  by  open  ballot  of  a 
warden  to  preside  at  said  meeting,  and  a  ward  clerk,  and  the 
warden  and  clerks  so  elected  shall  qualify  and  perform  all  the 
duties  devolving  upon  the  warden  and  ward  clerk  under  the 
provisions  of  law.  The  necessary  ballot  and  election  clerks  for 
wards  ten  and  eleven  shall  be  appointed  according  to  law  by 
the  municipal  officers  of  the  city  of  Portland. 

Section  5.  From  the  lists  of  voters  now  registered  in  the  sev- 
eral wards  of  South  Portland,  the  board  of  registration  of  South 
Portland,  upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  shall  prepare  two 
new  lists,  one  to  contain  the  names  of  all  voters  whose  ro- 
istered residence  is  within  the  limits  of  said  ward  ten,  which  list 
shall  be  the  list  of  registered  voters  for  said  ward  ten,  and  the 
other  to  contain  the  names  of  all  voters  whose  registered  residence 
is  within  the  limits  of  said  ward  eleven,  which  list  shall  be  the 
list  of  registered  voters  their  records,  to  the  board  of  registration 
of  Portland  at  least  twelve  days  prior  to  the  municipal  election 
next  to  be  held  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  thereafter 
changes  therein  may  be  made  as  in  the  lists  of  registered  voters 
in  other  Portland  wards. 

Section  6.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  all  the  city  prop- 
erty of  South  Portland  together  with  all  city  moneys  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  thereof,  or  under  his  control,  becomes 
the  property  of  the  city  of  Portland,  and  the  city  of  Portland 
shall  assume  all  obligations  of  the  city  of  South  Portland  then 
existing,  and  all  indebtedness  both  temporary  and  bonded, 
and  shall  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  according  to  the 
terms  under  which  said  indebtedness  was  contracted.  Provided 
that  the  officials  of  said  city  of  South  Portland  shall  continue  to 
manage  and  control  the  affairs  in  said  city  during  the  interval 
between  the  acceptance  of  this  act  and  the  inauguration  of  the 
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mayor  and  city  council  elected  to  succeed  them,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  during  said  term  said  officials  may  expend  the 
available  funds  of  the  city  in  the  regular  course  of  business. 

Section  7.  Until  the  inauguration  of  the  mayor  and  city 
council  first  to  be  elected,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  present 
municipal  officers,  public  officials,  school  committee  and  police 
of  South  Portland,  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
forming the  duties  required  of  them  by  law,  and  by  the  terms 
of  this  act ;  but  upon  said  inauguration  the  terms  of  all  of  them 
shall  end. 

Section  8.  All  persons  upon  whom  taxes  have  been  legally 
assessed  by  the  city  of  South  Portland  and  the  old  town  of 
South  Portland,  and  who  have  not  paid  the  same,  shall  be 
required  to  make  payment  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Portland.  Unpaid  sidewalk,  drain  and  sewer  assessments, 
legally  assessed  by  the  city  of  South  Portland  shall  be  collected 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  South  Portland  charter  and  ordi- 
nances, and  the  city  of  Portland  shall  have  the  same  rights  to 
enforce  payment  of  said  taxes,  and  sidewalk,  sewer  and  drain 
assessments,  as  the  city  of  South  Portland  would  have  had  but 
for  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  All  rights,  contracts,  claims,  immunities,  privi- 
leges and  franchises  which  might  be  exercised  by  the  city  of 
South  Portland  may  be  exercised  and  enforced  by  the  city  of 
Portland  as  its  successor:  and  all  privileges,  exemptions  and 
immunities  granted  by  the  city  of  South  Portland  shall  remain 
binding  upon  the  city  of  Portland.  The  passage  of  this  act 
shall  not  affect  any  right  accruing  or  accrued,  or  any  suit,  prose- 
cution or  other  legal  proceedings  pending  at  the  time  when  it 
shall  take  effect  by  acceptance  as  herein  provided  for,  and  no 
penalty  or  forfeiture  previously  incurred  shall  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  10.  Upon  the  day  of  the  inauguration  of  the  mayor 
and  city  council  to  be  elected  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the 
control  and  superintendence  of  the  present  public  schools  of 
South  Portland  shall  be  vested  in  the  school  committee  of  Port- 
land to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  are  other 
public  schools  of  Portland,  and  the  school  facilities  now  furnished 
by  the  city  of  South  Portland  shall  not  be  hereafter  curtailed 
or  abridged. 

Section  11.  All  official  records  and  documents  in  the  city  of 
South  Portland  shall  be  transferred  from  the  several  departments 
to  which  they  respectively  belong  to  the  corresponding  depart- 
ment in  the  city  of  Portland,  and  the  production,  attestation  or 
authentication  of  the  same  by  the  respective  official  custodian  of 
the  records  of  said  several  departments  in  the  city  of  Portland 
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shall  have  the  same  effect  in  any  legal  proceedings  as  if  pro- 
duced, attested  or  authenticated  by  the  custodian  of  the  records 
of  the  department  in  said  South  Portland  from  which  the  s^me 
were  severally  transferred. 

Section  12.     The  South  Portland  municipal  court  is  hereby 
abolished,  but  for  the  purpose  only  of  closing  the  business  pend- 
ing therein  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this  act,  the  entire  jur- 
isdiction thereof,  civil  and  criminal,  shall  be  conferred  upon  the 
municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Portland,  which  court  shall  issue  all 
executions  or  other  process  necessary  to  carry  into  eifect  any 
judgment,  order  or  decree  of   said    South  Portland   municipal 
court.     All  complaints,  civil  suits,  recognizances,  appeals  in  civil 
or  criminal  cases,  and  all  other  processes,  civil  or  criminal,  pend- 
ing in  said  South  Portland  municipal  court,  shall  be  transferred 
forthwith  to  the  municipal  court  for  the  city  of  Portland,  to  be 
entered  on  the  docket  thereof,  and  to  be  heard  and  disposed  of  as 
if  originally  entered  in  said  municipal  court  for  the  city  of  Port- 
land ;  and  all  writs,  petitions,  warrants  and  all  processes  whatever, 
returnable  to  said    South    Portland    municipal   court,  shall   be 
returnable  to  and   be  entered  on  the  docket  of   said  municipal 
court  for  the  city  of  Portland  as  if  originally  entered  therein. 
The  judgments,  decisions,  orders  and  decrees  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  at  any  law  term,  made  in  cases  originating  in  said 
South  Portland  municipal  court,  shall  be  certified  to  the  recorder 
of  the  municipal  court  for  the  city  of  Portland,  to  whose  attesta- 
tion of  the  same,  or  their  contents,  full  faith  shall  be  given. 

Section  13.  Ward  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  usual  place 
of  meeting  in  said  cities  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  ques- 
tion of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  to  the  legal  voters  of  said  cities 
at  any  time  within  five  years  after  the  passage  thereof,  except  in 
the  months  of  September  and  November.  At  such  meetings 
the  polls  shall  be  open  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by 
written  or  printed  ballots  in  answer  to  the  question,  "shall  the 
act  passed  by  the  legislature  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  Enabling  Act  for  the 
annexation  of  South  Portland  to  Portland,"  be  accepted  ?" 

The  regular  ward  officers  shall  preside  at  such  meetings  and 
use  a  check  list  to  be  prepared  by  the  board  of  registration 
in  the  same  manner  as  lists  are  prepared  for  municipal  elections. 
The  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and 
voting  thereon  shall  be  required  for  its  acceptance. 

If,  at  any  meeting  so  held,  this  act  shall  fail  to  be  thus 
accepted,  it  may,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  any  pre- 
vious meeting,  be  again  submitted  for  acceptance,  provided  it

shall   not  be  submitted   more  than  three  times  m    either   city.   

Such  meetings  shall  be  called  in  each  city  upon  the  application 
of  one  hundred  or  more  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  cities,  and 
the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  cities  shall  upon  the 
application  of  said  one  hundred  voters  forthwith  issue  warrants 
for  said  meeting.  The  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  respecting 
the  sorting,  counting,  declaring  and  recording  the  returns  of  said 
votes  as  is  provided  for  the  election  of  mayors;  and  the  board 
of  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  cities  shall  within  five  days  after 
Siiid  meeting,  meet  and  compare  the  returns  of  the  ward  officers, 
if  it  appears  that  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  in  on  said 
annexation  in  each  city  is  in  favor  thereof,  the  mayors  of  said 
cities  shall  forthwith  make  proclamation  of  the  fact  and  there- 
upon this  act  shall  take  effect  and  the  city  of  South  Portland 
shall  thereafterwards  be  annexed  to  and  become  a  part  of  the 
city  of  Portland. 

Section  14.     So  much  of  this  act  as  authorizes  the  submissiai   when  act 

.       shall  take 

of  the  question  of  its  acceptance  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  said   effect, 
cities  shall   take  effect   upon  its  passage,  but  it  shall   not  take 
further  effect  unless  accepted  by  the  legal  voters  of  both  of  said 
cities  as  herein  prescribed,  in  which  case  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Piscataquis  River  Storage  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section    i.     William    M.    Currier,     Frank    H.    Drummond,    Corporators. 
Charles  C.  Emerson,  Henry  Hudson,  Henry  Douglass,  David  R. 
Straw,  Edward  J.  Mayo,  Walter  J.  Mayo,  Stephen  O.  Brown, 
Crowell  C.  Hall,  their  heirs,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby   —corporate 
cieated    a  body  corporate  under   the  name  of   the    Piscataquis   "*™®- 
River    Storage    Company,    for   the    purpose    of    making   such 
improvements  in  Piscataquis  river  and  its  tributary  waters  as 
v/iil  enable  them  to  store  or  hold  water  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
iiig  an-.i  rendering  more  constant  the  power  or  energy  of  said 
Piscataquis  river,  and    for  that    purpose   may  acquire  existing 
dams  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  or  erect  and  maintain  new  dams   —may 
at  the  outlets  of  any  of  the  ponds  or  bogs  or  upon  any  of  the   erect  dams, 
streams  tributary  to  said  Piscataquis  river,  above  the  East  Dover 
dam  on  said  river,  on  lands  which  it  may  acquire,  but  in  such 
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manner  as  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  any  existing  dams  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  same,  and  said  corporation 
is  hereby  empowered  to  flow  such  lands  by  the  erection  of  such 
new  dams  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  Said  corporation  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  caused  by 
such  flowage  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  in 
said  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  shall  enjoy  all  the  proper  remedies  at  law  and  in  equity  to 
secure  and  protect  them  in  the  exercise  and  use  of  their  rights 
and  privileges  and  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  any  estate,  real  and  personal,  including  the  right 
to  purchase  and  hold  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  any  other 
corporation  owning  rights  or  privileges  in  or  to  the  waters  or 
powers  of  said  Piscataquis  river  and  its  tributaries,  and  to  make 
and  adopt  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  state  of  Maine,  but  all  dams  and  other  structures  authorized 
herein  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  facilitate  and  not  to  impede 
or  interfere  with  the  proper  driving  or  floating  of  logs  and  wood. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
with  the  right  to  increase  said  capital  stock  at  any  time  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  shareholders  to  any  amount  not  exceeding 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Section  4.  Previous  to  the  first  meeting  of  said  corporation 
one  share  of  its  capital  stock  may  be  subscribed  but  paid  for 
in  full  as  follows:  One  share  by  the  owners  of  the  power  or 
privilege  at  Blanchard  in  the  county  of  Piscataquis  and  state  of 
Maine:  one  share  to  the  owners  of  the  power  or  privilege  at 
Abbot,  on  the  north  branch  of  the  Piscataquis  river ;  one  share  by 
the  owners  of  the  power  or  privilege  at  Abbot  village  on  the  south 
branch  of  the  Piscataquis  river ;  one  share  by  the  owners  of  the 
power  or  privilege  at  Guilford  in  said  county  of  Piscataquis; 
one  share  by  the  owners  of  each  power  or  privilege  at  Foxcroft 
in  said  county ;  one  share  by  the  owners  of  each  power  or  priv- 
ilege at  Dover  village  in  said  county ;  one  share  by  the  owners 
of  the  power  or  privilege  at  East  Dover  in  said  county;  one 
share  by  the  owners  of  the  power  or  privilege  at  Rowland.  Said 
share  allotted  to  the  owners  of  each  of  said  dams  or  privileges 
shall  be  divided  among  the  owners  of  each  dam  or  privilege 
according  to  their  ownership,  and  a  majority  ownership  in  each 
dam  or  privilege  shall  determine  how  said  dam  or  privilege  shall 
be  voted  at  all  meetings  of  said  corporation.  If  any  of  the 
dams  or  privileges  hereinbefore  enumerated  are  owned  equally 
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by  two  difierent  persons  or  corporations,  each  shall  be  entitled  

to  one-half  vote  of  said  share  at  any  meeting  of  said  corporation. 

No  shares  of   said   capital   stock  shall   be  at  any  time  sold   or 

owned    by  persons  or  corporations  not   owners  in  one  of   said 

powers  or  privileges  enumerated  or  described  above. 

The  first  meeting:  of  the  corporation  may  be  called  by  any   First  meeting, 

,.,.  ..         -..       how  caUed. 

two  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act,  giving  five  days  writ- 
ten notice  by  mail  to  each  of  the  other  corporators  named  in 
this  act,  stating  time,  place  and  purposes  of  such  meeting,  and 
at  such  meeting  the  necessary  officers  may  be  chosen,  by-laws 
adopted  and  any  other  corporate  business  transacted.  In  choos- 
ing directors,  one  director  shall  be  chosen  from  the  owner  or 
owners  of  each  of  the  power  or  privileges  hereinbefore  enumer- 
ated which  is  represented  by  stock  in  the  company. 

After  said  first  meeting  stock  may  be  issued  as  subscribed 
and  paid  for  to  the  owners  of  said  powers  or  privileges  but 
only  in  such  amounts  as  have  been  voted  to  be  raised  for  the 
purpose  of  expenditure  under  this  charter  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  board  of  directors  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting.  Owners 
of  the  described  water  powers  and  privileges  shall  at  all  times 
have  the  rights  to  subscribe  equally  for  stock  to  be  issued.  Any 
transfer  of  ownership  of  any  of  the  powers  or  privileges  described 
or  enumerated  shall  carry  with  it  a  transfer  of  the  capital  stock 
in  this  corporation  then  standing  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  water  power  or  privileges  so  transferred ;  but 
should  the  owners  of  any  of  the  described  water  powers  or 
privileges  refuse  or  neglect  for  ten  days  after  said  meeting  of 
board  of  directors,  to  subscribe  for  his  or  their  proportional  part 
as  herein  set  forth,  then  said  stock  shall  be  equally  divided  among 
the  owners  of  each  of  the  water  powers  or  privileges  hereinbefore 
enumerated. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  through  and  by  use  and  flow 
its  directors  to  regulate  the  volume  and  flow  of  water  released  ®'^**«'- 
from  any  of  its  storage  reservoirs  and  the  time  for  releasing 
the  same,  and  may  by  its  by-laws,  provide  for  the  charge  and 
collection  of  rates  or  payments  of  money  by  users  for  power 
of  any  of  its  artificially  stored  and  released  water.  If  any  users 
there  be  whose  stockholdings  are  less  in  amount  than  their 
proportional  part  of  the  whole  stock  issued,  according  to  the 
apportionment  of  interest  which  shall  be  determined  by  vote  of 
the  stockholders,  and  said  charges  may  be  recovered  by  said 
corporation  before  any  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court 
under  proceedings  in  equity  for  the  purposes  brought  against  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  power  or  privilege  so  delinquent  in 
stockholding,  but  said  charges  or  rates  shall  be  made  only  for  the 
artificially  stored  and  released  water  actually  used  for  power  pur- 
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poses,  and  not  fully  contributed  to  in  stockholdings  by  said  user 
or  power  owner,  and  shall  in  no  case  be  at  a  rate  greater  than  one 
dollar  per  additional  horse  power  so  furnished  per  month  of  two 
hundred  and  sixty  hours,  or  at  that  rate  for  less  time,  provided, 
however,  that  the  volume  and  flow  of  water  from  the  storage 
reservoirs  of  the  company  shall  be  so  regulated  as  to  furnish 
as  nearly  as  possible  an  equal  continuous  flow  of  water  in  the 
Piscataquis  river,  for  the  whole  twenty-four  hours  of  each 
and  every  day,  except  that  the  directors  have  the  power  to 
increase  or  decrease  such  equal  daily  flow  to  such  extent  and  at 
such  times  and  for  such  periods  as  may  be  assented  to  by  all  of 
the  stockholders  in  this  corporation,  provided  also,  that  said  cor- 
poration through  and  by  its  directors  shall  not  cause  water  to  be 
held  in  any  dams  that  it  may  construct  or  acquire  on  the  north 
and  south  branches  of  said  river,  so  as  to  interfere  with  the 
natural  flow  of  water  on  said  branches  to  the  detriment  of  any 
of  the  existing  water  privileges  on  these  branches. 

Section  6.  Any  corporation,  any  co-partnership  and  any 
individual  who  becomes  the  owner  of  any  stock  in  this  corpora- 
tion in  accordance  with  this  act,  is  or  are  hereby  empowered  to 
take  and  hold  such  stock,  and  at  any  meeting  of  their  corporation 
or  on  any  other  occasion,  may  be  represented,  vote  and  act, 
respectively,  by  such  person  or  committee  as  may  be  chosen  for 
the  purpose. 

Section  7.  From  the  twentieth  day  of  March  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  in  each  year,  whoever  has  logs  in  the  north  and 
south  branches  of  the  Piscataquis  river  and  in  the  Piscataquis 
river,  shall  be  entitled  without  charge  to  all  the  necessary  water 
to  drive  such  logs.  The  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  deter- 
mine in  each  case  the  reservoir  or  reservoirs  from  which  said 
water  shall  be  taken. 

Section  8.  The  supreme  judicial  court  has  equitable  jurisdic- 
tion over  this  corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  all 
parties  interested,  including  driving  of  logs  on  said  river  and  its 
tributaries,  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  water  stored  in  the  lakes 
and  reservoirs  held  under  this  charter,  and  the  rights  of  the 
members  between  themselves. 

Section  9.  If  any  person  wantonly  or  maliciously  injure  any 
of  the  dams  or  structures  which  may  be  constructed  by  said 
corporation,  he  shall  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  and  shall  be  liable  also  to  pay  the  triple 
damages  to  said  corporation  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  10.     This  act  shall  take  eifect  when  approved.

Chapter  40S. 

An  Act  relatlnsr  to  prize  logB  on  the  Penobscot  river  and  its  tributaries. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows :

to  the  Penobscot  river  above  Penobscot  boom,  and  any  person 
or  corporation  desires  to  separate  and  detain  his  or  its  logs 
or  other  lumber  at  any  sorting  place  or  sorting  boom  or  any 
place  of  sale  or  manufacture  above  said  Penobscot  boom,  and 
in  so  separating  and  detaining  his  or  its  logs  or  other  lumber, 
logs  or  other  lumber  without  marks  or  means  by  which  their 
ownership  can  be  ascertained  are  also  detained  and  held,  said 
person  or  corporation  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  open  to 
the  inspection  of  all  interested  parties,  of  the  number,  kind, 
quality  and  quantity  of  such  logs  or  other  lumber,  without 
marks  or  means  by  which  their  ownership  can  be  ascertained, 
and  when  and  where  detained  and  held,  and  shall  within  a 
reasonable  time  thereafter  pay  to  the  Penobscot  Lumbering  Asso- 
ciation at  its  office  in  Bangor,  Maine,  for  all  such  logs  or  other 
lumber,  without  marks  or  means  by  which  their  ownership  can 
be  ascertained,  so  detained  and  held,  such  a  price  as  a  like  kind 
and  quality  of  logs  or  other  lumber  are  worth,  at  the  time  when 
and  place  where  they  shall  be  so  separated  and  held  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  said  Penobscot  Lumbering  Association,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Such  payment  to  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  said 
account. 

Section  2.  All  logs  or  other  lumber,  without  marks  or  means  Division  of 
by  which  their  ownership  can  be  ascertained,  which  shall  come  'romsaie^of^ 
into  said  Penobscot  boom,  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  and  within  ^"^'^  ^^^^' 
a  reasonable  time  after  the  same  shall  have  been  rafted,  be  sold, 
or  manufactured  and  sold,  from  time  to  time  by  said  Penobscot 
Lumbering  Association,  and  what  remains  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  same,  after  deducting  boomage  and  all  other  reasonable 
expenses  and  charges,  that  is  to  say,  the  net  proceeds  of  such 
sale  or  sales  together  with  all  moneys  received  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  a  fund,  which 
shall  yearly  be  divided  ratably  as  nearly  as  practicable  among  all 
the  known  owners  of  logs  or  other  lumber,  that  formed  the  drive 
or  drives  out  of  which  said  logs  or  other  lumber  without  marks 
or  means  by  which  their  ownership  could  be  ascertained,  came, 
to  be  ascertained  by  such  ovyners  submitting  to  said  Penobscot 
Lumbering  Association  at  Bangor,  Maine,  on  or  before  Decem- 
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ber  one,  each  year,  by  written  statement,  satisfactory  evidence 
of  the  total  quantity  and  value  that  they  had  in  such  drive  or 
drives.  In  making  such  distribution  said  Penobscot  boom  scale 
or  what  is  equivalent  thereto  shall  be  adopted  as  a  basis  of  com- 
putation. 

Section  3.  Said  association  shall  have  the  privilege,  if  it 
deems  the  same  desirable,  to  have  its  agents  or  servants  at  each 
and  every  place  on  any  of  said  waters  where  any  such  logs  or 
other  lumber,  without  marks  or  means  by  which  their  ownership 
can  be  ascertained,  are  separated  and  held  as  aforesaid,  whose 
duties  shall  be,  if  said  association  shall  desire  it,  to  take  and 
keep  accurate  measurements  of  the  length,  and  diameter  at  the 
top  end  of  all  such  logs  or  other  lumber,  without  marks  or  means 
by  which  their  ownership  can  be  ascertained,  which  are  so  sep- 
arated and  held,  and  whose  duties  shall  also  be  to  see  that  the 
accounts  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act  are  accurately 
kept  and  preserved ;  such  agents  or  servants  to  be  paid  by  said 
Penobscot  Lumbering  Association  and  the  expense  thereof 
deducted  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  or  receipts  of  money 
as  above  provided. 

Section  4.  Said  Penobscot  Lumbering  Association  shall  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  the  number,  kind,  quality  and  amount 
of  such  logs  or  other  lumber,  without  marks  or  means  by  which 
their  ownership  can  be  ascertained,  which  are  rafted  in  their 
boom,  and  how  the  same  shall  have  been  disposed  of,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof,  and  also  of  the  moneys  received  from  all  per- 
sons and  corporations  for  such  logs  or  other  lumber  so  separated 
and  held,  which  accounts  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all 
interested  parties.  And  said  Penobscot  Lumbering  Association 
shall  be  holden  only  to  the  exercise  of  reasonable  judgment,  care, 
diligence  and  management  in  relation  to  the  powers  and  duties 
imposed  upon  it  b\fcthis  act. 

Section  5.  If  any  person  or  corporation  shall  not  pay  to  said 
Penobscot  Lumbering  Association  any  money,  which  he  or  it  is 
holden  to  pay  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  said 
Penobscot  Lumbering  Association  may  maintain  an  action  of 
assumpsit  against  said  person  or  corporation  to  recover  the  same, 
and  the  net  amount  of  money  so  recovered  in  such  action  shall 
constitute  a  part  of  said  fund  to  be  distributed  as  above. 

Section  6.  All  the  provisions  of  said  charter  of  the  Penobscot 
Lumbering  Association  and  amendments  thereto  relating  to 
unmarked  logs,  sometimes  called  "prize  logs,"  or  to  logs  the 
ownership  of  which  cannot  be  ascertained,  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

And  all  the  provisions  of  the  charter  or  amendments  thereto 
of  any  other  corporation  and  all  the  provisions  of  any  other 
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private  and  special  law,  or  other  law,  relating  to  unmarked  logs,   '- 

sometimes  called  "prizes,"  or  logs  or  other  lumber,  the  owner- 
ship of  which  cannot  be  ascertained,  upon  the  waters  of  said 
Penobscot  river  or  any  of  its  tributaries  above  said  Penobscot 
boom  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  Whoever,  except  as  provided  in  this  act,  takes.  Penalty  for 
carries  away  or  otherwise  converts  to  his  own  use  any  such  logs  prize^ogs*^ 
or  other  lumber  without  marks  or  means  by  which  their  owner- 
ship can  be  ascertained,  after  they  shall  have  become  intermingled 
with  the  logs  or  other  lumber  of  other  owners  for  the  purposes 
of  driving  as  aforesaid,  suitable  to  be  manufactured  into  lumber 
or  pulp,  lying  in  said  Penobscot  river,  or  in  any  of  the  waters 
tributary  to  said  Penobscot  river,  above  said  Penobscot  boom, 
or  on  or  near  the  bank  or  shore  thereof,  or  puts  any  mark  upon 
the  same  with  intent  to  claim  the  same  for  himself  or  another, 
forfeits  for  every  such  log  or  stick  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered on  complaint  of  any  person  or  by  indictment. 

Section  8.     The  provisions  of  sections  seven  and  eight  of  ^'P^!}*®?®^ 
chapter  forty-two  of  the  revised  statutes  of  eighteen  hundred  byihisact. 
eighty-three,  relating  to  logs  and  other  lumber,  carried  by  freshet 
on  to  lands,  are  not  aifected  by  this  act. 

Section  9.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  406. 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  throwing:  of  sawdust  and  other  mlU  waste  into  all 
tributaries  of  Seven  Tree  pond  and  Crawford  pond  in  Union  and  Warren. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.     No  person  or  persons  shall  put,  or  allow  the  same  Throwing  of 
to  be  done  by  any  person  within  his  employ,  any  sawdust,  shav-  seven  Tree 
ings,  bark,  or  other  mill  waste,  into  any  of  the  tributaries  of  &^butariesof 
Seven  Tree  pond,  in  Union,  in  the  county  of  Knox,  or  in  any  of  p^X'*''^ 
the  tributaries  of  Crawford  pond,  in  Union  and  Warren,  in  said   '®''^*^<*®'^- 
Knox  county,  or  place  or  deposit  such  mill  waste,  or  other  refuse, 
along  the  banks  in  such  a  manner  that  the  same  shall  fall  or  be 
washed  into  said  brooks  or  streams. 

Section  2.     Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  section  one  y^Jtion^'^ 
of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offense. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  five.

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Chapter  407. 

An  Act  to  conBoUdate  and  revise  certain  laws  relating  to  closing  certain 
lakes  and  ponds  to  Ice  flshlng,  and  to  close  the  tributaries  to  certain 
lakes  and  ponds,  and  restricting  the  number  of  fish  that  may  be  taken 

In  one  day  In  certain  waters,  and  defining  the  manner  of  fishing  In  certain 
waters,  and  prohibiting  the  throwing  of  sawdust  and  other  mill  refuse 
into  certain  streams,  and  regulating  the  method  of  hunting  ducks  in 
certain  waters,  and  regulating  the  taking  of  deer  in  certain  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  I.  The  provisions  of  the  general  law  pertaining  to 
fishing  through  the  ice  by  residents  of  the  state,  during  Febni- 
aiy,  March  and  April  of  each  year,  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the 
following  named  lakes  and  ponds,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
fish  through  the  ice  in  the  same  for  any  kind  of  fish : 

In  Androscoggin  County  :  Allen  pond,  so  called,  in  Greene, 
Lake  Auburn  in  Auburn,  Brettuns  pond  in  Livermore,  and 
Androscoggin  pond  situated  partly  in  this  county  and  partly  in 
Kennebec  county. 

In  Aroostook  County:  Number  Nine  lake  in  Township 
Nine,  Range  Three,  and  the  close  time  on  this  lake  shall  be  from 
October  first  to  June  first  of  the  following  year :  Ross  and  Conroy 
lakes  in  Littleton  and  Monticello,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish 
in  these  last  named  lakes  at  any  time  before  April  twenty-two, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six. 

In  Cumberland  County  :  Sabbath  Day  pond  in  New  Glou- 
cester, Thomas  pond  in  Raymond  and  Casco,  Little  Sebago  pond, 
or  lake,  in  Gray  and  Windham,  and  Great  Watchic  pond  in 
Standish,  in  which  last  named  pond  the  close  time  shall  be  from 
October  first  to  May  first  of  the  following  year. 

In  Franklin  County  :  In  all  of  the  ponds  and  lakes  situ- 
ated wholly  or  partly  in  Franklin  county,  except  Pease  pond  in 
Wilton,  in  which  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  through  the  ice,  as 
provided  in  the  general  law,  ori  Saturdays  of  each  week  during 
the  months  of  February,  March  and  April  of  each  year,  and 
Indian  pond,  situated  partly  in  Franklin  and  partly  in  Somerset 
county,  in  which  last  named  pond  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish 
through  the  ice  as  provided  in  the  general  law. 

In  Hancock  County:  Noyes'  pond  in  Bluehill,  Eagle  lake, 
Bubble  pond  sometimes  called  Turtle  lake,  Jordan  pond  and  Long 
pond  on  Mt.  Desert  Island,  Crocker  pond  and  Pickerel  pond  in 
Township  32,  Middle  Division,  Green  lake,  sometimes  called 
Reed's  pond,  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  Ellsworth,  in  which  last 
named  lake  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish,  as  provided  in  the  general 
law,  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  of  each  week,  during  the  months 
of  February,  March  and  April,  of  each  year,  and  First  or  Billings 
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pond  in  the  town  of  Bluehill,  in  which  last  named  pond  the  close  

time  shall  be  from  October  first  to  May  first  of  the  following 
year. 

In  Kennebec  County:  Cobbosseecontee  lake  situated  partly 
in  Winthrop,  Annabessacook  lake  and  The  Narrows  pond  situ- 
ated in  Winthrop,  Lake  Maranocook  situated  partly  in  Win- 
throp, Jimmy  pond  in  Litchfield,  Androscoggin  pond  situated 
partly  in  Wayne,  Great,  Long,  East,  North,  Little,  Ellis,  McGraw 
and  Snow  ponds  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  this  county.  Flying 
pond  in  Vienna,  and  Three-Mile  pond  in  China,  Windsor  and 
Vassalboro,  in  which  last  named  pond  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish 
for  pickerel,  as  provided  in  the  general  law,  on  Saturdays  of 
each  week,  for  consumption  in  the  family  of  the  person  taking 
the  same. 

In  Knox  County  :  Crystal  in  W^ashington,  Grassy  pond  in 
Hope  and  Rockport ;  provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  fish  for  any  kind  of  fish  at  any  time  in  said  Grassy  pond  before 
May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four. 

In  Lincoln  County  :    Dyer's  pond  in  Jefferson. 

In  Oxford  County  :     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  through  the 
ice  for  any  kind  of  fish  in  the  following  named  lakes  and  ponds 
in  Oxford  county:     In  all  the  lakes  and  ponds  situated  wholly 
or  partly  in  this  county,  except  North  and  Bird  ponds  in  the 
town  of  Norway,  the  Five  Kezar's,  Moose,  Bear,  Long,  Two 
Speck,  Pappoose  and  McWain  ponds  in  the  town  of  Waterford, 
Kneeland,  Burnt  Land,  Songo  and  Crooker  ponds  in  the  town 
of  Albany,  Proctor  pond  in  the  towns  of  Albany  and  Stoneham, 
Upper  Stone  and  Horse  Shoe  ponds  in  Stoneham,  Bradley,  Far- 
rington  and  Slab  City  ponds  in   the  town  of  Lovell,  Moose, 
Beaver,  Long,  Grandeur  and  Little  ponds  in  Denmark,  Lower 
Kezar,  Lovewell's,  Clay,  Haley,  Charles,  Pleasant,  Lower  Kim- 
ball and  Bog  ponds  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  Fryeburg,  Rattle 
Snake  and  Burnt  Meadow  ponds  in  Brownfield,  Moose  and  Mud 
ponds  in   Paris,   Round  and   Twitchell  ponds  in   Greenwood, 
Hogan  and  Whitney  ponds  in  Oxford,  the  two  demons  ponds, 
Middle,  Barker  and  South  East  ponds  in  Hiram,  Bungamuck 
pond  in  Hartford,  Keyes  and  Stearns  ponds  in  Sweden,  Bickford, 
Long  and  Colcord  ponds  in  Porter,  Thompson  pond  situated 
partly  in  Oxford  and  partly  in  Cumberland  county,  North  pond 
in  Greenwood  and  Woodstock,  in  which  ponds  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  fish  through  the  ice,  as  provided  in  the  general  law,  during 
the  months  of  February,  March  and  April  of  each  year;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  any  kind  'of 
fish,  at  any  time,  in  Indian  pond  in  Greenwood  before  April  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six. 
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In  Penobscot  County:    It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  through 

the  ice  for  any  kind  of  fish  in  Cold  Stream  pond  in  Enfield. 

In  Piscataquis  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  through 
the  ice  for  any  kind  of  fish  in  any  of  the  lakes  and  ponds  lying 
wholly  or  partly  in  Piscataquis  county,  except  the  following 
named  lakes  and  ponds,  in  which  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  through 
the  ice  as  provided  in  the  general  law,  to  wit:  Seboeis  lake, 
Boyd  lake,  provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  through 
the  ice  in  Boyd  lake  for  pickerel  only  during  December  and 
January  of  each  year.  Cedar  lake,  Ebemee  pond,  Schoodic  lake. 
North  and  South  Twin  lakes,  Pamadumcook  lake,  Ambejejus 
lake,  Debsconeag  lake,  Nahmakanta  lake,  Chesuncook  lake, 
Sebec  lake,  First  Buttermilk  pond.  Big  Benson  pond,  Big  Huston 
pond.  Center  pond  in  Sangerville,  Moosehead  lake,  Jo  Mary  lake, 
Caribou  lake,  Lobster  lake,  Cnamberlain  lake,  Telos  lake,  Web- 
ster lake,  Eagle  lake,  AUegash  lake,  Munsungan  lake,  Milli- 
nockett  lake,  Caucongomoc  lake,  Churchill  lake,  Chemquassa- 
bamticook  lake.  Grand  lake,  oecond  lake,  Ragged  lake,  Pepper 
pond.  Whetstone  pond,  and  Large  Greenwood  pond  in  Elliotts- 
ville  and  Willimantic. 

In  Somerset  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  through 
the  ice  for  any  kind  of  fish  in  any  of  the  lakes  and  ponds  lyine 
wholly  or  partly  in  Somerset  county,  except  the  following  named 
lakes  and  ponds',  in  which  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  through  the 
ice  as  provided  in  the  general  law,  to  wit:  Moosehead  lake, 
Palmer  pond  in  Mayfield,  Ellis,  Round  and  Ten-Thousand-acre 
ponds,  in  Township  One,  Range  Six,  W.  K.  R.,  B.  K.  P.,  known 
as  the  Ten-Thousand-acre  township,  Rowell  pond  in  Solon, 
Smith  pond  in  Cornville,  Oaks  pond  in  Comville,  Pickerel  pond 
in  Flagstaff,  Gilman  pond  in  Lexington,  Pierce  pond  in  Town- 
ship Two,  Range  Four,  Sibley  pond  in  Canaan,  Fahi  and  Sandy 
ponds  in  Embden,  Wyman  and  Weeks  ponds  in  Brighton,  Moose, 
Mud,  Starbird  and  Staflford  ponds  in  Hartland,  Hancock  pond 
in  Embden,  Indian  pond  in  Saint  Albans,  Indian  pond  situated 
partly  in  Franklin  and  partly  in  Somerset  county.  White  and 
Douglass  ponds  in  Palmyra,  Gammon  pond  situated  partly  in 
Somerset  and  partly  in  Franklin  county,  and  Big  Carry  pond. 

In  Washington  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  through 
the  ice  for  any  kind  of  fish  in  Narraguagus  lake  in  Beddington ; 
Grand  Lake  stream,  the  outlet  of  Grand  lake,  in  Washington 
county,  and  so  much  of  Grand  lake  as  is  one  hundred  yards  above 
the  dam  at  the  outlet  shall  be  closed  to  all  fishing  from  October 
first  to  June  first  of  the  following  year,  and  from  said  dam  to 
a  point  one  hundred  yards  below  said  dam  on  said  stream  it  shall 
be  unlawful  to  fish  for  anv  kind  of  fish  at  any  time,  and  it  shall 
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be  unlawful  during  open  season  on  said  stream  and  one  hundred      ^^' ' 

yards  above  the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  said  lake,  to  fish  for,  take, 
catch  or  kill  any  fish  by  any  other  method  than  by  the  ordinary 
way  of  angling  with  rod  and  artificial  flies. 

In  York  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  through  the 
ice  for  any  kind  of  fish  in  the  following  named  lakes  and  ponds 
in  York  county :  Bonneg  Beg  pond  in  North  Berwick  and  San- 
ford,  "L"  pond  in  Sanford  and  Wells,  Messabesic  pond,  some- 
times called  Shaker  pond,  and  Littlefield  pond  in  Alfred,  Middle 
Branch  pond  in  Alfred  and  Waterboro,  and  Bunganeaut  pond 
in  Alfred  and  Lyman,  in  which  last  named  pond  the  close  time 
shall  be  from  October  first  to  May  first  of  the  following  year. 

Section  2.     It  shall   be  unlawful   to   fish    for,  take,  catch   or  speciaii 
kill  any  fish  at  any  time,  except  as  herein  provided,  in  any  of  the  cfo^ng^"* 
following  named  waters,  to  wit :  water? to  aii 

Androscoggin  County  :    The  tributaries  to  Lake  Auburn  or  cl?tain  ^^ 
Wilson  pond,  so  called,  and  all  that  part  of  the  waters  of  said   gpecifled  *  * 
Lake  Auburn  and  Townsend  brook,  so  called,  that  lie  north  of     ™  ' 
the  road  leading  from  the  Turner  road,  so  called,  to  North   -arranged 

,  .  .     ^-^  by  coantles. 

Auburn  village  and  crossing  said  Townsend  brook,  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  tributary  waters  of  said  Lake  Auburn,  the  tributaries 
to  Taylor  pond  in  the  city  of  Auburn,  the  tributaries  to  Brettuns 
pond  in  Livermore,  and  the  tributaries  to  Big  Bear  pond  situated 
partly  in  Turner. 

Aroostook  County  :  The  tributaries  to  Madawaska  lake,  or 
in  Ross  and  Conroy  lakes,  in  Littleton  or  Monticello,  before  April 
twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  six. 

Cumberland  County  :  The  tributaries  to  Sabbath  Day  pond 
in  New  Gloucester,  the  tributaries  to  Sebago  lake,  except  Crooked 
and  North  West  rivers,  the  tributaries  to  Anonymous  pond  in 
the  town  of  Harrison,  the  tributaries  to  Thomas  pond  in  Ray- 
mond and  Casco,  the  tributaries  to  Duck  pond,  or  in  Royal  river 
from  Sabbath  Day  pond  to  Jordan's  Dam.  Provided,  further, 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  the  tributaries  to  Great  Watchic 
pond,  in  Standish,  from  October  first  to  May  first  of  the  follow- 
ing year. 

Franklin  County  :  The  tributaries  to  Webb  pond  in  Weld, 
except  Alder  brook  down  as  far  as  the  Mill  Dam  at  Hildreth's 
Mills,  the  tributaries  to  Tufts  and  Dutton  ponds  in  Kingfield 
and  the  outlet  of  the  same  from  Dutton  pond  to  Reed's  falls,  and 
from  Tufts  pond  to  Alder  stream,  the  tributaries  to  Tim  and 
Mid  ponds  in  Township  two.

from  the  upper  side  of  the  Wilkins  bridge  over  said  Coos  brook, 
and  the  Holland  brook,  a  tributary  to  said  Wilson  lake,  from  its 
junction  with  Coos  brook  to  the  upper  side  of  the  Coos  bridge 
over  said  Holland  brook,  or  in  the  tributaries  to  Vamum  and 
North  ponds  in  Temple  and  Wilton,  the  tributaries  to  Clearwater 
pond  in  Farmington  and  Industry,  the  tributaries  to  Long  pond 
and  Sandy  River  pond  lying  wholly  or  in  part  in  Sandy  River 
plantation,  or  in  Lufkin  pond  and  its  tributaries  in  the  town  of 
Phillips,  the  tributaries  to  Pour  ponds,  so  called,  in  Townships 
E  and  D,  or  in  any  of  the  tributaries  to  Webb's  river  above  Good- 
win Brothers'  Mill  Dam  in  Carthage,  or  in  Sandy  river  or  any 
of  its  tributaries  above  Small's  Falls,  so  called,  in  Madrid,  to 
Sandy  River  pond,  before  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  five, 
or  in  the  North  Branch,  called  the  Chandler  Mill  stream,  or  in 
the  South  Branch,  called  the  Crossman  stream,  or  in  Bowen 
brook,  or  Saddleback  stream  that  flows  into  Sandy  river  at 
Madrid  village,  or  in  the  Ben  Morrison  brook  which  flows  into 
Saddleback  stream. 

Hancock  County:  In  the  tributaries  to  Noyes'  pond  in 
Bluehill,  or  in  the  tributaries  to  Green  lake  in  Dedham  and  Ells- 
worth, or  in  the  tributaries  to  Eagle  lake  in  Eden,  or  in  the  tribu- 
taries to  Bubble  pond  or  Turtle  lake  on  the  island  of  Mount 
Desert. 

Kennebec  County  :  In  the  tributaries  to  all  of  the  lakes  and 
ponds  lying  wholly  or  partly  in  the  towns  of  Winthrop  and  Mon- 
mouth, or  in  the  tributaries  to  Jimmy's  pond  in  Litchfield,  or  in 
the  tributaries  to  Three  Mile  pond  in  China,  Windsor  and  Vassal- 
boro,  or  in  the  tributaries  to  McGraw,  Ellis,  East,  North,  Great, 
Long,  Little  and  Snow  ponds  situated  partlv  in  Oakland,  Bel- 
grade, Mount  Vernon,  Rome  and  Sidney. 

Knox  County  :  In  Branch  and  Meadow  brooks,  so  called,  in 
Thomaston  and  Rockland,  before  February  ninth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  four,  and  then  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  in  these  brooks 
only  during  the  month  of  June  of  each  year ;  in  the  tributaries  to 
Canaan  lake,  partly  in  Knox  and  partly  in  Waldo  county,  in  the 
tributaries  to  Lermonds  and  Alfords  ponds,  the  tributaries  to 
Norton  pond  and  the  tributaries  to  Crystal  lake  in  Washington. 
Grassy  pond,  in  Knox  county,  is  closed  to  all  fishing  until  May 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  four. 

Lincoln  County  :  The  tributaries  of  Dyer's  pond  in  Jeffer- 
son. 
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Oxford  County:    The  tributaries  to  Anasagunticook  lake  in   '- 

Canton  and  Hartford,  the  tributaries  to  Little  Bear  pond  in  Hart- 
ford and  Turner,  the  tributaries  to  Howard's  pond  in  Hanover, 
the  tributaries  to  Lake  Pennesseewassee  and  Little  Pennessee- 
w^assee  in  Norway,  the  tributaries  to  Garland  pond  and  Roxbury 
pond,  Rapid  river  from  the  swing  bridge  at  the  Oxford  Club 
house  to  Lake  Umbagog,  the  tributaries  to  Songo  pond  in 
Albany,  the  tributaries  to  Sand  and  Pickerel  ponds  in  Denmark, 
the  tributaries  to  Bryant  pond  in  Woodstock ;  Pleasant  pond  and 
its  tributaries  shall  be  closed  to  all  fishing  until  March  sixth, 
nineteen  hundred  four,  and  for  five  years  thereafter  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  fish  therein  only  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Satur- 
days of  each  week  and  but  tweilty-five  fish  shall  be  taken  in  any 
one  day  in  these  waters  by  any  one  person.  It  shall  also  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  fish  in  any  of  the  tributaries  to  Indian 
pond.  South  pond  and  Twitchell  pond,  in  the  town  of  Greenwood, 
or  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill  any  fish  at  any  time  in  Indian 
pond,  above  named,  before  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 
It  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill  at  any 
time  any  kind  of  fish  in  Great  brook  or  Cold  brook,  in  Stoneham. 

Penobscot   County:     The   tributaries   to   Dexter   pond    in 
Dexter. 

Piscataquis  County:  The  tributaries  to  Lake  Hebron  or 
Hebron  pond  in  Monson,  the  tributaries  to  Twin  and  Doughty 
ponds,  known  as  Ship  pond  and  Bear  pond,  in  Elliottsville  plan- 
tation, Ship  pond  stream  above  Buck's  Falls,  the  brook  that  is 
the  outlet  of  Garland  pond  in  Sebec,  the  tributaries  to  Lake 
Onawa  in  Elliottsville  plantation  and  Willimantic,  the  tributaries 
to  Moosehead  lake  except  Moose  river,  and  the  commissioners 
shall  establish  by  metes  and  bounds  the  mouths  of  these  tribu- 
taries, Davis  stream  in  Willimantic,  Monson  pond  stream,  a 
tributary  to  Davis  stream,  Vaughan  stream,  a  tributary  to  Long 
pond  stream,  Wilson  stream,  a  tributary  to  Sebec  lake,  Lily  pond, 
in  Shirley,  before  February  thirteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
four ;  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  Wilson  river,  between 
Wilson  pond  and  Tobey  falls,  in  Willimantic,  except  from  May 
fifteenth  to  October  first  of  each  year ;  it  shall  also  be  unlawful 
to  fish  in  Lower  Wilson  pond.  Upper  Wilson  pond,  Mountain 
pond.  Rum  pond  and  Horseshoe  pond,  being  the  upper  waters 
of  Wilson  stream,  and  all  the  tributaries  of  Lower  Wilson  pond. 
Upper  Wilson  pond,  Mountain  pond.  Rum  pond  and  Horseshoe 
pond,  except  from  July  first  to  October  first  of  each  year,  until 
April  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 

Somerset   County:     The   tributaries   to   Lake   George   in 
Canaan,  Barret  brook  and  its  tributaries  and  Beaver  brook  in 
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Holeb,  the  brooks  forming  the  outlet  of  Fish  pond  and  Little  Pish 
pcMid  and  Big  Gulf  stream  and  Little  Gulf  stream.  Wood  stream 
in  Forsythe  plantation  above  its  entrance  into  Big  Wood  pond, 
the  tributaries  to  Hayden  lake  in  Madison,  Mosquito  stream,  an 
inlet  of  Moxie  pond,  in  The  Forks  plantation,  East  Moxie  and 
Bald  Mountain  townships,  to  low  water  mark  in  said  Moxie  pond, 
the  tributaries  to  Great  Embden  pond  in  Embden,  Misery  stream 
an  inlet  of  Brassua  lake,  the  tributaries  to  Moose  pond,  in  Hart- 
land  and  Harmony,  except  Main  stream,  Goodwin's  brook  and 
Higgins  stream  above  the  first  dam  on  said  Higg^ns  stream,  the 
west  outlet  of  Moosehead  lake,  the  tributaries  to  Parlin  or  Lang 
pond  in  township  three,  range  seven,  Lang  stream  and  its  tribu- 
taries, Parlin  stream  and  its  tributaries  from  Parlin  pond  to  the 
mouth  of  Bean  brook ;  provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish  in  Morrill  pond, 
in  Hartland,  before  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  five. 

Waldo  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take,  catch 
or  kill  any  fish  in  Sandy  stream  and  its  tributaries  and  the  tribu- 
taries to  Unity  pond  in  Unity  before  April  twenty-second,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,  except  that  eels  and  suckers  may  be  taken 
in  their  season  in  these  streams. 

Washington  County:  The  tributaries  to  Lambert  lake, 
situated  partly  in  Lambert  Lake  plantation,  and  the  tributaries 
to  Lake  Narraguagus  in  Beddington. 

York  County  :  The  tributaries  to  Bonneg  Beg  pond  in  San- 
ford  and  North  Berwick. 

Section  3.  Androscoggin  County:  It  shall  be  unlawful  to 
take,  catch  and  kill  any  black  bass  less  than  twelve  inches  in 
length  in  Sabattus  pond,  and  no  person  shall  take,  catch  or  kill 
more  than  ten  black  bass  in  any  one  day  in  said  pond. 

Cumberland  County:  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take,  catch 
and  kill  any  black  bass  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  in  High- 
land lake,  in  the  northern  part  of  Cumberland  county,  and  no 
one  person  shall  take,  catch  or  kill  more  than  ten  bass  in  any  one 
day  in  said  lake. 

Franklin  County:  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take, 
catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish  at  any  time  in  Rangeley  stream  from 
the  lower  wharf  at  the  outlet  of  Rangeley  lake  down  to  the  dead 
water  at  the  upper  end  of  the  eddy,  nor  from  the  upper  end  of 
the  eddy  to  the  mouth  of  Kennebago  stream  from  July  first  to 
May  first.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill 
any  kind  of  fish  at  any  time  in  Kennebago  stream  between  the 
foot  of  the  first  falls  near  its  mouth  to  the  upper  falls  at  the  outlet 
of  the  lake,  from  July  first  to  IMay  first.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to 
fish  in  Cupsuptic  river  or  its  tributaries,  above  the  foot  of  the 
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first  falls  near  its  mouth,  except  from  May  first  to  July  first  of    '- 

each  year.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  South  Bog  stream 
from  its  mouth  up  to  the  first  quick  water  from  July  first  to  May 
first.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill  any  fish 
in  Quimby  pond,  in  Rangeley,  except  in  the  ordinary  way  of 
angling  with  rod  and  artificial  flies  between  sunrise  and  sunset 
of  each  day  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  to  the  first  day  of 
October,  and  no  person  shall  take,  catch  or  kill  or  have  in  posses- 
sion more  than  six  fish  in  all  in  any  one  day  from  this  pond.     It 
shall  be  unlawful  to  take,  catch,  or  kill  more  than  twenty-five 
fish  in  any  one  day  in  Four  ponds,  so  called,  in  townships  E  and 
D.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  any  manner  except  with  arti- 
ficial flies  in  South  Bog  stream  and  pool,  so  called,  waters  con- 
nected with  Rangeley  lake.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  more 
than  twenty-five  trout  from  Tim  and  Mud  ponds,  in  Township 
Two,  range  four,  W.  B.  K.  P.,  or  from  Tufts  or  Dutton  ponds, 
in  Kingfield,  in  any  one  day.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  from 
the  waters  of  Varnum  or  North  pond,  in  Temple  and  Wilton, 
and  Clearwater  pond,  in  the  towns  of  Farmington  and  Industry, 
more  than  three  trout,  togue  and  land-locked  salmon  in  all  in 
any  one  day.     It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  any  trout  in  Tufts, 
Dutton  or  Grindstone  ponds,  or  their  tributaries,  in  the  town  of 
Kingfield,  for  sale,  or  sell  any  trout  at  any  time  taken  from  said 
Tufts,  Dutton  or  Grindstone  ponds  or  their  tributaries.     It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  fish  for  in  any  way,  or  catch  any  fish  of  any  kind, 
in  the  Seven  ponds,  so  called,  the  Seven  ponds  stream,  Little 
Kennebago  lake,  so  called,  and  the  stream  flowing  out  of  Little 
Kennebago  lake  to  the  dam  at  the  head  of  Kennebago  falls,  or 
ii!  the  stream  flowing  out  of  Kennebago  lake  commencing  at  a 
point  four  rods  above  the  Berlin  Mills  Company's  bridge  and 
continuing  down  said  stream  to  its  junction  with  the  stream  flow- 
ing from  Little  Kennebago  lake  except  in  the  ordinary  method 
of  casting  with  artificial  flies  or  fly  fishing.     It  shall  be  unlawful 
to  take,  catch  or  kill  at  any  time  any  kind  of  fish  in  any  of  the 
ponds  lying  on  Saddleback  mountain,  or  the  outlet  of  the  same 
flowing  into  Dead  River  pond,  or  in  any  of  the  tributaries  empty- 
ing into  said  outlet,  or  in  Salmon  lake  or  Gull  pond  in  Dallas 
plantation,  except  in  open  season  and  not  in  open  season  except 
in  the  ordinary  method  of  casting  with  artificial  flies  or  fly  fishing. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  take,  catch,  kill  or  have 
in  possession  in  any  one  day  more  than  twenty-five  fish  in  all 
taken  in  any  of  the  streams  lying  wholly  or  partly  in  the  towns 
o{  Freeman,  Salem  and  Strong,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill  any  fish  in  any  of  these 
strc-ams  except  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  of  each 
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week  during  open  season.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  in  any- 
way or  catch  any  fish  of  any  kind  in  Kennebago  lake,  John's 
pond,  Flat  Iron  pond,  Blanchard  pond,  and  all  the  streams  flow- 
ing into  the  same,  except  in  the  ordinary  method  of  casting  with 
artificial  flies  or  fly  fishing.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  fish  for, 
take,  catch  or  kill  in  any  one  day,  more  than  ten  fish  in  all  in 
Kennebago  lake.  Little  Kennebago  lake,  John's  pond,  Flat  Iron 
pond,  Seven  ponds,  so  called,  or  in  any  of  the  streams  flowing 
into  any  of  the  above  named  lakes  or  ponds  that  are  not  closed 
to  fishing,  and  in  the  stream  flowing  out  of  Little  Kennebago 
lake  to  the  cjam  at  the  head  of  Kennebago  falls,  and  in  the  stream 

flowing  out  of  Kennebago  lake  commencing  four  rods  above  the

Berlin  Mills  Company's  bridge  and  continuing  down  said  stream 
to  its  junction  with  the  stream  flowing  from  Little  Kennebago 
lake. 

Hancock  County:  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take, 
catch  or  kill  any  trout  in  any  of  the  waters  lying  wholly  or  partly 
in  the  county  of  Hancock  for  sale,  or  directly  or  indirectly  sell 
any  trout  taken  from  any  of  these  waters,  or  to  take,  catch,  kill 
or  have  in  possession  in  any  one  day  more  than  twenty-five 
pounds  of  black  bass  from  any  of  the  waters  lying  wholly  or 
partly  in  the  towns  of  Eden,  Mount  Desert,  Tremont,  Hancock, 
Sullivan,  Franklin,  Eastbrook,  Waltham,  and  townships  number 
seven,  number  ten  and  number  twenty-one,  in  the  county  of 
Hancock. 

Kennebec  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take,  catch  and 
kill  any  black  bass  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  in  Snow 
pond,  or  Messalonskee  lake,  Great  pond,  North  pond.  East  pond. 
McGraw  pond,  Ellis  pond.  Lake  Cobbosseecontee,  Annabessa- 
cook  lake,  and  Lake  Maranocook,  and  no  more  than  ten  black 
bass  shall  be  taken  in  any  one  day  from  either  of  the  above  named 
lake*;  or  ponds,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  any  kind  of  fish,  except  eels,  at  any  time,  taken  or 
ciiught  in  any  of  the  above  named  lakes  and  ponds  in  this  county, 
except  Lakes  Annabessacook,  Maranocook  and  Cobbosseecontee. 

Oxford  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  catch  any 
black  bass,  pickerel,  or  any  other  fish  from  the  Lower  Kezar  pond 
or  its  tributaries  for  sale,  or  to  sell  the  same,  and  no  person  shall 
lake  more  than  twenty  pounds  of  fish  in  any  one  day  from  said 
Lower  Kezar  pond.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take  or 
catch  any  fish  in  Ward's  brook,  Ward's  pond,  and  Walker's  pond, 
so  called,  except  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  August  of  each 
yeai ,  or  to  fish  therein  except  with  rod  and  single  line  and  arti- 
ficial flies  or  fly  fishing.  It  is  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take,  or  catch 
any  fish  in  Ellis  river  or  its  tributaries,  situated  in  Andover, 
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Ajidover  West,  North  Surplus,  and  Roxbury,  and  Townships 

C  and  D,  except  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  during 
the  months  of  May,  June  and  July,  and  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
August  of  each  year.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take,  catch  and  kill 
any  black  bass  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  in  Keoka  lake, 
nor  shall  any  one  person  take,  catch  or  kill  more  than  ten  black 
bass  in  any  one  day  in  said  lake.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
one  person  in  any  one  day  to  take,  catch  or  kill  more  than  ten 
black  bass  in  Upper  Kezar  pond,  or  to  take  any  black  bass  from 
said  pond  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length,  or  to  take  any  smelts 
at  any  time  in  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  pond.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  fish  for  in  any  way,  or  catch  any  fish  of  any  kind  in 
the  Magalloway  river  abovef  Aziscohos  Falls,  or  in  any  of  the 
tributaries  of  said  river  north  of  said  falls,  or  in  Sunday  pond, 
Long  pond,  Parmachenee  lake,  Wells  pond,  Otter  pond,  Rump 
pond,  Billings  ponds.  Barker's  pond,  M.  T.  Abbey  pond.  Upper 
and  Lower  Black  ponds,  Cupsuptic  pond  and  Lincoln  pond 
except  by  the  ordinary  method  of  casting  with  artificial  flies  or 
fly  fishing. 

Piscataquis  County:  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  take, 
catch  or  kill  any  fish  in  Little  Houston  pond,  in  Katahdin  Iron 
\^^orks  township,  except  with  artificial  flies. 

Somerset  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take,  kill  or  carry 
awa}-  more  than  two  fish  of  any  kind,  eels  and  suckers  excepted, 
or  ten  pounds  of  fish,  in  any  one  day  from  Spring  lake,  so  called, 
in  Somerset  county. 

Washington  County  :  It  shall  be  unlawful  during  the  open 
season  on  Grand  Lake  stream,  and  for  one  hundred  yards  above 
the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  Grand  lake,  to  fish  for,  take,  catch  or  kill 
any  fish  by  any  other  method  than  by  the  ordinary  way  of  angling 
with  rod  and  artificial  flies  or  fly  fishing;  it  shall  also  be  unlawful 
to  fish  for,  take  or  kill  any  fish  in  said  Grand  Lake  stream  from 
the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  Grand  lake  to  a  point  one  hundred  yards 
below  said  dam  at  any  time. 

Section  4.     Whoever  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of   Penalty  for

sections  one,  two  and  three  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the   sections  1,2 

andS. 

same  penalty  as  is  provided  in  the  general  law  for  illegal  fishing 
and  the  illegal  catching  of  fish. 

Section  5.     No  person  shall  put,  or  allow  the  same  to  be  done   Throwing 
by  any  person  within  his  employ,  into  any  of  the  streams,  rivers   into  certain  ** 
or  brooks  lying  wholly  or  in  part  in  the  towns  of  Naples,  Casco   prohibited, 
and  Raymond,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  or  into  any  of  the 
tributaries  to  any  of  the  ponds  or  lakes  lying  wholly  or  partly  in 
the  towns  of  Vienna  and  Mt.  Vernon  or  into  McGraw,  Ellis, 
East,  North,  Great,  Long,  Little  or  Snow  ponds,  or  any  of  their 
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tributaries,  in  Kennebec  and  Somerset  counties,  or  into  Half- 
Moon  stream  or  Sandy  stream,  or  any  of  the  tributaries  to  Unity 
pond,  in  the  county  of  Waldo,  or  into  the  Saint  Georges  river, 
in  Montville  and  Searsmont,  in  Waldo  county,  or  into  the  tribu- 
taries to  Seven-Tree  pond  or  into  the  tributaries  of  Crawford 
pond,  in  Union  and  Warren,  or  into  Ellis  stream  in  Waldo, 
Brooks  and  Belfast,  or  into  Norton,  Brown  or  Heath  brooks, 
or  their  tributaries,  in  Shapleigh  and  Limerick,  any  mill  waste, 
slabs,  edgings,  sawdust  or  any  other  mill  waste  of  a  fibrous  nature 
created  in  the  manufacture  of  any  sawn  or  planed  lumber,  or  to 
place  or  deposit  the  same  on  the  banks  of  any  of  these  waters  in 
such  negligent  or  careless  manner  that  the  same  shall  fall  or  be 
washed  into  any  of  said  waters,  or  Vith  the  intent  that  the  same 
shall  fall  or  be  washed  into  any  of  said  waters.  Whoever  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution  for  each  oflFense.  Trial  justices, 
municipal  and  police  courts  shall  have  original  and  concurrent 
jurisdiction  for  offenses  arising  under  this  act,  and  all  fines 
recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  for  the  benefit 
of  the  fund  for  the  protection  and  propagation  of  fish. 

Section  6.     No  person  or  persons  shall  cast  or  throw  into  the

Ellis  river  or  its  tributaries  any  mill  waste,  slabs,  edgings,  bark, 
chips,  shavings,  sawdust,  or  any  other  mill  waste  of  a  fibrous 
nature  created  in  the  manufacture  of  any  sawn  or  planed  lumber, 
or  shall  place,  pile  or  deposit  on  the  banks  of  said  Ellis  river, 
or  on  the  banks  of  any  of  its  tributaries,  any  slabs,  edgings,  or 
any  shavings  or  fibrous  material  created  by  the  manufacturing 
of  shingles,  in  such  negligent  or  careless  manner  that  the  same 
shall  fall  or  be  washed  into  said  river  or  said  tributaries,  or  with 
the  intent  that  the  same  shall  fall  or  be  washed  into  said  river  or 
said  tributaries,  whereby  the  navigation  of  said  river  may  become 
impeded  or  injuriously  affected,  or  which  shall  tend  to  impede 
or  injuriously  affect  the  navigation  of,  or  fill  up  said  river,  or 
which  shall  fill  up  or  obstmct,  or  tend  to  fill  up  or  obstruct,  the 
canal  or  wheel  race  of  any  woolen  mill,  cotton  mill,  flour  mill 
or  other  manufacturing  establishment,  or  which  shall  damage  or 
injuriously  affect,  or  tend  to  damage  or  injuriously  affect,  the 
ice  on  said  river,  or  on  any  of  its  tributaries,  under  a  penalty  for 
each  offense,  if  the  quantity  shall  not  exceed  five  cords,  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars ;  if  the  quantity  cast 
or  thrown  in,  or  that  shall  fall  or  be  washed  in  as  aforesaid,  at 
one  or  different  times,  shall  exceed  five  cords  in  all,  under  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars.    All  the  penalties  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
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be  recovered  by  complaint  or  indictment  before  any  court  having   

jurisdiction  in  like  oifenses. 

Section  7.     No  person  or  persons  shall  cast  or  throw  into  the 
Aroostook  river,  or  into  any  of  its  tributaries  above  the  mouth  of 
Beaver  brook,  in  Sheridan  plantation,  in  the  county  of  Aroos- 
took, from  any  steam  or  water  power  saw  mill,  any  slabs,  edgings, 
sawdust,  chips,  bark,  mill  waste,  or  any  shavings  or  fibrous  mate- 
rial created  by  the  manufacturing  of  shingles,  or  shall  place,  pile 
or  deposit  on  the  banks  of  said  Aroostook  river,  or  its  tributaries 
above  the  mouth  of  said  brook,  any  slabs,  edgings,  sawdust, 
chips,  bark,  mill  waste,  or  any  shavings  or  fibrous  material 
created  by  the  manufacturing  of  shingles,  in  such  negligent  or 
careless  manner  that  the  same  shall  fall  or  be  washed  into  said 
river,  or  its  tributaries  above  the  mouth  of  said  brook,  whereby 
the  driving  of  logs  or  lumber  down  said  river  may  become 
impeded  or  injuriously  affected,  or  which  shall  tend  to  impede 
or  injuriously  affect  the  driving  of  logs  or  lumber  down  said 
river,  or  fill  up  or  obstruct,  or  tend  to  fill  up  or  obstruct  the  canal 
or  wheel  race  of  any  manufacturing  establishment  upon  said 
river,  or  any  boom  of  logs  upon  said  river  above  the  mouth  of 
said  brook,  or  which  shall  damage  or  injuriously  affect,  or  tend 
to  damage  or  injuriously  affect  the  booming  of  logs  upon  said 
river,  under  a  penalty  for  each  offense,  if  the  quantity  shall  not 
exceed  five  cords,  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars.     If  the  quantity  cast  or  thrown  in,  or  that  fall  or  be 
washed  in  as  aforesaid,  at  one  or  different  times,  shall  exceed 
five  cords  in  all,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars ;  provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  sawdust  made  by  gang  saws,  main  rotaries,  nor  up 
and  down  saws  of  any  kind,  in  water  mills  now  in  use  on  said 
river  above  said  dam.     All  the  penalties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  recovered  by  complaint  or  indictment 
before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  in  like  offenses,  or  by  action 
of  debt  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  county  where  the  offense  was  committed.     If  the 
offense  or  offenses  forbidden  in  this  section  shall  be  committed 
by  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  in  the  employ  of  any  mill 
owner  or  owners,  mill  occupant  or  occupants,  such  owner  or 
owners,  occupant  or  occupants,  shall  also  be  liable  in  the  same 
penalties,  recoverable  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. 

Section  8.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  at  any  time  to  lamiohJ/*"^ 
use  boats  or  launches  of  any  kind  propelled  by  steam,  naphtha,  Siking  ducks 
gasolene,  or  electricity,  or  any  other  mode  than  the  ordinary  sail  man's  bay 
boat  or  row  boat,  in  chasing,  hunting,  or  gunning  any  sea  birds,  Ke«ar  pond. 
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duck  or  water  fowl  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Frenchman's  bay,  so 
called,  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  or  in  the  waters  of  lower  Kerar 
pond,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs 
of  prosecution  for  each  offense.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act 
Frenchman's  bay  is  defined  and  bounded  as  follows:  On  the 
north  by  the  towns  of  Hancock  and  Sullivan ;  on  the  east  by  the 
towns  of  Gouldsboro  and  Winter  Harbor ;  on  the  south  by  Mount 
Desert  island  and  a  straight  line  from  Schoodic  point,  so  called, 
to  Great  Head,  so  called ;  on  the  west  by  Thompson's  toll  bridge. 
Section  9.  No  person  shall  in  any  manner  hunt,  take,  catch 
or  kill  any  deer  in  Kennebec,  Knox,  Waldo  and  Lincoln  counties 
between  December  first  and  October  fifteenth  next  following; 
and  no  person  shall  between  October  fifteenth  and  December 
first  inclusive  next  following  take,  catch  or  kill  more  than  two 
deer,  not  more  than  one  of  which  shall  be  a  doe  or  fawn ;  nor 
shall  any  person  have  in  possession  any  deer  or  part  thereof 
killed  in  violation  of  this  section.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
pel  son  to  hunt,  chase,  pursue,  catch  or  kill  any  deer  at  any  time 
in  the  towns  of  Eden,  Mount  Desert  and  Tremont,  in  Hancock 
county.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt,  chase,  catch  or  kill  any 
deer  or  moose  in  the  county  of  Sagadahoc  imtil  October  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  five.  No  person  shall  take,  catch,  kill, 
chase  or  hunt  any  deer  in  the  county  of  York,  except  during  the 
month  of  October  of  each  year,  and  no  person  shall  during  the 
open  season  in  this  county,  take,  catch,  kill  or  have  in  possession 
more  than  two  deer  or  parts  thereof.  The  month  of  October  is 
hereby  made  an  open  month  for  the  hunting  and  killing  of  deer 
in  th;i  county  of  Androscoggin.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt, 
chase,  catch  or  kill  in  any  manner,  any  deer  on  any  island  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Isle  au  Haut,  in  the  county  of  Hancock, 
before  October  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  hunt,  chase,  catch  or  kill,  in  any  manner,  any  deer 
within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Swan's  Island,  in  the  county  of 
Hancock,  before  October  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six.  Who- 
ever shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  penalty  as  is  provided  in  the  general  law  of 
the  state  for  the  illegal  hunting,  chasing,  catching,  killing  or 
having  in  possession  any  deer  or  part  thereof.

Chapter  408. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Munsungrun   Telephone   Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  H.  L.  Dobson,  H.  M.  Chapman,  S.  S.  Thornton  corporators, 
of  Ashland,  W.  H.  Rowe,  C.  E.  Newcomb  of  Masardis,  Miles  D. 
Arbo  and  C.  C.  Libby  of  Oxbow  Plantation  or  such  of  them  as 
may  vote  to  accept  this  charter,  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  created  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Munsungim  name. 
Telephone  Company,  with  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges, 
s'lbitct  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  of  similar  corporations 
under  the  general  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct.  May 
own,  maintain  and  operate  telephone  line  or  lines  in  the  county  telephone 
of  Atoostook  and  particularly  between  the  town  of  Masardis 
au'l  any  sporting  camp  or  lodge,  situated  on  or  near  Munsungun 
stream  in  the  county  of  Aroostook  or  county  of  Penobscot,  hav- 
ing obtained  consent  of  any  municipality  through  which  said 
line  may  be  constructed,  and  said  company  shall  have  a  right  to 
locate  and  construct  its  lines  upon  and  along  any  public  high- 
way or  bridge  in  said  counties,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to 
incommode  or  endanger  the  customary  public  use  thereof. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow-  May  connect 
ered  to  connect  its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  telephone  Hn^.**^^*^ 
company  or  corporation  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
or  to  sell  or  lease  its  line  or  lines  of  telephone  and  property  in 
whole  or  part,  either  before  or  after  completion  to  any  other 
telephone  company  or  corporation,  as  provided  by  law  upon  such 
termr  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  contracting  parties,  which  sale 
or  lease  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties ;  or  may  purchase  or 
lease  any  other  line  or  lines  of  telephone  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  thereto. 

Section  4.     If  the  land  of  any  individual  or  corporation  is   Damages  for 
taken  under  this  act,  and  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  damages   how         * 
occasioned  thereby,  the}'  shall  be  estimated,  secured  and  paid  in 
the  manner  provided  in  case  of  land  taken  for  railroads. 

Section  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  of  capital  stock, 
such  amount  as  said  corporation  may,  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine to  be  necessary,  but  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  owning,  leasing,  constructing,  exceed  $60.ooo. 
maintaining  and  operating  the  line  or  lines  of  telephone  hereby 
authorized  and  contemplated.  And  the  said  corporation  may 
purchase,  hold,  lease,  sell  and  convey,  all  real  estate  and  personal 
property  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this  charter. 
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Section  6.  Any  one  of  the  incorporators  named  in  this  act 
may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corporation  by  mailing  a  written 
notice  signed  by  himself,  postage  paid,  to  each  of  the  other  cor- 
porators, seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the  meeting, 
naming  the  time,  place  and  purposes  of  such  meeting,  and  at 
such  meeting  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  directors  may 
be  chosen,  by-laws  adopted,  present  amount  of  capital  stock  fixed, 
and  any  corporate  business  transacted.

An  Act  to  authorize  A.  M.  Goddard  and  others  to  build  and  maintain  a 

movable  sidewalk. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  that  A.  M.  Goddard,  Joseph  Williamson,  Lewis 
A.  Burleigh  and  Willard  L.  McFadden  are  hereby  authorized  to 
build  and  maintain  two  lines  of  movable  sidewalk  or  tramways 
in  such  location  as  may  be  approved  by  the  municipal  officers  of 
Augusta,  along  Winthrop  street  in  Augusta  from  a  point  oppo- 
site Dickman  street  to  State  street,  and  to  operate  the  same  by 
steam  or  electric  power.  Said  associates  are  hereby  authorized 
to  charge  and  collect  reasonable  toll  from  each  passenger  carried 
upon  said  sidewalk  or  tramway.

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Chnpter    410. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Klttery  and  York  Telephone  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Edward  S.  Marshall,  John  C.  Stewart,  Horace 
Mitchell,  J.  Perley  Putnam  and  Joseph  P.  Bragdon,  and  their 
associates,  successors,  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
by  the  name  of  the  Kittcry  and  York  Telephone  Company,  with 
all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  obligations  of  similar  corporations  under  the  general  laws 
of  this  state. 
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Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct, 
own,  maintain  and  operate  a  line  or  lines  of  telephone  in  and 
throughout  the  towns  of  Kittery,  York  and  South  Berwick,  and 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  to  locate,  construct  and  maintain  its 
lines  upon  and  along  any  public  way,  railroad,  bridge,  or  private 
lands  and  across  or  under  tide  waters,  but  in  such  manner  as  not 
to  discommode  or  endanger  the  customary  public  use  of  any 
such  way,  road  or  bridge,  or  to  interrupt  navigation,  with  the 
right  to  cut  down  trees  and  remove  obstacles  when  necessarj- 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  except  ornamental,  fruit  or  shade 
trees,  and  with  power  to  establish  and  collect  tolls  on  said  lines. 

Section  3.  If  the  land  of  any  individual  or  corporation  is 
taken  under  this  act,  and  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  damages 
occasioned  thereby,  they  shall  be  estimated,  secured,  determined 
and  paid  as  in  case  of  land  taken  for  railroads. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  connect 
its  line  or  lines  with  those  of  any  other  company,  or  to  sell  or 
lease  its  lines,  either  before  or  after  completion,  to  any  other 
telephone  or  telegraph  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  upon,  which  sale  or  lease  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  parties,  or  to  purchase  or  lease  any  other  line  or  lines  of 
telegraph  or  telephone,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

Section  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  of 
such  amount  as  said  corporation  by  vote  of  its  stockholders  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  but  not  exceeding  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  owning,  leasing,  con- 
structing, maintaining  and  operating  the  line  or  lines  of  tele- 
phone hereby  authorized.  And  said  corporation  may  purchase, 
hold,  lease,  sell  and  convey  real  estate  and  personal  property 
necessary  and  incidental  to  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this 
charter,  and  may  issue  its  coupon  or  registered  bonds  as  provided 
for  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  organized  under  general 
law. 

Section  6.  Any  one  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act  may 
call  the  first  meeting  of  this  corporation,  by  mailing  a  written 
notice  to  each  of  the  other  corporators,  seven  days  at  least  before 
the  day  of  meeting,  naming  the  time,  place  and  purposes  of  such 
meeting;  and  at  such  meeting  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
directors  and  other  necessarv  officers  mav  be  chosen,  bv-laws 
adopted,  and  any  corporate  business  transacted. 

Section  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  411. 

An  Act  relathig  to  the    election  of  a  Road  Commissioner  in  the  Town  of 

Boothbay  Harbor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  town  of  Boothbay  Harbor  is  authorized  at 
its  next  annual  meeting,  and  thereafterwards,  to  fix  the  tenure 
of  office  of  the  road  commissioner  bv  it  elected  at  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  five  vears.  When  the  town  fails  to  elect 
such  officer  and  the  selectmen  have  the  power  of  appointment,  as 
provided  by  general  law,  such  appointment  may  be  made  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  five  years  as  they  may  determine. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

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Chapter  419. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Tyler-TogE  Trust  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Hiram  H.  Fogg,  Lin  wood  C.  Tyler,  Herbert  A. 
Fogg,  Frederick  W.  Hill,  Charles  H.  Wood  and  Edward  Wood, 
or  such  of  them  as  may  by  vote  accept  this  charter,  with  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  to  be  known  as  the  Tyler-Fogg  Trust  Com- 
pany, and  as  such  shall  be  possessed  of  all  the  powers,  privileges 
and  immunities  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  con- 
ferred on  corporations  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  located 
at  Bangor,  Penobscot  county,  Maine;  and  may  also  establish  a 
branch  or  agency  in  Brewer  in  said  county. 

Section  3.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation,  and  the  business 
which  it  may  perform,  are ;  first,  to  receive  on  deposit,  money, 
coin,  bank  notes,  evidences  of  debt,  accounts  of  individuals,  com- 
panies, corporations,  municipalities  and  states,  allowing  interest 
thereon,  if  agreed,  or  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may 
provide;  second,  to  borrow  money,  to  loan  money  on  credits, 
or  real  estate,  or  personal  or  collateral  security,  and  to  negotiate 
loans  and  sales  for  others ;  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  all  obligations  secured  by  mortgages  of 
real  estate  running  to  said  Tyler- Fogg  Trust  Company;  third, 
to  purchase,  erect,  own,  maintain  and  operate  safe  deposit  vaults, 
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with  boxes,  safes  and  other  facilities  therein,  to  be  rented  to 

other  parties  for  the  safe  keeping  of  moneys,  securities,  stocks, 
jewelry,  plate,  valuable  papers  and  documents,  and  other  prop- 
erty susceptible  of  being  deposited  therein,  and  to  receive  on 
deposit  for  safe  keeping,  property  of  any  kind  entrusted  to  it  for 
that  purpose;  fourth,  to  hold  and  enjoy  all  such  estate,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  as  may  be  obtained  by  the  investment  of  its 
capital  stock,  or  any  other  moneys  and  funds  that  may  come  into 
its  possession  in  the  course  of  its  business  and  dealings,  and  the 
same  sell,  grant  and  dispose  of ;  fifth,  to  act  as  agent  for  issuing, 
registering  ancJ  countersigning  certificates,  bonds,  stocks  and  all 
evidences  of  debt  or  ownership  in  property;  sixth,  to  hold  by 
grant,  assignment,  transfer,  devise  or  bequest,  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property  or  trusts  duly  created,  and  to  execute  trusts  of 
every  description;  seventh,  to  act  as  executor,  receiver,  or  —may 
assignee  with  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  are  imposed  by  law  truBts. 
upon  natural  persons  acting  in  the  same  capacities,  and  subject 
to  the  same  control  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same 
in  all  proceedings  relating  to  the  exercise  of  these  powers;  all 
papers  may  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  any  officer  designated 
by  the  corporation  for  the  purpose,  and  the  officers  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  citation  and  examination  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  natural  persons  acting  in  the  same  capacities; 
no  sureties  shall  be  required  upon  the  bond  of  the  corporation 
when  acting  in  said  capacities  unless  the  court  or  officer  approv- 
ing said  bond  shall  require  it ;  eighth,  to  hold  for  safe  keeping  all 
kinds  of  personal  or  mixed  property,  and  to  act  as  agents  for 
the  owners  thereof,  and  of  real  estate  for  the  collection  of  income 
on  the  same,  and  for  the  management  and  sale  of  the  same; 
ninth,  to  do  in  general  all  the  business  that  may  lawfully  be  done 
by  trust  and  banking  companies. 

Section  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be  capital  stock. 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  with  the  right  to  increase  the  said  capital  stock 
at  any  time,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  to  any  amount  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Said  corporation  shall 
not  commence  business  as  a  trust  or  banking  company,  until  stock 
to  the  amount  of  at  least  fiftv  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  cash. 

Section  5.     Said  corporation  shall  not  make  any  loan  or  dis-   311^11  not 
count  on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital  stock,  nor   ^rfg^curtfy 
be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares  unless  necessary   Jtock.**^" 
to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good  faith ; 
and  all  stock  so  acquired  shall,  within  six  months  from  the  time 
of  its  acquisition,  be  disposed  of  at  public  or  private  sale. 
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Section  6.  All  the  corporate  powers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  exercised  by  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  be  residents  of 
this  state,  whose  number  and  term  of  office  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  shareholders  at  the  first  meeting  held  by  the 
incorporators  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter.  The  affairs 
and  powers  of  the  corporation  may,  at  the  option  of  the  share- 
holders, be  entrusted  to  an  executive  board  of  five  members  to 
be,  by  vote  of  the  shareholders,  elected  from  the  full  board  of 
directors.  The  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  they  shall  hold  office 
until  others  are  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  If  a  director 
dies,  resigns,  or  becomes  disqualified  for  any  cause,  the  remain- 
ing directors  may  appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation.  The  oath  of  office  of 
such  director  shall  be  taken  within  thirty  days  of  his  election,  or 
his  office  shall  become  vacant.  The  clerk  of  such  corporation 
shall,  within  ten  days,  notify  such  directors  of  their  election,  and 
within  thirty  days  shall  publish  the  list  of  all  persons  who  have 
taken  the  oath  of  office  as  directors. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  shall 
constitute  the  board  of  investment  of  said  corporation.  Said 
directors  shall  keep  in  a  separate  book,  specially  provided  for  the 
purpose,  a  record  of  all  loans,  and  investments  of  every  descrip- 
tion, made  by  said  institution  substantially  in  the  order  of  time 
when  such  loans  or  investments  are  made,  which  shall  show  that 
such  loans  or  investments  have  been  made  with  the  approval  of 
the  investment  committee  of  said  corporation,  which  shall  indi- 
cate such  particulars,  respecting  such  loans  or  investments  as 
the  bank  examiner  shall  direct.  This  book  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  trustees  or  directors  and  to  the  bank  examiner  whenever 
requested.  Such  loans  or  investments  shall  be  classified  in  the 
book  as  the  bank  examiner  shall  direct.

Said  corporation,  after  beginning  to  receive 
deposits,  shall  at  all  times,  have  on  hand  in  lawful  money,  as  a 
reserve,  not  less  than  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount 
of  its  deposits  which  are  subject  to  withdrawal  on  demand,  pro- 
vided, that  in  lieu  of  lawful  money,  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen  per 
cent  may  consist  of  balances,  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any 
national  or  state  bank.

Sect.  2.  The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall,  in  the  month  of 
April,  in  the  year  of  our  I,ord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three,  send  his  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  directed  to 
the  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city, 
town  or  plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respec- 
tively to  assess,  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  sum  so  charged,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and 
to  add  the  amount  of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  countv  and  town 
taxes,  to  be  by  them  assessed  in  each  city,  town  and  plantation 
or  other  place,  respectively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall 
require  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors, 
respectively,  to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  war- 
rants requiring  the  collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and 
plantations,  to  collect  and  pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respec- 
tive cities,  towns  and  plantations,  the  sum  against  said  cities, 
towns  and  plantations,  respectively,  in  this  act  contained,  which 
said  respective  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
four,  and  said  mayor,  selectmen  and  assessors,  respectively,  shall 
return  a  certificate  of  the  names  of  such  collectors,  with  the  sums 
which  each  collector  may  be  required  to  collect,  to  said  state 
treasurer,  sometime  before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  time  for  the  payment  of  a  state  tax  to  the 
treasurer  of  state  has  expired,  and  it  is  unpaid,  the  treasurer 
of  state  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  municipal  officers  of  any 
delinquent  town,  and  unless  such  tax  shall  be  paid  within  sixty 
days,  the  treasurer  of  state  may  issue  his  warrant  to  the  sheriiF 
of  the  county,  requiring  him  to  levy,  by  distress  and  sale,  upon 
the  real  and  personal  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town ;  and  the  sheriflF  or  his  deputy  shall  execute  such  warrants, 
observing  the  regulations  provided  for  satisfying  warrants 
against  deficient  collectors,  as  prescribed  by  chapter  six  of  the 
revised  statutes. 

Sect.  5.  When  any  state  tax  assessed  upon  any  city  or  town 
remains  unpaid,  such  city  or  town  is  precluded  from  drawing 
from  the  state  treasurer  the  school  funds  set  apart  for  such  city 
or  town,  so  long  as  such  tax  remains  unpaid. 

Sect.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  417. 

An  Act  for  the  aaseflament  of  a  State  Tax  for  the  yecur  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  four,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  seventy  thou- 
sand four  hundred  seventy-five  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  That  each  city,  town,  plantation,  or  any  other 
place  hereinafter  named,  within  this  state,  shall  be  assessed  and 
pay  the  several  sums  with  which  they  respectively  stand  charged 
in  the  following  lists ;  the  same  being  in  addition  to  the  poll  tax 
of  one  cent  on  each  poll,  a  tax  of  two  and  three-fourths  mills  on 
the  dollar  of  the  present  valuation  for  the  current  disbursements 
of  the  treasury,  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  and  for 
the  school  mill  fund  established  by  an  act  approved  February 
twenty-seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two.

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Sect.  2.    The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall,  in  the  month  of 

April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
four,  send  his  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  directed  to 
the  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city, 
town  or  plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respec- 
tively to  assess,  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  sum  so  charged,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and 
to  add  the  amount  of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  coimty  and  town 
taxes,  to  be  by  them  assessed  in  each  city,  town  and  plantation 
or  other  place,  respectively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall 
require  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors, 
respectively,  to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  war- 
rants requiring  the  collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and 
plantations,  to  collect  and  pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respec- 
tive cities,  towns  and  plantations,  the  sum  against  said  cities, 
towns  and  plantations,  respectively,  in  this  act  contained,  which 
said  respective  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
five,  and  said  mayor,  selectmen  and  assessors,  respectively,  shall 
return  a  certificate  of  the  names  of  such  collectors,  with  the  sums 
which  each  collector  may  be  required  to  collect,  to  said  state 
treasurer,  sometime  before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  time  for  the  pa}Tnent  of  a  state  tax  to  the 
treasurer  of  state  has  expired,  and  it  is  unpaid,  the  treasurer 
of  state  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  municipal  officers  of  any 
delinquent  town,  and  unless  such  tax  shall  be  paid  within  sixty 
days,  the  treasurer  of  state  may  issue  his  warrant  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  county,  requiring  him  to  levy,  by  distress  and  sale,  upon 
the  real  and  personal  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town ;  and  the  sheriff  or  his  deputy  shall  execute  such  warrants, 
observing  the  regulations  provided  for  satisfying  warrants 
against  deficient  collectors,  as  prescribed  by  chapter  six  of  the 
revised  statutes.

An  Act  In  regard  to  use  of  the  Roada  In   town  of  Eden. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  The  town  of  Eden  in  the  county  of  Hancock,  at 
any  legal  meeting  of  the  voters  thereof  may  close  to  the  use  of 
automobiles  the  following  streets  within  its  limits :  Ocean  Drive, 
Bay  View  Drive,  from  Duck  Brook  bridge  to  Hull's  Cove  bridge, 
the  Eagle  Lake  roads  as  far  as  Eagle  Lake  and  the  Green 
Mountain  drive.  Any  street  so  closed  shall  be  marked  at  the 
entrance  thereof  by  sign  boards  in  large  letters  "Xo  automobiles 
allowed  on  this  road.'* 

The  term  "automobile"  as  used  in  this  section  applies  to  all 
motor  vehicles  propelled  by  power.  For  the  violation  of  this 
act  the  town  of  Eden  may  vote  at  said  meeting  what  punishment 
shall  be  inflicted  for  the  violation  thereof,  but  for  the  first  offense, 
not  over  twenty-five  dollars  and  cost  of  prosecution;  for  the 
second  offense,  not  over  twenty-five  dollars  or  thirty  days' 
imprisonment,  or  both  and  cost  of  prosecution.

Chapter  491. 

An  Act  to  maintain  and  operate  a  Draw  Bridge  at  the  outlet  of  Long  Lake 

In  the    town  of  Naples. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  town  of  Naples,  in  the  county  of  Cumber- 
land, is  hereby  authorized  to  maintain  and  operate  the  draw 
bridge  at  the  outlet  of  Long  lake,  in  said  town,  to  allow  the 
passage  of  steam  and  other  boats  through  the  same. 

Section  2.  The  municipal  officers  of  said  town  of  Naples,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April  annually,  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
person  to  act  as  keeper  or  tender  of  said  bridge,  and  he  or  his 
duly  qualified  assistant  shall  have  exclusive  charge  of  the  open- 
ing and  closing  of  said  bridge.  Such  keeper,  or  his  assistant, 
shall  be  in  constant  attendance  from  the  hour  of  seven  o'clock 
in  the  morning  until  six  o'clock  at  night  during  the  months  of 
June,  July,  August,  and  September,  for  the  purpose  of  opening 
and  closing  said  bridge  to  allow  the  passage  of  all  boats  and 
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vessels  through  the  bridge  during  said  hours.     And  such  draw- 

tender,  or  his  assistant,  shall  be  in  attendance  to  open  and  close 
such  bridge  for  the  passage  of  any  boat  at  such  additional  time 
and  hour  as  may  be  necessary,  upon  the  request  of  any  captain, 
agent  or  owner  of  said  boat. 

Section  3.  Said  bridge  shall  at  all  times  be  so  opened  and  opening  and 
closed  as  not  to  unnecessarily  hinder  or  obstruct  navigation  So?ob*trnct 
through,  nor  travel  over  it.  navigation. 

Section  4.  Said  municipal  officers  shall  annually  appoint  a  Keepers' 
competent  assistant  to  tend  said  bridge  when  the  regular  tender  **'*®^**^*^- 
is  unavoidably  absent. 

Section  5.     No    person,    unless    the   duly   appointed    draw-   unauthorized 
tender  or  keeper  or  his  qualified  assistant,  shall  be  allowed  to   not*open  * 
open  such  bridge  at  any  time,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for   ^^^^' 
each  oflFense,  the  same  to  be  collected  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  any 
competent  court  of  jurisdiction. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

States,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  advice  and  consent  of'that 
body  to  its  ratification,  a  convention  between  the  governments 
of  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  for  the  improvement  of 
commercial  relations  between  the  United  States  and  His  Brittanic 
Majesty's  colony  of  Newfoundland,  signed  at  Washington  on 
the  eighth  day  of  November,  1902 ;  and 
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Whereas,  Article  1 1  of  said  convention  provides  that  certain 
produce  of  the  Newfoundland  fisheries  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
United  States,  free  of  duty ;  Therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  Maine,  in  Legislature  assembled,  that  the  ratification 
of  the  aforesaid  convention  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States  will  work  irreparable  injury  to  this  great  industry,  by 
opening  our  home  market  to  a  competitor  which,  by  reason  of 
cheaper  labor  and  smaller  cost  of  building  and  maintaining  its 
fleet,  can  land  its  product  in  the  Atlantic  ports  of  the  United 
States  at  one-third  less  cost  than  the  New  England  fleet  is  able 
to  do;  that  it  will  render  valueless  many  millions  of  capital  now 
profitably  employed  in  the  fishing  industry ;  that  it  will  deprive 
man](  thousand  men  of  employment  in  a  business  in  which  they 
are  skilled ;  that  it  will  deprive  the  naval  and  merchant  vessels 
of  the  United  States  of  a  great  training  school  for  sailors ;  that 
the  concessions  granted  by  said  convention,  to  importations  from 
the  United  States  are  trifling  in  comparison,  and  wholly  inade- 
quate to  compensate  the  people  of  the  United  States  for  the  prac- 
tical destruction  of  a  great  national  industry. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved,  that  this  Legislature,  in  behalf  of 
the  people  of  this  State,  tenders  its  thanks  to  its  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress  for  their  steadfast  and  zealous 
opposition  to  the  ratification  of  said  treaty  and  that  a  copy  of  this 
joint  resolution  be  transmitted  to  the  Honorable  William  P.  Frye, 
president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  for 
presentation  to  the  Senate  in  such  manner  as  he  may  determine.

One  thousand  dollars  to  install 
the  plant ;  one  thousand  dollars  to  pay  for  wiring ;  five  hundred 
dollars  for  fuel ;  five  hundred  dollars  for  fuel  for  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four;  one  hundred  dollars  for  inspection  of 
plant ;  that  the  prison  inspectors  superintend  the  purchasing  and

Chapter  148. 

Resolves   In   relation  to  the  publication  and   distribution  of   the  Revised 

Statutes. 

Resolved,  That  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  final  enactment   Pabiication 
thereof,  the  governor  and  council  cause  four  thousand  copies  of   button  of 
the  revised  statutes  of  the  state  with  the  constitution  thereof,  the   statutes, 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  repealing  act,  and  the  index 
prepared  by  the  commissioner  for  the  revision  and  consolidation 
of  the  public  laws,  to  be  printed  by  the  public  printer  and  boimd 
by  the  public  binder,  for  the  use  of  the  state,  at  prices  not  exceed- 
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ing  those  at  which  other  work  for  the  state  is  done  by  said  offi- 
cials. Said  revised  statutes  shall  be  bound  in  one  volume  in 
such  style  as  to  size  of  page,  width  of  margin,  printing,  pai>er  and 
binding  as  may  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  council. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  and  council  may  also  contract 
with  some  responsible  person  or  persons  for  the  publication  of 
the  revised  statutes  of  the  state  with  the  constitution  thereof, 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  repealing  act  and  the 
index  aforesaid,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  deem 
necessar}'  for  the  interests  of  the  state  and  shall  have  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  provided  that  the  retail  price  at  which 
the  statutes  so  published  shall  be  sold  within  the  state,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  copy. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  shall  secure  the  copy- 
right of  said  volume  for  the  use  of  the  state  and  that  the  title  to 
the  annotations  and  the  index  contained  in  said  volume  be  and 
remain  the  property  of  the  state. 

Resolved,  That  the  copies  of  said  volume  so  printed  and  bound 
for  the  use  of  the  state  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  libra- 
rian of  the  state  library,  who  shall  distribute  the  same  as  follows, 
namely :  one  copy  to  the  governor  and  to  each  member  of  the 
executive  council ;  one  copy  to  each  former  governor  of  the  state ; 
one  copy  to  each  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  and 
superior  courts  and  to  the  reporter  of  decisions;  one  copy  to 
each  former  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court;  one  copy  to 
the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  residing  in 
the  district  of  Maine ;  one  copy  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Maine ;  to  the  following 
public  officers,  for  the  use  of  the  respective  offices  they  fill  and 
the  counties  wherein  they  reside,  one  copy  each,  namely:  the 
secretary  of  state,  the  treasurer  of  state,  the  adjutant  general,  the 
attorney  general,  the  bank  examiner,  the  insurance  commissioner, 
the  railroad  commissioners,  the  state  assessors,  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  schools,  the  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries 
and  game,  the  commissioner  of  sea  and  shore  fisheries,  the  state 
liquor  commissioner,  the  land  agent,  the  commissioner  of  indus- 
trial and  labor  statistics,  the  inspector  of  workshops,  factories, 
mines  and  quarries,  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state  board  of  health,  the  cattle  commissioners,  the 
superintendent  of  the  reform  school,  the  superintendents  of  the 
insane  hospitals,  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  the 
warden  of  the  state  prison,  the  principal  of  the  Maine  industrial 
school  for  girls,  the  public  printer,  the  public  binder ;  to  each 
municipal  or  police  court  in  the  state,  the  clerks  of  courts,  the 
county  attorneys,  sheriffs,  judges  of  probate,  registers  of  probate, 
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registers  of  deeds,  the  court  of  county  commissioners  and  the   

treasurers  in  each  county;  and  to  the  several  clerks  of  cities, 
towns  and  plantations,  one  copy  each,  for  the  use  of  their  respect- 
ive cities,  towns  and  plantations ;  to  each  college  and  theological 
institution  one  copy,  one  copy  to  the  Maine  historical  society, 
and  one  copy  to  each  free  public  library  in  the  state  receiving 
state  aid  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten, 
of  the  public  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five ;  one  copy 
to  the  law  library  of  each  county  in  the  state ;  one  copy  to  the 
clerk  of  the  United  States  courts  for  the  district  of  Maine  and 
one  copy  to  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  the 
district  of  Maine ;  to  the  president  of  the  United  States  one  copy, 
to  each  senator  and  representative  of  the  state  in  Congress  one 
copy,  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  United  States  four  copies ; 
to  the  secretary  of  state  of  each  state  and  to  the  secretary  of 
each  territory  in  the  union,  one  copy  each  for  the  use  of  the 
library  of  such  state  or  territory ;  to  the  library  of  congress  two 
copies ;  to  the  librarian  of  the  state  library  ten  copies  for  the  use 
of  the  library ;  to  each  member  of  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  present  legislature  one  copy;  to  the  secretary 
of  the  senate  one  copy ;  to  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives one  copy;  to  the  commissioner  for  the  revision  and  con- 
solidation of  the  public  laws  one  copy;  the  remainder  of  said 
copies  so  printed  for  the  use  of  the  state  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  librarian  of  the  state  library  to  be  distributed  from 
time  to  time  as  the  legislature,  or  governor  and  council  may 
direct.  The  several  persons  in  the  state  furnished  with  the 
revised  statutes  as  aforesaid,  excepting  the  governor  and  ex-gov- 
ernors, the  executive  councilors,  judges  of  the  supreme  judicial 
and  superior  courts,  the  former  judges  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court,  judges  and  officers  of  the  United  States  court  for  the  dis- 
trict of  Maine,  the  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress, 
members  and  officers  of  the  legislature  and  the  commissioner  for 
the  revision  and  consolidation  of  the  public  laws,  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  same  and  deliver  it  to  his  successor  in  office  to  be 
continually  kept  for  the  use  of  the  office,  and  the  copies  so  fur- 
nished for  the  use  of  such  offices  shall  be  marked  as  provided 
by  section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  fifty-one  of  the  public 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  shall  have  a  regis- 
tered number  conforming  to  the  list  to  be  kept  by  the  librarian 
of  the  state  library.

GOVERNOR  HILL'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Sez'enty-First  Legislature: 

As  representatives  of  the  sovereign  people,  charged  with  the 
duty  and  responsibility  of  enacting  such  legislation  as  will  best 
promote  the  common  good,  the  obligation  which  you  have 
accepted  demands  the  most  faithful  and  devoted  service  that  you 
can  render.  Maine  Legislatures  have  ever  been  composed  of 
high-minded,  patriotic  men,  who  have  had  the  best  interest  of 
the  State  at  heart.  They  have  been  men  well  qualified  by  prac- 
tical experience  to  direct  and  manage  public  affairs,  and  their 
unselfish  labors  for  the  general  welfare  have  won  the  merited 
approbation  of  their  fellow  citizens.  You  will  enter  upon  the 
laborious  and  exacting  duties  of  the  present  session  with  the 
same  just  and  generous  measure  of  public  confidence  and  support 
that  has  been  accorded  your  predecessors.  Into  your  hands  the 
people  of  Maine  have  given  the  affairs  of  our  State  in  the  full 
faith  that,  recognizing  the  grave  responsibility  of  the  trust,  you 
will  administer  it  wisely  and  well.  It  is  a  pleasure  and  a  privi- 
lege for  me  to  welcome  you  to  the  Capitol  and  to  assure  you 
that  I  shall  be  ready  at  all  times  to  heartily  co-operate  with  you 
in  every  measure  calculated  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
people  whom  we  are  honored  to  represent. 

The  future  is  full  of  promise,  and  the  evidences  of  continued 
progress  and  development  may  be  seen  on  every  hand.  Our 
various  industries  are  as  a  rule  successful  and  giving  employ- 
ment to  more  people  than  ever  before,  and  every  indication  points 
to  the  continued  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  whole  State. 

There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  our  revenues,  as  a  State 
result  of  legislation  enacted  two  years  ago,  which  placed  upon 
the  corporate  interests  of  the  State  a  larger  share  of  the  public 
burdens.  Not  only  has  the  entire  temporar\'  loan  of  $350,000 
been  paid,  but  $36,000  on  account  of  the  Eastern  Maine  Insane 
Hospital  and  $120,000  of  the  funded  debt  as  well,  while  the 
amount  of  cash  on  hand  December  31st  was  $240,013.67  greater 
than  on  the  corresponding  date  two  years  ago. 

This  is  a  net  gain  of  $746,013.67  in  the  last  two  years. 
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The  total  revenue  of  the  State  for  the  two  years  ending 
December  31st,  1902,  was  $4t430»  103.52.  The  amount  of  cash 
on  hand  December  31st,  1900,  was  $108,879.01,  makingr  a  total 
of  $4,628,984.53.  The  amount  disbursed  during  this  period  was 
$4,190,091.85,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  December  31st,  1902, 
of  $438,892.68.  The  greater  portion  of  this  sum  will,  however, 
be  required  to  discharge  obligations  soon  payable,  and  to  meet 
promptly  the  regular  and  legitimate  demands  upon  the  Treasury, 
for  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  State  revenues  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year  do  not  equal  its  necessary  expenditures  by 
several  himdred  thousand  dollars. 

The  various  Stale  Departments  and  Institutions  have  been 
managed  with  care  and  economy.  There  was  an  unexpended 
balance  of  appropriations  amounting  to  $32,769.67  reverting  to 
the  treasury  at  the  close  of  1901,  and  of  $34,992.85  at  the  close 
of  1902. 

From  time  to  time  an  opportunity  is  offered  for  the  purchase 
of  State  bonds  of  various  maturities  and  I  believe  it  would  be 
sound  business  policy,  and  for  the  interest  of  the  State,  to  give 
the  Treasurer  authority  to  buy  such  bonds  whenever  funds  are 
available  for  the  purpose.  We  should  take  advantage  of  these 
opportunities  to  more  rapidly  reduce  our  funded  debt,  which 
otlierwise  can  only  be  paid  as  it  matures. 

Seventy  thousand  dollars  becomes  due  and  payable  annually 
until  1912;  then  $78,000  each  year  until  1922,  and  after  that 
$38,000  annually  until  1929,  when  the  last  payment  is  made  and 
the  entire  debt  is  discharged. 

The  net  amount  of  State  tax  assessed  during  the  past  two 
years  was  $595,034.35,  the  total  tax  assessed  against  the  cities, 
towns  and  organized  plantations  being  $i,747»477-30,  and  the 
amount  of  the  school  fund  and  mill  tax  which  they  received 
from  the  State  Treasury,  $1,152,442.95;  $805,4 ';i.42  was  paid 
by  the  twenty  cities  of  the  State,  $942,025.88  was  paid  by  the 
towns  and  plantations,  and  $107,974.58  by  the  owners  of  wild 
lands.  The  twenty  cities  paid  into  the  Treasury  $426,320.82 
more  than  they  received  from  the  school  fund  and  258  towns 
and  plantations,  or  more  than  one -half,  received  from  the  school 
fund  more  than  the  State  tax  assessed  against  them.  The  aver- 
age net  State  tax  of  the  twenty  cities  of  the  State  was  1.46  mills 
on  each  dollar  of  valuation,  and  for  the  towns  and  organized 
plantations,  the  average  rate  was  one-half  a  mill  on  each  dollar. 

In  addition  to  $1,791,570.32  received  from  the  tax  on  cities, 
towns,  plantations  and  wild  lands  during  the  past  two  years,  the 
tax  on  Savings  Banks  has  amounted  to  $1,038,191.43;  ^  Trust 
and  Banking  Companies,  $45.^7-^;  the  tax  on  Railroads 
was   $618,479.92;   on   Telegraph   and   Telephone    Companies, 
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$36,809.91;  on  Express  Companies,  $17,320.32;  on  Insurance 
Companies,  $152,208.26;  on  Collateral  Inheritances,  $78,828.43; 
on  Corporations,  $78,140.00;  Organization  of  New  Corporations, 
$131,485.00;  other  taxes  and  miscellaneous  items,  $441,924.27: 
making  the  total  revenue  from  all  sources  $4,430,105.52. 

The  State  Assessors  report  an  increase  of  $8,880^227.00  during  State 
the  past  two  years  in  the  valuation  of  the  cities,  towns  and  plan-  ^■^■■**®"* 
tations,  their  total  valuation  now  being  $325,948,121.00.  Wild 
lands  are  valued  at  $25,528,930.00,  an  increase  of  $6,401,523.00, 
which  together  with  an  increase  of  $247,498.00  on  timber,  and 
grass  on  public  lots,  makes  a  total  increase  in  valuation  of 
$15,529,248.00. 

The  Assessors  have  labored  earnestly  and  zealously  to  ascer- 
tain the  true  value  of  property  in  the  State.  The  figures  which 
they  present  have  been  carefully  made,  and  show  clearly  and 
forcibly  the  prosperity  of  our  people. 

The  depositors  in  our  Savings  Banks  and  Trust  Companies  Stvtafs 
and  the  shareholders  in  the  Loan  and  Building  Associations      "    ' 
now  number  237,740,  equaling  about  a  third  of  the  entire  popu- 
lation of  the  State.    This  is  a  gain  of  23,760  during  the  past 
two  years. 

On  the  25th  day  of  October,  1902,  the  total  assets  of  all  our 
State  banking  institutions  were  as  follows:  Savings  Banks, 
$77,853,815.64;  Trust  Companies,  $17,035,941.70;  Loan  and 
Building  Associations,  $2,854,626.60 ;  a  total  of  $97,744,383.94, 
as  against  $87,233,793.12  two  years  ago,  being  an  average  annual 
gain  of  over  $5,000,000.00. 

As  a  rule  deposits  are  made  in  such  small  amounts  that  they 
could  not  be  invested  independently  and  often  they  are  made 
by  individuals  who  could  not  invest  for  themselves.  When 
these  accumulations  are  withdrawn,  it  is  either  to  meet  existing 
needs,  or  for  use  and  investment  in  the  business  of  the  individual 
depositors.  Through  the  influence  of  these  institutions  vast 
sums  have  been  saved  which  have  constantly  contributed  to  the 
business  enterprises  of  our  State. 

In  the  past  two  years  these  banks  have  paid  to  depositors 
$4,467,143.14  in  dividends.  This  is  the  net  income  which  they 
have  returned  to  their  patrons,  after  paying  taxes,  amounting 
lo  over  $1,000,000.00,  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  their  man- 
agement, and  setting  aside  a  reasonable  reserve.  While  the 
annual  rate  paid  is  small,  it  represents  a  material  addition  to  the 
income  of  our  people,  and  contributes  largely  to  thdr  present 
comfort  and  future  welfare. 
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The  fifty-one  Savings  Banks  of  Maine  contribute  nearly  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  revenues  of  the  State,  having;  paid  a  tax  of 
$537,720.51  during  the  past  year. 

In  1872,  when  the  tax  on  Savings  Banks  was  first  established, 

the  rate  was  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  average  deposits, 
and  the  banks  then  paid  an  average  di\adend  to  depositors  of 

6^^  per  cent.    The  tax  now  approximates  three-fourths  of  one 

per  cent.,  and  the  average  dividend  paid  during  the  past  year 

has  been  about  3J4  per  cent.    In  other  words,  the  State  now 

receives  about  one-fifth  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  banks.     When 

it  is  remembered  that  more  than  three-fourths  of  all  depositors 

have  but  $500  or  less  to  their  credit,  and  that  a  considerable 

portion  of  these  deposits  represent  the  small  savings  of  the 

poor — ^pittances  which  have  been  slowly  accumulated,  oftentimes 

by  the  most  rigid  economy  and  self-denial,  it  is  apparent  that  the 

State  is  exacting  from  the  banks  too  large  a  proportion  of  their 

earnings. 

The  tax  should  be  reduced  to  an  average  rate  of  not  more 
than  one-half  of  one  per  cent.,  and  in  order  that  this  may  be 
done  without  materially  affecting  the  revenues  of  the  State,  I 
recommend  a  horizontal  reduction  of  one-eighth  of  one  per  cent, 
to  take  effect  the  coming  year,  and  a  further  reduction  of  one- 
eighth  of  one  per  cent,  to  take  effect  in  1904. 

According  to  the  estimates  of  the  Bank  Examiner,  we  may 
reasonably  expect  a  yearly  increase  of  about  $3,000,000  in  Sav- 
ings Bank  deposits.  Thus  in  a  few  years  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  Treasury  on  account  of  the  reduction  in  the  rate  would  be 

made  good. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  these  institutions  are  wholly 
mutual  and  no  part  of  the  profit  goes  to  the  management.  The 
banks  have  made  a  splendid  record  for  conservatism  and  to  the 
highest  degree  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  public.  They  have 
encouraged  the  saving  of  millions  of  dollars  which  otherwise 
would  have  been  wholly  wasted  or  frittered  away  in  needless 
expenditures. 

Edocatioo.  The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  reports  that  there 

were  213,526  persons  of  school  age  in  the  State  on  April  ist, 
1902 ;  6,634  teachers  were  employed,  of  whom  1,481  were  grad- 
uates of  Normal  Scliools.  There  were  224  free  High  Schools, 
with  13,283  pupils  enrolled. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  parents  of  children  \yho  are 
in  the  schools,' and  citizens  generally,  are  taking  a  greater  interest 
in  school  work,  and  that  much  is  constantly  being  done  in  the 
improvement  of  school  grounds  and  buildings,  and  to  make  the 
schools  in  every  possible  way  more  attractive  and  efficient. 
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The  State  school  fund  and  mill  tax  the  past  year  amounted 
to  $562,461.  The  school  fund  raised  by  the  towns  was  $838,807, 
and  the  amount  derived  from  various  local  resources  $38,042. 
making  the  total  amount  available  for  the  support  of  the  com- 
mon scliools  $1,439,310. 

I  recommend  that  the  State  school  funds  be  apportioned  on 
the  basis  of  average  attendance,  instead  of  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  persons  between  four  and  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
in  tiie  differ-^nt  towns  and  cities.  It  is  only  right  that  the  State 
should  so  distribute  these  funds  as  to  make  the  wisest  use  of 
them,  and  in  a  way  that  will  accomplish  the  largest  possible 
measure  of  practical  good.  For  this  reason  the  allotment  should 
be  based  not  upon  the  number  of  persons  of  school  age,  but 
rather  upon  the  number  actually  attending  our  public  schools 
and  receiving  instruction  therein. 

I  believe  that  such  change  in  the  law  would  work  to  the  benefit 
of  our  common  schools,  and  T  trust  this  matter  will  receive  your 
early  and  careful  consideration. 

Our  academies,  seminaries,  and  institutes  have  the  largest 
attendance  in  their  history.  The  children  in  the  rural  and  village 
communities  at  the  present  time  show  a  more  ardent  desire  for 
a  higher  education  than  was  evinced  by  the  boys  and  girls  in 
the  days  when  many  of  these  institutions  were  founded,  and 
when  the  men,  whose  subsequent  distinguished  careers  did  so 
much  to  give  prestige  to  their  State,  were  laying  the  foundations 
of  future  greatness. 

The  Normal  Schools  have  increased  their  standards  of  admis- 
sion, and  as  a  result  the  students  are  better  trained.  These 
schools  are  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition  in  every  way,  and 
are  making  constant  progress  and  improvement. 

The  Summer  Training  Schools  are  attended  by  a  large 
proportion  of  our  teachers,  from  which  they  derive  many 
advantages.  The  Teachers'  Institutes  which  have  been  largely 
attended,  have  afforded  parents,  teachers,  students  and  school 
officials  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  various  questions  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  schools,  and  have  been  of  inestimable  value. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late  Cecil  Rhodes,  two 
students  from  this  State  may  have  the  advantage  of  scholarships 
at  Oxford  University,  England,  and  receive  $1,500  each  year 
during  a  residence  there  of  three  years. 

A  small  appropriation  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  State 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus  offered. 

The  general  law  providing  for  aid  tc  academies,  enacted  by 
the  legislature  of  1901,  appears  to  have  fulfilled  the  expectations 
of  its  advocates,  and  has  apparently  proved  an  effective  remedy 
for  the  evils  previously  existing,  whjle  at  the  same  time  giving 
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aid  to  many  worthy  and  deserving  institutions  which  are  doin^ 
splendid  work  in  the  various  towns  in  which  they  are  situated. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the 
number  ot  students  attending  the  State  University.  The  con- 
dition of  this  institution  seems  entirely  satisfactory  from  every 
point  of  view. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  new  students  entered  the  University 
in  the  fall  of  1902,  every  county  in  the  State  being  now  repre- 
sented. There  are  twenty-three  students  from  outside  the  State, 
nineteen  being  from  Massachusetts,  two  from  N'ew  Hampshire, 
one  from  New  Jersey  and  one  from  Rhode  Island.  Of  the  fresh- 
man class,  one  hundred  and  one  students  entered  upon  technical 
courses,  including  Agriculture.  The  number  of  students  in  the 
institution  pursuing  technical  studies  is  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven.  Twenty-nine  new  students  entered  the  School  of  Law, 
making  sixty  in  attendance  in  this  department. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  students  are  seeking  to  obtain  an 
education  by  their  own  efforts,  and  are  wholly  or  partially  self- 
supporting. 

The  building  containing  the  drill-hall,  chapel,  gynmasium  and 
administrative  offices,  which  was  built  by  the  subscriptions  of 
the  alumni,  has  been  completed  and  entirely  paid  for.  It  is  a 
most  excellent  and  serviceable  building,  and  the  work  of  the 
University  would  have  been  seriously  crippled  had  it  not  been 
constructed. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  institution  to  provide  instruction 
in  every  line  of  practical  work.  Courses  in  Mining  and  Marine 
Engineering  have  been  added,  and  special  work  in  Forestry  has 
been  begun. 

The  trustees  recommend  the  erection  of  a  building  which  will 
serve  as  a  mechanical  laboratory,  shops  for  iron  and  wood  work- 
ing, and  a  power  plant.  You  will  be  asked  for  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose,  and  I  am  sure  the  needs  of  the  University, 
which  is  doing  excellent  work  in  the  education  of  our  youth, 
will  receive  your  most  caretul  consideration. 

Our  present  ballot  law  is  manifestly  defective  in  some  import- 
ant details.  It  should  be  simplified  and  made  so  clear  and  plain 
in  all  of  its  provisions  that  every  citizen  can  imderstand  it  It 
frequently  happens  that  election  officers,  through  a  misunder- 
standing of  the  law,  fail  to  count  ballots  which  should  be  included 
in  their  returns.  In  every  State  election,  hundreds  of  citizens 
lose  their  votes  by  reason  of  their  failure  to  mark  their  ballots 
in  accordance  with  the  strict  requirements  of  the  law.  This  is 
not  as  it  should  be.     No  man  should  lose  his  ballot  by  reason  of 
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a  mere  technicality,  when  his  intent  is  so  clearly  expressed  as  to 
be  evident  to  all. 

The  right  of  suffrage,  which  is  the  highest  privilege  of  citizen- 
ship, is  the  very  foundation  of  our  form  of  government.  Justice 
demands  that  the  law  should  be  so  modified  that  every  man  may 
exercise  his  franchise  according  to  his  own  views  and  wishes, 
without  endangering  his  ballot. 

I  commend  this  matter  to  your  careful  consideration  and  trust 
you  will  enact  such  changes  in  the  law  as  will  render  it  more 
easily  understood,  while  preserving  every  essential  feature  of 
its  present  provisions. 

Every  safeguard  of  the  general  election  should  be  placed  pHmary 
about  the  caucus.  Our  present  system  is  liable  to  grave  abuse,  ElectloM. 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  and  urge  the  enactment  of  a  direct 
primary  law  which  will  more  completely  preserve  the  purity  of 
the  ballot,  and  under  severe  penalties  prevent  the  members  of 
one  party  from  participating  in  the  caucuses  of  another.  The 
necessity  for  some  action  is  so  apparent  as  to  make  comment  oif 
my  part  unnecessary.  There  have  been  so  many  instances  of 
irregular  practices  in  the  primaries  that  some  direct  and  control- 
ling legislation  is  imperatively  demanded. 

An  awakened  public  sentiment  among  the  people  of  Maine  The 
demands  a  more  complete  and  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  P»«WWtory 
prohibitory  law.  In  nearly  all  our  country  towns  the  law  is 
respected  and  obeyed.  It  is  in  the  cities  and  larger  villages  that 
it  has  been  most  frequently  and  persistently  violated.  This 
condition  of  things  is  apparently  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  larger 
places  there  has  been  wanting  an  active  and  healthy  sentiment 
in  support  of  the  law,  and  indifference  and  opposition  have  made 
its  enforcement  more  difficult. 

Disrespect  of  one  law  breeds  disrespect  of  all  law,  and  there 
is  a  growing  appreciation  of  the  far-reaching  demoralization 
that  comes  from  the  failure  to  honestly  and  fearlessly  administer 
every  law  upon  our  statute  books. 

Officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  law  is  observed  have 
no  option  in  the  matter,  if  they  respect  their  official  obligation 
and  are  true  to  their  official  oath ;  but  it  is  most  important  that 
every  law  should  be  sustained  by  an  unquestioned  public  senti- 
ment, for  officials  elected  by  popular  suffrage  seldom  rise  to 
higher  conceptions  of  public  duty  than  is  represented  by  the 
prevailing  sentiment  of  their  constituents. 

Good  citizens  may  differ  among  themselves  as  to  the  best 
method  of  contending  with  the  liquor  evil,  but  they  cannot  afford 
to  be  othenvise  than  a  unit  in  demanding  the  faithful,  fearless, 
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and  impartial  enforcement  of  every  existing  law,  so  long  as  it 
continues  to  be  the  law. 

Among  some  of  the  most  earnest  and  sincere  friends  of  tem- 
perance in  the  State,  there  is  a  strong  feeling  that  the  prohibitory 
amendment  should  again  be  submitted  to  the  people,  that  they 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  declare  themselves  upon  the  ques- 
tion. They  believe  that  such  an  expression  of  the  popular  will 
would  give  renewed  strength  to  the  law,  and  lead  to  more  com- 
plete and  thorough  enforcement  in  those  portions  of  the  State 
where  officials  have  failed  to  do  their  duty. 

If  you  are  satisfied  that  the  people  desire  to  express  themselves 
upon  this  matter,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
to  definitely  pass  upon  the  whole  question  at  the  polls. 

Africnltare.  '^^^  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  reports  that  our  agricul- 

tural interests  arc  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  that  there  is  a 
strong  feeling  of  encouragement  among  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

The  Experiment  Station  and  the  State  University  are  aiding^ 
mucli  by  teaching  the  science  of  agriculture.  They  are  con- 
stantly bringing  to  light  new  truths  and  new  methods,  which 
have  a  marked  effect  in  stimulating  every  line  of  farm  work. 
The  more  general  use  of  modem  farm  machinery  and  better 
scientific  knowledge  have  served  to  stimulate  production  without 
a  corresponding  increase  in  cost.  Crops,  with  the  single  excep- 
tion of  com,  have  been  abundant.  Prices  have  been  high,  and 
fanners  have  found  a  ready  market  for  their  products. 

The  Commissioner  further  says  that  the  condition  of  our 
farmers  as  a  whole  is  constantly  improving.  Their  indebtedness 
has  largely  been  decreased,  and  many  mortgages  have  been  can- 
celed. Farms  are  better  equipped  than  ever  before,  and  thrift 
and  prosperity  are  everywhere  noticeable.  The  usual  number 
of  Farmers'  Institutes  have  been  held,  and  have  been  well 
attended.  Their  work  is  of  great  educational  value  and  is  fully 
appreciated.  The  Commissioner  has  endeavored  to  secure  the 
most  practical  and  successful  agriculturists  in  the  country  as 
instructors,  and  the  corps  of  teachers  at  the  University  of  Maine 
have  aided  greatly  in  promoting  the  success  of  these  meetings. 

Crop  bulletins  have  been  issued  quarterly  during  the  year. 
They  are  sent  to  between  seven  and  eight  thousand  farmers  of 
the  State,  going  largely  to  those  who  have  personally  expressed 
a  desire  to  receive  them. 

The  Maine  Dairymen's  Association,  which  includes  in  its 
membership  many  of  the  most  progressive  dairymen  in  the  State, 
advocates  the  employment  of  an  instructor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  urge  better  methods  in  the  production  and  handling  of  milk 
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and  cream,  the  work  to  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Apiculture. 

Much  can  be  done  for  the  advancement  of  our  dairy  interests, 
if  proper  effort  is  made  along  the  right  lines  and  the  value  of 
these  products  can  be  largely  increased. 

A  man  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  work  and  competent  to 
give  instruction  could  greatly  stimulate  the  growth  of  this 
industry  by  the  introduction  of  the  best  methods. 

It  is  tmnecessary  for  me  to  urge  the  importance  of  encouraging 
in  every  possible  way  the  interests  of  Agriculture,  upon  which 
so  many  of  our  people  depend  for  employment  and  support.  The 
prosperity  of  the  farmer  means  the  prosperity  of  the  whole 
State,  and  his  interests  are  the  most  important  that  are  entrusted 
to  our  care. 

The  Cattle  Commissioners  have  condemned  and  destroyed  Maloe 
more  cattle  and  horses  during  the  past  two  years  than  ever  before  conmlislw. 
in  the  same  period.  Owners  of  cattle  are  coming  better  to  under- 
stand the  dangers  of  tuberculosis,  and  the  commissioners  are 
called  upon  to  make  a  larger  number  of  investigations.  As  a 
result,  many  more  cases  are  being  discovered,  and  better  pro- 
tection is  being  afforded  from  the  danger  of  infection. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  last  legislature  has  proved 
inadequate,  and  you  will  be  asked  to  grant  a  still  larger  sum. 
It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  point  out  the  importance  of  con- 
tinuing this  work.  I  know  you  will  willingly  provide  whatever 
amount  may  be  needed  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  pay 
promptly  for  all  cattle  and  horses  which  they  may  find  it  neces- 
sary to  destroy. 

The  total  number  of  citizens  of  this  State,  between  the  ages  The  Natlooal 
of  eighteen  and  forty-five,  able  to  perform  military  duty,  accord-  ^■■■■^• 
ing  to  the  last  returns,  is  104,268.  Under  the  present  law,  the 
active  militia  is  designated  "The  National  Guard  of  the  State 
of  Maine."  As  now  constituted,  it  consists  of  two  Regiments 
of  Infantry  of  twelve  Companies  each;  a  Naval  Reserve;  a 
Signal  Corps;  and  an  Ambulance  Corps;  a  total  of  1,318  men. 

There  has  been  great  improvement  in  the  work  of  these  troops 
as  a  result  of  the  active  interest  in  the  service  which  has  been 
shown  by  both  officers  and  men.  The  Spanish  War  has  given 
us  many  veteran  officers,  whose  services  are  of  great  value,  and 
whose  work  has  done  much  to  improve  the  morale  and  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Guard.  The  annual  encampment  has  been 
productive  of  good  results,  and  both  Regiments  have  made 
noticeable  and  praiseworthy  advancement. 
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The  Signal  Corps  and  Ambulance  Corps  are  worthy  of  special 
mention  for  the  proficiency  of  their  drill  and  the  interest  which 
their  members  manifest  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  Naval  Reserve,  consisting  of  three  officers  and  forty-six 
men,  is  most  fortunate  in  being  commanded  by  officers  who  have 
made  themselves  thoroughly  familiar  with  their  duties.  The 
command  would  not  suffer  by  comparison  with  any  similar 
organization  in  the  countiy.  The  practical  experience  which 
the  men  have  gained  as  a  result  of  their  cruise  each  summer,  has 
familiarized  them  with  the  service  performed  at  sea,  both  officers 
and  men  being  assigned  to  regular  duty  and  treated  in  every 
way  as  if  they  were  members  of  the  United  States  Navy. 

lmunm€€  There  was  no  supervision  of  Insurance  in  Maine  prior  to  1868, 

Departaeat      at  which  time  the  office  of  Bank  and  Insurance  Examiner  was 

created.  In  1870  the  office  of  Insurance  Commissioner  was 
established  and  a  separate  department  was  organized.  Of  sixty- 
eight  foreign  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Companies  then  doing 
business  in  the  State,  but  twenty  remained  at  the  close  of  iQOi. 
Of  the  forty-four  old-lhie  Life  Insurance  Companies,  then  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department,  only  seventeen  were  licensed 
in  1901. 

There  is  not  a  single  Stock  Fire  Insurance  Company  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Maine,  which  is  doing  business  in  the  State 
at  the  present  time,  our  fire  underwriting  being  largely  done  by 
foreign  corporations.  Nineteen  companies,  with  capital  aggre- 
gating $4,500,000,  witlidrew  from  the  State  in  1901,  and  it  is 
now  impossible  to  secure  adequate  insurance  in  licensed  com- 
panies. It  is  unwise  to  impose  upon  these  corporations  unneces- 
sary or  burdensome  restrictions,  which  must  either  force  them 
to  withdraw  from  the  State,  or  charge  increased  premiums  for 
insurance. 

There  has  been  a  much  smaller  number  of  incendiary  fires 
since  the  law  was  enacted  giving  the  Commissioner  authority  to 
make  investigations.  During  the  past  two  years  several  persons 
have  been  convicted  of  incendiarism,  and  are  now  confined  in 
the  State  Prison. 

In  1901  the  property  loss  by  fire  in  this  State  was  $2,170,024. 
The  insurance  loss  on  the  same  was  $1,356,72.^,  leaving  a  direct 
loss  to  property  owners  of  more  than  $800,000  during  a  single 
year. 

There  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  business 
done  in  this  State  by  the  Life  Insurance  Companies  during  the 
last  ten  years.  On  December  31st,  1901,  risks  to  the  amount  of 
$76,462,857  were  in  force,  as  against  $31,726,436  on  December 
31st,  1 89 1.     There  has  also  been  a  large  increase  in  the  member- 
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ship  of  the  fraternal  beneficiary  organizations,  whose  members 
are  to  be  found  in  nearly  every  town  in  the  State.  Over  no 
class  of  Insurance  Corporations  does  the  law  give  the  Depart- 
ment so  little  control,  and  there  are  none  whose  operations  should 
be  more  carefully  guarded  and  protected. 

The  fees  of  this  Department  in  1870  amounted  to  $3,777,  no 
tax  being  imposed  at  tliat  time.  In  1902  the  fees  collected  by 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  amounted  to  $16,694.50,  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  Department ;  and  the  tax  paid  by  the  Com- 
panies was  $79,127.78,  making  a  total  revenue  from  this  source 
of  $95,822.28. 

The  Forestry  Commissioner,  after  a  most  careful  and  thorough  Forestiy. 
investigation,  reports  that  there  is  standing  in  Maine  to-day  over 
21,000,000,000  feet  of  spruce  timber,  not  less  than  9  inches  in 
diameter,  at  the  height  of  4  feet.  The  annual  growth  varies 
from  a  to  4  per  cent.,  according  to  the  character  of  the  soil  and 
other  conditions,  and  the  Commissioner  believes  it  is  safe  toassume 
that  when  cut  judiciously,  it  will  make  an  average  yearly  growth 
of  3  per  cent.,  or  630,000,000  feet.  About  662,000,000  feet  of 
spruce  was  cut  in  the  State  during  the  season  of  1901-2;  which 
is  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  average  amount  for  the  past  few 
years. 

It  is  evident  that  the  growth  of  our  spruce  forests  is  nearly 
keeping  pace  with  the  amount  annually  consumed.  They  are 
not  likely  to  be  exterminated  by  our  industries,  but  their  greatest 
danger  is  from  lire. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  is  also  about  2,000,000,000  feet  of 
spruce  in  the  Androscoggin  valley,  in  New  Hampshire,  for  which 
the  natural  outlet  is  the  pulp  and  saw  mills  of  Maine.  The  new 
Fish  River  Railroad  will  turn  a  large  part  of  the  forest  products 
of  that  section  to  Maine  manufacturers,  which  formerly  went 
down  the  St.  John  River  to  New  Brimswick. 

There  is  also  a  large  growth  of  valuable  hard  woods  of  various 
kinds  which  will  ultimately  be  a  source  of  great  wealth  to  the 
State  and  give  employment  to  a  large  number  of  people. 

The  Forestry  Commissioner,  who  has  conducted  his  investi- 
gations with  great  care,  has  been  aided  in  his  work  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Forestiy,  which  during  the  past  year  sent 
an  expert,  accompanied  by  ten  experienced  foresters,  to  this  State 
to  study  our  forests.  Nearly  three  months  was  spent  in  the 
work  and  the  information  thus  obtained  will  be  of  great  value. 

There  are  about  80,000  acres  of  school  or  public  lands  under 
the  care  of  the  State  Land  Agent.  These  lands  are  located  in 
eighty  different  plantations,  situated  in  eleven  counties.  About 
$13,000  has  been  received  during  the  past  year  from  the  timber 
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on  these  lands,  of  which  nearly  $i,ooo  was  collected  in  trespass 
cases.  Frequent  complaints  of  trespass  upon  public  lands  are 
received,  and  on  account  of  the  tracts  being  so  widely  scattered, 
much  time  and  labor  is  required  in  making  investigation  and 
properly  protecting  the  State's  interest. 

The  Land  Agent  also  has  the  care  of  Indian  Township,  so 
called,  in  Washington  County.  This  town  contains  22,400  acres. 
It  is  well  located  and  is  covered  with  young  trees  of  different 
varieties  which  are  making  rapid  growth.  The  soil  is  fertile  and 
it  is  a  valuable  tract  of  Jand.

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One  hundred  and  five  towns  have  taken  advantage  of  the  act 
passed  by  the  last  legislature,  which  provided  for  the  improve- 
ment of  certain  highways  designated  thereby  as  State  Roads.  I 
am  convinced  that  these  expenditures  have  on  the  whole  been 
wisely  and  judiciously  made,  and  I  believe  that  the  system  thus 
established  offers  a  practical  and  progressive  plan  of  road 
improvement,  free  from  many  of  the  objections  which  have  been 
urged  against  other  methods. 

This  appropriation  should  be  continued,  and  should  be  large 
enough  so  that  eveiy  town  which  may  desire  to  enjoy  its  benefits 
may  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  its  provisions.  The  amount 
which  a  town  may  receive  should  also  be  increased. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  authorized  the  appointment 
of  a  Commission  to  have  charge  of  the  interests  of  the  State  at 
the  St.  Louis  Exposition  to  Commemorate  the  Louisiana  Pur- 
chase. This  Exposition,  which  will  be  held  at  St.  Louis  in  1904, 
will  be  International  in  its  character  and  bring  together  exhibits 
of  every  kind  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  It  is  desirable  that 
the  resources  of  the  State  be  creditably  represented  and  particu- 
larly that  we  should  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  make 
more  widely  known  the  attractions  which  Maine  presents  to  the 
summer  visitor  and  sportsman. 

A  reasonable  appropriation  should  be  made  for  this  purpose. 

In  twenty-five  States  of  the  Union,  and  throughout  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  licenses  must  be  secured  before  non-resi- 
dents may  hunt  certain  game,  or  hunt  at  all.  In  some  sections 
of  the  United  States  the  privilege  of  hunting  is  not  extended  to 
non-residents.  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  and 
Game  in  their  annual  report,  which  you  will  shortly  receive, 
recommend  the  enactment  of  a  license  law  to  apply  to  non-resi- 
dent hunters  of  large  game.  This  would  afford  sufficient  rev- 
enue to  provide  an  efficient  warden  service  and  at  the  same  time 
protect  our  game  from  being  destroyed  by  a  class  of  hunters 
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who  come  to  Maine  in  increasing  numbers  each  year,  leaving 
little  if  any  money  among  our  people,  and  apparently  relying 
upon  the  sale  of  the  game  which  they  may  secure  to  defray  part 
or  all  of  the  expense  of  tlieir  vacations.  Such  visitors  are  not 
desirable.  They  are  not  a  source  of  any  revenue  to  our  people, 
and  I  can  personally  see  no  reason  why  the  State  of  Maine 
should  maintain  a  game  preserve  for  them  free  of  cost.  The 
property  of  all  our  people  bears  its  part  of  the  expense  of  main- 
taining this  department,  yet  only  a  portion  of  our  citizens  par- 
ticipate directly  in  its  benefits.  Why.  then,  should  not  citizens 
of  other  States  who  come  here  to  share  these  privileges  bear  some 
part  of  the  cost  of  their  maintenance? 

As  time  goes  on,  a  much  larger  number  of  people  will  come 
to  Maine  each  year  to  sptnd  their  vacations  and  to  hunt  and  fish. 
No  other  Slate  in  the  Union  presents  so  many  attractions  as  ours, 
and  we  should  see  to  it  that  everything  possible  is  done  to  bring 
the  desirable  summer  resident  within  our  borders.  Our  game 
should  be  fully  protected,  and  above  all  our  lakes  and  streams 
should,  wherever  practicable,  be  stocked  with  the  product  of  our 
fish  hatcheries. 

I  know  that  you  fully  appreciate  the  great  importance  of  the 
fish  and  game  interests  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  will  take 
such  action  as  is  necessary  to  maintain  our  present  advantageous 
position  in  these  matters. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  and  the  municipality  to  protect  the  stateBoard 
lives  and  health  of  its  citizens.  The  State  Board  of  Health,  in  of  HMlth. 
co-operation  with  the  local  boards,  constitutes  a  public  health 
organization  which  is  doing  work  of  the  greatest  value  and 
importance.  We  have  come  to  rely  upon  its  efforts  to  guard 
us  from  the  danger  of  epidemics  and  I  believe  that  our  confidence 
in  the  efficiency  of  this  department  is  fully  warranted. 

During  the  past  two  years,  small-pox  has  been  widely  preva- 
lent throughout  the  country,  but  our  own  State,  although  sur- 
rounded by  the  danger  of  infection,  has  suffered  little,  and  the 
outbreaks  of  this  disease  have  as  a  rule  been  promptly  sup- 
pressed. 

There  has  been  a  marked  diminution  of  the  death-rate  from 
tuberculosis,  as  is  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  Department  of 
Vital  Statistics.  The  decrease  of  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  cause  in  the  last  decade  has  been  more  than  twenty-five  per 
cent. 

The  Sea  and  Shore  Fisheries  furnish  business  and  employ-  Sea  and 
ment  to  thousands  of  our  citizens.     We  have  no  interest  which  piJJfries. 
requires  more  careful  attention  and  protection,  and  none  is  more 
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surely  and  certainly  benefited  by  a  wise  and  liberal  policy  on  the 
pait  of  the  State.  In  no  other  emplo>Tnent  or  industry  is  it  so 
easy  for  a  poor  nian  to  cam  an  honest  li\'ing,  and  none  so  quickly 
yields  a  reward  to  reasonable  effort  and  gives  support  and  an 
independent  existence  to  so  many  citizens  who  might  otherwise 
be  dependent. 

The  capital  required  by  the  average  fisherman  who  carries  on 
business  for  himself  is  small,  while  his  opportunity  to  live  at 
home,  supporting  himself  by  his  individual  exertions,  is  only 
limited  by  the  supply  of  tlie  products  of  the  sea,  the  abundance 
of  which  depends  largely  upon  the  vigilance  of  conscientious  and 
competent  officials  in  the  protection  of  our  fisheries  from  avoid- 
able disaster  and  wilful  destruction. 

The  Commissioner  in  charge  of  this  Department  fully  appre- 
ciates the  great  importance  of  the  interests  entrusted  to  his  care 
and  can  be  relied  upon  to  protect  and  foster  them. 

The  so-called  Hay-Bond  treaty  now  under  consideration  in 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States  gives  free  entry  into  this  country 
of  the  products  of  the  Newfoundland  fisheries.  Its  ratification 
would  result  in  serious  injury  to  our  fishing  interests  by  opening 
to  the  markets  of  this  country  the  products  of  Newfoundland  in 
competition  with  our  own. 

The  welfare  of  the  coast  towns  of  Maine  requires  us  to  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  prevent  its  acceptance. 

Two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  persons  in  358 
towns,  cities  and  plantations  receive  State  pensions.  One  thou- 
sand, two  hundred  and  eighty-three  are  paid  $2.00  per  month, 
and  only  174  receive  over  $4.00  per  month.  One  thousand,  two 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  these  pensioners  are  invalids,  and 
926  are  widows. 

Though  the  amount  paid  to  each  is  small,  many  a  home  is 
relieved  from  want  and  suffering  thereby,  and  the  recipients  are 
thus  enabled  to  maintain  themselves  without  other  public  aid. 
This  is  but  a  slight  recognition  of  our  obligation  to  those  valiant 
men  who  nobly  fought  for  their  country  in  its  time  of  peril.  I 
know  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  urge  the  continuance  of  the 
appropriation  required  for  their  relief. 

The  total  mileage  of  Steam  Railroads  in  the  State  is  2,000.51, 
a  gain  of  81.53  miles  during  the  past  year.  This  gain  is  due  to 
the  construction  of  the  Fish  River  Railroad  from  Ashland  to 
Fort  Kent,  52.50  miles ;  an  extension  of  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook 
Railroad  from  Van  Buren  two  miles  up  the  St.  John  River;  an 
extension  of  the  Rumford  Falls  &  Rangeley  Lakes  Railroad 
north  from  Bemis,  12.66  miles ;  an  extension  of  the  Wiscasset, 
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Waterville  &  Farmington  Railroad  from  Weeks  Mills  to  Wins- 
low,  14  miles ;  the  constmction  of  a  branch  of  the  York  Harbor    ' 
&  Beach  Railroad  in  Kittery,  .34  of  a  mile,  and  a  change  in 
remeasurement  of  .03  of  a  mile. 

There  are  342.68  miles  of  Street  Railways  in  the  State,  all  but 
three  miles  being  operated  by  electricity,  a  gain  of  59.67  miles 
during  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  the  gross  earnings  of 
the  Steam  Railroads  of  Maine  were  $11,763,068.86,  a  gain  over 
the  previous  year  of  $833,066.00,  and  an  increase  in  the  last  ten 
years  of  $4,841,859.62.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  receipts  of 
our  Steam  Railroads  have  nearly  doubled  since  1892. 

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  in  1902  was  8,868,303, 
a  gain  over  the  year  1892  of  5,173,369  tons,  or  about  150  per 
cent. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  Street  Railways  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1902,  were  $1,573,99390.  Eight  thousand,  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine  persons  were  employed  upon  both  Steam 
and  Street  Railroads,  who  received  during  the  year,  wages 
amounting*  to  $4,458,383.20. 

The  Commissioners  in  charge  of  Fort  William  Henry  at  Pemaqnid 
Pemaquid  will  ask  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  properly  ComnlggloB. 
preserve  and  care  for  the  fort,  as  well  as  for  the  many  valuable 
memorials  which  have  been  found  there.  Their  report,  which 
will  soon  be  before  you,  is .  full  of  interest,  and  gives  some 
account  of  the  work  which  has  alreadv  been  done  in  this  direc- 
tion  by  citizens  of  Bristol  and  others.  A  small  amount  only 
would  be  required  to  preserve  and  to  some  degree  restore  this 
ancient  fortification. 

Under  the  management  and  direction  of  our  efficient  Super-  Poblic 
intendent  of  Public  Buildings,  many  needed  improvements  have     "     "'*' 
been  made  in  the  State  capitol.     These  changes,  which  have 
given  our  State  House  a  much  more  creditable  appearance,  have 
been  made  at  comparatively  small  cost  and  without  the  necessity 
of  any  large  or  unusual  appropriations. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  sareaa 
Industrial  and  Labor  Statistics  as  the  value  of  the  work  done  of  iBdiiitrial 
by  this   Department   becomes   better   known   and   understood,  statlsticg. 
This  is   shown  in   a  constantly  increasing  demand  for  these 
reports,  and  by  the  large  number  of  inquiries  received  regarding 
the  various  industries  and  resources  of  the  State,  which  has 
added  materially  to  the  work  of  this  department. 
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State  Libraiy.       'I'he  State  Library  has  been  greatly  extended  and  developed 

during  the  past  two  years.  The  section  of  its  work  which  is 
evidently  of  the  greatest  interest  to  the  public  is  that  connected 
with  the  traveling  libraries.  There  are  now  eighty  of  these 
libraries  in  active  use,  or  four  thousand  vohunes,  and  the  records 
returned  to  the  State  Librarian  show  that  these  books  annually 
afford  entertainment  and  instruction  to  over  forty  thousand 
readers.  They  are  increasing  in  use  in  the  small  towns  and 
neighborhoods,  and  even  in  the  lumber  camps.  They  are  sought 
after  by  high  schools,  and  prove  very  helpful  to  study  clubs  and 
granges.  There  are  over  one  thousand  institutions  and  organ- 
izations of  various  kinds  in  Maine,  representing  over  fifty  thou- 
sand readers,  which  have  a  right  to  demand  the  use  of  these 
libraries,  or  of  any  single  volume  that  can  safely  be  loaned  from 
the  State  Library. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  number  of  these  libraries 
must  be  doubled  within  the  next  few  vears,  to  meet  the  demand 
that  now  exists  for  them,  unless  the  Legislature  shall  consider 
it  wise  and  just  to  place  some  limitation  upon  the  use  of  the 
State  Library  in  educating  the  people,  and  shall  restrict  within 
more  narrow  limits  the  books  that  mav  be  loaned. 

m 

Not  only  has  this  section  of  the  library  work  been  largely 
increased,  but  the  exchange  of  public  documents  and  reports 
has  nearly  doubled  within  the  last  three  years,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  set  apart  for  its  use  an  increased  number  of  each 
of  these  publications,  if  this  system  of  exchange  and  distribution 
is  to  be  maintained. 

The  Library  has  giown  ver}'^  rapidly  through  the  acquisition 
of  books  and  other  works  relating  to  historical  studies,  and  in 
its  legal  section.  During  the  past  two  years  ten  thousand  books 
and  pamphlets  have  been  added.  It  now  contains  over  18,000 
law  reports,  digests,  and  statutes,  embracing  decisions  of  every 
court  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  England,  Ireland,  and  Scot- 
land. There  is  not  another  library  east  of  Boston  so  fully  and 
completely  equipped  as  this  for  the  use  of  the  student,  the  lawyer 
or  the  man  of  affairs.  The  librarian  reports  that  every  available 
inch  of  space  where  a  book  can  be  placed  is  now  ocaipied ;  that 
every  storeroom  outside  the  library  proper  is  crowded,  and  that 
there  is  urgent  need  of  additional  room  in  which  to  put  the 
rapidly  accumulating  volumes,  as  well  as  to  provide  space  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  people,  for  with  all  these  valuable 
collections,  there  is  not  a  single  room  where  books  may  be  con- 
sulted without  inconvenience  and  interruption. 

Maine  Insane        There  were  six  htmdred  and  thirty-one  patients  in  the  Maine 
Hospital.  Insane  Hospital,  November  30th,  1902,  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
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three  of  whom  were  men  and  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
were  women.  This  is  an  increase  of  thirty-one  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  death-rate 
due  to  the  admission  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  aged 
people,  but  tlie  institution  has  been  entirely  free  from  infectious 
or  contagious  diseases  of  any  kind. 

The  Asylum  has  been  crowded  in  the  woman's  department, 
on  account  of  the  reconstruction  of  one  entire  wing.  This  work, 
which  is  now  completed,  is  fireproof  and  contains  many  con- 
veniences which  will  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  its  occupants. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  should  be  continued,  and  all  the 
older  portion  of  the  Asylum  should  be  thoroughly  modernized. 
The  Superuitendent  states  that  the  remaining  wings,  properly 
arranged  will  provide  for  sixty-four  additional  patients  and 
furnish  accommodations  much  superior  to  those  now  existing. 
I  recommend  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose.  This  portion 
of  the  Hospital  is  greatly  in  need  of  repairs  and  in  a  condition 
not  creditable  to  the  State.  A  reasonable  expenditure  will  not 
only  put  the  institution  in  thoroughly  first-class  condition,  but 
afiiord  ample  accommodations  for  such  additional  patients  as 
may  be  admitted  to  the  Asylum  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  the  board  of  the  patients  in  this  Insti- 
tution during  the  past  year  has  been  $4-77^4  P^r  week.  This 
covers  every  expenditure  in  the  management  of  the  Institution. 

The  Eastern  Maine  Insane  Hospital  was  opened  July  3d,  1901,  Eastern 
with  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  patients  who  were  transferred  1^,^^ 
from  the  Asylum  at  Augusta.     The  number  had  increased  to  Hospital. 
two  hundred  and  nine  on  November  30th,  1902,  of  whom  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  were  men  and  ninety-four  were  women. 
During  the  twelve  months  previous  to  this  date,  one  hundred 
and  eleven  patients  were  admitted.     Sixty-eight  were  discharged, 
thirty-seven   having   recovered   and   twenty-six   being  greatly 
improved. 

Much  has  been  done  under  the  direction  of  the  management 
to  make  the  surroundings  of  this  Hospital  more  attractive. 
Trees  and  shrubs  have  been  planted,  necessary  roadways  have 
been  constructed,  and  tlie  grounds  have  been  graded  and 
improved,  so  far  as  funds  available  would  permit.  Still  more, 
however,  must  be  accomplished  to  complete  this  work,  and  a 
considerable  appropriation  will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Institution  in  its  various  departments  and  to  pro- 
vide furnishings  and  equipment  needed  to  maintain  the  Hospital 
at  a  proper  standard. 

A  sufficient  sum  should  also  be  provided  to  meet  the  deficiency 
in  running  expenses.

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  inmates  of  the  State 
Prison,  thirty-six  of  whom  are  under  life  sentence.  Forty-seven 
have  been  admitted  during  the  past  year ;  fifty-two  have  been  dis- 
charged, and  four  have  died.  On  account  of  the  advance  in  price 
of  neariy  all  food  products,  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  subsistence  department,  but  on  the 
whole  the  prison  has  made  a  fair  showing  and  will  not  require 
so  large  an  appropriation  as  two  years  ago. 

Only  four  of  these  convicts  are  women,  but  I  am  convinced 
that  this  institution  should  have  a  matron,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  take  immediate  charge  of  female  prisoners.  The  State  is  not 
doing  its  whole  duty  in  this  respect,  and  I  trust  you  will  take 
some  action  to  place  this  department  of  the  prison  on  a  right  and 
proper  basis. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  attendance  at  the  Maine  School 
for  the  Deaf  has  largely  increased,  and  the  school  has  made  most 
commendable  progress  and  advancement  in  every  way. 

Ninety-two  pupils  are  now  in  attendance,  nearly  every  county 
m  the  State  being  represented.  Nine  teachers  give  instruction, 
and  the  course  includes  all  the  regular  English  branches.  Indus- 
trial training  is  also  given,  the  girls  being  taught  sewing,  cooking 
and  the  various  duties  of  the  housdiold,  while  the  boys  are 
instructed  in  wood-working,  glazing,  painting,  printing  and 
cobbling. 

This  institution  is  well  managed,  and  its  needs  should  receive 
your  careful  consideration. 

There  are  sixty-eight  children  in  the  Bath  Military  and  Naval 
Orphan  Asylum,  of  whom  thirty-seven  are  boys  and  thirty-one 
are  girls.  They  are  from  four  to  fifteen  years  of  age  and  all 
attend  the  public  schools  of  the  city. 

This  institution  is  doing  good  work,  and  its  management  is 
worthy  of  the  highest  commendation. 

A  proper  classification  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-five  boys 
in  the  State  Reform  School  requires  the  building  of  two  addi- 
tional cottages  modeled  upon  the  same  general  plan  as  those 
already  existing.  Eighty-five  of  these  boys  live  in  the  original 
building,  which  was  erected  about  fifty  years  ago.  This  struc- 
ture should  be  thoroughly  remodeled  to  meet  the  present  require- 
ments of  the  institution.  It  is  unfortunate  that  so  many  of  these 
poor  children  should  thus  be  congregated  together,  as  it  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  separate  those  of  vicious  tendencies  and 
criminal  instincts,  from  those  who  have  committed  only  trifling 
oflFences  and  who  are  simply  the  victims  of  poverty  and  mis- 
fortune. 
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It  is  neitlier  right  nor  just  that  this  institution  should  be  termed 
a  Reform  School  and  that  its  inmates,  who  are  only  children, 
should  be  stigmatized  as  convicts.  Nor  should  the  time  they 
spend  here  be  termed  unprisonment.  The  school  should  bear 
some  more  appropriate  name.  I  trust  that  the  needs  of  this 
School  will  receive  your  most  careful  consideration,  and  that  you 
will  grant  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  meet  its  reasonable 
requirements. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  girls  under  the  care  of  Maine 
the  Maine  Industrial  School  for  Girls.     Of  these  sixty-nine  are  ^iSH^^ll 
at  the  school,  and  the  remainder  have  been  placed  in  homes  in  Qlrls. 
difJferent  parts  of  the  State.    During  the  past  year  twenty-one 
girls  have  been  admitted,  fifteen  have  come  of  age,  five  have  been 
permitted  to  marry,  and  ten  have  been  discharged. 

The  trustees  of  the  school  ask  that  some  provision  be  made  for 
those  who  are  feeble-mmded,  seven  in  all,  our  annual  appropria- 
tion for  the  care  of  such  children  in  the  Massachusetts  Home  for 
the  Feeble-Minded  being  insufficient  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  sure  that  an  institution  so  worthy  of  public  support  will 
receive  the  most  careful  consideration  at  your  hands,  and  that 
you  will  grant  such  appropriations  as  may  be  reasonably  neces- 
sary for  its  support  and  maintenance. 

I  have  endeavored  briefly  to  present  to  you  a  comprehensive  Conclusion. 
review  of  State  affairs.  The  reports  of  the  various  departments 
and  of  the  officers  of  the  different  State  Institutions  will  give 
you  in  detail  an  account  of  their  work.  The  sums  set  apart  for 
their  support  have  been  ample  for  their  requirements,  as  a  rule, 
and  I  trust  no  new  appropriation  will  be  made  unless  you  are 
fully  satisfied,  after  the  most  thorough  examination  and  careful 
consideration,  that  the  best  interests  of  the  State  require  it.  Not 
a  dollar  should  be  wasted  or  unnecessarily  expended,  but  the 
same  careful,  prudent  management,  the  same  judicious  economy 
which  characterizes  the  administration  of  every  successful  pri- 
vate enterprise  should  be  exercised  in  conducting  the  business  of 
the  State. 

There  should  be  no  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  the  exact  intent  and 
meaning  of  every  measure  proposed  for  enactment.  Every  pro- 
vision of  the  law  should  be  absolutely  plain  and  clear.  The 
utmost  care  should  also  be  exercised  in  scrutinizing  the  constitu- 
tionality of  all  contemplated  legislation.  It  is  always  a  source 
of  trouble  when  a  statute  is  found  to  be  inconsistent  with  the 
organic  law  after  the  people  have  begun  to  act  under  it,  and  leads 
them  to  distrust  and  to  question  all  new  legislation. 
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As  tlie  trusted  sei-vaiits  of  the  people,  for  a  brief  time  having 
tlicir  interests  in  charge,  let  us  see  to  it  that  they  have  no  just 
cause  to  distrust  our  motives,  or  our  desire  to  discharge  our 
duties  in  a  manner  that  will  promote  their  welfare  and  merit  their 
approbation. 

The  approval  of  our  own  judgment  and  conscience,  the  knowl- 
edge that  our  management  of  public  matters  receives  the  com- 
mendation of  unprejudiced,  fair-minded  men,  is  the  highest  and 
best  reward  we  can  hope  to  receive  for  the  time  we  devote  to  the 
public  service.  Resolutely  and  fearlessly  let  us  determine  to  do 
our  whole  duty,  unmoved  by  any  consideration  save  a  fixed  pur- 
pose to  labor  devotedly  for  the  upbuilding  of  every  interest  of 
our  beloved  State  and  for  the  permanent  welfare  of  all  its  people.

To  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives: 

I  have  examined  the  Resolve  in  favor  of  the  town  of  Fort 
Kent,  for  the  sum  of  $1,500.  I  return  the  same  herewith  without 
my  approval  and  desire  to  submit  for  your  consideration  some 
facts  and  figures  in  relation  to  State  finances. 

The  estimateci  income  of  the  State  for  1903  is  about  $2,100,- 
000,  and  for  1904,  approximately  $2,000,000,  a  total  of  $4,100,- 
000.  Appropriations  already  made  and  pending  aggregate  over 
$4,650,000,  an  excess  above  probable  income  of  $550,000,  and 
an  increase  over  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  Seventieth  Leg- 
islature for  the  years  1901  and  1902,  of  over  $800,000. 

The  amount  of  cash  in  the  treasury,  available  for  the  payment 
of  current  obligations,  is  less  than  $267,000,  and  nearly  all  will 
be  required  to  meet  necessary  expenditures  in  excess  of  current 
revenues  within  the  next  three  months.  Of  the  above  amount 
about  $44,000  is  due  the  present  Legislature  on  pay  roll. 

It  is  evident  that  unless  appropriations  now  under  consider- 
ation are  materially  reduced,  the  State  treasurer  will  be  com- 
pelled to  make  a  temporary  loan,  and  since  the  constitution  does 
not  permit  the  creation  of  a  State  debt  in  excess  of  $300,000, 
except  for  war  purposes,  it  seems  to  me  most  unwise  to  make 
any  appropriations  not  absolutely  required,  which  will  result  in 
the  creation  of  a  floating  debt. 

We  should  conduct  the  business  of  the  State  as  we  would  our 
own  affairs.  The  people  demand  and  expect  from  us  the  same 
careful,  prudent  management  which  characterizes  the  adminis- 
tration of  every  successful  private  business,  and  that  the  promise 
of  economy  in  public  expenditures  will  be  fulfilled. 

Those  who  have  been  entrusted  with  the  management  of  State 
matters  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  any  excessive  or 
unwise  appropriations.  We  can  offer  no  excuse  which  will  be 
considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  a  failure  to  do  our  whole  dutv 
in  the  fulfillment  of  the  pledges  which  we  have  made,  but  the 
blame  will  rest  upon  us  if  we  are  faithless  to  our  trust. 

For  the  reasons  here  given,  I  submit  this  matter  for  your 

further  consideration.
